to light. In order, however, to make things as eafy and as .^ -^** 
evident to our readers as it is poliible, to decline intricate or^ 
trivial difputes as. much as may be, and not to afFeft criticifm 
Mod.

to fuch a degree of feverity as to hide from their knowlege 
thofe marvellous traditions, which in early ages pafled for un- 
doubted truths, we will relate as briefly ^s may be both the 
falfe and the true, the fiSitious and the real hiftory of the old 
counts of C^i/f; after delivering fomething previoufly, and 
that too as fuccinf^ly as we can, of the, etymology of the 
name and of the iituation of this country; without the know- 
lege of which, what is to follow would be but imperfedly 
comprehended ; in the difcuifing of which point, if we (hall 
appear to leave things fomewhat loofe and indetermined, it 
Biuft not be attributed to a want of diligence in our enquiries, 
or of a defire to come at certainty, if it had been pof&ble, but 
to that obfcurity, which, in fpite of the endeavours of many - 
learned men, ftill hang« over this period, and hinders us from 
feeing fo clearly as we could with : a circumftance which, 
how little credit ibever it may bring us to confefs, we ncver-

and it will iiirely be no eafy matter to derive any thing for 
our purpofe from them. Others imagine that the origin of 
, this name is to be fought no higher than the recovery of this 
country out of the hands of the Moors ; at which time, fay 
th^y, there was a ftrong caftle built for the defence of the 
frontier, in which the count, or great officer of the province, 
refided; from whence it took its name and its arms*'. There 
is femething pllwfible tA leaft, if not probable^ in this, only 
tKe latter part of the argument feemed to be a little defeflive, 
if we may rely on the bell judges of heraldry as to the anti- * 
quity oi mch kind of bearings. However, as we are not like 
to meet with a better account than this, we may> perhaps^ 
reconcile nicer critics to this notion, by obferving, that if the 
name of the province was really derived from forae fuch caftle, 
this may well be fuppofed to have been fupported by tradi* 
tion, as low as the times in which arms were aflumed ; arid 
then it will very well account for die aiTuming a caftle by way

of alluiion to that antleht fortreis ^. But perhaps we may 
have ((in a better account of. this matter from what we are 
going to relate, concerning the means by which this country 
was refctied out of the hands of the infidels, and annexed to 
that fflonarchy, which the Chrifiians had formed in Jjlurias* 
For in fuch enquiries one paflage throws light upon another ; 
and if, taking all things together, they appear to have an eafy 
and natural connexion, it is the beft proof that can be had 
that they are confident with truth, or at leaft but a little re- 
moved from it; which, in fuch cafes, is as much as can well 
bedefired, and more than can often be met with. 

We come next to defcribe^c province of Old Cajiik^ fo Situation 
ttlled,- becaufe it was recovered from the Moors long before ^/i&i/^r^- 
that which is ftiled the New\ as it ftood in the times of which vince, and 
wcare writing, it was feparated from the kingdom of Leonhythemanntr 
the following little rivers, Carrion^ Pffuergo^ Heva^ and Re-ofitsheing 
laman*^ and, on the other fide, it was bounded by the AJlu- recovered 
rias, Bifcay, and the little province of Rioja ; towards the A^** '^' 
fouth it had for its limits the mountains of Segovia and Avila^^^^^* 
lying in the middle between the Chriflian kingdom of Oviedo 
ind Leon^ and the Moorijb fovereignty of Cordova ^. As this 
country was extre^mely fertile in corn and wine, abounded 
with excellent pafture, and was confequently well flocked 
with cattle, and the beft watered of any province in Spain^ 
ie need not wonder that both nations were defirous of being 
its mailers. We are told by an eminent and elegant hiflo- 
rian, that, even while it remained under the dominion of the 
i/Mr/, there were feveral great lords who maintained them- 
felves in the poiTef&on of certain di(lri£ls, and who, by degrees 
incrcafing in wealth and power, at length (hook off the yoke 
of the infidels, and put thethfelves, as it was very natural 
for them to do, under the protedlion of the kings of Oviedo ^. 
If this account be true, as at leaft there is no authority to 
prove it otherwife, we may very well believe, that thefc lords 
had each of them a well fortified maniion, orcaftle; whence, 
at the emancipation of this province4rom the yoke of the 
Moors^ it might well receive that name by which it has been 
ever fince known. The fame hiftorian tells us, that th'efe 
lords, fupported by their new proteftor, were not only able 
to defend their frontier, but to extend their little territories 
by their excurlions againft the MoorSy as often as any fa- 
vourable opi^ortunity prefented itfelfi and that from hence

(A) We find coants diftin- 
guifhcd by the antie'nt Sfanijh 
writers into thofe of the palace, 
who had that title and dignity 
in virtue of their offices about 
the perfon of the king, and 
counts who were appointed to 
have the government of certain 
provinces (i). The privileges 
or prerogatives of both forts of 
coants were precifely the fame ; 
that is to fay, they had a vote 
in the elc£)ion of kings, a feat 
in the affembly of the ftatcs, 
and were not liable to any infe- 
rior jurifdidion. 'On the ©ther 
hand, thefe counts were bound 
to perform their offices in the 
palace^ to raife the forces of 
their provinces at the king's 
command, and to fepair to the 
aifembly of the dates, when 
and wherever it was fummoned 
(2). We may eafily colie£i 
from hence, that if a nobleman 
afibciated with, and fubmitced 
himfeif to, a prince to whom he 
was not born a fubjedt, he muft 
take upon him the duties of fuch 
an officer at the fame time that 
he acquired the prerogatives ; 
{q that, except the hereditary 
pofTeffion of eftate, and it may 
be title, which, as the king did 
not give, he could have no right 
to take away, this aflbciared 
count flood in juil the fame point 
of light with all other counts.

There '^^^"^'^''^ 
is, indeed j another account of this matter, which is, that one ^fi^j^'oo. 
Nugno BekhideSj 2. German lotd^ making a pilgrimage into ' 
Spain to the tomb of St. James, being kindly entertained by 
this count, refolvedto remain with him, and to aifill in de- 
fending the country againft the infidels. Don Diego was fo 
charmed with the generofity of this ftranger, that he gave 
bim in marriage his only daughter. Donna SullaBella ; and, 
by his advice, coUedling the people together out of the ftrag- 
gling villages, he brought them to live in a town, which he 
furrounded with walls, and gave it the name of Burgos, from 
the German word Burgh *. It muft be admitted, that this has ^ 
fo much the air of a fable as not to deferve any credit ; but 
th^ to infer from hence, that the counts in Caftile were not 
hereditary, feemsto be carrying the matter too far; fince, 
rcjcfting the fable, we may retain the hiftory, and allow Don 
Diego, the fon of Don Rodriguez, to have built the city 
of Burgos, not by the advice of this fon-in-law, but by the 
order of Don Jion/o the great ^» What feems to render this 
probable, and to give feme degree of evidence to the before- 
mentioned account of the origin of thcfe nobleS, is our find- 
ing that there were many of them at the fame time ; fuch as 
the count Don Fernund Jnfules, Don Almondar el Blanco, or 
the white, and Don Nugno Fernandez, which plainly inti- 
«nates, that they did not receive either their authority or titles 
from the kings of Oviedo, but were indebted to them only for

length, by their cabals, the good old king found it requifite to 
refign his crown to Don Garctas^ who behaved more dutifully 
afterwards than he bad done before ; and it feems highly 
probable, that when, after the death of that prince, Don Or^- 
^no came ta be feated on the throne, he difapproved his 
brother's conduct and his own towards their father; and, on 
this account, retained a diflike to Don Nugno Fernandez^ to 
whom he might impute thofe councils by which they were 
miflcd P, However that may be, it is certain that, having 
ftimmoned that nobleman and the reft of the nobles at Cajlite 
to meet him at Burgos^ in which they failed, he refolved to. 
chaftife them ; but difl^mbling his intentions, and diref^ing 
thtm once more to meet him at a little town called Regular^ 
he caufed them all to be arreftcd and carried prifoners to Leon^ A.D.922. 
atrf there put to death. This Don Roderic, bifliop of Toledo^ 
reprefents as an aci of tyranny, and a very foul ftain on the 
adminiflration of that king, who was otherwife a prince of 
great virtues ^. Don Lucas^ bifliop of Tiry, barely relates 
the faft without any ccnfure j and yet Mariana, and moft of 
the modern hiftorians, have followed the archbifliop, and 
treated the king as a tyrant for this very aft ' 5. but Sampiro^ 
bifliop of Aftorga^ who had much better opportunities of 
knowing the truth, is direftly on the other fide, juftifies king 
Orddgno'z feverity, and fpeaks of thefe nobles as rebels •. But 
bow juft foever his motives might be, the manner of his

Vpon According to the general current of hiftory, the fenfc 

nxjbieb^ as which the Cajiilians had of this a£l of feverity, joined to fome 
is common- new hardihips thfey fuftained under the reign of Don Fraikf^ 
iybeiirued^ ^ho compelled them to refort to Leon for the decifion of all dif- 
the Cafti putes, provoked them to withdraw their allegiance from flich 
lians re- tyrannical mafters, and to fet up a new form of government 
'volt and ^mQ^gft themfelves. This confifted in chufing two perfona 
•^'. '^^ of quality, who were ftiled judges, and in whom the fupreme 
^«^;^/, power was vefted. The two &ft they fay were Don Nugna 
Rafura and Don Layn CalvQ ; the former of thefe was the 
fon of Don Nugno Belchides^ a man in years, of great expe- 
rience, and of a mild and equitable temper : the latter 
Jrounger, married to Nuna Bella^ the dai^htcr of his col- 
egue, very brave and aflive. Don Nugna^ therefore, waa 
the legiflator, and Don Layn the general of this new com- 
monwealth '. They generally rendered juftice together, feated 
on the fame tribunal ; and, as a proof of this, they fhew the 
remains of what they call the judgment- feat at the village of 
BijudUoy two leagues from Medina de PomaVy as a decifive 
evidence of the matter of fadi, aflerting, that it was built for 
their ufe". We are alfo told, that the laws by which theiir 
fentences were regulated made the contents of an antient vo- 
lume, entitled. El Fuero de Cajlilla^ which continued in force 
V to the reign of Don jilphonfo the wife, by whom thefe laws 

were abolilhed, and a new code introduced '^^ .It is, how- 
ever, admitted, that nothing farther is known of the tranf- 
aftions of thefe magiftrates j how long they remained fa, 
pr who were their immediate fucceflbrs. The truth feems to 
be, that the name of the village, and the ruins of fomcthing 
like a tribunal, together with the darknefs of thefe times, in- 
fpired fome fertile imagination with this hiftory, that the birth 
of him who was really the founder of an independent fove- 
rcignty in Cafiile^ might appear fufficiently noble : and to 
leave the reader in as little doubt as m^y be upon this head, 
let us intreat his patience for fo much more of this ftory as 
will bring us down to this illuftrious perfon, and we fliall 
then difmifs thefe fabulous relations, which, however, he will 
iind have pafled for very good hiftory with fame very great 
men, as indeed what would not pafs iinder an eafy natural 
diefs, which Mariana' gives to every ftory he tells.

in their own family ; by which they acquired, as no doubt 
they well deferved, the univerfal efleem and affeftion of all 
ranks and degrees of people. This illuftrious couple were 
the parents of that great hero we mentioned, Don Ferdinand 
XSonzalez^ of whom we are now to fpeak, as of the real and 
indubitable founder of this principality, and whofe anions 
were in themfelves too great, and his charafter in all refpe<9s 
too noble, to ftand in need of any afliftance of this kind ; . 
which, as it ever does, only obfcures what it fliould illuftrate, 
i 4nd renders that doubtful and fufpeded that would be other- 
wife fufficiently confpicuous in its natural and proper point of 
light (C). - 

For, after all, it is morally certain, that no credit is to HiflorUal 
be given to this genealogy, but that it is infinitely more account •/ 
probable this great man was the fon of Don Ferdinand Gon- the family

For feveral hiftorians 
fay, and the fad is not at all 
improbable, that when, after all 
his labours, hazards, and vidlo* 
ries, the great count of CaftiU 
faw his barrier defboyed, and 
his fubjeds in a manner ruined 
by this unnatural conjundlion of 
Chridians and Moors which he 
had brought upon himfelf, it 
afFedted him to fuch a degree 
that he died rather of grief than 
any other difeafe (6). A dread- 
ful example of the inconflancy 
of human profperity and the un- 
expeded reverfes of fortune, to 
which even the greateft politic 
clans are always expofed.

hair's breadth of ruin v. ' Notwithftanding this, and the re- 
peated interceflions, as well of the kings of Navarre as of 
LeoHy he nevisr could be prevailed on to do that nobleman 
juftice, but kept the county of Alava till the day of his death, 
which happened in the month of Jufyy in the year of our 
lord 970 y, when he left his territory free in all refpefls, 
very much extended, and the frontier well fortified^ and a great 
corps of intrepid and well difciplined troops, to his fon, a 
prince of great hopes, and highly efteemed by his neighbours. 
Don Gar- The name of this young count was Don Garcias Fernati' 
cias Fer- dez^ who, from the time he became pofleiTed of his father'^ 
nandez dominions, turned his thoughts entirely upon the improve^ 
fucceeds ment of the country, and to the emolument of its inhabitants j 
bis father^ by which he defervedly raifed a very high reputation, and ob- 
andts <vtc' twined not only the confidence of his own fubjeSs, but of his 
tortous heighbours *. He fecms to have pafled the firft feven years of 
Moor' ^ ^^^ government in peace, owing chiefly to the age and infir- 
mities of one king of Cordovoy and to the indolent temper of 
another \ but this lail having made choice oi Mohammed Abe- 
nanier for his prime minifter, wjio was a man of great abi- 
lities, and of an^adive and martial difpofition, he readily 
liftened to the repeated applications of the count de la Vela^ 
and fet on foot a numerous army, commanded by Ordaarty 
one of the moft experienced officers in his fefvice, in ordet 
to reftore him to his dominions, with whom went the couiit 
in perfon ajid moft of his partifans >• As foon as count Gar- 
cias had intelligence of thefe formidable preparations, he 
ftrenuoufly follicited the afliftance of Don Ramro the third, 
then king of Leoriy but without efFeft ; for that prince, being 
at peace with the Moors, refufed tp break with them upon bis 
account. But his coufin Don Sanchez Jbarca, king of Na^ 
varre^ declared frankly in his favour, and began to arm 
A.D 979. immediately with the fame zeal as if it had been in his .own 
quarrel. Orduan, general of the Moors, entered Ceffiile on 
the fide of Ofma and 5/. Stephen, Gormez wafting the country 
with fire and fword ; but as foon as the troops of Navarre 
had joined Don Garcias, he attacked them with fo much viva- 
rity, that they were quickly routed, and with the lofs of t

As the infidels were highly provoked by this defeat, they ^^^// the 
levied the next year an army very far fuperior to that which Moors in 
had been beaten, and Mohammed Abenamir^ furnamed iXxtx-fe^veralin^ 
wards Alman%or^ took the refolution of commanding it xu'oafions 
pcrfon *. The count of Cajiile follicited as before both kings '^''^ 'V^- 
in his favour, but the one granted him none, and the other ^iorfbrcesm 
yery fmall fuccours, under pretence that the former campaign 
had been very expenfive **. The count Don Garcia^ therefore, 
found himfelf fo much inferior to the enemy that he durft not 
hazard a battle, yet he feemed often difpofed to hazard it, 
and by marches and counter-marches harrafled the Moots (o 
much that their general was exceifively provoked, and at length 
contented himfelf with bdieging St. Stephen de Gormez. This A.D.gSo* 
place was fo well fortified, and defended by fo ftrong a garrifon, 
that his army fufFered exceedingly during the fiege, which in- 
duced him, when the place was taken, to put the garrifon to 
the fword, the rather becaufe his forces were fo much dimi- 
nifhed and fatigued, that he found himfelf in no condition to 
undertake any thing farther, and was therefore obliged to dcTer 
the bloody vengeance he threatened to ta)ce till the next year *. 
The next campaign was notwithftanding lefs favourable to the 
infidels than the former, though T>on Garcia had not a better 
army in the field ; but his fortrefles were fo well provided, 
and the Moors had h little ftomach to fieges, that, after 
moving up and down the open country which they ravaged, 
they found it expedient to retire; and the next year they A.D.ngj^ 
cither did nothing or employed their arms elfe where ^ 

About four years after Aimanzpr made a new irruption Carries en 
into Cajiile^ took Sepulvida after a long fiege, and feveral the war

The next was rather more unfortunate, for the 
count having but a very fmall army in the field, they ravaged 
and deftroyed the country at their pleafure, but without under- 
950. taking any fiege. The year following Almanzor invaded Cajiile 
again, and, after endeavouring to no purpofe to force Don 
991. Garcia to a battle, he, in the month of Augufl^ befieged and 
took Ofma after a long refiftance ^. This war was in a good 
meafure fufpendcd for the three following year?; during 
which, however, the count Don Garcias was exceedingly 
perple)ced with fome difputes that arofe between him and his 
coufm Don Sanchez^ king of Navarre^ which en4ed not but 
with the death of the latter. 
Obtains When the infidels renewed the war, they made a greater 
fe^eralad' imprcffion upon Cajiile than they had ever done, and not 
vantages only took but garrifoned Corugna and St, Stephen de Gormez^ 
over the which they held for fevcral years ' ; and it is highly probable, 
inJideUy that they might have pufhed their conquefts much farther, if 
and recalls ^^gy j^ad not at this time meditated the deftrufiion of Lean^ 
r-^^T^^^ which they effected foon after.

This firft gave a check 
to the' arms of the infidels, by the glorious victory ^ obtained 
over them in the plains ot Ofma^ where all the three princes 
afied in perfon ; and where, after the Moors were defeated, 
the purfuit was committed to the count of Cajiile^ who ex- 
ecuted it with fuch vigour, as drew upon him the particular • 
rcfentmcnt of the infideJs. As foon as they were able to gather 
another army, they refolved to employ it folely againft his 
A.D.999. dominions 5 but Don Bermudo^ king of Leon^ dying in the in- 
terim, engaged them to alter their intention, and to make an 
irruption into that kingdom, where the Moorijh army, under 
the command of Ahdilmelech^ was thoroughly and (hamefully 
beaten by the confederates, commanded by Don Garcia^ 
A. D. count o( Cajiile''. The year following died Don Garcias, 
1000. king of Navarre, and was fucceeded by Don Sanchez^ after- 
wards furnamcd the Great ^ and the fame year Don Garcia^

count of Caftile, confentcd, that the fons of the count de la 
Vela fhould bie reftored to their patrimony, and that a general 
pardon fhould be granted to them and all their adherents (F). 

The young king of Njavarre being arrived at an age in His fin 
which it was fit for him to marry, caft his eyes upon Donn^ raifes an

According to Maria^ 
na^z account, there was a kind 
of war between Leon and Caf- 
tile daring the beft part of Don 
Garcia'^ adminiftration, which 
he infers from the Moon con- 
tinuing to infeft Cajlile without 
any diverfion made, or any op- 
pofition g^ven, by the kings of 
Leon {2)' This, however, ieems 
to be carrying things too far» 
and yet there is a ground of 
truth at bottom. Don Sanchex^ 
king of Lea/fly and his fon, were 
under fuch obligations to the 
king of^Cordo'va as would not 
pernjit them to ad againft the 
Moon, on account of their incur- 
fions into Caftile, which was now 
become an independent princi- 
pality, which was a great mif- 
foftune to Don Garcia. On 
the other hand, when the Mqots 
attacked the kingdom of Leon^ 
the people of Caftile were fo 



enfeebled by the long war which 
they had faftained, that they 
were in no condition to yield af- 
fiftance to their neighbours, 
which brought deftrudion upon 
the people of Leoni but at 
length all the Chriftian princes 
opened their eyes, and faw what 
they might have feen long be- 
fore, that the diftrefs of one 
would very quickly become the 
dcftruAion of all, and they u- 
nited but jufl time enough to 
prevent it (3). All thefc mif- 
. chiefs were the effedls of Don 
Ferdinand Gonx^le^^ ambition 
and falfe politics ; and therefore 
his fon very wifely confented to 
recall the family of Fela ; who, 
during their exile, had fufii- 
ciently revenged the injury done 
them of defpoiling them of their 
county of Alava (4) ; to which 
it is doubtful whether they 
were now reftored. But, how- 
ever, the bringing back them 
and their partifans from thle 
Moors proved of great confe- 
quence to all the Chriftian 
powers {5) ; who, from the be- 
ginning of the eleventh century, 
began to recover that fupcrio- 
rity which they had loft for 
many years ; and thus we have 
taken the liberty, by conjec- 
tures, to remove, in Ibme mea- 
fure, that obfcurity in which 
this period is involved (6;.

1 00 1, ^f j^jjg y^ung queen's father, who, liftening to the advice of 
Count Garcia Gomez^ and fome other flatterers, began to form 
cabals againft his parent and his priqce. The count Don 
Garcia laboured all that was in his power to convince his Ton 
of the folly of his proceeding, but to no purpofe, for the 
prince was as obftinate as he was undutiful ; fo that at length 
the count of Cajlile^ who was grown old in fighting againft 
the infidels, was obliged once more to draw his fword, in 
order to chaftife his fon ^. Don Sanchez pufhed things Co 
extremities, and would not fufFcr their differences to be any 
other way terminated than by a battle ; in which, it is on 
all hands agreed, he was thoroughly beaten ^ ; and though * 
Mariana * and fome other hiflorians fay, that he ke*pt up the 
conteft notwithftanding till his father's death, yet authors '^ 
who lived nearer thefe times, aiTert, that he was wife enough 
to fubmit to aik pardon of Don Garcia^ and not only to 
receive it, but by fignal marks of repentance, and a fincere 
return to his duty, effaced the very memory of his crime, 
which delivered the Cajlilians in time from a civil war, that 
1003. might otherwife have rendered them an cafy prey to the in- 
fidels, who, as it was very natural, began their prepa- 
' • rations to invade Cajiile on the firfl news of this difpute. 
At length Abder AM A fucceeded bis brother Ahdilmelech in the pofl of 
taken pri' general, or commander in chief of the forces of Cordova i 
/oner by and being exceedingly defirous to fignalize his entrance on 
ikeMoovs^ that great office, by revenging his father's death and his 
and dies brother's difgrace, he aflembled a very numerous army, with 
cf his which he invaded Caftile " ; and as feveral of the bcft for- 
*wounds. trefles had been ruined, and two of them were ilill in the 
hands of the Moorsy there feemed to be nothing more eafy, 
than with fuperior forces to ruin and deflroy the country, if 
Hot to make an abfolute conqueft. The count, Don Garcia^ 
perceiving the enemy's defign, and' knowing no other way 
to preferve his country from rdin, affembled as many troops

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as he could, and with them marched to give the enemy 
battle. The Moors^ who looked upon this ftcp as very fa- 
vourable to their defign, did not at all declii>e an engage- 
ment ; fo that, on the twenty eighth of July^ an a<Sion 
enfued between the towns of Alcocer and BerlangOj in wbich 
the C^^ilians had at firft the advantage ^; but the count 
Don Garcia, penetrating at the head of his cavalry too far, 
was furrounded by the Moors before his infantry could come 
up, and moft of his troops being killed, and himfelf dan- 
gcroufly wounded, was taken prifoner^c. after which his 
army made a precipitate retreat. But by the defperate 
charge made at the beginning, the infidels found themfelves 
fo much weakened, that, except burning fome of the places 
that were neareft them, they did nothing more that cam- 
paign. As for the gallant Don Garcia-^ he died, 4)artly of 
bi^ wounds, and partly of grief, two days after the lofs of 
his liberty and of the battle, that is, on the thirtieth of 
yuly, in the year of our Lord one thoufand and five, ahd 
when he had governed Cajiile thirty-fiv«. years complete y. 
The Moorijh general Ahd^rama fent his body in triumph to 
Cordova, from whence being redeemed for a fum of mo- 
ney, it was brought back into his own dominions, and 
buried in the monaftery of St. Peter de Cardagna, univcrfally 
regretted by his fubje£ts, and by the Chriftians iq general. 

Don Sanchez Garcias fuccceded his father ^, the ran- Pon San- 
fom of whofe body was the firft adl: of his adminiftration ; chez Gar- 
and, as foon as he had paid his laft devoirs to it, he applied cias/i^r- 
himfelf with inexpreffible diligence to recruit his forces, that ^^^ds his ' 
he might be in a condition to revenge his death upon i^eff^^^er^and 
infidels. Several accidents contributed to facilitate his dc- """^f' * 
fign 5 his neighbours, the kings of Leon and Navarre, fent S^^^^°^' 
bim confiderable fuccours, multitudes of his own people, '^P^f^^^ 
being afraid to till their lands, betook themfelves to arms, ^'''''-^'^' 
and, before he could take the field, a civil war broke out "^^°"' 
iti Cordova^. Don Sanchez, finding his army more nume- 
rous, and the conjunfture more favourable, than he ex- 
peSed, difpofed all things very wifely, in order to make the • 
moft of his advantage ; for firft he blocked ui^xht Moorijb 
garrifons in his own country, that they might give his fub- 
je£ls no difturbance in his abfence, and then, pafling th^ 
mountains that feparate the two CajUles with the reft of his 
troops, he fell into the open country behind them, and

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having burnt three or four fmall places, he thereby fo ter- 
rified the inhabitants of all the great cities and towns^ that * 
they immediately ferit deputies to his camp, even from 
places at a great diftance, and agreed to deliver him wine, 
provifionsj and money, upon fuch terms as he thought fit 
^ toprefcribe. Having thus fpread terror throughout all the 
enemy's dominions, and fully indemnified his fubjeiSs for. 
their want of a harveft that year, he repafled the mountains 
in the middle of autumn with his army, covered with glory 
and laden with riches <^. 
Zolclman His goo4 fortune did not end here. Thofe who had re- 
a pretender volted at Cordova from Almahadi^ who then bore the title of 
to the king, could not agree amongft themfelves whom they fliould 
cnywn of p|^^g ^^^^ ^j^g throne in his ftead ; and at length dividing * 
Cordova j^ favour of two perfons, they came immediately to an 
foltctts IS ^£jJQ^^ \^ Qfjgj. tQ decide which of thefe competitors they 
* ^^*^^^' fhould affift to dethrone the reigning prince. The name of 
him whofe adherents were victorious in this adtion was Z«- 
leiman '', who becoming mafter of the perfon of his rival, 
' kept him clofely confined ; but this fuccefs, which freed him 
from one opponent, rendered him much lefs able to contend 
with the other; for, notwithftanding thofe* who revolted at. 
firft were ftrong enough to depofe Almahadi^ if they could 
have agreed, yet the remains of both parties found them-^ 
felves manifeftly too weak **. In this fituation Zuleiman 
very wifely drew off his forces from the neighbourhood of 
the capital, that they might be lefs liable *o be debauched ; 
and having feized upon certain places, where for the prefent 
they might remain in fafety, he fent his embaffadors to count 
Don Sanchez, to propofe a firm and conftant alliance be- 
^ tween them, promifing him great advantages, if, by his af- 
fiftance, a paflage could be opened to the throne of Cordova^ 
and accompanied thefe offers with prefents of great value ^ 
/)o«San- The count of C^/7.? received thefe enibafladors kindly;. 
t\\t%aj(/i/}s and having maturely weighed what they propofed^ accepted 
him, and the offers that were made him, and afllired Zuleiman^ that he 
fets him on would join him with his troops as foon as the feafon would 
that throne permit them to take the field. Accordingly he not only af- 
^y/^rr^-j/'fenibled his own forces, but procured auxiliaries from the 
^rms. kings of Leon and Navarre, who faw with great pleafure fo 
fair an opportunity offer of employing the Moors in the fer- 
vice of the Chriftians, and ir> weakening 'themfelves. He 
paffed the mountains with as good an army as he had led

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*n his laft cfxpedition, and in conjundiion with Zuleimariy 
who received him with great joy, advanced diredlly towards 
Cordova 5. Almahadi^ with the affiftance . of his Alhagib 
Alhamery had drawn together a very nuhierous body of troops, 
with which he propofed to defend the city, which, as it was 
extremely well fortified, he looked upon as very prafticable, 
even if the enemy had been ftronger than they were; but, 
upon the approach of the confederates, AlhameVy who had 
the confidence of the troops more than his mafter, formed a 
refolution of marching out and giving them battle, in which 
he perfifted, notwithftanding all the reafons Almahadi could 
ofFer. This defign he executed with the fame fpirit in which it 
was formed, but had the misfortune, notwithftanding, to be 
defeated by the confederates, and conftrained to retire into 
another part of the kingdom, while they continued their 
inarch and inverted Cordova^ into the fuburbs of which the 
count of Ca/hile entered with his forces, whom he inriched 
with the plunder *. . Almahadi found it impoflible to defend 
himfelf, and therefore made his efcape ^ ; upon which Za- A. D. 
leiman was received without oppofition, who, rewarding 1008. 
the count of Cajlile and his forces even beyond their ex- 
pefiation, fent them home perfefily fatisfied, and recom- 
mended to them the reduftion of Alhamery who had 
withdrawn himfelf to the frontiers of Cajiile '. 

At the return of the count Don Sanchez^ his confort ^^^ £fgfgrsinto 
delivered of ^^ fon ™, who afterwards fucceeded his father in ^ ^^^ 
his ddminions.

For want of his 'v^P^g^^* 
affiftance Zuleiman was dethroned and expelled, which con- 
ftrained him to retire into ^^frlca ; and this, in procefs of 
time, afforded Hiffem^ the grand fon of Ahderhaman^ who 
was the lawful monarch ofCordo'Oa^ and had been long kept 
in prifon by difFerei)t ufurpers, an opportunity to mount the 
throne ^. He found, however, very great difficulty to keep

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pofleflion of it ; for Ahdalla^ the fon of Almahadi^ who pe- 
rifhed in thefe troubles, had got pofleHion of Toledo^ where 
he affiimed the title of king p. On the other hand Zuktman^ 
returned from Africa^ and bringing with him confiderable 
reinforcements, created new difturbanccs, and fent a frcfb 
cmbafly to the count of Caftile to demand his afiiftance once 
more. But Don Sanchez^ who made no fcruple of affifting 
one tyrant againft another, made a fcruple of arming againifc 
HtJJem^ whom he took to be a lawful prince 9. He there- 
fore fent an agent to Cordova^ to propofe to the king, that, 
if he would order the Moorijh garrifon to evacuate S/. Stephen 
de Gormez^ Ofmoj Corugna^ and other places, he would be- 
coine his firm ally, and aifift him with all his troops. Upon 
mature deliberation Hiffem accepted this offer; in confe- 
quence of which the count of Caftile began to levy troops. 
Hijim^ to ihew his confidence in the faith of that prince, 
A. D, honeftly performed his part of the agreement^ and, having 
1013. given up to him all the placts that he demanded, fummoned 
the cou^t of Caftile to the performance of his promife '. 
4//ifts him Don Sanchez, equally ready to do what he had ftipu- 
ht hefiege- lated, marchcd, at the requeft of his ally, to *Ioledo^ where 
ing and the troops o( HiJ/im were already arrived; and, asfoonas 
taking tiiey had notice of the count's approach, invefted the place. 
Toledo. ,Don Sanchez, perceiving it to be very large and wellforti- 
ficd, and being alfo informed that it was very populous, ad- 
vifed the Moors to blockade it very flridly, as not only the 
fureft but the fhortcft method of becoming matters of it. 
They took his advice, and had no reafon to repent it ; for 
in a few days the inhabitants, finding themfelves oppreiTed 
by famine, feized upon the perfon of him whom they had 
ftiled their prince, and furrendered the place ». After 
which the count of Caftile, having fully made good what he 
promifed, returned again into his own dominions. The 
civil war ftill continued between Hijfem and Zuhiman, but 
it does not appear that the count of Cajiile took any farther 
ihare therein on either fide, but remamed quiet in his own 
territories, where he governed his fubjed^s^ with great equity 
and juftice. Yet a body oi Moors, fiippofed to belong tb 
the garrifon of Saragofta, made an irruption into his couotry, 
A.D. ''^*^"^^^ Cordagna, and put the inhabitants there to the 
loic.* fword ; upon which Don Sanchez put himfelf in arn\s, 
- but found they had quitted his dominions, and retired 
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to a place of fafety, whither he held it improper to follow 
them t (G)-

(6) Among other privileges 
which this ^mous and fortunate 
count of Cafii/i eranted to his 
nobility^ there is one that de- 
ferves to be particularly rer 
memberedy which is thus repre- 
fented by Mariana ; all the 
lords of that country, fmall and 
gre^ty were obliged, as vaiTals 
to their count, to march, with 
fach numbers of men as they 
could raife, whenever he fam- 
moned them to attend him in 
the field, without expecting any 
other recompence or fatisfa^ion 
than what they were able to 
carve out for ihemfelves at the 
expence of the enemy. This 
fervice, it is faid, he took a- 
way, and engaged, for himfelf 
and his fucceSbrs, that they 
ihould have a certain coniidera- 
lion proportionable to the num- 
ber of men^hat each of them 
commanded, and the length of 
the campaign. Of the truth W 
this the Frtnch tranflator of 
Mariana feems to doubt, and 
we £nd not a word of it in Fer- 
reras. As the military tenures 
in all the G^bic governments 
were much the fame, it is not 
eafy to conceive either how or 
why he ihould attempt to change 
them; more efpecially as there 
\% nothing faid of any equiva- 
ient, or of the method by which 
he was to raife that pay, which 
it is faid he undertook to give 
|hem. Befides, it does not ap- 
pear that he was ever in any 



fuch circum (lances as could ren- . 
der it advifable or expedient for 
him to do this; or, indeed, that, 
upon the whole, fuch a pri- 
vilege would have been advan- 
tageous to his nobility, fince 
they were as nmch interefted as 
he in the defence of their coun- 
try, and ,had therefore no rea^ 
fon to defire, that the only ef- 
feAuat me^ns of defending it 
{hould be laid afide. It is there- 
fore highly probable, that the 
cafe was no more than this: 
He made two expeditions out of 
his own dominions as an auxi< 
liary to Moorijh princes ; and it 
is very poflible, as well as very 
reafonable, that he might ex- 
empt his nobility from attend- 
ing him in fuch expeditions at 
their own expence, and engage 
to indemnify them out of the 
recompence or fubfidy that he 
was to receive. It may indeed 
be faid, that, while they were 
thus employed, they were in the 
fervice of their country as well 
as of their prince ; but, at the 
fame time, this was a kind of 
fervice to which they were not 
fubjedcd by their tenures ; and 
therefore it is very likely he 
would have found it difHcult to 
comply with his engagements to 
the king of Cordc^a, if he had 
not by this conceffion cut oK 
all grounds of difpute, and made 
thefc foreign expeditions a com- 
mon concern (7).

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Btnistbe About this time Don Sanchez found himfclf under an 
/amiij of abfplute ncccffity of doing what he took to be an adl of 
Vela a juftice. The three fons of the count de Veh had, from the 
fecondtme time of their return, been treated with great kindnefs and 
into ha- refpeft, and the count of CaftiU had pufhed this fo far, as to 
nijomtnt. y^iake choice of the cldeft, whofe name was Don Roderic dc 
Vela, to be the godfather of his fon and heir apparent u« 
But whether thefe lords ftill retained their old refentment, 
or whether it proceeded from the natural fiefcenefs of their 
difpofition, fp it was, that they behaved in fuch a manner to 
the Cafiilians, that the count received perpetual complaints 
of their excefles, which in the end provoked i^im to fuch a 
degree, that, forgetting how fatal their former exile had 
been to all the Chriftians in Spain^ he drove them a fecond 
time out of his dominions ^. Upon this Don Alonfo the fifths 
then king of Leon, apprehenfive of the ill confequences that 
might enfue, if they fliould again take flielter among the in- 
fidels, offered them a retreat in his dominions, and aflually 
gave them lands fufficient for their fubfiftence, at the foot of 
the mountains, with which for the prefent they feemed to be 
well contented ^ \ but, as the reader hath feen in another 
place, thefe were very far from being the real fentiments, as 
clearly appeared after the death of the count Don Sanchez^ 
when an opportunity offered of glutting their refentment 
by the murder of his fon, and by the extinction of the male 
heirs of the counts of CaftiU. But at prefent our bufmefs is 
to. continue the thread of our hiftory, by relating the re- 
maining atchievemehts of the count Don Sanchez, 
Brings the The count Don Sanchez^ having now an interval of 
affairs of peace, took great pains in correding whatever errors had 
Caftile in- crept into his government during thofe ftirring times, when 
toperfeSi juftice is, generally fpeaking, filen^. He repaired thofe for- 
order du- treffes that were proper to mafee a part of his frontier, and 
ring the dcmolilhed others, that, either through an irruption of tUe 
Jhortin- Moors^ OX infurreftions at home, might have proved nu- 
temjalof faeces to his dominions. He took this opportunity alfo to

times between their defcendants ^Z He like wife facilitated 
the endeavours of Don Alonfo^ king of Cajiile, in repairitig 
the places ruined by the Moors^ and rftore efpecially in re- 
ftoring fuch churches and convents as they had demoliflied *.

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Mons that fli^w bim to have been a wife, adi^, and mag- 
nanimous prince, and therefore not likely to have proceeded 
with fo much rigour, as is reported, againft his mother, 
ffowever, as the fad is related by more than one hiftorian a, 
and is reprefented as having given rife to more than one cuf- 
tom that flrll remains in gec^eral ufe in this country, it is not 
fit to hide k from the reader's knowlege, however improbable 
it mzy appear, 21s indeed there is hardly ahy thing that can 
wear &n afpe^ more fabulous, or more incredible. 

The counted dowager of Cajiik, it is faid, forgetting ImprohahU 
kcr birth, her honour, and her religion, caft her eyes upon account cf 
i Maorifiiordj with an inclination to have married him i ^is ohlsgg- 
but being apprehenfive that this would have teen difpleafing ^'"i* ^" «^ 
toherfon, who. might have confidered fuch a marriage as '^ ^* 
deriving difcredit on himfclf, fhe refolved to remove that^^'^"^^*": 
obftacle to the gratification of her pafEon by depriving him-^^* 
of life. With this view ihe prepared a vident poiron^ which 
flie put into his drink, and which (he afterwards offered him 
with her own hands 5 but the count, having received in- 
formation of this black de{ign,'firft defired, and then obliged 
ber to drink it herielf, and thereby turned the effetU of this 
cruel projeft upon its author. But,' fays Mariana *, how 
criminal fbever the couritefs might be, her death, neverthe-:

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or the Moors had any time to difcovcr their inclinatioiis . 
However, his vigour in purfuing, and his feverity in punilh* 
ing, the counts oi la Feia and their adherents, of whom not 
one efcaped, could not but be pleafing to the bulk of the 
CaJIilianSy who retained a juft refpeft for the memory of 
their young prince and his father, and might, very probably, 
contribute to that facility with which he was admitted to the 
poiTeffion of that noble country, in which it does not ap- 
pear that he met with the leaft oppofition «. 
SufbiQed ^^^ Sanchez^ king of Navfirre^ and count of Cajlile in 
«//or«/»r '^"^ wife's right, was very juftly furnamcd the great % fince 
ambitious ^^^ prudence was at all times and in all refpeds equal to his 
nfie^s fortune. He was advanced in years when he made this 
foon after great acquifition j and, that he might govern both countries 
uponthg with equal convenience, he fixed on the pleafant town of 
kingdom o/Najdra ^ in Old Cajlile, but near the frontiers oLNavarrcj 
Leoo. • for the place of his refidence, and applied himfelf with dili- 
gence to conciliate the love and efteem of his new fubjefls 5 
though Mariana * alleges, that his heart was intirely taken 
up with his ambition, and that, from the moment he had 
joined Cajlile to Navarre^ he had in his intention the an- 
nexing Leon^ Galiciay and AJlurias^ likewife ; and to this 
alone he attributes the war between him and Don Bermuda 
the third ; whereas Ferrer at y and other writers, feem to lay 
the blame of that affair upon the young king of Leon. In all 
probability the want of proper lights on both fides has occa- 
fioned this difierence ; though, to fay the truth, probability 
feems rather to be on the fide of Mariana. The fource of 
that war was the king of Navarre*s ordering the city of Fa' 
tentia to b^ rebuilt, on account of a miracle ' which hap- 
pened to him near that place ; for as he was hunting the 
wild boar, the bead ran fuddenly into the wood, and took 
flielter in a fubterraneous place, to which the king imme- 
diately followed : but, as he lifted his arm to flrike the boar, 
ihe found it without motion, and foon after perceived an 
altar and the ftatue of St. Anthony ; upon which he made a 
vow, that if, through the interceffion of that faint, the ufe of 
his arm was reftored, he would build a chUrch upon that fpot 
in honour of that faint; and being afterwards informed, 
that this fubterraneous place made part of the ruins of the 
9ntient Palentia^ it made him fo much the more eager to 
perform his vow. But it feems Don Bermuda either did not

Be that as it will, it feeiAi 
that the king of Navarre had a better intcreft in the clergy

the peoples mmds, that Don Bermudo was forced, tp make a 
peace, and to yield a Confiderable diftfiS by Way of dowry 
to his filler **, who married Don FerSntind^ the fecohd ion 
bf Don S'ancheXy who thereupon, with the cqnfent of both 
monarchs, took the title of kiqg c^ inffead of. tount of 
Vq/iiie\ and the ceffion made to him of this country by his 
father feems to be the only point of the treaty that was iii 
I'eality acceptable to Don Bermuds^ as it fteed him in fome 
ineafure from the apprehenfions he was under in having a 
monarch of Navarre for his neighbour.

' cities in their dominions ; fo that, notwithftandlng fuch as 
held them aflUmed the title of kings, yet we cannot, with 
any degree ot juftice, allow every little diftri6l they poflefled 
the ftile of a kingdom. Aoiongft^ thoie of which we ihal 
have occ^on hereafter to fpeak, the moft confiderable waS: 
tl>e king of Seville,^ next to him the king oiToUdo^ and in the 
third rank we may reckon the king of Hnefeay though per* 
hap&^the king -of Saragoffa might be thou^t to deferve it as 
well. As for the reft it will be tihie enough to mtntioff 
them as occafion requires.

happy in haying allies of their own religion and tempers at 
their baqjc ; but in this the Cbriftiags ieerhed to be more 
fortunate, as they had no fea between them, but might at 
juiy time receivfe whMevet fuppMes were fent, or Whatever 
auxiliaries were hired within ^t^ bcMihds of France ; whereas 
the M96rs had the M&diurtantan between them arid their 
countrymen in Africa^ The dependf^nce of both upon tHefe f^- 
reign fuccours was alike precarious, as being equally Unwlllihg 
to invite, and equally inclined to grow jealous of fuck auxi- 
liaries. In point of wealth, and real power by land and fea, 
the. Mqqts were much fuperior; but this was more than 
ballanced by the Chriftlans being better connefted. The - 
kings of Leoriy Navarrcy Sabrawaj and Arragon^ were all 
brothers, and the count of Barcelona nearly allied to them ; 
which, though it did not rcftrain them from quarrels, or 
even from wars, yet if hindered them from being purfued 
with rancour, or for any length of time. We may adH to 
this another great advantage, which was the rough nioun- 
tamous countries in their pofliffion; fuch as Ajturiasy Bifcay^ 
Navarre^ Guipu/c&ay and evtn part of Otd Cajiile ; where a 
fliarp clear air, a foil not over fertile, arid the continual la- 
bour neceflary to their fubfiftence, furrtifliW them with con- 
ftant fupplies of men naturaHy hardy and robuft, and confc- 
qucndy very capablb of undergoing the fatigues of war. 
Whereas the Moors^ though naturally more induft'rious, en- 
joying a warmer climate, provinces abundantly more fertile, 
and having Kkewife the benefit of foreign trade, were^ gene* 
rally fpeaking, rich, luxuriouff, and vehemently addiiSed to 
fenfual pleamres ;» circumftances that gradually made ^ way 
for their deftrufKon, and had already brought mofl! of their, 
principalities to decline. . 

These few general remarks will be of fingular ufe to- Conclufioti^ 
w^rds underfhndfng the following fedHons, in which we are 
to defcrthe the contentions between thefe people, the ebbs 
and flowa of their refpeftivc power, the ufes both fides made 
of their advanta^ on certain occafions, and their negleS of 
them on. others; with thofe- accidents that in a courfe of 
years made fuch defeds irreparable on one fide, a^ might 
^ave be^n eafily corrected if they had been feen in time, 
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and threw (o much weight into the fcale of the other, a^ 
enabled them a^ laft to opprefs their antagonifts with a fu- 
pcriority of force, that could be only refifted fo long as i^ 
«^as by defpair^ and that fpirit of knight-errantry^ which made 
men in love with danger, through an overweeniiig fondnefs of 
praife ; and which did not long furvive thofe gallant infidels 
among whom it was bred and cheriihed^ and of ^hofe vaft 
efforts it wa§ the fple fupport.

firfijt'v$n oi Leon^ and the fecond of Cajiile, It may perhaps pafs fo|f 
years of ai kind of proof of this, that, for almoft fcvcn years after he 
f}is go^ came into the ppfleffipn ,af Lean^ we find little or, nothing 
^ernmen$, undertaken by him, that could be properly _^he fubje^ of 
•A- &• luftory. He very well knew, that the acquifition of ^ king- 
f?3.7* dom was fpmetimes lefs difficult than the keeping of it. 
He perceived that the bulk of his fubje6l$ were diflatisfied 
widi the change of ' mailers ^ and that though he had been 
very fparing of blood in the reduction of Galicia,, yet he held 
that province rather by conqueft than any other title \ than 
which nothing coul^ be more difagreeablc tp a prince of his 
difppfition. He found it requifite therefore to fpend a grea^; 
/ deal of time in correcting gradually thefe miilakes^ ^id re- 

covering his fubje£i$ from all their prejudices and prepof- 
feiBons. He fpo^ce always mth great clearnefs of the rights, 
of the queen, and never permitted any claim to be men- 
tioned but that of her defcentS He vifited all the prp- 
yinces, and indeed almoft every great town, carefled the no- 
bility exceedingly, paid a profound refped to the clergy, but 
jpiade it a part of that refpeft to fee that fuch V^rc feverely

He profecuted 
his predcceflbr's plan of redrefShg grievances with indefa- 
tigable dtiigence ;' and, by inlarging the privileges of the 
people in Gaiicfa^ he in a great meafure acquired their af- 
feftion, and leljened the power of their ndbility by increafing 
their number. He took lefs care of the frontiers of his here- 
ditary crown ofCaJiile than his predeceflbrs had done; biit he 
kept up greater garrifons, and by that means covered his 
territories in a great meafure, and yet not fo thoroughly, but 
that the Moors *^ had fometimes opportunities of making incur- 
fions, which they were fure not to negle£t, and which did 
not anfwer theirs better than it did the king's purpofe, . 

When he faw the interior of his dominions in perfeft'or- Invades 
der, his fubjefks well united and unanimoufly well afFeded to the terri* 
hfs perfon and government, he began to applaud the con- *^^*^^ ^f 
dudof his father-in-law Don ^/^^t7«/^ the fifth, who had '^'Moors, 
rightly diftinguiflied between the ihaving no frontier, and the J^f. 
being obliged to defend one of a large extent ; to avoid both ''* ^ " 
which inconveniencies, the only method was to follow his ^/ff^^l^ 
plan, and, by recovering the beft part of that country now ^^^ |^j^|, 
called Portugal^ to arrive at natural boundaries of mountains ^a. 
and rivers, with plains of fmall extent between them, whe^e a. D. 
the building two or three great towns, and fortifying them, 1047. 
would cover at once both his old dominions arid his new 
conquefts. The refolution of making war being once taken, 
was immediately carried into execution, and he marched, 
with a very numerous army direSly towards Zamora. The 
fortrcfs of Xena was the firft place of ftrength that lay in his 
way, which he caufed to be carried by aflault, in which the 
greateft part of the garrifon were put to the fword, and the 
reft made (laves ^. This had the efFed he expelled from it ; 
all the little places in the neighbourhood furrendered on the 
firft fiimmons) fo~that he met with no farther oppofition 
till he canoe to f^ifco^ which was naturally ftrong, had been 
fortified with grejt care, was defended by a numerous gar^ 
rifon, and had in it befides almoft all the rich people-of ilie 
adjacent provinces, who had fled thither with their beft ef- 
fects. Don Ferdinand a6ted with caution j he caufed the 
place to be battered by his engines, that threw ftones of a ' 
vaft weight, for three weeks, and then caufed a general af- 
faiilt to be given, by which he carried the town ^, notwith- ^ 
finding an obftinate defence. Here, ampngft other pri-

But that 
this is contrary to the order of 
time in which thofe events hap- 
pened is evident ^om aathojicies 
ifnore authentic than hi/lory. 
In the firii place it is evident, 
from the canons made in the 
council of Coyanca, that the war 
With the infidels was then over ; 
and, as thefe are records, they 
ooglit Qiidpubtedly to be deci- 
sive as to this point (2). It is no 
lefs clpur from public monu- 
ments, mentioned in pji^ticular 
hiilories of Na^aty^, that the 
^eath of tl^ir King Don Garcia 
did not happefi till the fourth, 
year after that council (3). Ma- 
va9a, though he >yas far enough 



from bein^ exa£l in point of 
chronology, was aware of this, 
and has accordingly placed the 
conquefts made from the M9ors 
before the difpute with the king 
of Navarrf j notwirhftanding 
which he has placed, thofe con- 
quefts fome years before they 
happetied; and this very pro- 
bably, becaufe he did not think 
it probable, that a prince (4] of 
Don F^rdinojuCi attiye teixiper^ 
ihould, in the beginning, of his 
r«?ign, fpend fo niany years iji^ . 
peace ; and therefore he places 
all thofe falutary regulationSu 
mentioned in the text, feme 
years later than thqy really hap- 
pened (5). But we hope the 
reader fees them here in their 
natural order, from whence ma^: ^ 
ny advantages arife ; fince, 
wherever chronology is either 
doubtful or falCb, the fo£b rc^ 
lated will appear either contrt- 
difiory or perplexed^ though 
ever fp elegantly related ; (o.

render. That monarch, finding himfdf in no condition to 
oppofe Don Ferdinand by force of arms, took the beft part 
of the riches that were in his' treafury, and, attended by a 
fmall guard, went direftly to the Chriftian camp, and prc- 
fentcd himfelf before the king, intreating him to defift from 
hoftilities againft his fubjcSs, ofFered to become his vailal, 
and pay him an annual tribute, and at the fame time threw 
himfelf and the treafures he had brought at the king*s feet. 
The principal officers in the army were of opinion, that this 
was only done to gain time, but Don Ferdinand was fo 
touched with that princess diftrcfs, that he granted him all 
he defired, and retired with his troops into his own domi- 
nions *". He propofed the next year to have carried the war 
into the territories of the Moorijh king oi^aragoffa^ of which 
the latter no fooner received intelligence, than he fent em- 
baffadors to offer the like fub,miffion that had been accepted 
from the king of Toledo^ and thereby diverted ^the intended 
expedition P. And of this Vaflalage he afterwards availed 
himfelf againft another Chriftian potentate. 
SUkntfs of As the. kingdoms of Cajiile and Leon enjoyed at this time 
the king of^i'^roioun^ peace, the king thought no time fo proper for 
Navarre, holding a general council, \yhich he fummoned at Cayanca^ 
dtaiht of in which there was no legate from the pope prcfent ; and in 
quetn El- which thirteen canons were made, moft with refpe£l to ec- 
y\xz,and clefiaftical, but fome of them likewrfe refpe£ling civil af- 
king hX\ fairs q. The year following his brother Don G»rf/V7, king

- lojo. {^xmtAy than he refolved to pay him a vifit. He wetit thi- 
ther accordingly, and was received with all p'oiiible demon- 
ftrations of affe<£Hbn and refpeft. It feems, however, that 
two kings can never be long fafe together in the fame place ; 
for, in a (hort fpace^ he was infbm^ed, whether truly or not 
is a point hiftorians have difputed, that his brother intended 
to fecure his pcrfon 5 upon which, taking a hafty but civil 
leave, he retired into his own dominions, extremely nettled at 
this real or fuppofed injury \ On the fifth of November^ in 
the year of our Lord 1052, died the queen dowager Donna

ceafed the old king of Toledo^ and was fucceeded by AH

as th^ Mohammedan princes were as far as ever from living 
upon good terms among themfelves. Thef(a.(hort fcenes of 
mourning feemed to be the preludes of more affliSing cala- 
mities which quickly enfued, and which proved extremely 
fj^tal to the Chriftians in Spain^ who were |;enerally the 
authors of their own misfortunes. 

Don Ferdinand falling dangeroufly ill in the fucceeding 7*^^ /f/>jr^^ 
fprlng^ his brother Don GarciaSj to manifeft an equal at- Navarre 
fcditon, came to fee him; hut the king, who could not for- imprifon- 
get the informations, true or falfe, that had been given him ed^ efcapt$ 
4t Najara, though he received him at nrft with all th^ marks «»^ de- 
of joy and fraternal kindnefs poflible, yet caufed him to be elaresya^ 
foon after arrefted, and fent prifoner to the caftle of Cea \ at ^J'^'f 
that time the ftrongeft place in his dominions. But ^ot-^f^^^' 
withftanding the ftrideft injunftions poffible were given for ^*^*"^' 
preventing cither his efcape, oi: his giving or receiving any 
intelligence, fo it was, ths^t he found the means of conveying 
an ai^count of the ufage he had met wit|^ to fome perfons 
whom he could truft in his own doo^inions, and whom he 
dirc<5ed tp be at a place appointed at a certain time. They 
came accordingly, and brought fome of the fleeteft horfes in 
Navarre, for the king's ufe ; and he, by what contrivance ia 
unknown, was equally pundual, having found his way out 
of the caftle in fpite of all the care that could be taken. His 
flight was fo fudden and unexpected, that he wa« fafe in his 
own dominions by that time the news of it reached the ears 
of Don Ferdinand at Leof^ ^. The king forefaw the miP 
chiefs that would attend this accident, and it may be, in his 
own (pind difapproved that condu<^ he had purfiied. How* 
ever, when he heard that Don Garciasj with a great army, 
was on the point of invading CaJiiUy he went thither in 
perfon and aflembled another, fuperior in troops as well as in 
number ; he was notwithftandtng very defirous, if poffible, 
to avoid effufion of bjood ; and, with this faliitary view, fent 
fome of the clergy, who were about him, to propofe terms 
of acconi^nodation to Don Garcias, offering at the fame 
time whatever fatisfa£lion he could defire, explaining the 
motives upon which he a£led, and offering to bury in filence

iW. four, for the day of battle *, when the two armies appeared 

in fight of each other between Atupuerta and Ages^, about 
nitie miles from Burgoi, Don Ferdinand^ who was much the 
better officer, orckred a corps of CaJlUian cavalry to charge 
the army of Navarre m flank, which they did with fuch fuc-- 
cefs, that they penetrated to the poft where Don Garcia t 
commanded in pe(fon,; and one SamheXy a trooper^ or, as 
antient hiflory reports, an officer •, to whom that monarch 
had formerly offered fome infult, plunged his fpear into his 
breaft. The nobility about his pcrfon prevented his being 
taken, or wounded a fecond time , but that was of little con* 
iequence, fince the flroke he had received was mortal. InigOy 
abbot of Qna^ caught bim in his arms, affifted him with his 
prayers in bis laft moments, and fupported him till he ex«^ 
pired \ A column was afterwards ereded in the place where 
he fell c. As this misfortune couid not be concealed from 
the army, and as it afFe6^ed the minds of the (btdiers to fuch 21 • 
degree that they loft all courage, the difpute was foon at art^ 
end, and the flight became general. Don i^'^^i/Wm/ would * 
not fuflfer his troops to purfue ; but, perceiving a large body 
ti Mohammedan auxiliaries;, he caufed them to be furroundedl 
and cut to pieces, only their generals, being excellently well 
piounted, made their efcapec^.

We find in fome hiilorians ^, that this war was continued, ^ gintral 
and that the king, Don Ferdinand^ availed himfelf of his fu^ council 
perior army, to the prejudice of his nephew, the king of Na- ^^^dtntht 
varre\ but this is not fupported by any of the antient au- ^H'^^^ 
ihorsg, and may beprefumed from thence a grofs mifrcpre-' ^q!^\^J^^ 
fentation. Indeed the king of Lien and O^ile feems to have ^* Qq^, 
been a monarch of great mildnefs and moderation, and who poft^u^^.* 
made no other ufe of his fuperior power than fer the benefk 
and protedion of his fubjeSs, by preferving peace on every 
fide ; and, while that fubfifte d,, letting flip no opportunities of 
improving the great cities, and encoMragtng his people td cul- 
titate to the beft advantage their fcfpe&ive properties in all 

Srts of his dominions. He removed the body of his father, 
on Sanchez^ from the monaftcry of Ona to thecity of Leon ^ ; A. D. 
where, having made choice of the church of St, John Bap-- 1055. 
iiji^ in complaifance to his queen Donna Sancha^ by whofe 
father. Poo Jlonfo'thc fifth, it was built for the place of hia^ 
own fepulchre, he caufed the old brick building to be pulled 
down^ in order to rebuild it with ftone ^, and with a degree 
of magnificence fuitable to the power^ and expreilive of the 
piety of its founder. He caufed a council ^ to be held the be* 
ginning of the year 1056^ in the apolioltc diucch (ib the Spa-* 
niards ftile it] of St. James of Compoft^ki in which fome 
canons were made for the ft^pport of the difcipline of the 
church.

thefe from his brother is evident, 
from wliatiM^r''««« fays of their 
being taken from his fon after 
his death. Upon the whole it 
16, perhaps^ more than probable^ 



that not only Mariana^ but ad 
antienc hidorian, in whom w6 
alfo find fomething much to the 
fame purpofe, cdnfound the 
death of Don Garcias with that 
of his fon Don Sancbesz^ and 
fpeak of what certainly hap- 
pened after tke death of iht 
latter* as if it had fallen out 
upon the demife of the former : 
for thus much of truth ie 
mud be acknowleged there is in 
the foregoing relation, that the 
countries therein - mentioned 
were taken from Navarre^ and 
annexed to Cajiile i but thii 
happened many years after ( 2),' 
upon a compromife between thcf 
kings of Leon and Arragon^ at 
which time the river Ehr9, into 
which the O/'/K falls, was made 
the common boundary of their 
dominions (3). It is impoffible^ 
conildering our plan, to dffcufs 
in this manner all the variations 
we have been obliged to make 
from the common manner in 
which the Spanijh hiHory has 
been ftated in our language; 
but from a few inHances we 
hope the candid reader will d(^ 
us the jultice to believe, that it 
is out of refped to proper au- 
thorities, and not out of an af- 
fedtation of fmgalarities, that 
we are led to the fame condu£k 
in other places.

diey were equally difpleafed. At this jnndure, indeed, there 
was nothing done in that' matter, but it was this legate who 
laid the foundation of all that has been done fince \ for, upon 
his return to Rome^ he reported, that the Spaniards could 
never be made good fubjeSs to that fee (and in tbat, no doubt, 
he was right) till the Gothic liturgy and their antient ufages were 
removed out of the way : and this being thoroughly compre- 
hended, the indefatigable fpirit of the church ot Rome never 
fuffered the government of Leon and Cajiile to be at peace^ 
till they had got the better in this refpedt ; which was not, 
however, till fome years after, as will be fbewn in its proper 
place; and then.it was in cohfequence of their having pre- 
vailed in other Spanijb principalities before. L<st us. now re- 
turn from ecclefiafliqal to civil hiftory, and obferve what the 
ftrange ccnlequences were of this legate's dodrine at the 
court of Leon^ and how far, even under a wife and good 
prince, religious caprices operated upon the moft important 
affairs of ftate. 

The thurch of St. John the Baptijl being finifhed, the Tranflath- 
queen Donna Sancha was defirous of enriching it, according to on of tbf 
the fuperftitious humour of thofe times, with holy relics; and ho'dy rf%x. 
upon this there either came or was thruft into her head two vir- Ifidore, 
gins, St.'Jujia and St. Rujina^ who where martyred, and whofe *^f^ €^ 
bodies were interred at Seville. It was fuggefted, that the ^f^^^]^9 '* 
fureft way of obtaining them was by force of arms. Upon 1 "^-^ ^ 
this, the ableft Spanijh hiftorians ' boaft of it to this day, Don , ^ 
Fer£nand made an irruption into the territories of Mohammed 
Ahen-Hahety king of Seville^ without provocation, and with* 
out any intimation of offence, murdered multitudes of Moors^ 
drove vaft numbers into flavery, and gave up the whole 
country to pillage, which brought the poor Mohammedan 
prince upon his knees « to Ferdinand, offering him all his 
treafures to ranfom the bodies of his unhappy fubje^^s, whom 
he wanted force to defend. The king of Leon and CaJiiU in- 
fifted upon having the body of St. Jufla taken up and fent to 
Leon^ and that the Moorijh monarch (hould do him homage 
and become his vaffal. Mohammed fubmitted to all this very 
willingly and chearfully. But when, fome time after, thre« 
bifbops and three counts came to Seville to demand the body 
of the faint, the poor king found himfelf in a very diftreffed

. difcuffed in another place ; at prefent it is fufficicnt to ob- 
lertre, thSit the Infant Don Sanchy having relieved his fa- 
ther's vaffal, returned with his viftoridus troops to Lion^(C).

fface the death of Don Ramirt 
fbor years later, that is, in the 
year 1067; and, upon that ac« 
cout, place the war not in the 
nfgD of Don Ferdinand but of 
Don ^izxTi^f, which is not cafy 
to comprehend, more efpecially 
Jilt appears from the monu- 
flient 01 this prince, in the mo- 
aafiery of St. John de la Pegna 
(3}, that he died on the 8th of 
the ides of May, and alfo on the 
fifth day of the week ; but upon 
examination this will be found 
not to ;^ee with the year 1067, 
bot with the year 1063, where 
it is placed in the text (4). The 
k Ififant Don Sancko therefore 
moft have commanded the troops 
I ofhis&ther, which joiniedthofe 
; of the Mohammedan prince, of 
^Mtagojfa^ and with him went 
Don Rodrigo, fnrnamed the C/V, 
to whom this remarkable vic- 
tory is in' a great meafure af- 
cribed (5). It is not a little 
Grange, that not only this par^ 
ticolar fa£b of the king's death, 
bat the whole war has been re- 
prefented as falfe and fictitious 
by fome very good criticks (6) ; 
BOtwithilanding which we muft, 
if we agree with them, give up 
thofe roles that have been hi- 
therto looked upon as the fafeft 
and beil in judging of hiftory, 
fince we have contemporary 
writers who affirm it, and upon . 
their authority it has been re* 



ceived'by the beft hiftorians of 
that country (7). Mariana.sAkO^ 
as we have before obferred, 
places this event in the reign of 
"DonSanchOf acquaints as, that 
it was looked on as an ill omea 
to his admini(lratiof|, that it be- 
gan with the death of his uncle 
(8) ; but it is as proable, that 
this omen might be applied as 
well to his firfl campaign ; for 
we can fcarce imagine, that the 
Infant Don Sanchc had com- 
manded in perfon before this 
time. There is little regard due 
to omens; but without doubt 
Don Ftrdinand muft conceive it 
a great misfortune, that two of 
his own brothers,, and his wife*a 
brother,, fhoold fall in the field 
by his arms : but, however, he 
might comfort himfell'wich chis^ 
that in each of thefe aClions they 
were the aggreffors, and his 
forces only employed in the de- 
fence of his own fubjedts or of 
his allies. It is an inexcufable 
fault in Mariana notwithfland- 
ing, that he places the deaOi ef 
Don Ramir9 four years later, 
to mention bulls directed to him 
by pope Gregory the feventh, 
who was not elevated to tiiac 
dignity till the year of our lord 
1073, which fhews how very 
little attendon he paid to chro- 
nology, which is indeed the ca- 
pital fault in his hiftorf.

About the fante time thre 
Spatiijb prelates (which is the firft inftance of the kind) wer 
fent to the council oi Mantua ^, which was held- by pope Akx 
ander XL where they produced the Gothic offices ; Bndj upo) 
perufal, the council unanimoufly declared, that they were or 
thodox and pious ; fo that they have this teftimony of ; 
learned council, with a pope at its head, in favour of thri 
antient liturgy, if that could afford it any landion. Sotne^i 
indeed, fay« that the pope only approved the oiEces they ka% 
without fufferine any to examine thejn but himfelf ; and if -to^ 
then furely very little refpe^t is paid to his decKee,.by thole wh( 
fpeak fo barihly of thefe venerable monuments of the doSttim 
and difcipline of the truly catholic Chrifiian church amoii| 
the Gotis. 
Dies fo%n Tke Momjh kings of T^eledo and Saragojfa were not ioni 
after his before they took advantage of this impolitic divilion of thi 
rettfrn territories of the king Don Ferdinand^ which, perhaps^ tbej 
from an might attribute to the weaknefs and infirmities of old ag^ 
ixptdition and from thence incline to hope they might be able to ftake 
ag^infi the^ff jj^g ygj^g jjj^j recover their independency.

the country with fire and fword, and carrying multitudes into 
flavery^. He advanced with his victorious army into the 
neighbourhood of VaUntia^ the fuburbs of which city he 
burnt, and perhaps had done more, but finding himielf indif- 
pofed, and his diforder increafing, bethought it time tone- 
treat, and accordingly returned to Leon in the beginning of

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winter. His health ftill declining, he caufed himfelf to be 
carried into the church of St Ifidore^ where he performed aa 
aft of public penance for his fin^, and died the very next day », 
which was the twenty- feventh oi September, one thoufand 
fixty-five.

But that princefs 
dying i on the 7th of November in the following year, he found 
himfelf more at liberty, and perhaps would have difcovered 
his real intention fooner, if he had not been involved in a 
war with the kings of Arragon and Navarre^ bothpf his own 
name, which moft writers place two years fooner j and in 
.whipb, it is faid, that he met with a total defeat. But as ) 

the q^ufes and confequences of this war are very obfcurely 
exprcfled, and as it is much more probable it happened after 
the death of Don Ferdinand^ we have followed the example 
oi F^ref:ai S and placed it here, though we are not able to 
acguaint^the reader in what manner it ended. It may be the 
cohfed^i-atp princes, fatisfied with their viftory, and believing 
they had done, enough for the fecurity of their own dominions, 
wer<j willing to give an example of moderation in their own 
coijdua ; or it may be they differed between themfelvcs, 
which hindered them from pufliing their fuccefs farther. 
But whatever the motive was, this war came to a very fpecdy 
conclufipn; and for any thing that appears in authentic hifto*

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rians, Don Sambo might have enjoyed the kingdom, bellowed 
upon him by his father in quiet, if the turn of his own mind 
would have permitted it. 
War he- DoN Alpaonfo^ king of Leon^ was a prince of a very hu- 
tnveen Don mane and gentia difpofition, in confequence of which he had 
Sancho, ftood higheft in his mother's favour, by whofe counfels he 
was chiefly direded while (he lived, and after her deceafe had 
great regard to the^dvice of his iifters, who were princefles of 
uncommon parts, and which was ftill more rare had nothing 
pf jealoufy or intrigue in their tempers. One of the firft ffeps 
takep by this monarch after his acceifion was to conclude a 
treaty of marriage with aprincefs of England^ whofe name 
was Jguday the daughter of IVilliam the firft, furnamed the 
conqueror, whom be efpoufed by proxy, and who, in her paf- 
fage to Spain^ died at fea. Her corpfe was landed in Frana^ 
and interred in a monaftery there. This misfortune was 
fucceeded by another ; for Don Sanchoj king of Zr^<7;z, invaded 
bis dominions with a formidable army, notwithftanding that 
the two princefles their fifters had laboured all that in them lay 
to prevent things from coming to extremities. Don Alphonfi 
oppofed him with troops fuperior in number, but not equal 
in courage, or at leaft in difcipline. The battle was fought 
on the nineteenth of July^ at a place called Lantaday in 
which Don Alphonfi^ bemg defeated ?, fled to Leon^ and made 
the beft difpofition he could there for his defence ; but, thro' 
the interpofition of the princefles, a fiege was prevented, and 
Don Sancbo engaged to return for that year into his own do- 
minions upon certain conditions ; of which we have very in- 
diflinft accounts, and this probably becaufe the agreement 
that was now concluded did not laft long. 

While the realms of CafiiU and Leon were in fuch con- 
iufion, and the concerns of their inhabitants turned upon each 
other, the arms of Don Garcia^ king of Galiciay were in 
very little better condition. He had a favourite, to whom he 
^ of Don confided without rcferve the management of all his afl&irs : 
dJ^^l *^ ^^*^^ ^^ ^'® nobility had reprefented to him frequently 
^atrotber, ^ j^^j confequences of fuch a behaviour, and the bad ufc 
this man made of his unlimited authority ; but as this had no 
eflfed, thofe great lords had recourfe to rougher meafures, 
and cut this infolent favourite to pieces p, atmoil in the pre- 
fence of his mailer; after which th^y thought fit to retire 
into the dominions of Leon^ where they met with protection

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and favour. The reader has been informed, that the inha- 
bttants of GaRcia were of a very mutinous difpofition ; and* 
bcfidcs this, which is indeed a fufficient proof, there happened 
another in that country within the compafs of a few months; 
for Qudejlo^ bifliop of Compoftella^ having fome difputes about 
the rights of his church with Don Froiloy a nobleman of 
great authority, and his near relation, the latter found means 
to enter the apartment of the prelate when in his bed and 
feft afleep, and ftabbed him to the heart with his dagger^ ; a. D. 
notwithftanding which, the government was in fuch confuilon, 1 069. 
that, for any thing that appeairs in hiftory, he efcaped with 
impunity. 

The peace between Don Sanchoy king of Cajiile^ and his 2!)tf«Alon- 
brother Don Alphonfoy king of Leon^ had been with difficulty fo beatt 
prolonged for fomewhat more than a year, when Don Samho Don San- 
had again recourfe to arms % without pretending any other cho one 
motive than that of defpoiling Don. Alphonfo of his territories. ^^J'* ^^^ 
The latter had aflembled a numerous and well difcipline^ " totally 
9rmy, towards which his brother Don Garcia * contributed, 7; f^ f 
by fending him a confiderabl6 body of auxiliaries. The two v '^ ' ' 
armies met and fought on the fourteenth of July ; when, after ^ ' jy 
a long and bloody difpute, Don Alphonfo remained vidorious t. ' * 
If he had purfued his advantage, he might very probably have 
put an end to the war; but the mildnefs of his nature, and 
his unwillingnefs to fhed the blood of his father's fubje£t^, 
reftrained him. Don Sanchg had with him the C/W, who 
rallied his army, and encamped not far from the field of 
battle. He afterwards prevailed both upon the king and the 
troops to fall upon the vidorious army about an hour beyond 
midnight; and taking them by furprife, it was rather a 
llaughcer than a fight, fince they met with little or no re-- 
(iftance. The king Don Alphonfo mounted the firft horfe he 
could find, and fled to the firft church, which was that of St. 
Mary de Qarrion ; but Don Samho purfued him with fuch 
eagernefs, that he was prefently taken, and fent prifoner 
under a ftrong guard of horfe to Burgos u. 

The princeScs, Donna Urraca and Donna Elvira^ upon Ohtiged to , 
Don Sancho's coming to Leon, interpofed in behalf of their un- abdicate 
fortunate brother, and were verv earneft in perfuading the his throne 
conqueror to fpare hjs life ; to wnich with fome difficulty he h Don 
confented, upon condition that he fhould abdicate his domi*- Sancho, 
liioiis, confcnt to be fliavcd a monk, and retire to the abby of '^^'^^ ^'^

(D) As it contributes not a 
little to enlighten hiftory, when 
we have the characters of the 
principal perfon^ mentioned in 
them drawn with fidelity and 
judgment, it may not be amifs 
to obfcrve here, that Dcm Pe- 
layoy bifhop of O'viedo^ tells ( i ) 
us of Don Sancho, that in his 
father*s life-time he .drew the 
lefped and veneration of the 
people, by the manly beauty of 
his perfon, which, though con- 
fiderably beyond the common 
jize, was perfeftly well propor- 
tioned. His countenance was 
open and pleafant^ his air ma- 
jeftic, adive, and fall of addrefs 
in martial exercifes, and he had 
fach uncommon vigour, that he 
derived from thence the furname 
of Don Sancho the iirong. He 
was very tprave, and in his own 
nature generous and beneficent ; 
but he had one great foible, 
which was, that he loved praife, 
and them from whom he re- 
ceived it. Mariana {z) fays, 
that quarrels had arifen between 
Don Alonfo and Don Garcia be- 
fore Don Sanchd made his firft 
irruption into Leon. The arch- 
biihop of l^oUJo (3) afferts po- 
fitivcly, that Don Sancko fpared . _

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his brother's life upon no other 
terms than an abfolute renunci- 
ation, and taking the habit of a 
monk / to which he was per- 
fuadcd by Don Pedro AJfureT^ j 
but the biftiop of 7»y (4) relates 
this matter otherwife, for he 
tells us, that at the requeft of 
Donna TJrraca, Don Sancho per- 
mitted his brother to retire to 
Toledo, on a promife that he 
would never return during his 
life without his leave, and that 
he alfo confented, that Don Pf- 
dro Jjffurtfc and his two brothers^ 
(hould attend him. But both 
writers^ agree, that Don Alonfi 
was undone by his clemency in 
Torbidding the purfuit of his 
brother's army when broken, 
faying of the Cafiiiians when 
he (aw them fiy, fpare them i 
they are your brethren, and 
were my fathcr*s fubjcds ; and 
they likewife attribute all that 
afterwards happened tothe coun- 
cils given Don Sancho by thc^ 
Cid, who feems to have held tL^ 
fame place in his favour that 
Don Pedro Ajfurex did in his 
brother's ; and it may be^ there 
is a little exaggeration in one 
chara^er as well, as the other.

5tf«fAtf could reap jio joy in the poflfeffion of one brother V 
crown, while there was yet a diadem upon the head gf an- 
other ; and therefore as foon as the people of Leon had fub- 
mitted and (worn allegiance to him, and he 4iad received 
large reinforcements from QiJUhj he 'entered G alkia v/lih. 
bis vidonous army. If ^ people had been m any de- 
gree united, his conqueft might have been at leaft difputed; 
but thek want of a good underftanding with their Ibvereiga 
and each other, difalSed them from making any confideraUe 
re(i(!ance, atid the feverity with which I>on Sanch9 treated 
alt who oppofed him,' was another circumfiance that facilitated 
his conqueft y. As for Don Garda^ his chief care was to 
avoid fallinjg into bis hands, and therefore, as foon as he 
found his affairs, defperate^ he threw himfelf, with fuch as re- 
mained firm to him under his nus&rtunes, who were but a , 
few, into the dominions of the king of S^vilit ; who, by ttie: 
cooqueft of Cordova arid Munia^ wa^ becQine the moil con- 
fiderable of the Ji>iobam$mdan monarehs io Spain^ by whom 
be was very kindly received, aiid kMuwuraUy pcotej^lied %. 

While Don SancH was employed m tihe ooniqueft ol Ga-^ Don Alon* 
iiaay Don A^nfi was contriving how ta rtcovcr his liberty, fo nvitb- 
and to efcapc out of the monaftery in which he was toi^fmti^racwsint9 
into the dominions of fome foreign prince. He found means ^^'^'*»i'^<'« 
to inform the princefles his fifters of his intentions; and Donna ^Toledo, 
Urraca prevailed upon three lords, of the family of ^r^Zj^^*^^'^^''^ 
to run the hazard oif facilitating his efcape. Tney accord- ^^^^^'^^' 
indy fupplied him with horfesi; and, having drawn hiq\ 
fafely out of the monadery, condu<^ed him with the utmod: 
expedition to T9Ud$ *. He acquainted A^-Matymony whQ 
was then king, with the lituacion of bis aifairs, and the ^eafons^ 
he had to have recourle to his protedion. That monarcti 
not only promised him all he aiked, but provided for him» 
and thofe who reforted to him, with royal bounty ; and, as he 
knew Hiat he was extremely fond of hunting, he affigned him 
a dtftri£( where he might enjoy that diverfion, and wHcr# 
none were allowed to hunt h\xt Chriftians. The fweet- 
neis of Don Mphonfi's temper prevailed fo much upon his 
protedor, that he vifited him almoft cyery day, and they 
Uved together in the moft firid and intimate friendihip ^ (Ej.

tended to this circumftance,

rank. They reprcfcntjed to feim in vain how unworthy it 
XfTjas of fo great 9 prince to jthink of oppreffing two feeble 
women, and thofe foo of hjs own blpcid. However, they 
called toother their vafials, aiyl acquainted them with the 
king's iotentipn, whofe haughty, morofe, fiind cruel temper^' 
having rendered him univerfally odious, thofe, who de«* 
pended upon the priixcefies^ dreading nothing fo niuch as to 
become his fubjeds, freely offered to defend the places of 
which they were pofleiled to the utmo^ extremity \ and this 
(ropofition being accepted, they took their jmeafures ac- 
cordingly f • 

The king was exceifively provoked at this condu£l;, which Don San^ 
he did not expedl ; but, on the contrary fupppfed, that their cho formt 
vaflals would either have prevailed upon them to fubmit, or^ defign to 
provided for their own fafety by fubmitting themfelvjjs. As^^i'^f^^* 
foon as he found himfejf deceived in that hope, he ^mbled^^^' */ 
a very numerous army, which he commanded ip perfon ^j ^^'° ^*^ 
and had for hi? lieutenant general Don Rodrigo^ furnai?ied the ^^^^^ 
Cid. He firft attacked Toroy whiph belonged to ponna Ef- 
vira^ and took it rather by the fhew than the force of his 
^rmy *, which pleafed hiip exceedingly, and gave him great 
reafon to hope, that he (hould /ind his next expedition at- 
tended with very little difHc^lty. But he vei;y quickly founc) 
the contrary 5 Donna Vrraca had fliut herfelf up in Zamra^ 
which was very well fortified, and had a numerous garrifon, 
whom he could not intimidate by menaces^ and by whom his 
trpops ^ere repulfed with great lofs in feveral affaults. There A. D, 
ivas a nobj^ndan in thje town, Don Jtrias Gpnzakzy wha 1072^ 
aded as general and prime minifter for the princefs Vrraca^ 
and he a£led fp well in both capacities, that the troops di4 
their duty with fpirit, apd were well fuppljed froip the ms^- 
gazines with every thing they want|?d ; fp that at length the 
iMng of Leon, notwithftanding the ifiiperiority of his forces^, 
ft)und himfelf obliged to retire to a greater diftance, and to 
turn his fiege into a blockade. This appeared to be a certain 
Qiethod of reducing the place 5 for as they had no fuccours to 
exped, fo famine within the town would quickly bring them 
into greater diftrefs than was in the power of an army with- 
out; and, indeed, all things confidered. Donna Vrraca and 
her fubjeds had great reafon to look upon theif condition as 
defperatef,

!2Uunora, fo, and to communicate their thoughts to tbetr neighboors,' 
tmdi$Jlmn which producing a kind of general murmur, a council % was 
inrimg tbt called by the townfmen to know whether they fhould not dc- 
hkckaithy jnand a capitulation. After fome irery warm debates, one 
Ataal* Ataulfhus ftood up, and aflured them, that if they wotild 
P^** have a little patience, he would undertake to deliver the place. 
Upon this the council broke up, and Ataulphmy at his own 
requeft, was permitted to go out of the city ; be proceeded 
directly to the camp of the king of Lem^ and having a&ed 
and obtained a private audience, he gave him an account of 
the council that had been held, aflured him, that he was the 
only pcrfon who propofed a furrenderj upon which they 
, fairly turned him out of the townh. At this heexprefled 
^at tefentment, telling him, that if he would advance with 
a party of horfe near the place, he would dticover to him a 
poftem that might be eafily forced, and the city taken by 
ftorm K The king was extremely pleafed with this intelli- 
gence, and at the requeft of him who gave it, kept it a fecret 
from his officers. A few days after he advanced with a part 
of his cavalry, and when they were within fight of the walls, 
jitaidpbus toM the king, if he would difmount he would 
fhew him the place, and him only. He readily complied with 
his requeft, but had not gone far before he found it necefTary 
to eafe himfelf ; and while he was behind a bufh for this pur* 
pofe, Atautphus ftruck him through the body with his javelin, 
and, leaving htm fwimming in his own blood, made his ef- 
' cape^ Thus fell the ambitious Don Sanchoy king of Z^^n, 
Ca/fiky and Galiciay on the fifth ofOSfober^ one thoufand 
leventy-two, when he had reigned almoft feven years. The 
greateft part of his army feparated inlmediately upon the 
liews of the king's death ; but the Cajiiltan troops retired in 
good order, carrying his corpfe with them, which they caufed 
to be interred with royzJ honour in the monaflery ofOna ^ (F).

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The firft care of Donna Vrraca^ when the blockade was D^^ Alon* 
raired, was to dlfpatch an cxprefs to Toledo^ to defire Don (o VI. r^- 
Jlphonfo to make all the dlfpatch imaginable in repairing to turns into 
Zamora m. When he communicated this intelligence to ^t dgnd^ 
thofe who were about him, they unanimoufly difluaded him ^^^^t upm 
from acquainting the Moorijh prince, from an apprehcnfion ^^t ntw 
that he would not fuffer him to depart.

fcruple of inferting in their 
works upo^ this occaiion(i).

corte of a ftrong party of horfe, by whom he was fafely con- 

dufted to ZamorCy where he was received with all poflible 

teftimonies of affe£lion and duty, as well as with the greateft 

tendernefs, by the princefs Donna Urraca^ to ivhofe mmnefs 

and fidelity he owed his refto'ration ^.

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him to a conference ; upon which he very readily canic fo 
Leon^ and though at firft received with all outward teftimo- 
nies of kindnefs, was in a (hort time arrefted by the advice of 
Donna Vtraca^ and fcntprifoner to the caftlc of £««tf, where 
he fpent the remainder of his days ". It is alleged,^ that he A. IX 
was of a mutable and yet of a violent temper, which obliged 1073. 
his brother to have rccourfe to this method of treating him 
for his own fecurity. - We write the hiftory and not the apo- 
logies of princes : the reader will judge of this aftion for 
himfelf; but certain it is, that the more antient hiftorians 
are not fo complaifant to the memory of Don Alphonfo in 
this particular as the moderns M^. We pretend not to deter- 
mine the controverfy, but we fairly report the fads. Their 
king being a prifoner, the Galtcians readily and perhaps wil- 
lingly fubmitted to Don Jlonfo^ who thus united once more 
the dominions of his father, and became mafter of Ca/iile, - 
Leon^ and Galicia ^. / 

The divifions among Chriftian princes were the ttnt The pope 
fource of the papal power, which began now to extend itfelfy^'^' car* 
in Spain. Don Alphonfo found the Roman fervice introduced ^'*«/ Hu- 
in the neighbouring kingdom of Arragon^ and the emiffaries Sp '* f •^' 
of the pope ufed aU their arts to engage the king's inclination "^ ^f, ^^ 
to have it introduced alfo throughout his dominions. Gre- 1^'' '*'' 
gory the feventh had fucceeded Alexander the fecond j and P*"** 
having received fome complaints of the behaviour of his le- 
gates in the other principalities of Spain^ he m^de choice of 
cardinal Hugo^ furnamed the White^ to repair thefe miftakes, 
and fent him with fpecial recommendations to the court pf 
Leon ^^ and with inftrudions no doubt to make himfelf as 
agreeable there as he poffibly could. He proved an a£Hve 
and an able minifter, as appeared from his fuccefs ; for after 
a ihort flay he prevailed upon the king to fuiFer his ambaf* 
fadors to accompany him to Rome^ to aflure the holy father 
of his obedience, and to follicit the eftablifiiment of the Ro- 
man offices in all the churches throughout his territories ; and 
this notwithftandin^ his predeceflbr had declared, that there was 
nothing in the Gothic liturgies but what was perfedly agreeable 
to the orthodox doArines of the catholic church ; fo that 
what the king now aflced as a favour to himfelf and fubjeSs, 
was in reality a favour only to the Roman Pontif ; and 
having thus explained from their own hiftorians % and with- 
out the leaft exaggeration, the manner in which this objec-

we will return to what is more immediately our province. 
Dim Ak»n<' Don Mphonfo hzd once been married witnout ever feeing his 
io e^/es wife, and believing that the fafety of himfelf and fubjefb de- 
Domia peaded in a great meafure upon his leaving pofterity, he 
Agnes, judged it high time to think of a fecond marriage ; to which 
dak^ter ']x may be he was inftigated alfo by the legate. The lady 
•f the duke yy^Q^ whom he caft his eyes, or rather who was recom- 
»/Gucne, tended tojiim, was Donna Agnes^y the daughter of the dufce~ 
of Guene and count of Poitiers^ and their marriage was quicUy 
A. D, after concluded and celebrated. The rejoicings upon this 
1074. occafion were interrupted by the news of a war, in which 
Don Jlon/o thought himfelf obliged to take a part. Ambition 
prompted Mohammed Aben-Habeiy king of Seville^ who had 
^already united three Moorijh principalities, to attempt the 
conqueft of a fourth, and it was with this view that he af-* 
fembled the whole forces of his dominions ; but as this could 
- uot be done without Don AUnfeh knowlege, and as be knew 
not where the ftorm would fall, he likewife afiembled a^ 
army ; and upon receiving advice th^t the king of Seville had 
entered the dominions of the king of Tdledo.oii one fijde, he 
without any ceremony entered ffiem oh. the,, other ^. ^ti- 
t . Maymon^ as foon as he had intelligence of Don Aknfo^s ir- 

ruption, fent cmbafladors to put him in mind of the old 
. friendfhip that had pafled between them* Don ^/^^j/i^fmiled 
at the gravity of their harangue, and afliired them, that it 
was no other than the fenfe of that obligation that brought 
him thither, and that Ali-Maymm might reft fatisfied, thjit 
r his own fubjefts would not ferve him more chearfuUy than 

the forces under his command ^. This made a fpeedy and 
ftrangc alteration. Ali-Maymon^ who had fortified Toledo^ 
underftanding the approach of Don Alonfo and his intentions, 
. inftead of expeSing a fiege, marched out and joined him with 
all his forces ; and, as fome authors ^ fay, attacked and 
routed the king of SeviUe in a general engagement j though 
others affirm, upon the junction of the armies, he thought 
it expedient to retire into his own territories, and foon after 
; made a peace with the king of Toledo upon equitable condi- 
'tions; but, however, it is on all hands agreed, that Don 
' Alonfo had the honour of putting an end to this war, and of 
exprefling, in the moft honourable manner, his gratitude aad 
affedion towards his royal protedor. . '

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We have more than once obfervcd, that it is dangerous Amavdng 
for the princes even in communion with Kome to (hew any ajfurance 
extraordinary refpefl or deference for tbofc who ftile them- ^ t^^ 
fclves the fuccel&rs of St, Peter. We have a moft amazing ^J^^"^^ 
inftance of this in the conduS oi Gregory the feventh, who, y|- '* 
having received the ambaffadors of Don JUnfo^ king of . '^j^^ 
Leon^ Caftile^ and Galicia^ and the report of. his legate car- 1^;^^*" 
dinal HugOy who by the way has an extreme bad charafter in ^. ^ 
hiftory, judged it proper to make him a fuitable return ; Spain, 
which, however, is thought and treated as a very extraordi- 
nary one even by the Spanijh hiftorians ^ . This return was ^ 
claiming the fupreme and abfolute dominion of all hiskingdoms^ 
and not of his only, but of all the Chriftian princes in Sfa'mi ' 
which ftrange title was fuggefted to fland upon as firange a 
foundation, that is, on a commiffion granted to EbUih count 
of Roujft^ to conquer countries in the hands of infidels^ ^ 
which he was to poflefs and enjoy for his pains, yielding aa 
annual tribute, and acknowleging himfelf feudatory to the 
holy fee of Rome. When or where this great conqueror 
lived does not at all appear, or what this commiffion to him 
had to do with the crowns of Spain. Ferreras % feems to 
fuggeft, that the argument drawn from hence was analogical. 
The count de RouJJi^ in cafe be conquered lands from the 
infidels, was to hold them from the fee o{ Rome.^, and to pay 
an annual tribute : therefore, according to this precedent, aU 
territories conquered from infidels were to be held from the 
fee of Rome by aa annual tribute. A very wild title this a 
and from an error in the date of the pope's letter one would 
be glad, for the credit of thefe bilhops, to fuppofe it coun- 
terfeit ; but even in this we fhall not find ourfelves much re- , 
lieved : for this pope did not ftop^t a fingle letter, to which 
Don Alpbonfo and the other princes feem to have given no 
immediate anfwer, becaufe they knew not well what anfwer 
to give, but repeated and infifted upon his demand, at the 
fame time that he enjoined the kings of Leon and if&varrt 
(for in Arragon it was already in ufe) to lay afide the Gothic 
^rvice, and to receive that of the Roman church. This at 
laft obliged Don Alpbonfo to anfwer plainly, as the' othtfr 
princes likewife did, that they were independent princes, and 
would own no fuperior upon earth. As to the other part 
of the injundton, the king of Leon was incliTied to grant it, 
and did as much as he thought convenient to do ; bat fbme ,

Vet the next year a 
council ^ was called at Burgos to force the Roman lervice 
upon the people ; and upon this occafion, it is faid, that the 
conteft between the two offices was put upon the ifliie of a 
duel, and that tlie G^fi^/V- knight prevailed, and that both 
the fervices being thrown into the nre, the old book efcaped 
without hurt; but notwithftanding this the king perfuaded 
the major part pf the ecclefiaftics to make a canon, en- 
joining the ufe of the Roman fervice, which was attended 
with great nuirmurings and heart-burnings among the 
people (G).

The 
ambitious and all-giaiping king of SevtlU had already atr 
tacked the unfortunate monarch of Toledo \ the king of Jrra-^ 
gon prefled hard upon other Mohammedan princes ; fo tkiat 
this unlucky kii^ had not either an ally or a protedor, wbeo 
X)on Jlphonfo made his firft irruption into that which is now 
called New Cqftile. We have no very perfed account of tiui 
war ; but from the itlemorials ftill preferved, it is apparent, 
that it lafied fiill four campaigns, during which I>in -Al- 
phorifo wafted all the country, and took every place of imv 
portance in the neighbourhood of Toledo*^ by which, having 
prepared all things for the reduAion of the place, he caofii; 
the fifth year with a very numerous army $ and, having &A 
blockaded the cky till the inhabitants began to be in want, he 
at length turned that blockade into a fiege. It is allowed^ 
that Hiaya defended himfeif with great courage and &tiifte6, 
and that Don Alphonfo loft abundance of men befc»-e the 
place, which induced fome of the citi^ns to reprefent to 
HiayOy that it was better to capitulate in time than to expofe 
them to certain death by famine or the fwbrd. That prince 
clearly perceived, by the manner in which this advice was 
given him, that he had nothing to do but to follow it ^ for 
that otherwife th6 authors of it were like to treat for thesi- 
jelves. He therefore demanded terms from Don Jlph$nfo^ 
and obtained fuch as would not have been given, if Acre 
had been any grcatprobabiiity of Tkltdo^^ beii^ taken by force.

Jben-Falax trifled for a time, 
and pretended that he would 
give up the place to none but 
the king. However, finding 
this would not do, he at length 
propofed to furrender it to fuch 
perfons of diftindion as the king 
ihould pleafe to charge with his 
cpmmiflion; upon which Don 
Alotifo^ deiirous of having the

Don Alphmfo^ 
tj Jeeure who knew the impprtance of it, refplvcd to make it the- ca'- 
^ 1^- pital of his dominions ^ and to people it as foon as poiSblc 
frt^e that ^-^^ Chriftians, of whom he found many, and fomc illuftrious 
^'•^' families that had lived there from thfi time of the conqueft by 

the MoorSy and were for that feafon, as we. have fhewn* 
elfewhere, ftiled Mozarabians : there were likewife abundance 
ofy^f^;; and the number oi Mohammedans who cho(e to 
remain under his protedlion was very conilderable. There 
remained, however, room for many new inhabitants, and it 
was not Iong^ before they were fupplied, the exftmple of the 
kiiig, and of tTie nobiHty attending upon his perfon, being a 
kind of irrefiftible motives. On the other hand, Don Al* 
phonfo omitted nothing that might render perfons of difFerent 
nations and difFerent faiths eafy under his government; and it 
very quickly appeared that he afted in this as a very wife and 
prudent prince, capable of forefeeing and providing lagainfl: 
dangers that might otherwife have proved fatal to his in- 
terefts. This fhews that there are fome natures that are im- 
proved by profperity ; and that as we frequently fee men's un- 
derftandings weakened and loft through unexpected fuccefs, 
fo in the prefent cafe we cannot but difcern, that the genius 
of Don Alphonfo expanded itfelf with his fortune, and that 
no two princes can be produced in this hiftory more difFerent 
from each other in their characters, than this monarch from 
himfelf before his expulfion, and after his reftoration. Thefe

religious war, and that Don Jhnfi had nothing lefs in view 
than to extirpate all who profefled the faith of Mqhammed. , , 

Thefe preparations and intrigues were no fecret to the vi<9o- 
rious monarch of Cajiile and Leon ; and that he might not 
appear wanting in his own defence, ^e aflembled a nu- 
merous army in the fpring, and at the fame appointed a coun- 
cil to be held in his new capital the Chrijimas following, in 
order to the choice of an archbifliop of that metropolitan 
fee, which he had fo fortunately reftored to the Chriftians, 
and which he very juftly regarded as the moft confiderable 
event of his reign, and it may be as the moft glorious. 

As foon as the feafon would permit, he marched with his Donkhtk' 
forces into the territories of the king of Badajoz^ that he ^^ {^^" 
might convince him of his temerity in putting himfelf at the^^"^»^*^ 
head of a league againft fo powerful a prince, and with this ^y^^^^f'- , 
view he ravaged the country of EJiremadura with fire and * I j^^''^ 
fword, and at length, meeting no refiftancc, befieged, and in * '^ ^^^* 
a Ihort time made himfelf maftcr of Coria *. But the two jogs' 
Mohammedan kings, having by this time aflembled a nu- 
merous army of hardy and well difciplined troops, advanced 
to give him battle; and accordingly, on the 23d of O^ober^ 
^he armies met between Merida and Badajoz^ where, after 
an obftinate and bloody engagement, Don Jlonfo was de- 
feated ^. Some authors fay, that he was wounded in the 
leg, and that, having on his return to Coria reprimanded 
.ibme of the nobility very (harply, they went over to the Ma- 
iammedan. Whatever truth there may be In thefe fafts, we find 
the king in the beginning of November at Toledo^ where he 
held a council, in which Don Bernard, abbot of Sahagon, was 
ele£ted archbiihop of Toledo, and the nobility gave the king 
their advice as to the moft effeftual means of raifing a new 
army, numerous enough to repair the lofs he had lately fuf- 
tained, and prevent the infidels from a<Sling, as it was evident 
they would otherwife do, offenfivcly, as foon as the feafon 
would permit ; and on this head gave him the ftrongeft af- 
furanccs of their fidelity and affiftance.

0/ Bur- their late viftory, yet he was refolvcd not to truft entirely to 
gundy a«i the ftrength of his own dominions, extenfive as they were. On 
^^"a ^«° ^^^^ account he wrote to Philip\hc firff, king of France^ dc- 
ry dc Be- fj^ jng his affiftance, and to the great lords of his kingdom, 
fan9on amongft whom count Raymond of Burgundy and count Bc' 
^me tnto yj^^^^ ^^^^ \^ perfon, at thc^head of a confiderable body of 
^^*°" troops, to the relief of the Chriftians in Spain agalnftthe 
infidel?. But before their arrival the war was at an end ; for 
Don^jfiphonfo having drawn together the whole force of his 
dominions, and marching towards his frontiers that the in- 
fidels might fee that he meant not to decline another adion, 
the two Moorijh princes, apprehenfive of being overwhelmed 
by the foreign troops that they knew were raifmg, in order to 
pafs the Pyrenees^ eptered into a. negotiation ; in which, as 
they were very .fmcere, and as Don Jlonfo found peace at 
that juncture very convenient to him, it was not long before 
terms werfe fettled to their niutual fatijsfadion f . Yet whether 
thefe Moorijh princes became bis vaf&ls, and agreed to pay 
him an annual tribute, as fome hiftorians ^ fay they did, is 
more than we can find fufficient authority to afurrt, and tbink 
it a point of too great confequence to be determined by bare 
conjefiure. 
7becatbe' ACCORDING to the capitulation of Toledo^ tiie cathedral, 
dral of which the Mohammedans had converted into a mofque, was to 
Toledo remain in their hands, with which the king pun dually com* 
taken from plied. But the new metropolitan Don Bernard looked upon 
the Moors this a reproach to chriftianity, and by his vehement dccla- 
h *"^ mations perfuaded the queen to be of the fame opinion ; ip^ 
^'h'^ h confequence of which, while the king was in the field, they 
b^lht' ^iO>o^^flcd the Moors by force of that noble flrufturc, re- 
^ ^' fiored it to its former condition, confecrated and celebrated 
divine fervlce therein ^, not without great danger of raifmg 
an infurredlion. The Moors^ however, rcflefted verv pru- 
dently, that as this was done in the king's abfence, and with- 
out his knowleae, they ought, in jupice to the^ifelves an^ 
him, to try firu what might be done in the way of expoftu* 
lation. They accordin^y fent deputies to meet jDon M- 
phon/oj and to inform him* of what had happened. The 
king, upon hearing of this flagrant breach of faith, which 
was at the fame lime the higheft infult upon his authority^ 
though he was naturally of a calm and moderate difpofition^

willing to live peaceabhr, and to enjoy the benefit of his royal 
proteoion \ A very migular inftance of prudence and felf- 
denial, and which ought certainly to give us a very high opi- 
nio9 of their morals and good fenfe. The paci&ation thus 
made, the king entered the city in triumph, with the univ^rfgl 
acclamations of all his fubjeds $ and on the %$0\ of O^n^er A, D, 
ibllowlng the cathedral was folemnly conieerated by ihe 1087, 
lirchbifliop Don Bemardi in the prefence of the king and 
queen, and with all the pomp and ceremony poffible ^. 

As every thing was now quiet, Don Abnfr refolved to Don Gar« 
take this opportunity of fortifying his dominions effeiSually, aAjhidt-^ 
by repairing the many cities that weredeftr^ed in^heeourfe^^/ king 
of the war, and to rcpeople them with Qurifl^ans '• He e/'Galicia, 
.began with thofe of Segovia^ Avila^ arid Salamanca^ and com- di^ ftf^" 
mitted the care of their reftitution to count RaymQnd^ who,/^* 
in all probability, fettled a great part of his own people in 
them^ "", The king likewife determined to repair all the great 
towns between the river DuevQ and the mountains that fepa- 
rate the two. CafiiUs \ and by encouraging people to come and 
fettle in them, he hoped to put the new kingdom he "bad 
conquered into fuch a condition as, in cafe of fre(h trouUe«» 
it might be able to furniih a flrength fufficient to defend it* 
felf. In this likewife he was fo well feconded by count Ray* 
mndj that the feveral great towns of A^fditta dil C^mpa^ JrPh 
veb, OlmedOf Coca, I/car, Cmllar^ Sipulv^^ and Q/^a, were 
reflored, s^id filled with Chriftian inhabitants in the fpace of 
a few years ". In return far thcfc and other eminent fervices, 
as well as to attach \kim to the like for the future, the king 
beftowed upon Don Raymond his only daughter Donna Ur- 
racaj whom he had by the reigning queen ^ About this

nions '^. Don Garcia^ king of GaUcia^ after having worn 
out many years in captivity died in the caftle of Luna^ on -the 
22d of May^ Anno Domini 1091 ; fome fay of difeafe ; but 
■ Mariana ^ afferts, of defpair, and that he opened his veins . 
• with his own hands. His corpfe was tranfported to Leon^ 
and interred with thofe of his anceftors in the church of St, 
IJidore ; the king and queen^ together with the Infantas Donna 
JJrraca and Donna EhirOy and moft^f the great lords and 
bifbops affifting thereat ; and which is more remarkable, the 
irons he had worn in prilbn were interred with him^ accord- 
ing to his own direSjons •.

i>0«A!on- Th£ interior of his dominions being in perfeA order, Don . 
fo extendi Alonfo held it expedient to renew his excuriions on the in- 
bis domi' fidels ; for hc was fenfible, that if his troops remained long 
fttonsonthein^Stiye they might degenerate in point of difcipline, or be- 
Jpdeo/Fov' cQjjie feditious and turbulent. To prevent this, he made an 
tugal at irruption into the countries, fmce ftUed Portugal^ with ^ refo- 
^t'^^'^^'^'lution not only to harrafs and plunder it, as himfelf and his 
Moor^ prodecefTors had often done, but to make an abfolute conqueft 
' of it ; very juftly conceiving, that whatever he took from the 
Moors was doubly beneficial to the Chriftians, as at the fame 
time that it weakened one intereft, it added to the ftrength of 
A* D. another : his army took the field early in the fpriqg, and b^an 
^ ?093' their operations with tlje liege of Coimhra^ which being 
fpeedily reduced, he proceeded to San^ann^ vnhxch having 
fubdued, he marched next to befiege Lijbon^ and afterwards 
took Sintria by capitulation on the ninth of May «. At this 
very time he was alfo engaged in a war againft Don^Sancho^ 
king of Arjagon^ as an auxiliary to the Moors, The cafe was

Morocco, and to make all the ufe poffible of liis fuperiority. He exe* 

cuted thefe orders with great pun£(uality, and took the field 

early with fo great an army, that Don Alonfo was forced in 

his turn to retire into his hereditary dominions, and to fum« 

mon all his nobility to join him under the hi^heft penalties ; 

yet, before this could be done,, the Moorijh general had 

aSually invefled ToledO'i which (le^e he carried on with the 

Utmoft vigour, and even made (everal aflaults, ,in which 

he was not only repulfed, but fufFered great lofs °*. On the 

approach therefore of Don Alonfo^ at the head of all his

fage open to renew his excurfions whenever a favourable 
opportunity fliould offer ". About this time died the In- 
fanta Donna Ehira^ the king's fifter ; and this year was alfo 
fatal to that famous hero Don Rodrigo^ furnamed the C/V; 
who with his own troops^ and feme afliftance from Don ^. d. 
jtlonjo^ had taken Valentia' from the infidels, and had gal-^ 1099. 
lantly maintained his conqueft againfl feveral vigorous eftbrts 
that had been made to recover it °, though tar inferior in 
llr^ngth to the alTailants (I).

(I) In the cpmpafs of this 
note we intend a foccind): ac- 
Goant of that celebrated hero in 
Spanijb hifiories, as well as ro- 
inaiice, Don Rodngo Diat de 
Btvar, famamed the Cid, which 
in Jrebic fignifies lord (i ). He 
was undoubtedly a perfon of 
yexy high quality in Old Caftile ; 
but we dare not pretend to give 
his genealogy, or even to war- 
rant that found in Mariana and 
other hiftorians (2): what we 
aim at is to reprefent fairly 
tbofe great adtions of his life 
which have been the objedls of 
authentic hiftory ; and as for 
that fabulous legend of incre- 
dible, and even impoffible ad- 
ventures, which have obfcured, 
and confequently diminifhed» 
his true fame, which they were 
intended to illuHrate, we leave 
them to be found in a multi- 
tude of hiftories ; and we are 
forry that we cannot refer to the 
Latin life of this celebrated per- 
fon, compofed in the reign of 



the emperor Cbarlet the fifth by 
Ramiro Nugnez de GuTsman, and 
by him dedicated to the prince 
Don Phiiip^ afterwards Philip 
the fecond, which has not, 
however, beenpubliflied. The 
firft time we find the Qd men- 
tioned in the more antient au- 
thors (3), is in the year 1063, 
when he aiiifteid the prince Don , 
Sancho, who marched with 
a body of auxiliaries to the af- 
fiftance of a Moorifl? prince, 
when he had a large fliare in 
the battle ofGrao, where Don 
Ramiroy the firft king of Jrra- 
gon^ was defeated and flain. In 
1068 and 1070^ he commanded 
under Don Sancho, king of 
Caflile, againft his brother Don 
Jlon/o, as is very certain ; but 
that he attended that; monarch 
into Galicia, refcued him when 
taken in battle, and afterwards 
brought Don Garcia prifoner, 
though related by fome modern 
hiilorians, is not fo well eda* 
bliihed as to defer vc intire cre-

dit* In 1072 he cammaBded, 
oflder his jnafter Don Satubo^ at 
the iege oiXammra^ retired from 
thence in good order with the 
Cafitlian forces, carrying with 
him the royal corpfe, which he 
caofed to be interred in the mo- 
nailery of Omi. We have re- 
marked in the text, that he 
alone, of all the Cafiilian nobi« 
lity, was fo hardy as to admi- 
Bifter the oath of exculpation to 
Pon JIbu/o at Burgos^ and, by 
the mannv in which he did it, 
incurred Ids difpleafure* Two 
Years after, perceiVing that the 
king's resentment contsnoed, he 
refolved to retire out of iiis do- 
juinioDs, aotwithflanding he had 
married a little .before Donna 
Ximina DiifK, daughter to Don 
Diego AhmtK dg lot ^Mrias ; 
^nd accordingly, followed by 
all his friends and depeadants, 
and by many of his relations, he 
went into Jrragm ; wiiere, af- 
ter ravaging and plundering the 
country adjaeent, he at length 
made himiclf mafter of the 
caiUe of Altoar^ £tuated at a 
very &idl didanoe from C^ri^- 
taguj. Thidier reforted to him 
a multitude of malccootents 
from C^Ui and Lew^ which 
enabled him to continue his in- 
roads upon -the j^MTi with great 
iuocefs. As he extended his 
eooqiieft ^mdaally, he pene^ 
trated at length into the difiria 
of TWw^/, or, as fome write it, 
^r^flt twenty-feren leagues 
ibuth of Saragpffa, where he

The royal 
family wasincreafed on the firft of March i xo6, by the baartb

Don AUnfo was 
odt a liljde alarmed at the news of thefe preparations ; and, 
beiag loo old to command an army in perfon, he lent for 
dmRxiymandf his foa-in-law^ out of Galicia^ th^o fell ill of 
a fever in his journey, and died upon the road; but the 
good old king had the iatisfa<ftion of vifittng^ and affording 
Uiii all the confolation in his power in his iaft moment$>.

raiftaken in -his conjecture i for king Jofif^h, having united 
his troops on the frontiers, benf his route direftly towards 
the capital «=• . Don Ahnjh^ in hopes that it would give frefli 
courage to his army, which was compofed of almoft all die 
force of his dominions, lent the infant Don Sancho^ though 
a child but of . eleven years* old at moil, with his governor 
Don Garcia de Cabra ; but who had the chief command dote 
not appear ^, On the arrival of the infant the Chriftians ad- 
vanced to Ucles^ where they met the infidels ranged in order 
of battle ; the difpute was very obftinate, and they fought on 
both fides with the utmofl: Intrepidity, till at length the Mo* 
bammedam pierced into the center of the Chriftians, and for-> 
rounded that^ body of troops where the young infant wasy 
whofe horfe being killed he flood on foot, and his governor 
Don Garcia covered him with his buckler, fighting" with in- 
credible hravcry, though he was far advanced in years, till at 
length he fell, and bore down his pupil with him \ when the 
Moors maflacred all that body of troops ; and the arhiy being 
- intifely broken, gained a complete vidory, no lefs than 
feven counts dying in the field ^, This fatal battle was 
fought on the 29th of May 1108, and was the mofi heavy 
revcrfe of fortune the Chriftians had fuflained fince the I06 
of the city pi Leon \ but, howcvcir, the M?p« bought this 
vi£iory fo dearly, that they were in no condition to reap any 
immediate advantage from it ^ The infanta Donna Urrata^ 
with the afiiflance of . the bifliop of Compojiella^ having af- 
fembled all the forces in Galitin^ advanced immediately into 
New CaJiiUy received the fcattered remains of the defeated 
army, and marched with fo good a countenance towards the 
Moors^ that they did not judge it convenient to venture ano- 
ther battle, but contented thetpfelves with the ref^utation 
they had acquired, and retreated into their own dominions. 
The Chriftians took this opportunity of putting a flrong 
garrtfon into Toledo^ while the ol^ king brought out of

baye occaboned^ by informing him, that they were not ac* 
Cttflomed to fee their fovereign at the head of foreign troops ; 
that his army therefore might be better employed in his own 
domiaionsj fince there was no need of force, where the right 
of the queen was not at all difputed« Don Alpbonfa re- 
ceived this meflage with the fpirit it deferved^ he faid, be 
knew not the intentions of bis people when he entered Caflile 
in 9u-ms^ but that he was ready to difmifs his army, which 
be did immediately, and to rely on their loyalty which had 
been ever confpicuous ^« He found it much more eafy to 
deal with the ftates than with their queen, who was fo very 
fond of fovereignty, that ihe would willingly have reckoned^ 
her huiband only the iirft of her fubjeds.

He laboured to make her fenfible by 
feafon of the duty (he owed to him, and (he difcovered by her 
behaviour, that ihe underftood nothing of duty, but as others 
were bound by it to obey her will P. An old Cajiilian no- 
bleman, Don Pedro AJfurez^ the companion of her father's 
^le, the favourite of his whole life, and who had been in- 
trufted with her education,, took the liberty of expoftulating 
with ber, and of fetting her cond^ud in a true light ; which 
provoked her to fuch a degree, that fhe banilned him the 
. omrt, flripped him of his employments^ and confifcated his 
eftate %, The king could not bear this ; he took Don Pedra 
'vatio bis immediate fervice, he reftored him to bis honours, 
his employments, and his eftate \ declaxing, that whatever in- 
jury was offered to him, from whatever hand it came, be 
WiHild regard it as done to himfelf ^ This naturally increafed 
the diforderi' which at length rofe fo high, that the king fe- 
cured the perfon of his confort, and made her prifoner in the 
"fofftrefs of Cajiellars from which (he was fpeedily delivered

Having made a general review, he concluded himfelf well 
fl,ble to a^complKh what his father had only contrived ; and, 
under a ftrong perfuafion of this, grounded probably on the 
prefent ftate of the CHriftians, he proceeded direftly towarfs 
Toledo, wafting all the country with fire and fword, and ut- 
terly demoHQiing two beautiful monafteries in his paffagc *.

Be intended to have ilormed upon the eighth ; but on the fe- 
venth day of the fiege, Don, jlharo Fanez^ y/'iih, the beft 
part of the garrifon, paiTed, by the help of wooden bridges, 
over the breach into his camp a little before the break of day,

amaffed a prodigious booty, and carried many thoufands oi*^V *" 
people into flavery ''. All theife, together with the remains fJ^^'^gQ 
rf the Cbriftians who flill lived peaceably iji his territories, ^^'®*^^* . 
he caufed to be ihipped on board his fleet, with which he re- 
turned to Africa \ and having carried his miferable captives 
up to MoTGCQo^ difperfed them in the country adjoining to that 
capital^ to replace, in fome meafure, the inhabitants whom 
be had caaied to Spain ^, Thus the Chriftians of New 
CqftiU were left to fupply the vaft lofs they had fuftaincd in 
the beft manner they could, by their private endeavours, as 
they £iad received very little affiftance, and could fcarce 
(xpe& more from the condition of their government, which 
was fo extremely unfettled, that it fcarce deferved that name, 
as appears from no efforts being made, either upon the ir- 
ruption or retreat of the infidels, when they might have 
been attajcked with the greateft probability of advantage.

naftery of Sahagon, and the church of St. Ifidore at Leon^ the

Notwitbftandii^ all this, the queen be- 
came agftin out of humour with him to fuch a degree, that 
(he diredled his friend Don Pedro Froktz to fecure his perfon ^ 
inftead of which he gave him notice of his danger; and^ 
^dter maturely weighing the many inconveniencies to which 
they were expoied from the mutability of this princeis's tem- 
per, they judged it moft expedient to put the government 
into the hands of her fon, at leaft the kingdom! of Galiaaj to 
which bis right feemed unquefiionabie, even in the life-time 
of bis mother ; which proportion was well received by aM 
lixt nobBity, and the deilgn was put in execution, which 
occafioned new difturbances ; for the queen aiTembled all 
the forces oi Lean ^nA.CaJiile^ and pretended to treat tho 
biihop and his adherents as rebels, notwithftanding her fon 
wa$ with him, and approved of all he did <^. At length, 
however, by the interpofition of fome of the principal nobi- 
liqr,: things were compromifed; when the queen had vifibly 
the advantage, and might have treated thofe who adhered to 
her ion with great ieverity, or at leafl have obliged them to 
abandon their country [, But as there was nothing cordial .

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Sinferal The Moors were fo tempted by thefe inteffine difturb** 
aitempts ances, to hope the recovery of Toledo^ that they fcarce 
"t^l^ failed either befieging or attempting to befiege it, every year/ 
tbt Moors In this we are told, that Alt fent one of his generals, whom 
tT^ an ancient Spanijh chronicle calls Acredelioy with a numc- 
^/W' rous army, to ruin the country round about. But the Chri- 
tucafs ^^*^ governor, whom the fame author calls Abhacily fore- 
•^ * feeing the confequences of fuch expeditions would be dit 
treffing the place by famine, marched out with his forces^ 
engaged and beat the enemy, and killed their general up<Mt' 
the fpot. The Moorsy provoked at this defeat, and ftill 
anxious to avail themfelvcs of the troubles among the Cbri*^ 
fti^ns, fpeedily drew together a frefh army, and under AheH 
Haret^ a celebrated general of theirs, took the field, ind 
inarched dire£Hy towards Toledo. They found, however, 
their paflage fpeedily ftopped by the governor, and the whold 
force of the garrifon, who immediately gave them battle, 
and this with fucccfs not inferior to the former ; fince the 
Moors were intirely vanquifhed, and Jben Haretj being 
taken prifoner, was fent to the caftle of Toledo \ while the 
governor, with his victorious army, ravaged the Moorifi 
frontiers, and fwept the places where he came fo thoroughly 
of provifions, that it was impoifible to aflemble any third 
army there for that year, which, at that junftnre, ^was in- 
dubitably a thing of infinite confequence to the caufe of the

In a fhort time, however, after 
the king's arrival, difputes arofe ; for the nobility could not 
bear, that Don Pedro de Lara fhould put on airs of ftate 
and dignity in the prefence both of his and their riiafter, 
which excited murnaurs in the army ; till two of the prin- 
dfxd lords cut things fhort, by feizing upon the perfon of 
Don Pedroy and carrying him prifoner to the caftle o{ Man^ 
tSla ; upon which the queen, in great difcontent, retired to 
Lem ^, After her departure, the king, with the forces under 
his command, entered upon the proper bufinefs of the cam- 
paign, and reduced moft of the places that were held by the 
king of Arragon^ while thofe two lords of the queen's army, 
who had fetzed Don Pedro^ followed her to Leorij reduced 
that city, befiegcd her in the caftle, which they conftrained 
her to deliver up, and to be reconciled to her fon ^ The 
new Pope, at Jhe requeft of a prelate who had deferved fo 
well by his ftrid adherence to. his' nephew, raifed the fee of 
Crnnpofiella to the rank of an archbtflioprick, of which dig- 
nity Don Diego Gelmirex took poffeflion July the 25th, on

though not without ciFufton of blood. Don Ximenes was 
conftratncd to furrender VaUntia^ though he would not do it 
but to the king in perfon ; fo that, before the end of the - 
year, the king found himfelf in full pofTeffion of all the do* 
minrons of his grandfather, except fome few diftrids on the 
frontiers of Old Cajiile, which, however, troubled him Aiore 
than all the rcfb, as the king of Jrragon had fome colour of 
title to them, which he appeared determined to maintain 
and make good by his fword. In the beginning of the fuc- 
cceding year he marched with a numerous army, rcfolvcd to 
recover as much as poffible, or at leaft to protedl what was 
ftill left; the king of Ca/lile and Leon advanced towards him 
with the ilower of both nations, ^nd furrounded by the prin- 
cipal nobility and prelates of his dominions. When the ar* 
mies drew near each other, neither of thofe princes difco- 
vered any great eagernefs to fight. The king of Ca/lile fpoks 
very refpeftfully of his antagonift, and the king of Arragon 
codld not hdp having a tendernefs for a prince he had been 
accuftomed to call his fon. The prelates and nobility on ^* ^• 
both fides faw this with great fatisfaftion ;^ and the king of "^7» 
Arragon having been prevailed upon to fend a meiFage, im- 
porting, that in fdi-ty days he would order all the places in ' 
difpute to be evacuated, Don Alonfo Raymond demanded a ^ 

perfonal interview, where all their differences were amicably 
determined, and the two kings parted pcrfcQly good 
friends n^. 

While ^he king Don Alonfo Raymond was at a diftance Donna 
from the frontiers of Galicia, Donna Therefa, who made no Thcrefk 
doubt that the war in Arragon would find him full employ- depofidani 
ment, caufed the troops of Portugal to pafs the Minho, In imfrifimd 
hopes of recovering Ti^y, to which (he pretended a right, h ^^^fon 
Don Alonfo had no fooner notice of this, than he marched ^^ ^^ 
thither with the utmoft diligence ; and having obliged th?

Don Jhnf^^ having rcr 
viewed the garrifon of ToUdo, and confidering that the city 
could be in no danger while they were in the enemy's country, 
refolved to proceed forthwith into the territory of Otr4ova^ 
by one paiiage, while Don Rodericy with the troops under bi£ 
command, did the fame by another, appointing the caftle of 
Gallelo for the place of junction* There the armies being 
united, the king advanced into the neighbourhood ^f Cordova^ 
wafting all the country before him, deflroying their faarvefti 
cutting down their fruit trees, tearing up their olives by the 
foots, carrying off their cattle, burning their villages, ruin* 
jjig their mo^ues, killing their priefts, and driving their 
people into flavery ; which, unlefs it was done from a prin- 
ciple of retaliation, and to prevent the continuance ofWuch a 
method, was certainly extreme cruelty. He advanced in this 
manner to SevilUy beyond it, and even to the fea coaft : -a 
bis return, however, with an immenfe booty, .he met the 
van^guard of the Moorijh army ; but being at the head of bis 
own, compofed of Cajlllian cavalry, be charged them fo 
bfifldy, and with fuch fuccefs, that the grofs of the army 
thought proper to retire into SiemlU ; fo that without any farr 
^er interruption he retyrned in triumph into bis own donii*' 
nions, and at Taravera difmifled his troops >.

(Q^) There does not appear 
the leaft trace of the motives 
which induced the emperor to 
entertain frefh fafpicions of Don 
&/mV Gangales. All we know 
of the matter Is, that this great 
nannofooner perceived it, than , 
he demanded leave to take the 
oofs, as was common in thofe 
days, in order to' make an ex* 
pedidon into die Holy handy 
nrhich was willingly granted 
him ; and he went ^cordingly, 
accompanied by foch as were 
cither defiroas oJF making that 
expedidony or inclined to follow 
his fortunes.

of Don Garcia, king of Na- 
•varre i but it does not appear 
that he ever thought of entering 
Cafiile 5 from whence we may 
conclude, that he remained ftill 
under the emperor's difpleafure. 
We have a farther proof of this^ 
from his withdrawing out of 
Na^varre, in order to put himi 
felf under the protedtion of ^-. 
biu Gama, viceroy for the king 
of Morocco^ in Spain^ who re- 
fided at Fahntinf, where he was 
received with all poflible teftt- 
monies of kindnefs and refpedi. 
Yet he did not continue long in 
this place; for the Moors, for 
what reafon it is imppifible.to 
guefs/ gave him a poifonous 
draught, which threw him into 
a leprofy; and being by this 
m^ans convinced that he could 
be no where fafe in Spain, he 
returned again into the- H^ 
Land, and uiere ended his days. 
A memorable inftance of the 
danger in digrefling once from 
the right path, which it is ex- 
treme difficult, if not impbfiiUe^ 
to recover ( I }.

Cario^ a place of importance, and which, being in the hands '\ " 
of the MosrSj gave him a great d^al of trouble. He befieged 
it accordingly > but the place being very well defended, and *' ' * 
Don Rsditric Martimx^ governor of Lenn^ and one of* the 
emperor's, princip^^nerals^ being killed upon the fpot, the 
enAp^kior cai]fed the fiege to be raifed ; and having beftow«d

The 
emperor, who had p^rfcd): intelligence of all their meafiires, 
determined to wait for them, and to give them battle, if 
they perfifted in their defign, or to funer them to beiiege 
Toledoy if they propofed by that method to divert bim from 
his cnterprize. 

In their march, the Moors took a fmall fort or two, and Redu€is it 
at length infulted the caftle of A%ica^ where the empreis lay ^fi^ «« 
with the ladies of her court ^. She fent a meffage to the ohflinau 
alcaydes, that the emperor watted for them ^tOreja^ which ^f'^^^^* s. 
was the proper place for men of theii; birth and breeding to *\^!^ ^ 
fignalize themfelves, and that little honour was to be got by ^^* ' - 
dilturbing a number of helplcfs women *=. The Moorijb ge- ^u^iMtJif 
nerals exciifed themfelve3 for their ignorance, and defired * 

to have the honour of paying their refpedls to her imperial 
majefty. The emprefs, to gratify them, appeared Upon the 
ramparts -with all her ladies, richly dreiTed ; and the alcaydes^ 
at the head of their troops, in order of battle, having paid her 
their military falute, retired without giving her any farther 
difturbancc. They tried every method they could devife to 
draw the emperor out of his lines, or to force a paflage'for 
their fuccours, but to no purpofe. At laft Jli fent to the 
emperor, and offered to furrender, if he was not relieved in a 
month, upon condition that his garrifon marched out with 
the honours of war, and v^as efcorted iafely to Calatrava* 
The emperor accepted the propofal, and gave him leave to 
fend to the king his mailer, who returned for anfwer, that he 
might furrender when he would, for that it was not in his 
power to relieve him **. When they came to march out, 
iumfelf and garrifon were perfect fkeletons ; the emperor re- 
ceived tbem very kindly, entertained Ali at his own expence, 
and ocdered the garrifon to be drftributed through the camp. 
The alcayde exprefledf his furprife, and defired he might march 
to Calatrava, The emperor bid Mia be in no pain, that the 
articles ihould be pundbially executed, but that he could not 
part with fo many brave men in fuch a condition \ and, after 
feafting them for a month, fent them back very well fatisfied 
vinth their ufage «.

The emperor, having aflembled a numerous army, and He its in- 
being on the point of making an irruption into the enemies trufied 
country, fcnt orders to Muna Alonfo and to Martin Fernandez tvithM^t- 
to put themfclvcB, with a ftrong corps of troops, into the *^^ ^^^' 
fortrefa of Piedra Negra^ with ftrift injundions to cover his ^^^^ '* 
own territory from the incurfions of the enemy, and to hinder v'^lc*^ 
them from making any additions to the caftle of Mora. On -^^^Ji 
the other hand, Texefin-hen^Ali^ monarch of the Moors i"//- /i^o* 
Africa and Spain, had fent exprefs orders for providing the j^ 
ftMtrefs of Mora with every thing ncceflary, and for augment- 
ing the works of that place ; with the performance of which 
fervice, his viceroy charged Farax-Adali, alcayde of Cala^ 
trava^ who, after making all the preparations neceflary for 
that purpofe, marched towards Mora with a numerous body 
of troops. Muna Alonfo, in purfuance of the emperor's in- 
ftru6iions, iflued with a fmall troop of horfe from the fortrefs 
of Piedra Negra to fcour the country, and by accident picked

en>peror received this unwelcome news at Takrveray to which 
city he was returned after a glorious caitipaign ; whieh^ how-' 
ever, did not confole him for the lof^iof this gallant conihr 
mander^ which he refolved to revenge, and repair the en* 
fuing year, and gave orders that all hi^ forces fbouldafieniblc^ 
for that purpofe early in the fpring y. 
The king ^T the time Don Alonfi deliberated on the proper obje£| 
Bf N4- ^i ^^^^ expedition, his fubje£is complained to him fo loudly

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of the difturbance given them by the Moorijh garrifon in the varrew^r- 
fortrefs of il^<?r^, that he determined with himfclf to pluck r/«Z)(i»«« 
that thorn from tfieir fides before he made an irruption* into Urraca, 
the enemies country i ^nd, having accordingly invefted the ^^^^^/^^ 
place, he proceeded to the fiege in form ; but the garrifon, ^^H^^^ • 
perceiving little or no hopes of relief, thought proper, by an ^^f'^^ *^' 
early capitulation, to procure for themfelves the beft terms they *^^* 
could ; by which means this place came again into the hands 
of the Chriftians *. . It was, in all probability, fomc intelligence 
that the emperor received during the time he was in camp 
before Moray which induced him to alter his plan, and to af- 
fcmble all the forces of Cajiile and Leon towards the middle of 
the month of May^ in the neighbourhood o( Najara^ with a 
full refolution to reduce the monarch of Navarre io low, that 
it (hould not be in his power to difturb him, and his brother 
the prince of Arragon in hafie. But when he was on the point 
of entering that king's dominions, Don Garcia fent fomc pf 
his prelates and nobility to inform.him of his great reipe£t for 
his perfon, his fincere defire to live with him upon good 
terms for the future, and his inclination to marry Donna 
Urraca^ the emperor's natural daughter a. This propofuion ; 
difarmed the emperor, who, as he had nothing in view but « 
to be quiet' on that fide, readily granted all he a(ke.d ; and, 
having difmifled his troops^ returned to Lecn ; to which city 
came the emprcfs Donna Berengara^ with moft of the nobi- 
lity of the two kingdoms of Cajiile and Leon ^ thither alfo 
' came the princefs Donna Sancha^ the emperor's fifter, bring- 
ing with her her beautiful niece Dohna Urraca j and foon 
after arrived Don Garcia^ attended by the flower of bis no- 
bility b. The marriage was celebrated with, all imaginable 
poDip and magnificence, on the 24th of June^ the emperor A. D. 
gave his daughter a large fum of money, made very rich i^44* 
prefents to the king of Navarre and his nobility at their de- . . - 
parture, and fent feveral perfons of the firft quality to accom- 
pany them to Pampeluna c. Thefe rejoicings over^ the em- 
peror returned to Toledo i and, in the month of September^ ' 
made an irruption with all his forces into the Moorijb terri- 
tories, ravaged the country as far as Granada and the fea 
coaft, and returned with an immenfe booty, and a prodi- 
gious number of flaves^ to bis capital^ in the beginning ol 
winter *^.

Fondly a pretended faint, feizcd Cordova and Calatrava ; while 
yaen, Granada, and Mercia, remained to Zafadola ; Seviile, 
' and the reft of Andaluzia, to Ahen-Gama ; Mortala, f^ahntia^ 

Merida, 3.ni Torto/a, to Mohammed^. Zafadola, not con- 
tented with his (hare, requefted afliftance from the emperor, 
who fent three of his generals with a confiderablc body of 
forces to his aid, with whom, after they had done him much 
iervice, he quarrelled, and attacked them with his Moortjb 
troops, but was quickly beaten and taken prifoner ; and the 
foldiers, not being able to agree whofe prifoner he was, killed 
him to put an end to the difpute g. Aben-Gama took this op- 
portunity to recover Cordova, which he did, and obliged 
Haben-Fandi to fly to Andujar, and foon after delivered it up

thefe troubles to befiege and render himfelf mafter of Cala*

Bj the af' The diftra£lions of the Moors induced the emperor to 
fiftauce 0/*hope for fuccefs in an expedition of ftill greater importance,

law the prince of Arragoriy the duke of MontpelUery the re- 
public of Genoa and Pifa^ who gave him the ftrongeft af- 
furances, that if he took the proper meafures for invefting tl)C 
place by land, their fquadron fhould not fail to block up the 
port by the firft of Auguft h j and Don Alonjo^ relying on thb 
engagement, was no fooner reinforced by the troops of Na^ 
varre^ than he entered upon this great undertaking with all 
the forces of hrs dominions, and invaded Andalwzid in this 
beginning of the month of May (S). He firft of all reduced- 
Banas and Cazhna^ and then proceeded tp inveft Baeca^ 
which made a vigorous defence, and did not furrendcr before 
the middle of June. He put into the place a ftrong garrifon, 
commanded by Don Manrique de Lara^ and, marching thro*, 
the territories of the Moors ^ inverted Aimer ia on the land fide 
completely by the firft of Auguji^ his confederates, with four

in full march to attack him. Don Alonfo immediately made 
the proper difpofitions to receive tbem ; and it was . i^ot Jong 
before the Moorijh army appeared, and charged the Chri-^ 
ilians with great fury; Their impetu^fity at firft occafioned 
fome diforder ; but as the troops of Don Aknfo and Don 
Garcia were men accuftomed to fervicc, they quicWy re- 
paired this difafier \ and perceiving that the enemy began to

md tbofe in the rear began a precipitate retreat towards 
Ctrdova ". The emperor and the king of Navarre purfued 
tbem fo vigoroufly, that the whole army was obliged to have 
itcourfe to the £&iBe m^afure, and, not without very great 
loi^, retired into that city, which the Chriftians quickly in- 
veiled. But the eqiperor, perceiving that the ficge would 
be long and bloody, and that when it was over his forces 
would not be in a condition to ijpdertake any thing of im- 
portance, and . perhaps find it no eafy matter to preferve the * 
place, he very prudently raifed the ficgc *". Hq'th^n marched A, D* 
tojaefty which was in no condition to refift fo great a force, >>5^* 
plundered it ^, and would have proceeded to Seville ^ if the 
Freiuby who had promifed to fend him a fleet to affift him in 
the redu&ton of that city, had not obliged him to put an 
end to a campaign already fufficiently glorious. At his re- 
turn to Toledo^ he found the archbifliop, Don Raymond^ 
dead, who was fucceeded by Doj^Jthn'^ and on the 21ft of 
Nwember^ the fame year, Don Garcia^ king of Na^arre^ 
ended his life at Pampeluna^ foon after his return thither, to 
the great regret of his father-in-law X.

Some time after Louis 
A, D. the feventh, king of France^ concluded a marriage with

them ^' We have good reaion to bejijeve, that the emperor ^ 
had fet his heart very much upon this con<)u^ft, fince, while . 
he lay before th^ place, he b^d the news, that his fpn-in-law 
kin^ Louh^ ^ncj his daughter Donna Conftanfc^ were arrived 
in bpaifi with a defign of vifiting the tpmb of the ?poft!e $t^ 
James at Qompojiella, H^ fent to compliment them, an<J to 
defire, that, after they ha^jl perfx?rn)Cjd their d^evotbiis, they 
would repair to Toleaoy where be promifcd to me^t them ; 
which he did after the conclufion of the campaign, and en- 
tertained them with great magnificence^ ^md caufed them tp 
be accompanied at their return by the two kings his fcns^ 
and by Don Sancho king of Navarre ^. On the eleventh of 
November^ the fame year, the king Don Sancho^ of Cajiile^ 
had a fon born to him, wj^ was named Alanfa^ and in prp^ 
cefs of time became one of thejgreateft princes that ever ;

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before he had time to profecute this glorious vi£lory, he 
found himfelf attacked by a difeafe, which made hinv. fenfible 
that his end was quickly approaching. He quitted therefore 
the command of the army to his fon Don Sancho^ and fet 
out on his return towards Toledo. His diftemper, however, 
continually increafing, he fto[>ped at a little place called 
Frefneda on the frontiers, where, on the twenty-firft day of 
Auguji in the year 1157, he refigned his foul to his creator, 
being allifted in his laft moments by the archbifhop of To- 
Udo \ He was indifputably one of the greatefl monarchs 
Spain ever had to boaft of. He extended his dominions from 
the mountians of Bifcay to thofe of the Sierra Morenay had 
the Angular honour of receiving the homage of tiie kings of 
Navarre and Jrragofiy and of acquiring, in confequence 
of that, the glorious title of emperor ', which has indeed 
bieen afcribed to fome of his predeceflbrs, ' but without due 
proof. He loved, and was beloved by, his nobility ; but at 
the fame time he juftly acquired, by his paternal care apd 
ftrid maintenance of the laws, the title of the father of the 
commons, whom he protected from all oppreffion, and ren- 
dered far more happy and eafy in their circumftances, than 
they had formerly been. He was a confummate and fuc- 
cefsful general, and withal the ableft politician of his time | 
and did more towards the recovery of Spain out of the hands 
of the infidels, than any of the princes who had reigned be« 
fore him, his grandfather of the fame name only excepted* 
He was highly refpeded by^his neighbours, and even by the 
Moorijh princes, amongft whom Mohammed Jbehzel^ king 
of Murcia^ became his vaflal but a few years before his 
death ^. His fon, Don Sancho^ no fooner underflood that 
he had breathed his lafl, than he quitted the army to attend 
his corpfe to Toledo^ where it was interred in the royal cha- 
pel of the cathedral, with a pomp fuitable to the melancholy 
occafion °. In one refpe£t this great prince may be efteemed 
more happy than his anceflors, that all his great adions 
were both fairly and fully recorded, in a Latin chronicle that 
bears his name, and was written in or near his time, which 
is that we have cited after Ferrerasy and has fupplied us 
with many particulars, and redified many dates, that muft 
otherwife have remained perplexed or doubtful.

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As foon as the faneral of the emperor was over, Don Several 
SancbB repaired to Burgos^ where he was unanimoufly ac- advaw 
knowleged and received as king of Cajlik^ his brother, Don '«J^«^«^«- 
Ferdinand^ being with equal, unanimity admitted to the fo« ^^h ^*' 
vereignty of the kingdom of Leon^ Jfturias^ and Galicia •• ^9^*^^ 
But, like young princes, the^ were more attentive to the *J^* ^' 
ceremony and pomp of dieir inaugurations, than to the high ''•v'-- 
and arduous fundions of kings. In confequence of this, 
though the death of Don Abnp did not afFed the civil go* 
vemment, yet it had a very great influence on their military 
affairs. The Moors were no fooner acquainted with it, 
than they flattered themfclves the fortune of Spain was de- 
parted, the terror impreffed by his name wore away, and, 
aflerabling in crouds, they offered themfelves to their com-* 
manders; who, making a proper ufe of this alacrity, fell 
upon PedracheSy Andujavy Baeza^ and all the places they 
had lately loft, which they recovered with great facility, and 
drove the Chriftians in one autumn campaign out of all that 
the emperor had acquired in Andalufia ; upon which happy 
fiiccefs, they addrefled themfelves to Abdulmenon^ king of 
Moroccoy beieeching him not to let flip this favourable op- 
portunity of retrieving the honour and the dominions of the 
MiMfrs. He received this application fo favourably, and pro* 
mifed fuch fpecdy and prodigious fuccours, that the Kntghts 
TeTnplarSy who held the town of Cahtrava as a fief from the 
crown, refigned it as a place they fhould not be able to de- 
fend ; upon which Don Sancho publifhed an edi£t, in which 
he oilered to give that place to any of his nobility, who 
would undertake to maintain and fupport it; the confe* 
quences of which will be hereafter feen at large P. 

Don Ferdinand was hardly feated on the throne of Leon^ Generom 
kefore he found, like moft young kings, his perfon be- andfru- 
fieged by flatterers, to whom he was but too acccffible \ fo dent kt- 
Aat the firft afts of his government were fuch as had an hat^iour

into his hands. But though the king of LtM was in all re* j[f ^" ^^^ 
fpeSs a good-natured prince, yet he refented this behaviour *^*v*^^®* 
io much, that in the monlii of March following, he ad- 
vanced with an army againft them, gave them battle, and 
defeated them, which threw their ^[airs into great confu* 
fion ■ ; and towards the dofe of the year the Mwrs entered 
Cajiile^ and gained fome advantages. On the other hand, 
Don &anch9y king of Navarre^ judging no time fo proper to 
revive his pretenfions to the country of Riaja^ entered it 
with a powerful army, and reduced the heft part of it, b&- 
ibre Don Aianriq&e^ and his afTociateSi were in any condi- 
tion to provide for its defence ^.

A fecond caufe was the 
new militia eflabli(hed on purpofe to ad continually either 
ofFcnfively, or dcfcnfively^ againft the infidels, by which we 
mean the new orders of chivalry; for, befides thofe already 
mentioned, there ftarted up at this time another, which

For that the Efcallop is gene- 
rally among the Spaniards taken 
for the badge of St Jamts, and 
worn by pilgrims in their voy« 
ages to his fepulchre at Compo* 
fitUa, At prefent there are 
eighty-feven commanderies of 
the order of St. James in the 
kingdoms of CaftiU and Le<m, 
which yield an annual revenue 
of two hundred and feventy 
thonland ducats, and about three 
fcore conunanderies in the king- 
dom of Ptrtugalf which are aifii 
of great value.

! treaties, but continued by the king of Arragon^ who at length 
declared he would have nothing farther to do with the Cqftilian. 
As the h jgheft proof of his refentment, he refufed to celebrate 
his marriage with the Infanta Donna Sanchq^ daughter to the 
emperor Alonfo^ aunt to the king of Cajiiliy and fifter to the 
king of Leon ; and, to (hew how much he was in earneft, fent 
•cmbailador^ to Conftantinopkj to obtain the princefs Eudoxi^^ 
i daughter to the emperor Emanuel c. This not only alarmed 
the court of Cafiile^ but that of Leon alfo ; Don Ferdinand 
makingno fecret that he could not be a tame fpedator of fuch 
an infult oiFered to his fifter ; fo that the king of Arragon bad 
now the war with Navarre ftill open, and himfelf upon bad 
terms with the kines of Cajlili and Leon ; the confideration of 
•which, foon brought him to alter his roeafures, though even 
then with fome degree of reluctance aud difcredit. '

much difordcr. In this alTem- 
bly, by the advice of Don Diego 
de Haro, who feems now to have 
gained an afcendancy in the 
king's favour, and whofe (ifter 
was married to his uncle the 
king of Leon, he propofed, that 
fmce the people were already ex- 
haufted, and that if any tax was 
laid upon them it could not be 
levied fo foon as the public exi- 
gence required, the nobility 
ihould for once* and without. 



creating a precedent, confent to 
a fmall impofition upon them- 
felves, which being immediate* 
ly paid, might fupply the de- 
mands of the army. The ftatcs 
were on the point of confenting 
to this propoiicion, when Don 
Pedro de Lara flood up, and 
declared he would defend the 
immunities of the nobles of 
Caftik to the lall drop of hii 
blood, and that thofe would fol- 
low him who were of bis opi- 
nion. Upon this he went out, 
attended by the majority of the 
tffcmbly, by which the king's 
proportion was totally defeated ; 
and it feems thi nobHity con- 
ceived this bold oppofitioo fo 
great and fo well-timed afcrvice, 
that they refolvcd to perpetuate 
the memory of the obligadon 
they were under, by giving Don 
Pedro and his fucceflbrs a fplcn- 
did dinner annually upon die day 
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Don Ferdinand^ engaged the Infant Don Sancko\ oi Portugal^ 
who intended to have befieged Clndad S^odrigo^ and totally . 
defeated his army, but difcovered a great unwUlingnefs to en- 
gage with his nephew, of whofe proceedirfgs he immediately 
complained to the king of Arragon^ who had been guaranty of 
their laft treaty, which furely he would not have done if hirai- 
felf had broke it. On the other hand, the king of Arragon 
fent two prelates, and a gentleman of his court, embaffadors 
to Cajiile^ in order to demand of the king the caftle of Arixa^ 
arid to forbear all hoftilities againft the king of Leoriy threaten- 
ing that, if he did not, he would join with his own tfoop^ 
thofe of his ui>cle ™, which feems to render it certain that Don 
Ferdinand was not fo much in the wrong as hiftorians fup- ^ . D. 
ppfe him to be, and an additional proof feems to be furnifhed 1 17S. 
from the conduct of the king oiCafiili^ who complied with 
his friends requeft, by which the peace of Sfa^m was once more 
rcftored, ^t leaft among the Chriftian powers, at a very critical 
jundlureo. 

In order to ftrengthen that harmony which reigned at pre- 
sent between the two nations, Don Ferdinand^ king of Leon^ ^^ Fer- 
and Don Alonfo of Cajiile^ had an interview at TordeftUas^ in dinand 
order to remove all fubjedls of jealoufy and difpute "*.

On 
the twenty fourth of July^ Don Ferdinand was likewife pre- 
fcnt) as an auxiliary to the king of Portugal, at the glorioas 
viftoryof Santarenj when the whole force of the MoqrSj com- 
manded by their monarch Jofeph^ was totaljy routed without 
fighting **. The death of that monarch by a fall from hia 
horfejuft as the battle began, intimidated his fubje£ls to fuch 
a degree, that they immediately quitted the field of battle to' 
place all their fafety in flight, which afforded the Chriftians 
an opportunity they did not negleft of quitting fcores with the 
Moors J for their recent feverities w. 
Refiated Don Monfo of Cqftile had the next year the misfortune to 
expeditions be beaten by the MoorSy in the neighbourhood of Rotillo in 
rf Don EJlremaiura ', which however did not hinder his taking the 
Alonfo of field again in the fucceeding fpring; and, after having enriched 
Cafhle his troops with a great booty, he returned triumphant, and 
a^nfttbe ^ent afterwards to an interview with the king of Arragon, 
A^'} '* ^^^^ whom he concerted the means of continuing the peace 
Anoalu- ^hich had already lafted for fome years amongft theChriftian 
powers, and of profecuting the war againft the infidels, points 
A. D. which thefe two princes had equally at heart, and, by con* 
1 1 86. curring therein, contributed greatlv to their own reputarion 
and the good of their fubjeds r. The next year Don Jlonfo 
was in the field again, and made himfelf mafter of fome 
frhall places ; but his chief defign feems to have been the fe- 
curity of his own dominions, by keeping the Moors in fiich a 
fbte of apprehenfion and difiradion, as might hinder them^ 
A. D. ffom undertaking any thing to the prejudice of bis territories, 
^/ ^7/ without which it would have been imppffible for the people to 
have enjoyed that degree of peace and &fety, that was nece&y 
to cultivate and improve their lands.

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In the autumn of this year, Don Ferdinand^ kin| of L£on^ The deaths 
went to pay his devotions at the tomb of the apoftlc St. James % of Dan 
in the church of Compoflella 5 and at his return to iBmaventey Ferdi- 
which is ten leagues from Leon^ found himfelf cxtreamly in-^^^ */ 
difpofed : he lingered however through the remaining months • ^vf* 
of that year, and to the twenty-firft day of January in the^*^ . 
next, when he breathed his laft, to the great regret of his*'^'^'^'^^ 
fubjeds. Alariana fays that he was fitter for the general of 
an army, than for the government of a kingdom ^ : but if v^q 
coofider. his anions, we may, with equal reafon, believe that 
there have been very few kings fitter for both ; for he was a 
prince of great virtue and generofity, and as remarkable foi: 
piety as for valour. He left at his death three fons, Don 
Jlonfo by bis firft queen the Infanta of Portugaly with whom, 
as the reader has fceri, the Pope forced him to part, and Don^ 
Sancho and Don Garcia^ by Donna Urraca, who furvived 
him ^. Mariana^ and after him other hiftorians*=, have fug- 
gefted, that at the time of his deceafe, Don Alonfo was on the. 
point of flying into Portugal^ being weary of the continual 
ill ufage of his mother in law, who reflected on him for hi$ 
mother's misfortune, and pretended to treat him as a baftard y 
but this is very improbable, fincc even thefe hiftorians allow 
that his mother in law's hatred arofe from his father's aiFedion 
to him ; neither does it appear that the Pope pretended to 
baftardize the ifTue of thofe marriages /which they declared , 
null on the fcore of confanguinity. The body of Don /Vr- 
dinand was buried in the cathedral of St. Jamesy near that of A. 0. 
his mother Donna Berengara^ and of his grand-father Don ii8t, 
Raymond °. His fucceifer was prefent at the folemnity, and 
fome davs after went to pay a vific to his mother in law, with 
whom It appears that Jhe was inclined to live at leaft upon 
fair terms, notwithftanding her intentions to have deprived 
him of the fucceifion> to have placed her fon Don ^tf;7r^d 
on the throne of Z/^^/7, and to have bcflowcd the crown of 
dalicia on Don Garcia^ are faid to have been generally known ; 
(0 that the moderation of the young monarch deferv^d to be 
highly admired <^. But as he was univerfally acceptable to the

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people, and furc of fupport from the crown of Portugal^ there 
feems to be good reafon to doubt whether the queen Donna 
XJrraca Lopez could ever entertain fudi notions, more efpe^ 
cially confidering the age of her children, and her hs^ving no 
proteftor capable of affording her the le^ft degree of afiiftaitce 
towards the execution of fuch a defign. It is therefore more 
than lilpely that thefe conjeSures took rife from fucqe^ding 
events, with which, when the reader is acquainted, be wiU 
be enabled to form a better judgment. 
Don Alon- The king of Ca/iile held this year the general affembly 
fo ibe of the ftates of his kingdom at Carrion^ to which, through a 
ttinth^ his dedre of expreiling his greajt aiFedion (or hh coufm, and that, 
/on and according to the cqftom of thofe times, he might be m^de a 
fuccefor^ knight by a monarch in fo high reputation for wifdom, cou* 
knighted ^age, and all other royal virtues, the king of Lean reforted \ 
^na-x^ and having in that affembly, purely from a fpirit of politenef^ 
ofQzMc. 3„jj complaifancc, kiffed the hand of the king of Caftile as he 
took his feat, this was afterwards wrefted into an a£l of fo- 
lemn homage, and was the tru^ caufe of that diftafte whicii 
quickly fucceeded to this fuperabundant kindnefs between 
Aefe princes ^ The next year however they aSed as confe- 
derates againft the Moors j and with great fuccefs, recovered 
out of their hands abundance of places in Eftremadura jf not 
content with which they pafled the SierrqMorena^ and wafted 
all the territory of Seville with fire and fword to the fea fide,' 
One would have imagined that nothing could have contribate<[ 
more than the ifTue of this campaign, to conyince the monarch 
of Cajiile of the expediency of living upon good terms with, 
his coufm of Leon \ yet this was fo far from being the cafe, 
that it proved the caufe of a rupture betvyeen ttiem ; for though, 
the latter had ihared in the danger and fatigue, yet the former, 
kept all the conquefls, though fomc of them, from their fitu;^- 
tion, were very convenient for his coufin, and of little confc- 
quence to him. This was refented by Don Alonfo of Leon^ 
like a young man ; for he immediately fought the friendfhip' 
of the king of Portugal^ with the fame zeal that he (hewed 
in embracing that of the king of Caftile^ and as the flrongcft 
proof of his fincerity, married the Infanta Donna Thereja^y 
wiio was his coufm German^ by £he mother's fide, wifiiout^ 
refleSing on what had happened to his father.

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■ Amongst other circumftances that contributed to 'xnf^xxtTbe in^ 
the king of Cajlile with unreafonable haughtinefs, one was, tended 
that the emperor Frederick Barbarojfa had concluded a treaty marriage ^ 
of marriage between his fon prince Conrad^ and the Infanta ^eftveen 
Donna Berengara^ daughter of the king of Caftile^ and had theempt- 
fent the young prince into Spain^ that their nuptials might be J!^'''' ^"^ 
celebrated at ToledoK Don Jlofifo^ received him in that city ?'^^* 
with the utmoft magnificence, arid with all the marks of^i 
refpe£t he could defire, figned the contraft of marriage which «;"'^ 
had been before fubfcribed by the emperor, and made his in- " ^ y' 
tended fon- in-law a knight. Yet after all this was done, the ' '' 
nuptials did not take place K Moft of the Spanijh hiflorians*^, 
for the honour of their country, afcribe this toth^ Infanta's 
terror of fo long a journey, a diftafte to the climate of Ger* 
manjy and a prejudice againft the manners of the people : 
but Ferreras ^ has afiigned, if not a more certain, at leaft a 
much more probably caufe : he obferves, that Donna Eleonora^ 
queen of CalliU^ was, during the flay of prince Conrady 
brought to bed of the Infant Don Ferdinand^ which entirely 
fpoiled the fcheme of the German prince, who, as the king of 
Cafiili had no male iiTue living, expe£ted to have fucceeded[ 
him in the throne, in confequence of his marriage ; of which^ 
perceiving that there was now little hopes, he took leave of 
the king, the queen, and the Infanta, and returned into 
Germany ^. Soon after this, the monarch of Cajlile prefum- 
ing on his coufin's youth and his own great power, committed 
afts of hoftility in the kingdom of Leon ; of this the king of 
jfrragon was no fooner informed, than he made an irruption 
into Cajlile -, upon which Don 'Jlonfo turned his arms againft 
him, but with very indifferent fuccefs. By the interpofition 
of the nobility and prelates of both kingdoms, the peace was 
quickly renewed, upon a" promife that the king of Cajlile 
mould do nothing to the prejudice of his coufm ofLeon, whom^ 
becaufe he had imured, he hated. 

The Pope's legate in Spain^ cardinal Gregory^ who was^^^^. . 
fent to promote peace amongft the Chriftian princes, gave a r t . * 
fingular fpecimen of his abilities that way, by infinuating to *^ 
the kings of Leon and Portugal^ that the marriage of Don ^jigj-^fj 
Alonfo^ with the Infanta Donna Thereja^ was void, and that andfajr

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frilatest therefore they ought to part ; but none of the parties indinio 
ixeommu" to obey, he fummoned a council at Salamanca ^y in whic) 
nicated^ ^e point was determined as he would have it ; but the bifho] 
awi bis of Leofij Aftorga^ Salamancay and Zamora^ w^ho did not affi 
marriagi ^| this council, protefted againft the decree, alleging, th 
nMltd. marriages of this fort were not prohibited by the divine, c 
even by the ccclefiaftical law, but by the civil, and for certail 
political regions ; and that therefore princes, who had a pow< 
of eftablilhing this law, muft likewife have the power of di 
penfing with it. The cardinal legate eifedually refuted thi 
pernicious dodlrine, by excommunicating the four prelatei 
and threatening both the kingdoms of Leon and ^Portugal wit 
an intcrdid ; and very foon after he carried his threats intl 
execution >*, which were attended with moil dreadful confe| 
quences, the people in both kingdoms being extrenijely pro 
voked at the obftinacy of the king of Leon^ who,, in fpite 
the expre(s will and pleafure of the Pope, would needs li 
with his wife. That monarch in vain fent the biihop or 
Zamora to Rome^ to prevail upon the Pope to remove the im« 
pediment as to the legality of his marriage y die pontif would 
bear nothing upon that head, but at tl^e earneil fuit of thflf 
bifliop took oiF his excommunication and the interdldt, al« 
lowing divine (ervice an4 the facraments to be adjniniftered 
every where, except in the pre&nce of the. king and queen 
ofLeonS who were left to the moft defperate courfes if their 
own piety had not guarded them. 
Afchbtfi^ Do^ Jlonfii king of CdJiiUy w;4Sl sdl this while engaged ia 
0/ Tole- continual expeditions againft the Infidels j and this very year' 
dds expe- hid fent a potent' army, under the command of Don Martin^ 
dition archbilhop oi Toledo^ into Andcdufiftj whpre.he hada£ted wita 
againft unexampled fcverity, deftroying the corn and the vines, tear- 
/^^ Moors jj^g the olive-trees up by the roots, putting multitudes oCmen,^ 
women, and children in chains, fweeping away at! the cattle;^ 
and, to complcat this fcenc of dcftruflon, laying every village, 
and op^ town he pafled through, in aihes. ' The reader, 
muft not imagine that we are guilty of any exaggeration^ iots. 
we tranfcribe not onlythc faS, but the very words, from a^ 
Spcnijh hiftorian '. The report of this cruel proceeding was 
no fooner brought to Jacob Jben-Jofeph^ king of MoroccOf^ 
than he wrote a letter to the king Don Aknfo^ in which he: 
expoftulated on this new way of making war, in a maniier 
barbarous beyond all example i to which Don Ahnfo gave fo

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haughty an anfwcr, that the Moor immediately publifhcd the 
Gacia % which anfwers to our croifade, and infures to every 
Muffulman^ who either kills aGhriftian or is killed himfelf, 
a plenary abfolution from all his fins, and an immediate en- 
trance into Paradife. This called every man that was able 
to bear arms into the field, and the king of Morocco himfelf^ 
Coming over with a prodigious army from Africay ordfered a 

feneral rendezvous of the whole forces of his empire at 
evilk *. Don Alonfo of CafiiUj upon this, condefcended to 
alk the affiftance of the kings of Leon and Navarre^ reprefent- 
ing it as a war of religion, and in which the common caufe 
of all the Chriftians in Spain was at ftake ; as they were con- 
vinced of the truth of the faft, they did not enquire nicely 
into the caufe, but readily proi(nif(bd him, not only all he. 
aiked, but that they would march with all the forces of their 
tefpeftive kingdoms, to join him at Toledo^ and began imme- ^ 
diately to make the neccflary levies for that purpofe,v not 
doubting that this cfonfederacy would fecure both his and their 
own dominions. 

Jacob Aben-Joseph found his army fo numerous, that he ^^^ ^'«i 
was obliged to order part of them to Rendezvous at Cordova^ ^/^^^^ 
^ere having joined them with the reft of his forces from ^^'-^ ** 
Seville^ he entered the kingdom of Toledo^ and encamped ^*/*^" 
Within fight of Qalatrava and Alarcos^ both places of great ^J* ^.^^ 
ftitngth, and which might have found employment for ^omt^^^^Z 
time, even for his prodigious army ". But the king of Cqftik^ beforg bt 
who had aiTembled all his forces, advanced, without waiting tunvii 
for his allies, within a fmall diftaAce of the enemy. T^ie prin- tbem^ 
cipal officers of his af my fuggefted to him that he ought either 
to retreat in time or fortify his camp, fince both the kings 
of Leon and Navarre were within a few days march, am 
not adventure on a battle with fuch a vaft difproportion of 
fofces. But -the king could not be brought to relifli thefe 
lirholefome counfels \ he had treated the Moor with contempt^ 
andto retire before him would be a perpetual difgrace : be- 
fides, he was unwilling to ihare the honour of a vifbry, and 
he looked upon his troops and himfelf as invincible. On the 
eighteenth of y^^, the two armies came in fight, a,t a fms^U 
diftance from the town of Alartas^ and the engagement 
•quickly fetgan. The Chriftians behaved with great intrc- 
pedtty ; but, after a warm and obftinate difpute, they were

cos ^ though with fome difficulty, and afterwards made ^ furious 
irruption into Portugal^ where he murdered all the Monks and 
ccclefiaflics that fell in his way, and wafted all the country 
with inexpreffible barbarity, as far as appears from the 
. hiftories of thcfe times, in which Don ^tf^^m • de Ximems^ 
then bi{hop of Ssguenca, and afterwards primate of ToledOf 
• flourilhed, he met with little or no refiftance ; for the Chriftian 
princes were more intent on punifliingthc infolence ofthe 
king of Cajftley than jcautious in protecting their own domi- 
nions, which, how grofs foever the provocation they had re- 
ceived might' be, was beyond all doubt to the full as inex- 
cufable. At length t)iey were awakened from their le-

The kings Don Jlonfo of Leon^ and Don Sancho of Portugal^ In'vades 
no longer able to rcfift the importunities of their fubjefls, fub- '^* ^^' 
mitted to the papal decree, and the Infanta Donna There/a oi^^'^ ^f 
Portugal^ queen of Leon j returned home to her father, leaving be- ?^t . 
hind hcrthe two princefles, her daughters; and there is reafonto ]^^^^^/, 
believe, that this event threw the affairs of that kingdom into ^J^^ ^^^' 
great diforder. ^. This induced the king of Cajiiky who had ^^vazed 
now col!e£led a great body of forces, to fall with them into ^ fj^g 
the kingdom of Leon ; though the Moors^ with the mirama- Moors, 
molin at their head, had actually invaded his own dominions, 
penetrated as far as Toledo, and remained ten days before that 
city, which, however, they found fo well fortified, and the 
people fo much difpofed to make a vigorous refiflance, that 
at length, loaded with pillage, and fated with revenge, they 
thought fit to retreat \ In the mean time, Don Alonfo of A.D. 
Cajiile took many places o^ fmall flrength in the kingdom of 1 '9^* 
Leony ruined one of the fuburbs belonging to the capital, 
which was inhabited by ^ews, and at laft befieged the city 
cf jiftorgay but without efFefl: i which provoked him to fuch 
a degree, that he wafted all the open country with as little 
mercy as if he intended to copy, in his coufm's dohiinions^ 
the dreadful leflbn which had been fet him by the infidels in 
his own ^ i and having done this, he returned to Toledoy with , ' 

an army laden with fpoils taken from their fellow Chriftians, 
through a country miferably ruined by the infidels, merely 
for want of that defence which it was his and their duty to 
afford 8. 

It might be naturally apprehended that his own reflefiions, Tbey^ver^ 
the advices of great and good men about him, joined to the ^^^ ^^^ 
clamours of the common people, which were loud, in pro- ^S^ ^f 
portion to the evils they had endured, mufl have wrought * o*f°o 
upon the mind of the king of Cajiile^ and brought him back ^i^^* ^^ 
to a jufl fenfe of things. It happened however farotherwifc ; ^^^f^^^. 
he (pent the winter in negotiating with Don Pedro, king of /^^^yf^/ 
j/rragon, and prevailed upon him to fend a ftrong corps ^territories 
auxiliaries to affift in his next campaign, while the king of

Galicia to refifl him ; fo that it looked as if the Chriftian 
princes had adled in concert with the Moors, and were bent

taken the held with an army fo numerous, as to threaten the 
conqueft or deftrufiion of the king of Cqfttle's dominions; 
which cohftrained that monarth to fufpend his refentment 
againft his coufin> that he might prevent the lo(s or total ruin 
of his own countries. He did not find himfclf in a conditionj 
even with the fuccours of Arragm^ to aft offenfively againft 
the Moors \ and experience had taught him not to hazard 
battles with a handful of troops againft tl^oufandj. He did 
therefore what it became him to do ; he put ftout garrifoiis 
into all the ftrong places in his territories, and kept himfelf in 
the mountainsj, with* a flying camp, which prevented the 
Moor from taking any place of importance, though he at- 
tempted feveral 5 and at length, his army being nlfech reduced 
by fatigues and ficknefs, was compelled to retire into Anda- 
lujiay wi;h many flaves and niuch booty, but with diminilhed 
-forces, and their reputation rather declining than incrcafed^ 
So little did he profit by his important viftory. 

As foon as his territories were delivered From tht Moorii 
Don Alonfo of CaftiU^ having drawn out part of his gari-i- 
fons, fell, with a potent army, into the dominions of LetA^ 
where he took fome places of no great ftrength, and ruined 
all the open country ^ The king of Leon^ having an arm^ 
nofat'all inferior to his, niarched towards him, with a defigd 
, to give a check to his proceedings by a battle. The perfon 
upon whofe advice and abilities he chiefly reliejd, was his 
coufm, Don Pedro Fernandex de Caftro^ the fon of that great 
herd of the fame name. Who had comnfianded the forces of 
the king his father, who had ferved the Moorijh emperor 
Jofepb^ and who, it is even more than probable, was at thfe 
head of a corps of Mohammedan auxiliaries at this very time, 
and by him he was dilTuaded from fighting '. He obferved 
that the event of a battle was in all refpefts uncertain, except 
6ne, which was the ruin of both parties, let the viftory fai 
where it would, (ince the Moors were ready and waited to 
take the advantage. He propofed therefore a treaty, to 
which, though the king was backward, he found the nobility 
and prelates of Caftile were unanimqufly inclmed. He went 
therefore to VaUadoRd^ in perfon, to negotiate with queen 
Eleanor^ and haying propofed a marriage between the Infanta 
Donna Berengaray and Don Alonfo, king of Leon^^ the

treaty was quickly concluded, and the marrlagp foon after fp- 
lemnized in the fame place, though the king of* CaJiiU was 
not prefent ;. and (hewed thereby, that what he did, he did 
With reludance, againft his own fenfe of things ; for in his 
temper united .qualities that rarely meet, hallinefs and ob* 
flinacy. 

At the entrance of the enfuing year, the king of Ca/liU ^i^i firmer 
found hinifelf freed from all apprehenfions of the Moors j by conclude^ 
an application from their monarch, either for a peace or a P^^f* ^V^ 
long trwqe j'the jreafon of which was, that his affairs had taken *"'f'^ ^^^ 
a wrong turn in Africa^ where feveral of his governors had ^''^f^^- 
revolted^ and fet up for tbemfelves. The king of CaJiiU was ?V* ^ 
not ignoran* of this ; and yet he aSed as if he had been fo; *^* 
and coAclMded a peace with the Moorijh prince, upon the very /^' ^» 
• fame term$» that might have been prudently accepted when ^^97* 
he was in the fuU career of his victories ^ : the reafon of this 
was, that the king of C<7/?//^ meditated, in conjunction with 
the king of Arragon^ to over-run the territories of the king 
of Navarre, who, from the fenfe he had of the implacable 
epmity of thefe two monarchs, had fuifered himfelf to be 
firangely deceived by the Moorijh emperor, who pretended 
to give him his daugjiter in marriage, and with her all his 
dominions in S^ain ^. This war the two kings accordingly » 
profecutedy but with little fuccels, thouglii they had great fu^ 
periority, as will be (hewn in another place. 

In the meantime, Pope Innocent the third, fucceedingi'<^^Iiino^ 
dleftin vfi the fee oiRome^ took umbrage at the marriage of cent III. 
the king of Leon^ with his coufm the Infanta of Cajiile^ and i^fiP «^« 
feat peremptory inftru£Uons to his nuncio to part them^ and, ^^' «»- 
if they rcfufed to part^ to put the kingdoms bf CaJiiU and *"^^i^g*ff^ 
Lutt iinder the cenfures of the church ; which the nuncio, ^fT^^' 
left violent or more afraid than his mafter, was not inclined v£^f ^««^ 
to do I but gave time for the two kings to fend their ambafla- r ""^^^^ 
dors to Rome^ in order to pacify, if poffible, this haughty 
iucceilbr Qf St. Peter f ; but notwithftanding this was at- 
tempted, with ail imaginable humility, the Pope remained 
fixed to his point* and fent frelh orders for feparating the 
king and queen, or for putting all the churches in Cq/iile ' 
and Leon under an interdid $ the very thoughts of which, it 
wiu well known, would* terrify the common people almoft to 
aadnefs^ ^and cohfequently expofe the flate to fuch dangers, 
^ were pioft likely to fright, even crowned heads, into obe- j^ j^^

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in Navarre^ the king of that realm being abfent in Africaj 
and had reduced the city of Vi^ioria^ and fome other places 
of importance, to a fiate of fuch difbefs, that a kind of 
provifional capitulation was made, dependent upon the orders 
of the king of* Navarre . for their furrender, which orders 
foon after arrived, that monarch being at this time in no con- 
dition to vindicate his own rights^ or to defend thofe of bis 
fubjeAs, which left it in the power of Don yfbnfo to gratify 
his ambition in a very exteniivedegreeT : fo that this ancient 
and once powerful kingdom was reduced within an hair*s- 
breadth of deflrudipn. 
The In fan-' The fatisfaaion he derived from thence; muft have bccit 
ta Dotma very much heightened, by an honourable event, iq refpedl to 
Blancha his family, which fell out foon after, and which, for fome 
efpoufes particular reafons, we are obliged to reprefent at large. John^ 
prince king of England^ finding himfclf under a neceffity of malting 
Lewis y a difadvantageous peace with Philips king of France^ his 
France, mother, queen Eleanor^ contrived to leflen the difcredit of 
this tfanfadion, by a very Angular expedient, which fhe no 
fooner propofed, than it was by all parties very readily em- 
, braced '. According to her fcheme, the places conquered by 
France were to be reftored to her fon, who was then to 
make a voluntary ceflion of them, as the dowry of his niece, 
the Infanta Donna Blanca^ or, as the French call her, Bkncbtj 
who was to marry prince Lewts^ heir apparent of the crown 
of France ; and to carry all this into exectition^ £be ofiered 
to go herfelf into Spain^ to fetch the young princ^fs ^ Upon 
her arrival at the court of CafliUy (be Was received by Don 
Ahnfo^ her fon-in-law, and by her daughter, queen Ekafwr^

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be a fuiEcient refutation of that notion, which pafled for 
ages as a point of triie hiftory, that this Infanta was the 
cldeft daughter of Cajiile^ and with which fome very eminent 
French writers feem at this day very unwilling to part^c, 
notwithftanding the clear proofs that may be brought of the 
contrary. But the following hiftory will fhcw nothing like 
it was furmifed in fome ages after the event. 

The fame year Don Alonfo^ king of LeoUy had, by the Sirth 0/ 
Infanta Donna Berengara^ his foh Ferdinand ; the day of his ^^« Ferdi- 
birth is no where recorded ; but it is certain he was born be- nand, af- 
fore the month of Augufi^ and baptized with great folemnity ^^'^rds 
in the cathedral church of Lem^ to the great joy of both ^X^\?f 
courts ^. About this time, the difputes betweeh the king of *v^^ 
Leon and his mothei>in-law produced, a kind of rupture ; * ^coni 
for the late king Ferdinand^ having beftowed upon her fome 
fortrefles of great importance to the fafety of his dominions^ 
Don Jlonfo did not think it confift^nt either with his 
dignity or intereft, to leave them any longer in her hands, 
and therefore demanded them ^. On the other hand, the 
queen dowager Donna Vrraca^ by the advice and with the 
affiftancc of her brother Don Diego Lopez^ fortified them ; 
and that nobleman alfo applied himfelf to the king of CafiiU^ 
in hopes that he would have intcrpofed with his fon-in-law, 
to prevent things from coming to extremities. But that mon- 
arch, either judging the thing in itfelf unreafonable, dr 
being unwilling to take part in any' thing againfl his fon-in* 
law, reje£ted this demand ; and tl^e places not long after 
were taken by the king of Leon^ which fo highly provoked 
Don Diego Lopez, that he retired tg his own eftates, exceed- 
ingly exafperated againft both kinss, and confequently dif- 
pofed, whenever any occafion fhould oiFer, to facrifice his 
duty to his refentment ^. Such was the fituation of things in 
Spain,' at the opening of the thirteenth century, when the 
Chrifiians were indeed become more potent than in former 
times, but were as little united as ever. 

Don Jlonfo of Cajiile was extremely provoked at this JOtigs tf 
haughty behaviour in one for whom he had done fo much, Caftile/zir^ 
and for whofe fake he had difobliged fo many ; but his refent- Leon Join 
ment, in fome meafurc, received a juftificafion from Don f heir forces 
Diegoh wafting his country, as foon as he found himfelf fafe ^g^^ffl

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Lopeas wlio had followed his fortunes. His infurredion became in 
de Haro. a (hort tinie fo formidable, that the king of CaJiiU feqaefted 
the a0iftance of his fon-in-law to reduce him ; accordingly 
both princes took the field,^ dt the head of a numerous army« 
Don Diego had not forces fufficient to give them battlii ; butj 
having fortified Eflella in Bifcay^ and provided it with all 
things neceflary to fuflain a fiege^ after harraffing the toyal 
-^ armies in the field, he gradually withdrew his forces diither*

A. D. to bed of a fon, on the 14th of April ^ • and not long aftef 
1204. this, in pity to their fubjedts, and, fo far as appears, without 
any diftafle or difpute between themfelves, the king and queen 
of Leon refolved to fcparate. The Pope, in confideratron that 
the marriage was entered into and confum mated on both 
fides with fincere and laudaHc intentions, declared the 
children, legitimate: thefc were the 'Infants Ferdinand %ni 
Alonfo^ and the Infantas Ekonora, Coriflantia^ and B^rengara. 
As for the dowry which had been fettled by the king of Lean^ 
the Infanta Berengara generoufly gave it up. All thcfe 
great points being adjufted, Alonfo, king of Caftile^ thretur 
in a propofition, too weighty and too reafonable to be TtltSt" 
cd ; this was, that the Infant Don Ferdinand^ and his daugh- 
ter's eldeft fon, Ihould (in cafe of his brother's demife) be 
declared heir apparent of the kingdom of Leon^. An aftm*

war. . The next year, the Infant Don Ferdinand received the A. D. 
order of knighthood with great ceremony, in the cathedral izio. 
church of Burgos, that he might be qualified, according to 
the notions of thofe times, to take the field " with his father, 
againft the infidels ; who, while they were preparing to rcfift 
the Cajiillansy found themfelves fuddenly attacked by the king 
of Arragon, who made this fummer fome conquefts at their 
cxpence. Don Alonfo of Cajiile did iiot take the field till 
the following fpring ; and then, with a numerous and gallant 
army, advanced as far as Alcala^ which place, when he had 
reduced, he proceeded next, to over-run the beft part of the 
kingdom of Murcia, in which he met with no confiderablc 
refiitaiKe, till the extreme heat of the feafon obliged him to 
retire **. Mohammed^ then king of Motocco, hadaffcmbled 
a numerous body of troops in Andalufia ; and having pafled 
the Sierra Morena, invefted Salvatierra, the refidence for the 
prefent of the knights of Calatrava. Though the town was 
not very ftrong^ the knights defended it (b Well, tHat they had 
time to give Don Alot^o notice of their diftrefs, and that 
without a fpeedy relief it was impoflible to preferve the place. 
Upon this the Infant Don Ferdinand was fent with a veiy 
flrong detachment to make an irruption into the Moortjh 
territories on the fide of EJiremadura, which he performed 
very gallantly, but it did not produce what was expe£ted, the 
miramamolin perfifting in the fiege ; fo tbat the prince re- 
turned to his father's camp in the month of Auguft, and the 
place having no other relief to expe£l^, was furrendered in the 
enfuing month p. This certainly chagrined * the king of 
Caftile n ;t a little ; but an event which followed foon after 
afFeded him much more.

princes, with the want of which, however, be might difpenfc, 

fince multitudes inroUed themfelves for this holy war in 

France,- Italy, and Germany, the pontif at Rome tiling the 

fame methods to excite ChriAians in all places to enter into 

the Spanijh war, as in other croifades, and with better 

reafon.

At laft, on the 

twentieth oijune, the army began to move, thcUltramontans 

or fore gners, from beyond the Pyrenees, had the van, com-' 

pofed of ten thoufand horfe, and forty. thoufand foot,'Under 

the command of Don Diego Lopez de H^ro 3 the king of

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Cq/tile and the king of Arragon moved next, but in Icpa- 
rate bodies, that they might not incommode each other 5 the, 
reft of the army formed a rear-guard, and took poft upoii the. 
frontiers ^. The firft. place that felt the weight of their arms 
was Malagoriy which the fpreigners took by ftorm,' and put 
all the Mohammedans therein to tl^e fword. The next place 
they attempted was Calatravay in which there was a very goodly 
garrifon, commanded by the alcaydes Menaliz and Almoai^ 
officers of great reputation, and who loft none of it by their' 
behaviour upon this occafion. The town notwithftanding, 
beine attacked on all fides, was quickly taken by aflault ; but 
the Moori/h generals retired into the citadel, which being 
ftrong and well fupplied, they made a gallant defence j at 
length they offered a capitulation, in cafe they had leave to ^ 

retire where they pleafed, which the foreigners violently op- 
pofed, profefling, that they meant to give no quarter to any 
infidels : but the kings of Cajiile and Arragon were of ano- 
ther mind : they knew the importance of the place, and of 
the magazines which were in it, and therefore they readily 
figned the capitulation j and Don Diego Lopez de Haroy with 
his own troops, efcorted the Moors till fuch time as they ar- 
rived in a place of fafety x. The ftrangers were fo much 
offended at this inftance of moderation, and the not giving 
up the place to be pillaged, that, pretending they were not 
able to endure the heats which began to come on, they de- 
camped with their forces, in fpite of all the follicitations and 
?rayers of the Chriftian monarchs, and marched back towards 
'oledoj the troops under Arnold^ archbifhop of Narbonne^ an4 
Tiibaud Blacon^ only excepted y. - ' 

THis'lpfs, though it diminifhed, did not difcourage, the Cii/«^i»if 
Chriftian army, or the kings who commanded it, and who /w^// 
foon after attacked and reduced Alarcosy and other fmall //or^ir /» 
places. While they were thus employed, the king of Arra- *beir ^ 
gon received a confiderable reinforcement, which gave the *«<»rf^ io^ 
' army frefh fpirits ; and before their rejoicings on this fubjeft ?J1^''^'/*^ 
were over, Don Sanchez^ king of Navarre, with moft of the Moorift 
nobility of his kingdom, and a very gallant corps of troops^ ^^^ 
joined them likewife ; upon which, being again in motion^ 
they advanced to Salvati^ra, >vhere they made a general 
review of the army, and refolved to march on towards the 
enemy, notwithftanding the defertion of the foreigners*. 
This r^fblution was indeed very gallant and heroic, but at the

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fame* time extremely hazardous, as they had that rugged 

ridge of mountains, ftiled the Sierra Mcrenoy to pafs,* before 

they could, reach the infidels, who they knew waited for 

them, and would be fure to give them all the trouble that 

was poffible in their paflagc. The Moortjh monarch Mo- 

hammed, who from his wearing a turbant of that colour, had 

acquired the furname of the Green, adled through this cam- 

.paign like an able general, and an officer of great experience s. 

He had drawn together his forces early in the neighbourhood 

of Jaen, amounting to fourfcore thoufand excellent horfe, and 

a body of troops fo numerous, that no hiftorian has ventured 

lipon a calculation. He advanced flowly, as he heard of the 

progrefs of the Cbriftians, refolved not to wafte his forces in 

Ikirmifhes, or to venture a general and decifive engagement, 

before the fatigue of the feveral fieges and the ufual heats 

Ibould have abated the ardour of the enemy. At length he 

took poft at Baeza ^, marked out the field of battle at his 

leifure, and caufed all the narrow pafies in the mountains to 

be occupied by firong detachments, with exprefs orders to 

his officers to maintain their refpedive pofts as long as it 

was poffible \ fo that, all things confidered, it Teemed almoft 

an impradicable project for the Chriftian army to reach 

that of the Moors, and fiill more impradicable to defeat 

troops more numerous than their own, that had (erved long, 

and with great reputation, frefb, well fupplied with every 

thing, and in pofls of their own chuHng, and of confequence 

very advantageous. 

Pa/s the The Chriftian arniy arrived at the foot of the Sierra, on 

Sierra Thurfday the i2th of July ^ when a fmall corps of troops, 

Motena under the command of Don Diego Lopez^ after a brifk dif-* 

fy a route pute, pofleflcd themfdves of the pafs of Muradal, and the 

nemer till ^gxt day, after an obftinate refiftance, drove the Moors from

In this diftrefled fitiiation, a perfon altogether unknown, biit 

who from his appearance feemed to be a fhepherd, defired 

to fpeak with -the kings, and after fome importunity was 

conducted into their prefence. He propofed to fhew them a 

paflTage hitherto very little known, and which never had been

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pafled by any army, through which they might march witfaf 
out difficulty, and at the fame time without being obferve'cl 
by the Moors. The monarchs were very defirous of accept* 
ing fo feafonable an offer ; but at the fame time afraid to 
truft to a guide whom nobody knew. At length, Don Diegg 
Lopez and Don Garcia Romero j offered to follow him with a 
corps of troops, and he led them according to his promife^ 
by a winding paflage, which has ever fince born the name d 
the Royal Pajqge ^^ to the fummit of the mountains, where 
they found a fair and fpacious plain, where the whole army 
might be ranged conveniently in order of battle. 

On Saturday the 14th of Jufyj the Chriftian army, in con- TlegUri- 
fequence of this happy difcovery, took poiTeffion of the phin eus 'viaary 
beforementioned, and difpofed their troops in proper order : ^/'Tolofo, 
the Moor^ were infinitely furprifed when they beheld thein ^j^tch #«- 
in fo advantageous a fituation ; but as foon as they had re^r ^^^^h > 
covered themfelvcs a little, neglefted nothing that might ^'''*^'/^' 
have provoked them to fight immediately ; but in this they ^Ttl^T ^^ 
were difappointed, for the Chjiftians having fecured the ad« ^^^**^"- 
vanced pofts, and provided in the moil effectual manner poffi-' 
ble, in cafe of an attack, refled that day and the next, 
which they fpent in devotion, and preparing themfelves, in a 
Chriflian manner,^ for whatever event Providence might de- 
fign them *. On the i6th, in the morning, the whole army 
was difpofed in order of battle, the right wing was com* 
manded by the king of Navarre^ who, befides his own forces, 
had fome battalions of Cajiilian troops, the foreigners under 
the archblihop of Narbonne, and the volunteers ; the king of 
Arragon and his forces were on the left ; Don Alonfo of 
Cqftile in the, centre, his troops being divided into four bri- 
gades, the firft commanded by Don Diego Lopez de Hara^ 
the fecond by Don Gonjalez 4e L^ara^ in wiiich were the - 

troops of the military orders, the third by Qon R^deric DiaZj 
compofed of the flower of the Cajiilian nobility, the laft.was 
under tbe king rn perfon, who nad about him all the pre* 
lates, and the whole force of the kingdom of Tgledo ^ The 
Moors were likewife difpofed in very txzSt order, and in the 
center the choiceft troops were covered by a ftrong barricade 
of iron chains ; the miramamolin was there in perfon, dreffed 
in a rich robe, with the khoran in one hand and a fabre ir^ 
the other s. The battle was begun by Don Diego Lopez di 
Haro^ and foon after both the wings engaged. This attack

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Wts made with all imaginable vigour, and the Aloors rcceive< 
them with the utmoft Intrepidity. . The difpute continue! 
lone, without any fcnfible variation of fortune ; but the loflci 
of the Moors being continually fupplied wfth frcfli troops, th< 
Chriftians began to lofe ground in every part of the line * 
The Moon perceiving this, niade a great effort, which hac 
a very fenfible inlpreffion, infomuch that Don jilonfo a 
Caftile cried out, that there was nothing Dow left, but Xo fe- 
cure the honour of the nation, by dying glorioufly ; and was 
on the very point of throwing himfelf into the thickeft oi thf 
ipnemy, if the archbiftop EMericxA Toledo^ and Don FerdU 
nand Garcia^ had not reftrained him K The latter told him 

• things were not yet defperate, if he did^not make thern fo, by 
precipitation, and ^dvifed hioi (o fupport his retiring troops 
by feafonable and well difpofed fupplies. This had its efFedt, 
and the Chriftians having recovered their fpirits, pu(h^d the 

' infidels in their turn, broke* them, and advanced to the bar- 
ricade of iron chains, where things were in danger of taking 
a new turn, the infantry being unable to do any thing. But 
the king of Navarre^ at the head of his own cavalry, attack- 
ing them in full career, with a defperate refolution, lestpedi 
the barricade, and having driven the Moors from thair firft 
pofts, opened a paflage for the Cajiilians^, It was then no 
longer a battle, but a carnage. The miramamolin, by the 
pcrftiafioi> of his brother, quitted the field ; and the Chriftians 
jpurfuipg their flying enemies, continued the flaughter till it 
was ^ijiight: the army then took pofleffion of the enemies 
'cam'pi and the archbifliop of Toledo ^ aflifted by all the biftiops 
and ccclefiafticks, fungT> Deum ^ The next day, Don Diegft- 
Lopez de Haro^rnzitz, diftribution of the fpoils, and gave 
almoft the whole to the auxiliaries and ftrangers, telling. the 
Cqftiliansj that they were fufficiently rew^dcd by the vic3orjr 
itifclf, fince Sill the advantages derived from it wpuld b,c 
theirs; and, which is not \ littl^ Angular, his condu(5l met 
with univerfal applaufe ^^ The A^pors, loft upon the field, 
and in the purfuit, 200,000 nien j* the Chriftians, if you 
will believe archbifliop Roderic, but 25, and but 150 in the 
courfc of the whole campaign ".(F),

Some ftile it the 
battle oiMuradaly frdm thepafs 
of that name, through the Sierra 
Menna ; others the battle of 
l^^^y from a great rock of that 
name ; but it is moft cotnaion- 
fy kimwn by the title of^ the 
kittle of Ttf/^^ from a little 
tpwn of chat name, in the open 
country, beyond the mountains. 
Some writers have reported, 
that, at the very beginning of the 
adion, a moft refplendent crofs 
appeared in the heavens, a fure 
prefage of vjftory to the Chrif- 
tians : but this is not to be 
found in the letter written by 
the king of Caftile to the Pope, 
id that xA Arnold^ archbiihop of 
y^a^hotauy or in the htibry of 
Don pMderict ardibiftop of ?# - 
luh ; and is, therefore, juftly 
fttfpe^d hy Meriana^ as well 
as Ftrreras, Bat it is unani- 
moufly aflerted, that Dominic 
Pa/chal, the archbiihop of Tt- 
iedo^s crofs-bearer, and who, in 
procefs of time, became himfelf 
both dean 4nd archbiihop of the 
fame diocefe, paiTed feveral times 
through the enemy's line, with- 
out reireiving any hurt. Some 
have attempted to affign a phy- 
fical reafoDy why no blood ap • 



peared upon the field of battle) 
viz, from the heat of the wea;^ 
ther and the drynefs of the foil. 
Some have alfo corrected th^ 
numbers faid to be ilain in this 
battle, and inftead of 25 Chrif- 
tians, would have us read 2500OW 
This, however, is utterly^ irre- 
concileable to the archbiihop of 
7'o/edoh relation, who maintaihs 
the fftft to be truej however in- 
t:redib!e it may feem : he adds 
farther, that the quantity of 
fpears, javelins, and arrows^ 
found upon the field, was fi» 
great, that they ferved the Chri- 
ilian forces for two days» aa 
iewel for drefiing their provifi- 
fions, though during that fpaco 
they burnt nothing elfe. Th^ 
value of the fpoil was immenfe^ 
as we may guefs from the num- 
ber of horfes, which are faid 
to have amounted to 35,000. .

other, which made their total

it would have been, and opened 
a way alfo to the dedefifion of 
this dynaily in Africa^ which 
weakened the M^himrnn^n 
power in geaerai.

varrc. janfom P ; but the prelates perfifting in oppofxng all capitula- 
Utions, the befiegcd found their fafety in defpair, behaving af- 
terwards with fuch defperate refolution, that famine and 
, difeafes breaking into the camp, all the three monarchs con- 
curred in opinion, that theoinly proper ftep to be taken was, 
to raife the fiege, which they accordingly did 5 and, having 
put ftrong garrifons into their • new conquefts, repafled the 
mountains, and continued their march to Calatrava % There 
they met the duke of Aujlriay with a great number of troops 
coming to their affiftance, who finding their campaign over, 
joined his forces to thofe of the king of Arragon^ who here 
took leave of Don Alonjo of CaJUkj in order to return into 
his own dominions ^. Don Alonfo^ accompanied by Don 
Sanchez^ king of Navarre^ proceeded to Toledo^ into which 
city they, entered in triumph ; and at the departure of the laft 
mentioned monarch, Don Ahnfo^ a$ a mark of his gratitude 
and eiteem, reftored to him fifteen of the mofl confiderable 
places that he had taken during the long war ; he alfo infti- 
tuted an annual feftival on the 1 6th of Jufyy which was filled • 
the triumph of the holy crofs, and it was long kept with 

freat folemnity, through both the kingdoms of Cafiile and 
\eon^ in memory of an event which, in a great meafiire, de- 
termined the fate of the Moors in Spain •- 
DonAlon- While Don Alonfo of Cajfile was employed in this im- 
10 jjacrt- portant war, the troops of the king of Liofiy under the com- 
•rj/rto ^^^^ ^^ ^^^ Pedro Fernandez., recovered all the places 
fettle a ^^^ ^^^ ^^^^ conquered by the Cqfttliam ^ After this, the 
i^fiittz ^^^Z ^^ ^^^" turned his arms againft Portugal^ where the 
4^^^^ <u;//^ king, Don Ahnfo^ was labouring to difpofiefs his fitters, one 
the crown ^ which was Donna Therefa^ once queen of Leon^ of the 
oflxon, places which his father had left them by his teftament fbr 
their fubfiftence. It was at the requefl of thefe diftrcfled 
princefles, that the king of irc« made a diverfion in their 
favour, ofFering, however, to retiVe, \i Don Alonfo oi Portu- 
gal would defift from his enterprize. But that kirtg, who 
from his infancy hated his brothers and fitters, marched 
againft him With a fupefior army, and forced him to battle, 
in which, however, the king of Leon was vi£toriou9, and

wouldy perhai>s, have availed bimfelf in another manner of 
his fuccefs, if the apprehenfions of being attacked by the king 
of Caftik had not withheld him \ Don Ahnfo of Caftilt 
behaved, upon this occafion with great magnanimity ; for, in«^ 
fiead of committing any hoftilities, he invited him to Vatta^ 
ioiidf and there, in a perfonal conference, convinced him of 
the neceffity of their living upon^ good terms, in order to 
which, he not only relinquifhed all the places he had taken, 
but gave him feveral others that he knew he much dtfired, 
together with the caftles of Carpto and McnreaU in the terri- 
tory of Salamanca^ upon condition that they fhould be de- 
moli&ed, and a confid^rable town and diftri£l in Afturtas^ 
merely becaufe it lay conveniently for him "^ ; fo that the king 
of Letin left him in fentim^nts of the moft perfe£k friendihip; 
and Don Alonfo of Caftile thought a fecure peace vicry 
cheaply purchafed by thefe facrifices, being defirous only of 
extending his dominions at the expence of the Msors^ and 
by making a proper ufe of the great advantage he had gained. 
It was in order to this, that he ftipulated with the king of 
i>9ff, as an equivalent for the conceffions he had made, uiat 
he fliould reftore to the king of Portugal the places he had 
taken front him, and conclude a peace with that monarch, 
i^xMi fair and equal terms^. Upon this peace, the Infant 
. Dpn Pedro of Portugal perceiving that he had no Chriftian 
court to which he could fly, and dreading the implacable dif- 
polition of the king his brother, retired to the miramamolin. 
On the other b^nd, that monarch, perceiving how much he 
was leflened in the opinion of his fubjeds by his late defeat, 
. went over to Africa^ where he paiTed the remainder of his 
days under that cloud which uTually attend fovereigns that are 
unfortunate^. 

Don Alonfo of CaftiU took the field., again early the next Afamm 
year, i^th a competent army, and having reduced Duegnos^ in Caftile, 
at the .foot of the Sierra Morena^ and fome other places, h f^^^ 
though not without refiftance, foon after inv^&td Aicaros^^^^P^^ 
where the. Maors had a good garrifon, and flattered themfclves ^y redue* 
that it waa impregnable j but the king continued before it fo ^ ^^^71^ 
long, and took fuch precautions for fupplying his troops with^'^'^ ''" 
provifions, that at length, on the 22d of May^ the place was '^^'*- 
furrender^ *. After putting a ftrong garrifon into it, the king 
returned in« triumph to St. Torcaz^ where he met his queen, 
widi the Infant Don Henry^ his daughter, queen Ber^gara^

ne Infant . A^ I^^n Alonfo of LeQn had made no diverHon in favour 
2)tf« Fer- of the king of Cajlile this campaign, and s^, upon app!i($« 
dinaiKl, tion to him the next year, he imputed his flownefs to nis de« 
heirof inQt of cavalry, Don Dhgo Lopez de Haro wai feht to hiidi 
LeoD,y/^j with 600 excellent horfe, and, by the affiflanceof thefe %xA 
hnexfeS' his oWn infantry, he made himfelf mafler of Alcantara\ and 
'^dlj^ had taken fome other places, if the cictreme heat of th^. 
weather B^d not obliged him to put his troops into quarters (^ 
refrefhment. This was a great difappointment to the king; 
of CaJiiUy who thereby lofl: the opportunity of taking Baeza^ 
A. D. which the Moors had repeopled and fortified, and which be 
1214. beiieged forthree months, till ficknefs and fa^iine obliged hini 
to tcdre^. Soon after the return of the king of Leon from 
his campai^, his heir apparent, the Infant Don Ferdinand^ 
whom he had by Donna There/a of Portugaij died, and W9» 
buried in the cathedral church of St. Jamer at Con^oftelkj 
near the repiains of Don Ferdinand of Cajlile j his grand- 
father '• This accident exceedingly affli6):ed his parents, and 
might well excufe the king, his fother, for not making an 
autumn campaign. About this time, the archbifliop Bjoderie

ed by a noalignant fever,, of which he died at a little village 
on the way, on the fifth or fixth of Augujt^ in the year 1214 <• 
He had the comfort of having his queen, and moft of bis 
children about him, as well as the archbifliop Don Roderic 
and feveral othc/ prelates, in bis l.aft moments ; and by his 
will appointed the queen dow9%er^ Eleonora, regent b^ during 
the minority of her fon j but this provtfion, though. very pru- 
dent, did not avail much, fince (he alfo died in the month q{ 
Oifober the fame year^ in which alfg expired the two 
greateft men in Ct^ile and Lion^ Don Diego Lope% d$ Haro^ 
and Don P^dro Fernande% *. Such a ferics of unex^efted * 
events had, .as xbe reader will eafily conceive, a very great 
effed on the mindly of the people, ami made way for thofe 
troubles and difturbances.that very fpeedily enfued, and of 
which, if they had been under any fettled form of government, 
and had a£ted.with any prq>er degree of priidence, the Moors 
would certainly have availed themfelves moire than they 
did(Q).

(G) This great monarch was, 
to fpcak correftly, Alonjo the 
third* of Caftile \ for though, 
after the union of the two king- 
doms under his gi'andfon, Don 
Ferdimutd^ the fucceeding kings 
were reckoned in the order of 
thofe of Leon^ £0 that his fuc- 
cefTor was Hiled Dqn Alonfo the 
tenth, and nQt Don Alonfo the 
fourth, yet this manner of com- 
puting did not or could not take 
place before. He was, at the 
time of his demife, in the 59th 
year of his age, and in the 56th 
of his reign. It is true that the 
old hiHorians differ about thefe 
dates, and that, even in the 
printed copies of Don Roderic^ % 
biilory, it is faid to have been 
but the 53d year of his reign;

Don Hiwj^ the young kiii| of GaJHU^ was in the xsA 
year of his age ; and having loft bift mother intwo moMhi 
after his father, the regency, according to. the diredioa ei 
the kingfs teftacnent^ devolved on the queen ^^onsa iBersdv- 
garu^ with the general fatisfii£lion of the whole. kingdom j 
the Qounts of Lara^ Don Ferdhumd^ Don Akmrc^ and Pqh 
Gancales^ only excepted* They wefc defiious of getting the 
perfon of the king into their kanda ; and in a Ihort time, bf 
ififinuations of various kinds, drew maof of the' nobiltty, front 
motives of intereft, into thieir notions. The great difficukj^ 
was, how to bring their feheme to bear ; and it was itk the 
management of this that they Shewed themiUvea cdniuin*-' 
mate politicians. They corrupted a fervant who was much, 
in the confidence of that princeis, who perfuaded hcf^ tfaa^ 
the nobles in general were higMy difplea(ed< that, finco they 
bad a child for their king, the care of that child' IhouJd be 
confided kitlj to a woman ; and that, therefore^ out of re«: 
fped to the king's fafe^ and her own, the wiftit thing fte

would not come out ox his own 
dominions; whichis exceedingly 
improbable, iince we never hear 
that tbieTe monarchs had any 
difference; andthekiogof C^/1 
HU had^^but a very little before^ 
gjven the king of Leon an equi- 
valent out of his dominions. In 
order to induce him to reftore to 
^dttugal the places he had con- 
quered, rte is very highly 
commended by Don Rodkric 
Ximents^ who knew him per- 
fcdUj', and who, where there is 
occaiiiOn to lAention them, has 



not diiTembled his vices, yffi 
may, however, affirm, that he

firnments of his glory ; that his j 
being beaten put him,into the 
road of victory; and that the I 
dofe of his reign did honour j 
to his memory, becaufe it was 
very nnlikethe beginning. We 
are not; indeed, warranted te 
give him this charader, from 
what is (kid of him in c^\ktt 
hiilories, but we are led to it« 
from fafts ; and truth is, of alt 
other, the beft amhority in 
hiilory. 
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idider various reffrldions, which, when he h^d taken an oatti 
jAlndually to obferve, the young king was delivered to his' 
care, in order to his receiving a proper education. .But no 
fooner was the aflembly diilotved, than Don Ahm% broke 
through all the reftridtions, governed with a t^ of iron, and 
not oniy trampled on the liberties of the laidr, but infiinge<i' 
likewife on the immunities of the clergy ^ His politicks were 
of a very extilaordinary Vwd ; for, in this firft year of his re- . •^' P* 
^ncy, he contrived to fecure an influence ovpr the king, for ^*^i* 
lile, by marrying bim to the Infanta Donna Mafrlia of Por- 
tttgalj and with this view, leaving the king to the care of fome 
of Kis friends in whom he could confide, he went, in perfon^ 
to die coiifft of Portugal^ to negotiate this marrla^. In chis^ 
feme writers fay, -that he fucceedecTj and it is on all hands 
agreed, tliat Ab court of Portugal came into it, and that thW 
young priiicefs was fent into Spain i but the Pot)e interpofed', 
at the r^veft of the nqbility, and by his influence over the 
prelates caufed the Infanta to be fent back into Portugal^ 
where ihe became a nun ^. Mariana fays, that when th^ 
count Don A^argiouiii it impoflible to make her a ^ueen^ 
he would have made a merit of hiis endeavours in order to have 
cfpoufed her himfclf, but that the young prlncefs rejected his 
offer with contempt. ". • 

As ccclefikfticks generally bear ill treatment witli lefs teni- j^g ^^^^ 
per than other people, fo, upon Don Alvar/% making free jy^n Al- 
with the revenues of the church of Toledo^ the dean of that' van> dc 
GithedraU without ceremony^ excommunicated him,, which Lara /«- 
^rckly obliged him to make fatisfa£tion ^. In order to ap- cutsuni^ 
peafe the nation in general, he called an afiemUv of the jftates tfirjal 
at ValtadoUdy at which the king and his fiftcr Donna Beren-^^^^^ 
iora affifted $ but the difputes rofe quickly to fuch a height} 
sbid the behavioiir of Don Aharo was fo imperious, that the 
^tieeh Donna Berengara thought proper to fetire to the 
fbrtrefi of Autilky and was fallowed thither by fome of the 
ijoVility of the firft families in CaJiiU p. The regent wa^ very ^ jj . 
little concerned at this i but when he afterwards uriderftood" j ^j^* 
that the king himfelf was inclined to take the fame route, he 
carried the young prince, under pretence of vifiting his domi- 
Aions, firft to Segoviay then to Avilay and at length to Md\ 
ii^9 in the kingdom of Toled^y where be kept him feveraf

n-f To ftifie thefe, or at leaft to tarn them from himfciif 

kiir^ upon thofe who oppofed him, Don Mvar9 took a very boM 
Henry ftcp. He difcovercd that the queen Donna Berengara hadt 
kiUedhi fent a perfon very fecredy ^o her brother, to enquire after his 
/W^//^/* health, and to learn how he was ufcd. This gcndcman he 
a Hliupon feized, hanged him without any judicial procefs, and then 
bh head, produced a counterfeit letter from the queen, which he con- 
. fidently infinuated contained inftrudions to poifon the younj^ 
king f . The fcheme was well laid, though It did not take 
tf eft ; for the archbUhop of Toledo^ and the people in general,; 
inftead of charging the queen with poifoning, charged him 
with forgery ; an? that fo loudly, and with fo little cere- 
mony, that he found it neceflary to (hift his quarters, and to 
carry the king to Hueta «. He afterwards wcftt from thence 
€0 l^alladolidy where he afleihbled forces, and fummoned 
Ddnna Berengara and the lords of her party to furrender all 
the places they held, upon pain of being treated as rebels. 
This put them under great difficulties ; for though they wfcre 
ready to defend themfelves againft the regent, and put him tk> 
the trouble of one fiegc, yet, when they found the king's 
perfdn expofcd in the army, they grew uneafy, and inclined 
" rather to expofc their own perfons than his. The queen, in 
the mean time, applied to her husband, the king cS Leon^ and 
' demanded cither his affiftance, -or at leaft his interpofition } 

' but Don Alvaro was before- hand with her there, and pro- 

Sofed a match between the king and the Infanta Donna 
ancha ; fo that, in all probability, he would either have car- 
ried his point, or a civil war muft have broke out in Cajiite<t 
if an unlooked for accident had not changed the face of affairs 
entirely *. The regent having carried the king to Palenthp 
lodged him in the epifcopal palace ; and as he endeavoured to 
gain his affeSion by indulging him in every thing, the young

of the palace, when one of them throwing a ftone upon the 
roof, diflodged a tile, which fell dirc(My upon the king's head,

tion imaginable. She refolved from thence to go to Fattado* 
lidi but firft fome overtures were made to Don Jlvar^ Jf 
taroy that he fhould return to his duty. He very modeftjy 
propofedj that the queen ihould immediately put her fqn into 
^s hands, in which cafe he would be content to own him for 
his king ; but that propoiition being rejeSed, the court pro- 
.jceeded to Valladolidy where the people teftified their loyalty 
and fubmiffion with all the joy imaginable *. The queen 
intended to hay€ carried her fon next into Eftremadura^ and. 
had aflually begun her journey ; but the-family of Lara had

By 
his teftameot, he dire^ked |hat his body (hould be interred in 
the cathedral church of St. '^ames^ as near as might be to 
that of his father; and, which was very fingular, he declared 
the Infantas JityaxA&afuha and Donna Dukia^ whom be had. 
by bis firft wife the Infanta Tkerefa oi Portugal^ coheireilesof 
his dominions, requiring fereral of the prelates and mod confi- 
derable of the nobility by name to fee his laft will punSually 
executed y. He was a prince endowed with great virtues ; bu^ 
at the lame time, had great foibles ; with refped to the former 
he was chiefly diftinguUhed by the ftridneis of his govern- 
ment, in point of juftice, and his great mildnefs in levying 
his revenue, which made his fubje^ rich, and himfelf excecd- 
in^y beloved. The inconftancy of his temper was his 
greateft failing, and in the courfe of his reign expofed him 
to niany inconveniences* He was unfortunate in both his 
marriages, though a good hulband to both his wives) but the 
firft remained ever niifireis of his afiedtions (K) : and, it is

(K) This king, Don Alonfo 
the ninth, of Lton^ died in the 
43d year of his reign, and is 
very highly commended by the 
two great hiftorians of Spain^ 
who were hil contemporaries. 
The point which gained him 
the greateft credit, was his love 
of juftice, of which he had a 
very right conception; for it was 
his fentiment,' that the king 
ought to (hew his regard by 
making the adminiftration of it 
both honourable and profitable, 
that fuch as were chofen to de- 
cide fuits, might be under no 
fort of influence, and have no 
kind of temptation. He there- 
fore expe£ted that his judges 
fhould hear nothing, but when 
both parties were prcfcnt, and 
that they (hould not, under any 
pretence whatever, take fee or 



reward. This made him be- 
loved by people, and feared by 
the nobihty, who, .though he 
had great ^ults, found it more 
difficult to ratfe diflurbances 
againfl him than any of his pre- 
deceflbrs ; for the peafants, be ' 
ing frequently ill ufed by their 
lords, upon- complaint in the 
king's courts, were certainly re- 
drefled, and this made his caufe 
theirs. He was likewife much 
in the good graces of the clergy, 
and, with all his faults, he was 
fmcerely pious ; and though he 
difcovered great ambition, ift, 
twice attempting upon his 
fon's dominions, yet in this be 
was mifled by flatterers, who 
made him believe, for a time^ 
thing?, of which he Was after- 
wards afcamed. His lafliick- 
nefs was very painful, artd J^ 
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t^ery remarkable, that though both marriages were declared 
Isnlawrul hy iht Roman pontiff, yet. Donna SanchahyiHe, 
firft, and Don Ferdinand hy the laft, are both acknowleged 
'faints by the church of Rome \ . ^ 

Tnt manner in which, he dJfpofed: of bis dominions by his^^^.^ > 
will was very near producing a civil war. Galicia^ and fome Jy^ ^^^^ 
piart of Leon^ declared for the Infantas 5 but^the far greater /^^-^^ 
part of the kingdom for Don Ferdinand of Coj/iilej to ^Uokamicahh 
fiicceffion the itat^ had folenmly fwo^n* Queen Therefa feft comfro* 
Portugal to fupport thep^ty of her daughters, and took ihel- mifed. 
ter with them,tui(fer the protedion of the great mafter df the 
oYddr of St. James ^. The queen Donna Berengaray^^za fopn 
as fhe heard of her hufband's death, fet out with all tier 
family, and was overtaken by the king Don Ferdinand, on 
the road to Leofij into which capital they were received with 
all inraginable marks of duty and loyalty, to confirm which 
difpofitibns in thepeojple, the kin^ publifhed two edids, one 
for remitting of taxes, and the other threatening with very 
fevere punifliment fuch as fhouldperiift in rebellion^; not- 
^ithftanding which, many perfons of great diftin£lion re- 
mained firm to the Infantas ; and things at laft had certainly 
Come to extremities, if the two queens Therefa and Berengara 
had not fettled them amicably, at an interview which they , 
had for this purpofel There they agreed, that the king, 
Don Ferdinand^ fhould give each of his fifters a large peiifion, 
in condderation of which they renounced their pretenfiona 
under Don Alonf^% wilP'; and this reconciliation was fo 
cordial on both fides, that the two queens fixed a time in the 
enfuing year fp'r a fecond interview, that the whole royal 
family of Leon might have an opportunity of meeting and em- 
bracing each other 'I. A circumflance 10 fiiigular, as hardly 
ahy thing 6f the' like kind is to be met with in hiflory, and 
which brings us to the clofe of this feSion, iince from the 
union of the two kingdoms of Cajlile and Leon^ which was 
perfected by this agreement, they have never been divided^

had taken from him' **. At his return from this inteJrvievir,

T*© wards the clofe of the year arrived a bull from pope- Gre'^ 
gory IX. ratifying the treaty between him and queen Donna 
Thenfffy by which the fettkment of the kingdom of Leon was 
rendered complete *^. ^ 

As the king's attention was, for the prefeht, wholly cm- j|/^^^ 
ployed about civil aflairs, Pon Roderic^ archbiihop of Toledoy plates 
was ihtrufted with the care of the frontiers; and his teal in- taken from 
duced him to carry on the war very brifldy againft the Adoors^ the Moors 
from whom he took feveral places, and fome of the moft Qon» granted^ fo 
fiderable were, for this reafon, granted by the crown to his tbearebi" 
diocefe «. In order to comprehend the reafon of this more ^^J^^^ 
clearly, it will not be amifs to obferve, that it very frequently-^' ^^^' 
happened, when the monarchs of Caftile recovered places on ^ ^* 
the frontiers which they could not immediately either fortify 
or repeople, the Moors ^ upon the retreat of the army, took ad- 
vantage of this, and got ih em again into their power j to pre- 
vent which, no method could be found foeftedual as granting 
them to a prelate, who, by his influence, filled them fpeedily 123a. 
with inhabitants, and, in confequence of annexing theni 
to his fee, preferved them to the kingdom.

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ing received a large reinforcement from Africa^ under the 
command of a general who a£led from no other motives than 
religious zeal, refolved to lay hold of fo favoiir9thle an oppor- 
tunity to give a check tb the Chrj|{lian power ; and haying 
accordingly taken his meafures with as much fecrecy as pot- 
fible, he advanced, with a numerous army, in order to furprize 
theChriftians : but, notwithftanding this, the Infant y/bs)^ 
might have retired, if his piety and coiurage had not induced 
him to rifque a battle, from a perfuafion that, with the Di- 
vine affiftance, many may be vanqulfhed by few* His little 
army wad ranged in two lines, the firft commanded by Don 
Jhar9 Piri%j the fecond bv the Infant in perfon j they both 
obferved a clofe order, and received the charge of the Moors 
with great firmnefs and intrepidity. The battle was obftinane 
and bloody, but, in the end, the Chriftians were viflorious, 
and the Moorijh general from Jfrica flain upon the fpot, by a 
young gentleman of Toledo^ who had received the honour of 
knighthood that morning in the field ^. A prodigious num- 
ber of Moors were killed upon the fpot and in their flight, 
Aben^Hut himfelf efcaped wiUi di£iculty, and moft of the Spa-^ 
nijb hiftorians^ are themfelves perfuade(), and would perfoade 
their readers, that St. James was vifibly prefent in the battle, 
A* D*. in which there fell but one hian on the iide of the Infant. The 
1^33' archbiihop of T'i?/^^^ is filent upon this head \ and though the 
bifliop of Tuy nlentions the vi£iory,.and afcribes it to .the won-^ 
derful power of God, yet he fays nothing to the prefence of

ed a country as fertile in wine, corn, oil, aild fruits, as any in 
Spain. The' Moors made a long and gallant defence, in 
hopes the king of Seville would have relieved them ; but he 
was fo humbled and fo difabled by his late defeat, that he could 
do nothing ^$ fb tha(, on Michaelmas day, that valuable city 
was furrendered ^. While the king I^y before this place, he 
loft his dear confort Donna Beatrix^ who died at Toro^ and 
left behind her fix Tons ; viz. the Infants Almfo^ Frederic^ 
Henry ^ Ferdinand^ Philips mi Sancho ; he had by her alfo 
the Infanta Maria^ but ibe died fome fmall .time before the A. D.

ing taken to ranfom them, thefe old men took it fo ill, that 
they began to infinuate to fome of the Chriftian officers, that 
the great city of Cordova had but a fmall garrifon, the care of 
it being chiefly trufled to the inhabitants, who were very re- 
mifs, and thatconfequently it might be eafily furprized. Mea« 
fares for this purpofe being concerted, a fmall body of horfe 
and foot n^arched in' a dark and rainy night, being that of the 
eighth of January^ fcaled the walls^ and poflfefled themfelves . 
of one of the fuburbs, in which they barricaded thcmfelvcis, 
apd kept it in fpke of all that the AUors in the city could do, 
notwithftanding they were often attacked ^. Pon Jlvara 
Perpz no fooner received news of their fuccefs, than he 
marched to relieve them, with all the troops under his com- 
mand, which prevented the Moors from driving them out of 
the pofb they had taken, but was of no confequence towards 
reducing the city, which was both ftrong and populotis ^ 
The king, Don Ferdinand, apprized .of their fitus^tion, and of 
the great importance of this bold attempt, fet out immediate- 
ly from Beneysntty with a few of the nobility that were about

^n able flatefmai)/ sind a good 
bfiicer ; but the fituation of his 
affairs, at the time that the peo- 
jple of Cordova demanded his ijf- 
fiftance, embarraffed him ex- 
tremely. He could not con« 
ceive how fo potent k iiionarcK 
as the king of Qtfii/f could 
advance fo far into an enemy's 
country, with fo fmall a bo- 
dy of troops, and therefore he 
ient for Don Lorenzo Suaresc, who 
had fcrved him froni the time 
that Don Ferdinand cx^pelled him 
out of Galicia^ and proppfed to 
him that he fbouldgoand exa- 
mine the Chriftian camp in the 
night, and bring him fuch an ac- 
count as he could depend upon. 
Don Lorenxo accepted the pro- 
pbfal •; went privately into the 
camp,' and fent the king word 
that Don Lorenzo Sitarex had 
(omewhat of importance to coni- 
it|unicate to him. He fent for 
him, and aiked him (lernly how 
he durft appear in his prefence i 
l3on Lorenzo anfwered, that he 
hoped the fervice he was about 
i^render him« would cancel his 



for^ier faults. He then inform- 
ed him what force Aben-H^t h^A 
about him, and to hovir giC^t^ 
danger himfelf was ^x^ofdi 
prpmifed to report, his army- 
much mo^e numerous than it 
was, and advifed him to kee|i 
a very firidt guard for the fu- 1 
ture. On his return, Aben-H»t, 
received very prefling letters 
from Zaen^ king of Vahneia^. 
whofe capital was on the poinj^ , 
of falling into the hands of the 
king of Arragon. Upon the 
report therefore of Don Loren- 
ZO9 he c^oTe to march firft to^^ 
the relief of this prince, and ^ 
lyith the affilbnce of his forces, 
to attempt the relief of Cordo<va, - 
In his march, he was invited by 
Aben-Ramin his favourite, whom^ " 
he had made governor of Ahne", ^ 
ria, to honour that place with 
his prefence. There he was 
fplendidly feafted, after whicb^ 
retiring to the bath, he was 
there ftifled by Aben-Rami^s 
order. As fooh as his death 
wias known, the army difband- 
ed, which gave Don Lorenzo 
Suarez an opportunity of going

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the prelates, nobles, and of the feveral military orders, gradu* 
ally arrived in the camp of Don Ferdinand^ by which he 
quickly found himfelf ftrong enough to quit the pbft he had, 
taken, and to inveft Cordova \ the inhabitants of which city, 
&. finding themfelves much (Iraitened for provifions, intimidated 
F by the death of king Aben-Hut^ and having no fuccour toex-« .' 
ped, at length defired a capitulation, and« upon being per- 
mitted to march out freely, and go where they pleafed, fur^ 
rendered on the feafl of St. Peter and Pfiul^ on the twenty- 
ninth of June^ in the year one thoufand two hundred and 
thirty-fix ^ (BJ, The fettling every thing that regarded this

Thefe Don Ferdinand obliged 
his prifoners to carry back upon 
their Ihoulders, cleanfed and pu- 
rified that fiately building, and 
caufed divine fervice to be cele- 
brated there, to the glory of 
Gody and to the inexpreflible 
joy, not only of his own fub- 
jedby hut of all the Chriftians in 
Sfain (2j. The biihop of Tuy, 
who concludes his chronicle

dinand, who came thither at 
firft with no more than 100 
men ; and finding that the^ city 
received continual fupplies over 
the bridge, paiTed the rapid river 
of Guadaiquiinr with the utmoft 
hazard of his perfon;and taking 
poll on the other fide, cut off 
thofe fupplies. He likcwife 
obferves, that unufuai rains fall- 
ing in that feafon, raifed the 
rivers and brooks fo high, that 
the troops marching to his a^- 
ance from different parts of his 
dominions were exceedingly de- 
layed ; fo that, as he very pru- ' 
dently remarks, it ought to be 
afcribed to the fpecial Provi- 
dence of God, that an enter- 
prize, fo well contrived and fp 
vigorouily executed, did not 
from thefe fmifler accidents be- 
come abortive; which if it had, 
the confequences might have 
proved no lefs dangerous to the 
ChrifUans, than as they fell out 
they proved deftruftive to the 
Miors (3).

his brothers «• Dpn AUnf^ was no fooner informed of this, 
than he fent a perfon of quality to make frefh propofitions to 
the new king and to the malecontents, who received' theoi 
civillj, and feemed to be out of countenance at the coa- 
ilderation of their o>vn behaviour. The queen and the Infant 
Firdinand being informed of this, invited them to a confer** 
ence at Alcahy where all things were compromifed, upon an 
afliirance that the king would receive them kindly ; and that, 
in confideratioji of a coniiderable fum of men^,, he would 
accept the new king of Granada^ }Xfoii the fame t^ms that 
bis father had held the crown b.

Granada. gotiation followed the campaign, but to no effed ; for Don 
Sancho infifted upon fuch terms without 'a vidory, as would 
have been thought hard, if the king of Granada had been at 
his mercy. Before the troops quitted the field, there happened 
Q a very remarkable event. A confiderable body of banditti,' 
who had enriched themfclves by their booty, intreated the 
king to pardon them a little before the campaign, with' which 
the king complied, upon condition that they fhoolcf ferye all 
that year at their own expence ; but after doing this, and be- 
having gallantly, they demanded a compenfation, and threat* 
ened if they had it not, they would return to their old trade. 
Don ^/o/t/^ temporized with them a little, till a body of horfe 
fell into their rear, and then caufed them to be furrounded 
and cut to pieces p. 
Afemhiy In order to reduce the diftraSed ftate of his affeirs into 
of the fome order, the king appointed an aflembly of the flafes at 
ftates at Seville^ which was accordingly held, and was more numerous 
Seville, in tlian ufual.

Upon this, the Infant Don 5tf;7fA^ withdrew ' 
with his dependents and the rcfl of the members, repenting 
what they had done; and being cajoled by that ambitious 
prince, who told them that age and infirmities had rendered 
his father incapable of govcrnrpent, and that for the future 
he would take the adminiftration upon himfelf, withdrew 
likewifer. In the^next place, as if he had been already king, 
he made a treaty with the monarch of Granada^ and accepted 
a fum of money inOcad of thofe hard terms which he h&d be- 
fore prcfcribcd.

^ancbo^ The town of Badajos ftngly paid that obedience which 
was due to the orders of their fovereign ; who finding himfclf 
abandoned by the kings of Prance, Arra^on, and Portugal^ 
and not knowing which way to turn, demanded affiflance 
of the king of Morocco^ who in a fhort time came over with 
an army into Spainy and joined Don AUnfo with the handful 
of troops he had about him^. In the mean time the Infant ' n 
Don ^^7nf^tf advanced with his forces towards Badajos^ which 
he fummoned, but the inhabitants remained firm, and pre- 
pared for a fiege: this, however, was prevented, by the appear- 
ance of Don Alonfo at the head of a numerous body of Moors. 
The two kings befieged Cordova without efFedt, after which 
they returned to Seville^ where Aben Jofeph took his leave of 
the Chriftian xmonarch, who in a transport of rage, by a fo- 
lemn 2& dztcd November tht 1 2th, diiinherited his fon, and 
bequeathed his curfe to him and all his adherents ^.

he aflembled the nobility at PaUnda ; and having reprefented 
to them, that what he had done he did by their advice \ that 
he meant to preferve and not to deftroy the kingdom ; that 
he now expeded they would name a perfon to go to his father 
and let him know that tebellton was far from their hearts y 
that therefore they dcfircd he would preferve the kingdom en- 
tire, and fttfpend bis applications at RonUj where the pope 
was on the very point of launching againft them the thunders 
of the church. Accordingly Don Gomez Femandes^ a noble- 
man of great probity, and who had meddled very little ih 
thefe af&irs, was fent to Seville^ with inftru£tions to fay and 
do every thing that could pacify the king, and engage him to 
forget, or at leaft to forgive^ eyeiy thing that had paSed ^. 

About the fame time that Don Gomez Fernandes zuivti Is prevail'^ 
zt Seville^ Donnn Beatrix, quttn of Portugal^ came thither, ri^0» /a 
to comfort her father under his misfortunes, and Donna fardon tire 
Maria, the confort of the Infant Don Sanchoy who had always ^oyal In- 
preferved her intcreft ifc^ith the king, had her agents thc^e/^'^^ *^^ 
likewife. While thefe negotiations were going on, for both/*'>^^' ^'' 
the princefies concurred with Don X?^»ite,the king added a^'.«' 
codicil to hi* will, on the 22d of Januaty, by which he gave ^^****» 
to the Infant X^oa^uan the kingdoms of SeviHe and Badajos ^ 
Yet by degrees he began to be foftened ; and upon the arrival 
of news from Salamanca, that the Infant Don Sancho was 
fallen dangcroufly ill there, and profcffcd the moft fincerc 
grief for iiis conduct towards his father, it afFeftcd the oJd 
king fo much, that it brought him to his grave on Tuefday the 
4th of April, in the year 1284, after he had pardoned his 
fon, and revoked all his curfes 8. He had by his queen Donna

(I) The charader of this 
great monarch is very different- 
ly reprefented, according to the 
various tempers of thofe who ' 
have undertaken to tranfn^it bis 
inemoirs to pofterity, and the fc- 
veral lights in which it might be 
coniidered. He is reprefented 
by thofe who lived in his own 
time as of a grave arid ferene 
afpedl, majeftic air, and very 
well made in his perfon. Affa- 
ble and polite in his converfa- 
tion, and naturally of a chearful, 
open» and generous difpoiition. 
His faults were only virtues in 
excefs. He was much too learn- 
ed for a prince, his magnificence 
bordered upon profuhon, his 
own candour mifled him into 
credulity. His fubje(5ls, however, 
reaped fome great and Jading 
advantages even from thofe qua- ' 
lities in him, which were moil 
cenfured; be augmented the 
privileges, and corredled many 
of'the errors in the flatutes made 
at the foundation of the univer- 
fity of Salamanca I he poiiihed 
the Caftilian tongue, caufed a 
general hiftory of Spain to be 
^ompofed in that language ; di- 
refted that body of laws to be 
compiled (herf ip, which we have 



mentioned in the tjext^ that all 
ranks of people might be in 
a condition to ilnderiUnd th^ 
terms upon which their obe- 
dience was expelled. Under his 
aufpices alfo, and at an immenfe^ 
expence, thofe aftronomical ta- ' 
bles were drawn up vi^hich bear 
his name. He wrote a book in- 
titled, ^he I'rtafure, compre- 
hending treatifes of rational phi* 
lofophy, phyfics, and ethics. He 
is alfo faid to have been deep 
read in aftrology and chcmiftry, 
in which laft fcience, we are 
told, there are two. volumes of 
his yet remaining in his catho- 
lic majcfty's library in cypher. 
He is, however, charged with 
profanenefs, and particularly 
wich faying that he could have 
contrived the univqrfc in a bet* 
ter method than that in which 
we find it. A certain hiflori- 
an has given os a long account 
of the judgments brought upon 
him by this notorious ad pf im- 
piety ; but it does not appear 
that this account of his has met 
with much credit; and, if w6 
may have leave to fpeak plain- 
ly, perhaps the faft.on which it 
is founded defervQS as littl^;

very civilly declined. 

As the kingdom of CAjtile had hten hitherto diftrafted by D09 L<i; 
bfiions, fo the intrigues that now broke out amongft the pez de 
courtiers were attended with confequences no lefs fatal ; Don Haro i^

Don Laftez de HarOy who was now in as great credit with die 
queen as with the king ; and b^ing a man of boundlefi ambt« 
tipn, accumulated titles^ pofts, and revenues, which rendered 
him firft envied by many, and then, through his own hau^ty 
behaviour, bdious to all. He had the tide of count, which 
had b^en for fometime difufed, was high treafurer and prime 
minifter, while his brother Don Diego de Haro had the com* 
mand of the forces in Andalufm^ and bis daughter Donna 
Maria J married, by the king's confent,'his brother the Infant 
Don Juan^. The haughtinefs of Don Lope%y to thofc who 
had been before his friends and equals, the loofe he gave to 
his refentment in refped to fuch as he accounted his enemies^ 
and that fpirit of rapine which tempted him to opprefs without 
diflin£Hon, brought numberlefs complaints to the king's ear. 
As for Don Alvaro de Lara^ his patience being wore out, he 
iretired with fome of his friends into the dominions of Portw^ 
gal^ where he ailbciated with the Infant Don Alonfo^ and o&er 
malecontents in that kingdom, and made fome inroads ioio 
^ CaJiiUy. This brought both monarchs into the field, wbo 
imited their forces againft -thefe malec6ntents ; but in' the 
courle of the campaign, Don Samho of CaftiUy who {nqued 
bimfelf much upon his juftice, received fuch certain infoima^ 
tion of the ill ufage Don Alvaro had received, that, inftead of 
purfuing him to. deflru(^ion, as he might have done, he re- 
^reived him into his favour, which, however, he did hot enjoy 
Jong, being carried ofF by a diilemper foon after this recon- 
ciliation J upon which Don Sancho privately intimated to 
Don 'Juan de Lara^ who had been fo long an exile for acting 
jigaiaft him, that, if he would return home, he fhould not 
pnly enjoy his brother's eftates, but alfo his pofls and appoint- 
ments, which he accepted *. The k4;ig having now a minifter 
he could truft, called an alTembly of the ftates at Toro^ where 
the Infant Don Juan and Don Lopez, oppofed the king's mea- 
fures, and at laft retired from that aflembly without concealing 
their difcontent, or the refolution they had taken of railing 
4ifturbances, if it was in their power*

' iog him the reftitution of his honours and revenues, Donjtum 
came to court, and did homage to his nephew : Don Venis^ . 
l^g of P^rtugnly took up arms, to recover three towns which 
DonAUnJi gave his mother; Donna Beatrix^ the queen 
dowager, gave him thofejtowns, and fo there was an end of 
that quarreU. Don Diego Lopez ds Haro aflemUed forces, 
in order to xccover the country of Bif cay j the queen fent for 
Don Juan and Don Goncaks de Lara^ to whom the king in 
his )aft moments had particularly recommended her and hia 
fim, and having fumiihed them with a large fum of money,* 
upon the ftrongeft afTurances of du:y and fidelity, difpatehed 
themh to their own eflates, in order to raife forces againft 
Pon Diego.

Admirable The prudcneo of the queen had removed many difficulties, 
fonduaof and had hitherto kept the crown on the head of Ddn Ferdi^

She found a very 
mercenary fpirit amongft many of the nobility who had' 
hitherto adhered to her, but were continually wanting re- 
wards for their loyalty; thefe flie gratified as well'as flie was 
. • able, and returned them abundance of good words for their 

bad behaviour. But the Infant Don Henry exceeded .them all 
in quality of regent; he was covetous and corrupt, he was,, be- 
fides, very perfidious and very fufceptiblc of offence. The 
queen behaved to him with great refpe6t herfelf, and engaged 
her fon to do the like ; but flie took care that the peopfe 
fliould know his true charader ; and this made him Icfs dan- 
gerous, though not lefs deceitful. She found money difficult 
to begot, and yet, by managing it frugally, and laying the ac-» 
counts punftually before the ftates, fhe obtained whatever 
flie thought proper to aflc. But what gave her more trouble 
than any other, indeed than all the reft, was, the intelligence 
that the maleconteots had in almoft all the great towns in the 
A D ^'"g'* dominions. To balance this, fee vifited many of them 
I2qq! ^'^^ ^'"^ ^^ pfcrfon, and to thofe flie fufpeded moft, fhe fent 
her children, which fully anfwered her intention ; for the 
people, charmed with the confidence that the queen repofed 
in them, did, out of pride, what they ought to have done out 
of duty.

and parted with all imaginable tefiimonies of the moft perfect:

The king, Don Ferdinand^ began now to have a clearer ^^^ Ferdi* 
notion of things, and to be able to form a better jcdgment of ^^nd finds 
men ; but he ftill had his favourites, though the Infant Don himfelf 
John and Don Juan de Lara were no longer fuch : he was obliged to 
alfo very defirous of pow6r, though hitherto he had enjoyed court J)on 
but a very limited authority* In order to compafs thefe Diego Lo* 
points, he found it abfolutely neceffary to bring back Don Di- pez dc 
ego df Haro to his duty, for he began to perceive the truth of Haro, 
what his mother had 6ften told him, that he was a perfon of 
greater honour, and more to be depended upon, than any of 
the reft. The point in diffe/ence was between him and Don 
Jmany who claimed to be the heir of Bifcay in right of his 
wife, the daughter of Don Lopez de Haro^ Don Diego's elder 
brother. On the other fide, Don £>/V^dinfifted upon his right 
as the heir male, and alfo in virtue of an agreement made 
with the Infant Don Juan and his wife, by which an equi- 
valent was ftipulated, and to the ftrift performance of which 
they had fworn. For the decifion of this difpute, an affembly 
of the ftates was called, but they xofe without determining any

by force of entering into any engagements either to procure or preferve 
armst in it u. On the contrary, he brought Don Juan de Lara^ after 
^hichhe this, to court, and laboured all in his power to reconcile him 
fails. to his mafter, which was alfo done in appearance. But, not- 
Ivithftanding this agreement, the king, who could no longer 
bridle his temper, marched with a body of his own troops, 
an4 with another, commanded by the Infant Don Juan^ tho' 
his mother laboured all fhe could to prevent it, againft Doa 
Juan de Lara^ at Arahda. He was very hard prefled ; but 
found means to efcape, and,' which mufi have aftonifbed the 
monarch of Cajiile^ pafted through the midft of his camp with 
an efcort of horfe, in order to join Don Diego and Don 2-ff- 
^^6% de HarOy who were come, with a great body of forces, 
to his ailiftance. The king marched againft them with his 
^my, being extremely provoked at a meflage from the tvfo 
lords, importing, that, as he made war upon them, he^ught 
to releafe their allegiahce ^. The king's army beginning to 
crumble av^ay, and thbfe that remained afting rather accord- 
ing to their own notions than in obedience to orders, the In- 
fant Don Juan, by the king's command, began to reprove 
fome of the gentlemen who ferved therein ; upon which they 
told him, that it was not the king's quarrel, but his ; and that, 
fince he was become weary of their company, they were very 
1307. wilKng to leave him. As foon as the king obferved this,'he 
had recourfe again to negotiation, and, by the interpofition 
of the queen his mother, all things were at laft adjufted upon 
thefe terms, that Don Diego de liaro fliould hold Bifcay da- 
ring his life, and that, upon his dcmife, that country, «very

This treaty, which had been made with a great deal of fe- Detaetei . 
crccy, did not become public till the aflfenibly of the flates, htUfrom him 
in the month of Jprily at Falladolidj was called upon to ratify ^^« l^ie- 
and confirm it. This had fuch an efFeS on the temper of S^ ^« ^** 
Don Juan de Lara^ who confidered it as a fcheme laid fot^^*^^^ 
his deftruftion, that he quitted the place abruptly,^ after ^^^^ ^^^ 
giving fome public teftimonies of difcontent ^ The queen*- ^' ^'^^ 
roocher was, for the firfl time, mifled, and gave her fon advice ..^^jj'^^ 
which he and (he both had reafon to repent ; and this was, to * 

carry things to extremity againil Don Juan^ as the moft effcc*- 
toal means to reftore fome luflre to the roys^ authority. Don 
yuan^ having early intelligence of this, threw himfelf into the 
tortrefe of Torde bumosy with a fmall body of good troops: 
the king quickly inveiled him, and, though he made a very 
fiout defence, brought him fo low, that he was obliged to de-*- 
mand a conferrence with the Infant Don^a'trji. At this meeting 
he put the Infant in mind of their former friendfhip ; obferved^ 
that though himfelf might be the firft, it was not probable he 
fliould be the lafl vidim ; and that it was very unnatural fof 
wife men to be the authors of their own dcftruftion. This 
had its tSt&\ the Infant Don Juan propofcd very high termi 
to the king, in the name of Don Juan de Lara^ and, upon his 
reje£^ing them, as he expe£ied, infmuated to all the nobi-^ 
lity, that the king was bent upon taking Don Juanh life* 
who, Ithough a vidtim tojuftice in his eyes, ought to appeal^ 
a martyr in theirs ; upon which they unanimoufly fiiewcd an 
inclination to change fides, Don Diego de Haro only except- 
ed. The king, feeing things in this fituation, defired him 
to interpofe with Don Juan^ and to advife him to come and 
afk his pardon, which he very readily did; and the king, 
having received him into favour, bent all his thoughts to the 
humbling the Infant Don Juan^ who ,had been the principal 
• author of all the difturbances during his reign''. About this time ijof* 
the knights Templars, who were profecuted throughout all 
Europe\ furrendered all their pofleflions in Spain to the Infant 
Hon Philips till, the fuit againft.them fhould be determined ; 
and this involved him in a quarrel with the Infant Don Juan^ 
who pretended that fome of his vaflals had been oppreffed and 
injured by the Infarnt Don Philips for the rediefs of which he 
had recourfc to arms.

The king, by the advice of his mother, negle£fced nothing 
a war that migKt engage that prince to return to his diity, which, 
wi/htbi however, was no very eafy taik; and, after a long negotia- 
Moors, ti'on, Don Jtian prevailed, or, to fpeak with propriety, 
iut nvitb' forced upon the king a change of meafures and of minifters, 
^H^.^l'^u' whom he removed and replaced at his pleafure a. This done, 
the kings of CafiiU and Arragon had an interview at the mo- 
naftery of Huerta^ where it was agreed that prince J anus of 
Arragon (hould marry the Infanta Leonora of CqftiU -y that 
both moharchs (hould make war on the Moors \ and that they 
(hould fend ambafladors toReme^ to procure fuch bulls from the 
pope as might, in fomemeafure,fupplythe neceflary expence ^. 
In purfuance of thftfe refolutions, the king of CaJliU took the 
field with a very numerous army, after he had difpatched 
Don yuan de Lara to Rome as his ambaflador. He had alfo 
a good fleet at fea, which induced him to change the firft plan 
of operation, and to befiege Algeriza^ which was become ex- 
ceeding ftrong, and was confidered as one of the mo(t ioiport- 
ant places that belonged to the king of Granada. While this 
(lege was carried oTi, the king's army made various cxpedi-' 
tions by detachments from before the place ; in one of which 
they became matters of Gibraltar^ then of no great confe- 
quence, and in another they loft Don Alonp Perex de 
Guzman^ who had done fo many and fo great fervices to the 
crown of S/>fl/« c. They might alfa have taken /flgerixa^ if 
the Infant Don Juan had not abruptly quitted the fiege, which 
induced many of the nobility*to follow his example. Upon 
this the king of Granada offered Don Ferdinand 2l (am of 
money, together with ^efada and Bedmar^ which had been 
recovered by the Moors^ if he virould conclude 21 feparate 
peace, with which, finding himfelf unable to carry on the war, 
he complied d. 

The king, in his return from this campaign, meditated a 
ftrange defign, which he thought requifite to his own fafcty, 
and this was removing out of the world the Infant Don^a^w, 
from whom he had received fo much vexation. He began 
faffinated, with attaching Don jfuan de Lara^ who was returned from 
^which his enrbafly, to his fcrvice, by beftowing upon him the im- 
proves j)ortantpoft ofmafter of his houfliold ; tho' in order to da 
abortive, jj^jg^ ^^ ^^g obliged to remove the Infant Don Pedro his 
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brother*^. The marriage of his fifter *the Infanta Doniia 
EU%ahetb with John duke of Brttagne^ which was to be cele- 
brated at Surges^ feemed to offer the king a fair opportunity of 
executing a deiign that nothing could juftify. The queen* 
mother invited the Infant Don Juan to that (blemnity, who 
was fo cautious as to demand a fafe-condtid, which the queen 
readily granted: the king, notwithftanding this, direded 
thofe, who had his orders to kill the Infant, to pofl them* 
felves in fuch a manner, as to furprize him in his return from 
vifiting the queen-mother. The preparations for this black affair 
could not be fo fecretly managed, b,ut that they came to the ear 
of this princefs, who thought herfelf bound in honour to give 
notice of his danger to the Infant Don Juan^ who fled pri- 
va^tely out of the city, and was followed by many of the nobi«- 
lity, who did not know what defigns might be formed againft 
them ^. This attempt upon the Infant Don Juan rendered A, D. 
him more powerful, and not at all lefs troublelome, than be^ 1510. 
fore J fo that the king was obliged to have recourfe to the , 
pope, to whorn he infinuated, that fomie of his feditious fub* 
je<^s hindered him from making War upon the Infidels,^and 
therefore defired, that authority might be given to fome eccle- 
fiaitics to reflrain them from troublipg his government, by 
threatening them with the cenfures of the church j which fa- 
vour he obtained «. On the third of Auguft^ die queen. 
Donna Conftantia^ was delivered of her fon the Infant Don 
AUnfo ; but the joy occafioned thereby was quickly clouded ' 

by the king's falling dangeroufly fick at Palenda, from which> 
however,' he recovered, contrary to the opinion of his phyfi- 
cians \ The heavy accufations brought agailift the knights 
Templars being thoroughly examined, in a council held at 
Salamanca for that purpofe, th^ order was acquitted, to the 
great Honour of that afl^mbly, which equally difregarded pri- 
vate views and popular clamour '\ A revolution alfo happen- 
ed in Granada^ where the king Mohammed Ahen-Alhamary 
who was blind, was depofed, and thruft into pnfon, and his 
brother Mohammed Aben Nazar placed upon the throne ^.

The queen was' (o embar- 
rafied, that (he knew not which way to move ; flie had no 
great reliance upon Don Juan Emanuel^ though he had 
treated her from the beginning with great civility and refped; 
and though the party of the infant Don Philip was ftrong, 
Yct by no means ftrong enough to a£l againft all the reft. At 
length, to gain time and better advice, (he fcnt the confe- 
derates word, that they (hould have her final anfwer by the 
mouth of the cardinal legate, whom the pope had fent oh pur- 
pofe to affift her in quieting thefe diforders ; with which they 
were little fatisfied o. In the mean time the Infant Don Pbibp 
concluded a truce with the king of Granada^, for that part ii 
Andalufia which acknowleged his authority, wkiich left that 
monarch at liberty to beilege Lorca. The inhabitants, having 
no reafon to hope for fuccours, defended themfelves with that 
obftinacy, which defpair only caq infpire, and ruined the army 
of the Moon to fuch a degree, that the king was at length 
obliged to raife the fiege, and retire into his own territories p. 
The cardinal legate afTured the confederates, on the part 
of the queen, that, (ince it was abfolutely neceiTary to the 
peace of the kingdom, (he would prevail upon the Infant Don 
dtes^nnbich Philip todcfift from his pretenfibns to the regency; and, at the 
greatly fame time, the cardinal offered to ufe his utmoft endeavours 
ailments ^jj^ Don Juan Emanuel to do the fame. But when he en- 
thedifturb' ^^^^ ^^^ ^^ negotiation, he found little probability of fuc- 
^nces tn ^^^^ . ^^ length, however, he prevailed, that nobleman being 
rather weaned than perfuaded into a compliance "i. This 
point^ained, the cardinal called a council at Valladolid^ to 
regulate the difcipline of the church, which, as we may ea(ily 
imagine, had fuSered exceedingly in thofe times of cpi^ufion; 
and the cardinal was of opinion, that the clergy could have no 
weight, while their lives did no credit to their doArine '. This 
council hindered the aflembly of the fiates from being opened 
at Palencia fo early as otherwife it might have been, and it was 
hardly opened, before the queen, Donna Maria^ was feized 
by that diftempcr which carried her to her grave. She died, 
as (he had lived, with firmnefs and tranquility of mind ; pious 
without afFe£tation, and fupported her dignity by the luftre of 
her virtues. In her laft moments (he exhorted the nobility 
tobe careful of the perfon, and attentive to the^ucation, oif 
their young monarch, and to have a juft refped for his fifter

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7fttf« Emarvkel was endeavouring U) raifc frcQi troubles, the 
king removed his brother-in-law, the archbifliop of 7o!edo^ 
from the poft of chancellor^ with which that prelate was fo 
oftndcd, that he exchanged his fee for that of Tarragona \ 
As forDpn yuan Emanuel^ no invitations or promifes could 
induce bim to quit his retreat, where he ftudied how to re- 
tive thofe troubles to which he owed his greatnefs, and' 
HTued his orders on all fides to his dependants, agreeable to 
theferefolutions ; of which the king being informed^ he gave 
the government of the marches of the kingdom of Murcia^ 
which Don ^tf^iiMnherited from his father, to a nobleman 
upon whom he could more fafely rely ^ n 

The next year the king took the field againft the Moorsy Don Joaa 
trith whom Don Juan Emanuel had entered into an alliance. Emanoal 
The king ordered the admiral of Cafiile to clear the leas, who rtntolfsand 
defeated a ftrong fquadron from Barbary^ with troops on ^twtmcej^ 
board ; and coming to pay his duty to the king at Seville^ pre- *" ^If^g** 
fented him with 300 flaves. The king laid fiegc to Olberay^^^^^ . 
and from thence madefome expeditions, in which he was not^'^^"*"** 
very fuccefeful ; however, he perfifted in his defign, and at 
length reduced that and feveral other places ^. On the fron- 
tiers of Murcia there was an infurredion, excited by Don 
luoHy which had no great e(Fe£i $ however, the king, who 
would not be infulted without fhewing his refentment, -im- 
mediately gave away all his emoloyments; and^ which pcr- 
baps was not altogether fo juftifiable, put his daughter, Donna 
Cmjiantiat who had born the title of que6n, under a guard. ,527; 
Don Juafif upon this, fent him word that he renounced his 
allegiance, and that he looked upon himfelf as at liberty to 
take what meafurcs he pleafed \ He then addreffed himfelf 
to the king of Arragon^ rcprcfenting how nearly his daughter 
wasalUe^l in blood to that crown, and how injurious the ufage 
was that (he had met with from the king of Cafiile. His 
complaints were held reafonable, and that monarch promifed 
Mm all the afliftance in his power, in hopes of which, Don 
7m», with what forces he coiild coHctt, began to make in- 
roads into Cajlile^ which he wafted with fire and fword ". 

We have already feeft th6 great troubles and difturbances Jn confer

A body 
greatir q{ troops from Arragon traverfed the dominions of CaftiU^ in 
tbam ivir. Qfjgj. xq join him, and marked their route with fire and fword, 
wherever they pafled. The prior of St. John^ who wias veiy 
clofely conneded with Don Juariy prevailed upon Tcrt^

lately mounted the throne, to withdraw his countenance from 
Don Juan^ he caufed Efcalona to be invefted, which was 
one of the ftrongeft places in Don Juan^s pofleflion ^. In the 
mean time, Garcilajfo de la Vega^ whom he had promoted to 
the dignity of .chancellor, being at Soria in Ca/lile, and having 
declared that he had the king's orders to provide, in the md 
cfleSual manner, for the fecurity of thatkingdom, fome fecret 
friends of Don Juan whifpered it about, that he had private 
orders to put fome perfons of diftin£tion to death. This gave 
rife to a confpiracy, in iconfequence of which, the chancellor 
was {tabbed upoii bis knees at church, with twenty- four per* 
■ ions more, amongft whom were his fon, and feveral of high 
rank p. The king, having concluded a marriage with Donna 
Maria, Infanta of Portugal^ which he intended to celebrate 
as foon as the campaign was over, fent for Donna Leonora his 
lifter from Valladolidy when, through tl^e arts of Don7«^»i 
a rumour being fpread that the king intended to marry her to 
bis favourite the count of Traflamara, the people revolted, 
upon which the king was obliged to raife the liege of Efca- 
hha^ to march thither.

This feverity had one good efFe£l, for no gentleman would 
afterwards charge himfelf with thecuftody of a caflle, without 
inferting, ip the oath of fidelity to hislord» that he would, 
defend it againft all perfons whatever, tb^ king only ex* 
cepted^J. 

At the opening of the enfuing year, Don Juan Ef^^^u^upona 
addfcfled Jiimfclf to the king, with an offer of entire (uh-j^^^f^ 
miffion, and informed him that Don Pedr^^ prince of Par- ^albf . 
tugal^ finding it impoffible to marry bis niece DxyaxABlanca^ quiet tht 
who was paralytic, was inclined to efpoufe his daughter i/iy^Aa- 
X>onjna Confiantia^ if the king would be pleafed to give his hgurs 
confent. Don Alonfo anfwerol, that, as to the flrft points he to fi'Oirt 
was content to pardon all. that was paflied, if Don Juan would ^^\ nobies 
))ehave ^ a good fubjed for the tLne to comes and that as*^^^^ 
to the latter, he would confiderof it, and give him an anfwer'* f^^P* 
JSoon after came embafladors from the crown of Portugal 
upon the fame fubjed ; and the king, Don Ahnfij having 
fent perfons into that kingdom tp examine into the matter of 
fa£b, upon their report that Donna Blancaw^s really zSLi&ed 
yrith the palfy, he declared that he would not oppofe the 
marriage of the prince Don Pidro with Donna Confiantia, 
in hopes that this condefcenfion would entirely re(bre the 
tranquility of his dominions; and to demonftrate how welcome 
this would be Xo him, he celebrated Whitfuntid^ at VaUa- i335« 
dolidy with public feafls and a caroufal, to which all the no- 
bility were invited, and in which himfelf and his knights of 
the band oppofed all comers. 

/ But he. had fcarce begun to plcafe himfelf w\t\i^t(tVictroytf 
hopes, than they were diffipated by an accident he could not Navarre 
forefeej fot Henry (k Solii^ viceroy oi Navarre^ publifhed x makes nvar 
manifefto, in which he charged the Cajiilians with having »»Cafti1c, 
injured the fubjefts of Navarre on the frontiers, and that '^''^^•' 
he meant to do himfelf juftice by arms. Don JUnJi was fo^^*^ ^'' 
defirous of quiet, that he offered any fatisfafiion, but the vice- ^^^^^^^ 
roy would accept of none ; and.having a very powerful army, 
pade an irruption into CaJiiUy on. the fide of Tudela^ wafting 
every thing before him with i^re and fword *. Don JUn^ 
aflembled a body of troops for the defence of his dominions, 
and appointed Don Juan de Lara commander in chief, which

time of public danger^ they thanKed him for giving this op- 
portunity of ibewing tlieir obedience, as he had done his fa- 
gacity in appointing one of thp beft oncers in Cajiik to hi$

Jsfemtrtly Martin Fkrmandez marched with his forced, and the 
heattn^ viccrov of Noyarre fent him a haughty mcffage, that he in- 
amd forced ttnicd the next day to reduce Alfaro^ and plunder the country 
tomake in the neighbourhood. Martin Fernandex inarched towards 
peace ou ^ ^};^y ^ Futero^ which they had already taken, and the 
'^^^ viceroy thereupon difpatched his cavalry, to cover his new 
terms than ^onqueft. The viceroy feeming to perfift in his firft defign, 
b ^had ^^^ ^"* ^^^ whole army to fupport his horfe, of which Mar- 
wiibout'a ^^^ FernoTtdez having received intelligence, profecuted his 
tfjja^^ march with great vigour, in order to give them battle. The 
difpute was iharp, but ihort, the armjr of Navarre being 
routed with great flaughter. He afterwards intercepted theif 
cavalry in their retreat towards Tudela, and cut them off en- 
tirely, which put an end to the operations of the war, which 
was terminated afterwards by a peace, under the mediation of 
the crown of Frafue ". At this time the court of CaftiU ap- 
peared with unufual fplendour from the arrival of two great 
embaiBes, one from the emperor of Morqcce^ . and the other 
from Edward the third, king of Englandy whom Don Monfi 
treated with great dignity and refpeft ^. At the clofe of the 
year, a council was held at Salamatpca^ in which fixteen 
canons were made, the great point in view being to extin- 
guilh the cuftom which fhU prevailed amongft the Spantjh 
clergy of marrying, which, to render it odious, the court of 
Rmu confounded, with keeping concubine *. 
Theftafes W»EN the king Don Jlonje had made fi|ch difpofitions for 
declare War againft the Moors^ who he had certain intelligence 
againfi Were meditating a general confederacy againft him, be difcO'- 
Dm Joan vereid a new contrivance for difturbing the peace of his people 
Emanuel amongft his own nobility.

Don P^dro de Cnftro^ who, though he was in one of hi§ own 
caftles, made no fcruple of obeying his order. He expoftu- 
lated the matter with him freely ; aflTured him that he was fo 
fcnfible of his paflt ferviccs, that having po other way to re- / 

wyd him, he had detcrniincd to marry his fon the Infant 
Don Henry^ to his daughter ; and that, if he had at any time 
given him ofFence, he was willing to give him what fatis- 
faction he pleafed. Don Pedro^ afflidled and afhamed, freely 
confefled his fault, and promifed to reclaim Don Juande Au 
Buquerquey which, when he had performed, the king called 
together an affembly of the ftates, in which he fairly laid 
before them his condition and their own, with the feveral 
overtures he had made to Don Juan Emanuel^ and Don Juan 
de Lara, The ftates immediately voted them both traitors, ^ 
gave him five fubfidies, and defired him to profecute the war 
againft them both, to their utter deftrudlion ^ 

Don Juan Nunez de Lara made feveral propofitions, viery After m 
plaufiblc in their nature, to prevent the ftorm which he ^^"^ kng/Ugt^ 
ready to fall upon him, but; the kin^ rejefted them all. In the tht latter^ 
month ofjune^ the king took the field and invefted Lernia^ furrenders 
in which Don Juan de Lara was with a numerous garrifon to the king, 
excellently welLprovided, and fortifications f6r thofe times in ^^pardomd 
very good conditibn. Don Juan Emanuel made various at- ^^d pre- 
tempts to fuccour and relieve him, but was fo clofely purfucd^'*''^^- 
by the king, whenever he was in the field, that he was at 
length forced to confult his own fafety, and retire into Arra^ 
^on^ having more than once very narrowly efcaped falling into 
the king's hands * j when the fiege had continued for feveral 
months, and the place was in apparent danger, the fecret 
friends of Don Juan de Lard praftifed every art to extricate 
him from his difficulties. The king of Portugal claimed him 
as his fubje£): and vaiial. Don Alonfi anfwered he might be 
fo ; but he was alfo his rebel, and as fuch he would punifli 
him. This produced a war between the two crowns, which, 
however, could not oblige the king to raife the fiege **.

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The queen Donna Maria was then prevailed upon to go to 
the camp, and to interpofe in his favour, but that al(b was 
without effed. At length, when it was towards Chrijlmas^ 
his efcape was contrived through a common fewer, of which 
the king, having intelligence, furprized his friends at the 
mouth of it, and it was with fome difficulty that he got back. 
This humbled him to fuch a degree, that he fent to the king 
to know what terms he would ht pleafed to preicribe. Don 
Ahnfo anfwered, that he would grant him and his people 
their lives, except three perfons who had dereited from his 
camp c. Don juan^ having firft provided for the efcape of 
^efe three men, named a day for delivering the place ; and 
though the kine fent him a horfe, yet he chofe to meet him 
on foot, kified his hand with great refpefl, and affiired him 
that he would be from that moment his moft fiiithful fervant. 
The kins ordered die fortification of Ltrma to be demcrfifhed, 
carried Don Juan with him to Vattadolid^ reftored him to his 
poft of ftandard bearer of Cafiik^ and made him fevef al con- 
• fiderable prefents ; whidi had fuch an efied, that, during the 
remainder of his life, he was the moft fteady and the moft* 
afFe£tionate fervant the king had ^. 
Atmci The new year brought with it new difturbances. Donf 
' wthdiffi" PidrOy who had fucceeded his father Don Alonfoy as king of 
euhy CM' Jrragon^ was upon extreme bad terms with his mother-in-law 
eluded he- Donna Leonora^ fiftcr to the king of Cajlile^ which induced 
tweentht jjim x,o favour Don Juan Emanuel i and, on the other hand, 
€r«w«/ ?r produced a civil war in his owndominions^ feveral great lords 
^^^^^J'' declaring on the fide of the queen dowager ; but at length,* 
rortugal. through the interpofition of Don Juan de Lara^ thefc di/putes 
'337« ^^g compromifed •. The mother of that lord, who had a 
/ very great intereft with the king, presumed upon it fo for, as 
to deliver him a letter from Don Juan Emanuel^ in which he 
made great ptofeffions of penitence, and of inclinations to re- 
turn to the king's fervice : to which Don Ahnfo anfwered, it 
was entirely in his own power, and that whenever he was 
diipofed to give him proofs of his obedience, he might depend 
upon his favour. Upon which Don Juan Emanuel Tub- 
n^itted ^. In regard to P^rtugaly the war went on ; the fleet 
of Ca/liie was vidorious by fea, and the king rejeded all 
>terms of accommodation, notwithftanding the pope inter-.

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pofed; at length, however^ the legate putting the klogiA 
mind that every ftep he took to gratify his re&ntment was 
deftruflive of his intereft, fincc it was very well known that 
the Moori intended to attack th^m both, he was at length pre- 
vailed upon to liAen to fome accommodation with his father- 
in-law; but, however, the negotiation was not perfeSed till 
the beginning' of the year following s. 

The repeated advices he received from Barbary^ left VxmExctllint 
no room to doubt that he (hould quickly find himfelf expofed /^oi;/ mMd 
to as great danger from the .Infidels, as any Aat his anceftorsA'"'^' f** 
had overcome. For the king oi Morocco^JaaA Abul-AJfan was/*''^^''** 
providing a prodigious force by land and fca, and having re-//*^**^'*' 
duced the little kingdoms of Taunts and Tremuen^ was to thc'^/r > 
full as formidable as any of his predeceffors. The kinc Don.^^^J ^ 
jilonfo ratified the truce with Portugal^ and perhaps had done 
it more readily, but that be was willing to make that monarch 
believe that he did not readily forgive any af&ftance given to 
his malecontents h. He afterwards held an aflembly of the 
ftates of Caflile^ in which fome excellent laws were made* 
Amongft the reft it was provided, that a(l fortreflcs Ihould 
be confidered as belonging of right to the king ; and that 
none ihould prefume to hold them againft him \ that no rank 
whatever ihould exempt men from the laws, or give them 
a title to do themfelves juftice ; and that all persons ihould 
conform themfelves in their garb and way of living to the 
condition of life they were in, fo that none might be made 
poor by afFefting a falfe flicw of riches. Thefe were pub*; 
lifbed in the cathedral church of Burgos ; for, in tbofe rude 
days, they never expedlcd that men ihould obey laws, unlefs 
they knew them *. > 

The king went froni Burgos to the frontiers of Arragon^ to /)^ 1^3,1 
confer with his fitter the queen dowager, with whom hefimanucl 
found Don Jumu de Lara^ and hb mother. After this inttx-./uhmits^ 
view was over, Don Juan propofcd to the king going to ihQandis n- 
caftle oiGarcta-Munoz^ where he allured him that Don Juahconcikdn^ 
Emanuel had given orders that he ihould be received with the'^ ^^ng 
utmoil refpeft, and the place put into his hands. The king^^^^®^* 
went and took poilefSon of it, and upon his. arrival at Cuenca^^^* 
Don Juan himfelf came to pay his duty, and was fo kindly 
and frankly received by the king, that he could npt forbeaic 
telling him, that it ihould be the bufmefs of his life to reixiem-

Pope Benedi^ the twelfth 
wrote aboutthis tinsie to the king, to thank him for the rdped 
paid to his interpofition in the wair oiPortugaly and toexfa(»t 
him to part with Donna Leonora de Guzman^ and to lead a 
life wordiy of a Chriftian prince '. . 
A cam* The iimnuations of Don Juan Emanuel had fuch an in* 
P^*g^ fluence over the king of Arragon^ that not content with ac-» 
' againfi commodating every thing to the fatisfadion of his mother- 
/A^Moors, in-law, he refolved to enter into a dofe alliance with the king 
' W • . of CajftiU^ as the only means for fecuring both kingdoms 
f rf\^ agalnft the invafion of the Moors^ which appeared every day 
«S Abttl. ''*°'^^ formidable ; and having fent an cmbaflador for that 
Malic *pufpofe» a treaty ofFeniive and defenfive was concluded, from 
jl^^^^ which both princes promifed not to depart, or to make any 
truce with the Infidels, but in cpnjun£tion m. Doii Aknfo 
proceeded then to the frontiers, and at Seville conferred the 
honour of knighthood on Don Juan de Lara^ with his own 
hand \ He entered the enemy s territories with a numerous 
and complete army, and ravaged the country about Rania^ 
till, through want of provifions, they found themfelves ob- 
liged to retire, which the Moors obfervihg, thought it a very 
favourable opportunity to ftrike one of their great blows* 
Accordingly they iiTued out of the place with great fury, and 
fell upon the rear of the Chriftian army. Don juan EmanutU 
Don Juan de Lara, and the grand mafter of the order of St. 
James, who commanded there, reprefled them but faindyy 
and reftrained the ardour of the foldiers for fome time ; till at 
length, being at a great diftance from the place, thofe three 
ofiicers having conferred together, faced about at once, and 
charged the Afoors fo vigoroufly, that they fled to an adjacent 
mountain, which was of very difficult afcent. ThtCafiilian 
. cavalry, however, difmounted, and forced their paiTagc up, 
though with difiiculty and lofs ; but of this numerous detach- 
ment of the Moors, there did not cfcape a fingle man **. la 
the autunrn, Don Alonfo de Guzman^ grand matter of the order 
of St. James, beat the king of Granada before Siks.

Abujl-Assan, king of Morocco^ not at all difcouraged hyThekingpf 
the defeats of the preceding year, or the lofs of his fon, pro- Morocco 
fecuted the war with a degree of fury, that fufficiently (poke «r«/i« «r- 
his refentment He affembled a great army, a vaft quantity ^er to n^ 
of military ftores and .provifions, and a fleet of 200 fail, ex- 'vet^e his 
clufive of thirty gallies. Don Mnfo did all that was poflible/'"*' ^'^'^ 
to provide againft the eiFeSs of this invafion, and, if poffible, ^*^^'; 
to prevent it^ for, by the rudenefs of the winter, he loft feveral-^^f'!/ 
of his ihips, and by the unwholfomenefs of the feafon, a great /" ^^ 
number of nacn, which put it out of the power of the admirar ^^ ^ 
to fatnder,'with fix fhips and twenty feven gallies, the Moors 
from paiBng.

£rft to JlgeriiMy thence to Gibraliar^ (torn whence he paiTed 
to (inam in the night ; the two kings^ after having provided 
for the fecurity of Tare/a, went cbgether to SruilUy where ^340« 
prodigious rejoicings weite made ; the king of Caftik offered 
bis father-in-law all the prifoncrs and plunder that were taken, 
vhich he generoufly refufed ; and it was with great difficulty 
that he.was brought to accept a few of the principal prifoncrs^ 
fiune very rich arms, and a few jewels. His fon* in-law ac- 
companied him two days journey, in his march towards

Benzayde, The king having flimmoncd the ftates of his dominions, and 
Modio, having laid before them his >\*ants, they, in confideration of 
and/rvi' jjjs j^tc yt^ory, and the zeal expreffcd for them, and the 
ral other g^p^ ^f j^j^ fubjcdfa, made him a tender of a large free gift> 
fUas. which he rcfufed, and accepted only of a part, faying, that his 
own neceflities forced him to take that^ and the fenfe \(t had 
of theirs, to decline the reft. The king had formed a defign 
of invefting Alcala de Benzayie^ a place of great importance 
to him, becaufe the lofs of it could not but be very fenfiHe 
to the king of Granada^ fmce it opened a pafTage into the 
heart of his dominions. By caufing a report to be fpread 
that he intended to attack Malaga^ and caufing fotne of his 
fhips to appear before it, he drew the king of Granada* s forces 
on that fide, which left him at liberty to inveft Alcala with- 
out oppofltion. He had no fooner formed the fiege, than 'Don 
Gilles de Boccanegra^ brother to the duke of Genoa, arrited 
with a ftrong fquadron of gallies in the ftreights, and pre- 
vented any troops pafEng from Barbary, The king of 
Granaday however, was reinforced by the bcft part of that 
corps, which his aUy, the king of Morocco^ had left at Al- 
geriza^ and with thefe and with his own army he attempted 
to relieve Alcala^ but in vain ; upon which Don Alonfo, hav- 
ing offered the garrifon th^t they (hould march out aind be 
cfcorted to whatever place they pleafed, they very readily ac- 
cepted thefe terms. While the king was employed in this 
fiege, fome of his generals reduced the caftle of Mdclifi; and 
after the furrender of Alcala^ the king mAdc himfelf matter of 
fevcral places of lefs importance ; which fo alarmed the Moorifi 
1 34.1 . prihce, that he offered to become his vaffal again, and to pay 
him the accuftomed tribute; to which Don Alonfo added, Aat 
he fllould renounce his alliance with Abul-Ajffan^ which he 
^ rejeded, »nd thus the negotiation ended y.

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and the iquadron of Arragon^ attacked and beat the whole 
Atmijh fleet with great lofs *. The king, notwithftanding 
he found fome backwardnefs in the nobility, who were really 
tired out with the length and the hardfhips of the fervice, to 
rid himfelf once for all from the apprehenfions he was under 
ftom Barharyy refolve;d to befiege Alger\za^ which, as he was 
informed, was at that time but indifferently provided : this 
equally amazed and chagrined the king of Qrangda^ who en- 
<ieavoured and found feveral methods of conveying fuccours 
into the place, which kept Don Alonfo before it all U^e reft of 
the year. The Moor attempted likevyife its relief, by negotia* 
tion and by force, but without eiFed. He likewife com-

perfon, v which was happily difcovered and prevented, the

There are few inftances m hiftory of a more remarkable ^r/////r^

' form ; the king of Morocco raifed another great army, and '^' defence 
, aflembled a vafl fleet; but when he was ready to pafs the^'^^^ 
fireigbts, one of his fons revolted ; and though he found ^^^f 
means to have him killed, yet one of his adherents perfonated *f ^15^^« 
him and maintained a rebellion. The king of Granada^ .. >-**"• 
having received a part of the fuccours which his ally had pro- **"*' 
inifed, ynder the command of prince ^/y, another of his fons, 
fittempted over and over again to raife the fiege, and ventured 
feveral aftions, in which they were defeated by Don Juan de 
Lar^. The befieged thundered upon the king's camp with 
cannon, which were here firfl employed, as all the Spanijh 
hiflorians agree b. Befides this oppofition from his enemies, 
Don Alonfo found himfelf much ftraitened in other refpeds. 
He could not leave the flege to feek fupplies, and his credit 
was gradually exhaufled. At length h^ thought of a flrata- 
gem,i which procured htm thofe aids his fubjedts had refufed 
to his fortitude in neceffity. He fent his own plate, and that 
of the lords who were widi him, to Sevitley where he ordered 
it to be coined into pieces current, at a higher rate than the 
ftandard ; of which the inhabitants in his great cities having 
notice, offered him a large free gift to defifl from that expedi- 
ent, which he willingly accepted •. *

plenipotentiaries of the ktne of GranaJa^ kifled Don Aknff% 
band, in token of homage^ The place was evacuated the 
next day, and Don Juan Emanuel entered |^ with a corps of 
troops, and the banner of Caflile difplayed, to the immortal 
honour df this great prince, and of his faithful nobility; by 
whofe oonftancy, exprefled in expending vaft fumsfor hisfer- 
vice* and by expofmg their perfons, this great conqueft was 
attained. As foon as the kins came to SeviU^y he ordered 
that the princef&s, daughters ^ Jbul-Ajfan^ who were taken 
in that monarch's camp, at the defeat of Sayido^ ihould he 
provided with moft magnificent equipages, and fent them v^ith 
a fuitable train on board his own ealleys to Ceuta^ without 
ranfom, and with all the rich jeweb in their pofleflion when 
taken. AbuUAffan was amazed at this >£l of generofity, and ^ 
foon after fent an embaiTy to return the king of Cafiile thanks^ 
and to teftify his efteem by prefentd of jewels, rich arms, gold 
and fflver ftufis, moftexquifitebalfams and perfumes, together 
with lions, tigers, oftriches, and a coniiderable number of 
camels and horfes *. Soon after, Don Aknfo received em- a. D. 
bafladors from England and from Arragm^ the former in re- \\AAt 
ference to a marriage, which he thought proper to defer, and 
the latter in regard to the alliance fubiifting between the two 
crowns, which the king was coiltent to renew for ten 
yeaw^ * .

A. D. ^f Jrragon ". The kingdom of Caftile^ it is true, and the 
'347- doniinions ann#^ed to it, enjoyed a profound peace, which, 
however, contributed very little to repair the loflcs fuftaincd 
by the late war, (ince the inhabitants were afflifted with a 

frievous plague and other calamities thefc diftrefles treated ; 
y which the king endeavoured to remedy to the utmoft of his 
power, by feveral wife regulations, and by fparing them in 
1348. the point of fupplies as much as it was poffible. He would 
in all probability have purfued this method of aSing, at Icaft, 
to the expiration of his truce with the Moors^ if his ambition 
had not been awakened by an unforefeen event, which feemcd 
to promife himfcif and his fubjefls very great advantages". 
X>o« Alon- One of the fons of Abul Jfjfan^ forgetting the reipcSduc 
lo n/ol'ves to him by the laws of nature as well as civil fociety, had taken 
to bnak up arms againft him, and thrown all that monarchy into con- 
tbi truce fufion ; of which Don Alonfo was no fooner informed, than he 
nmtb tbe conceived in his mind a fcheme for turning thefc diflentions 
Moors, in Barbary to his advantage. He called, with this view, an 
and.befiege affembly of the dates at Alcala de Henares^ where he laid be- 
Gibraltar, f^rg th^ui the fituation things were in, the probability there 
was of his making himfelf mafter of Gibraltar j the only place 
|hat monarch held in Spain ; and thereby removing sdl fear 
of leaving his fucccffors under the neceffities of fighting for 
their crowns, on terms as precarious as thofe upon which he 
fought the battle of Salfedo. This affembly clofed with the 
king's propofition, and granted him the fupplies that he de- 
manded, which, however, was chiefly owng to his dexterity 
in managing fuch aflemblies, an art in which he has hardly 
been excelled. Thcfe points fettled, he fent to d-fmand 
of the king of Arragon a fquadron of gallies, and embaiia- 
dors likewife to other foreign powers **. About the beginning 
, ■' of the month of Augufl^ having intelligence that four Arra- 
gonefe gallies had joined his fleet, and that it was cruizing 
oS Gibraltar^ hetraverfed Andalufia with a potent army, and 
invefted that place, round which he opened a large and deep 
trench. .

Infant (oF Arragon) Don Ferdinand^ his nephew Don Juan 
Nuni% de Lara^ who was always near his perfon^ Don Fir* 
dinand Emanuelj and other^ great lords, prefled %im either tb 
raife tlie fiege, or at leaft to retire himfelf ; but it was in vaia: 
be obferved to them that Gibraltar had been loft during hi« 
minority, that he was under a kind of obligation to recover it 
to bis country, and that the plague might reach him in his 
court as well as in the camp. It may be ^ he had not con« 
fidered, that though this enterprise had been very maturely 
concerted, and executed with great circumfpedion, yet it vn^ 
a dired violation of the law of God, and of nature j and that« 
therefore, notwithftanding thefe favourable appearances, he 
bad no reafon to flatter himfelf with fuccefs. However it was, 
the plague feized him at that critical juncture, and of it he 
died on Good^Friday^ March the 26ch, exceedingly regretted 
by the army, and by all his fubjeSsq. His nephew the Infant 
Don Ftrdinand^ Don Juan Nunez de Lara^ Don Ferdinand 
Emanuel^ and fome other noblemen, attended the king's body 
when it was removed from the camp; and the Moors in 
Gibraltar (hewed, upon this occafion, a politenefs that ought 
to have covered their enemies with confi^fion : they fufpended 
hofiilities that whole day, and refufed to take advantage of 
that forrow and confufion which reigned through the Chrifiiau 
camp. The king's body was carried firft to Sevilley and de- 
pofited in the royal chapel till it could be removed to Cordova^ 
where, by his laft teftapient, he defired to be buried with his 
father '. 

The peace and glory of his country expired with Don j)^ Pcdfo 
Jlonfo. His fucceflbr, Don Pedroy furnamed the cruel^ viras the cruel

could be received from court, and was then raifed, though the 
place might have been eafily taken *. But the fpirit of govern-* 
ment was loft, and the fpiric of intrigue occupied the court. 
Donna Lanora ie Guzman retired immediately to Medina 
tidma^ which the, king had even her, which was well pro^ 
vided and excellently fortified. She had intrufted it to the 
care of Don Jlanfo Coromly an experienced officer^ who had 
long enjoved her prote6lion, and who, as foon aa the king 
expired, kn^ ht that of the queen. Many peribna of great 
diftin^onj and moft of the nobility of the illuftrious houfe 
of Gnavrtff , reforted to Donna Lewota^ which filled the court 
with aporehenfions: theiib, however, it was thought proper to 
diflemble ; and upon the faith of Don ^uan de Albuquerque^ 
and Don Jutm di Lara^ Doftna Leonora was prevailed upon 
to go to the court at Seville^ where, without any ceremony 
or regard to their fiiith, (he was clapped into prifon^. Her 
fons, notwithftandins this were well received ; and the king 
gave them to underftand, that though he would not protect 
their mother, with whom he had no connedions, yet be 
fliould always confider them as his brethren. They were 
permitted to vifit Donna Litnora^ who, in fpite of the endea* 
TOurs of the court, procured for Don Henry^ Donna y$a/i»^t 
ibe ^^o( Don Ferdinand Emanuel i which marriage fo pro- 
voked the queen, that (he gave orders for arrefti ng Don Henrjt^ 
but he made his efcape into Afturtas '^. The king foiling til 
fbon after, increafed thofe jealoufies that were but too high/ 
already i and upon his recovery, Don Juan de Lara and Don 
Ferdinand Emanuel retired from court, and died foon afier, 
the former at Burgos^ and the latter at Falena '. 

Ths lung Don Pedro removed in the beginning of the 
jtdH fron^ SiviBey and carried with him Donna l^nqroy under 
a guard. He viitted, however, his brother Don Fredirick^ and 
feafted with him feveral days. After this, the court removed 
to Talaveray where, by the perfuafionof his mother, the king 
confented to the death of the unfortunate Donna Leonera^ 
, thefirft ftatn on the annals of his reign, which were afterwards 
wrote in blood.

retains^. Upon the king's arrival at Burgos^ which cify' 
had fhewn fome difltke to Don j[uan de Jlbuquerque^ he fent 
for Garcilajfo de la Vega^ the fon of the late chanceHor ; and as 
fbon as he came into his palace, caufed him to be murdered^ 
^nd his body thrown into the ftreet : he attempted likewife to 
have got Don tjunez, de Lara^ the only fon of 1)00 Juan^ and 
then a child, into his power, but without efftd ; however, he 
died foon after, and then he feized all the dtates of that 
family ^. Don C<?r/(7j, furnamed the wickidy king of Navarrg, 
made Kim a vifit at Surges^ where he was well received, and 
after be had remained there fome time, the two kings parted 
perfedly pleafed with each other \ The ftates of Cq/ti/e A:ih 
aflembled at Valladolid^ were i>ot very complaifant to the king, 1351. 
whoi as foon as they rofe, went with his mother to Cmdad 
JiodrigOj in order to confer with his grandfather the king of 
PartugaL Tliat monarch gave them a ^at deal of good 
advice, and engaged, or rather obliged, the king to he recon- 
ciled to his brother Don tbnry count of Traftamara '', who 
had taken (belter in his dominions, and who, notwithftand- 
ing, had no great confidence in the king or his fiivourite.

The king Don Pedr9 followed them ^gairs^ 
into Bifcay^ and took feveral places ; and it was while he was 
thus employed, that Don Juan AUmf9 de Albuquerque^ from 
'^ bafe ambition, and through an unworthy fcheme of politicsr, 
plunged this unfortunate prince in that fatal amour, which 
brought upon him deftrudion and difgrace. He had obferved 
that the king had exprefled fome emotion at the fight of 
Maria de PadiUa^ a young gentlewoman who lit^ed as a com- 
panion with his own wife, and who being now grown fome- 
what old<;r, was become a perfed beauty. By propofals of

Don Henry 
Bedra of Cajiile^ however, gained fome advantages this cam-^'A^'^* 
paign, and might have pbtained greater, if he had not laboured ^^^carn*

His brother Don Henry ^ being under con- 
tinual apprehenfions that he, would put his wife Donna 
Joanna Emanuel^ whom he had taken at TorOj to death, one 
redro Carilhy liAio had been long in his fervice, and unablcf 
to bear his mailer's paffionate complaints, left him, and went 
to the king.

Artifices of^*^|*» 
this kind were familiar to the Moors \ the army of Cajik ad.«*'i['*i^'^ 
vanced near the place withput difcpvisring an enemy i sl fmall^^' 
party w^ detached to the v^y fuburbs of the citv to gain in» 
teili^ence, a more confiderable body fqliowed to (upport them; 
the nrft faw no troops, the letter reared from an apprehenfion 
of an ambufcade, without bpipg purfMed* This proceeding 
was too fine for the Chriftian ge^^rajs, $hey concluded the 
city to be defencelefs and feci^re, up^ which, they fern off 
4<Ptachmehts to plunder the country on every fide. As (om 
as thofe detachments were at a cppgd^r^ble dtflance, a fraail 
detachment of Moorijh horfe came out of the city, and jfkir* 
mifhed with the like number of Chriftians, who pafled the 
bridge for that purpofe. By degrees the Moors grisw fironger, 
the remains of the army under the ico^mafid of the gjcnerals^ 
were obliged to engage to bring off their friends. It was then 
that they law their ruin plainly, a great body pf Moors havi|ig 
paffisd the river, attacked them in the rear, and the Chriftians 
being furrounded, were veiy fpeedily defeated, the grand 
mafter, Don Henry ^ and mon of the chief commanders taken 
prifoners Q. Guilt is n^ver fecure : Mohar^med Barb^rqjf^ 
had ufuiped the crown of Granada ^om ^is malfter, who^ 
to fa^e his life, had retired to Rond^^ and therefore this viSory, 
inftead of rejoicing, alarq^ed him.* IJe koew that the king of 
CqftiU was equally impetuous and cbftioate; he was fenfiUe he 
had provoked bim^ and he was confcious of his fuMriority. 
' He a£led^ however, very prudently \n this critical fituationj 
he Ujoderftood that the ^rand mafter and Don Henry were the 
king's principal favourites; he fet them at liberty without ran* 
fom, he fent by them magnificent prefents to Don Pedr§y and 
he defired them to mediate a peace ^.

All thiis, however, had no cffe£l; Don Pedro carried 
on the war with fucH fiereenefs, that at length Mohammed 
Barbaro£a refolded to go inperfonto Seville^ djnd fiibmit him- 
felf to a prince, whom he found it not in his jiower to refift. 
He demanded and received a fafe condud for this 'purpofe, 
and then executed his defign. Don Pedro received hiip with 
all the kindnefs and affability imaginable, and ordered one of 
the principal lords of his court to make a great feaft for his 
new vaflal. But being informed that Mohammed had brought 
with him great treafures, iand that thofe who attended hihi 
had very rich jewels, he caufed them to be feized at that feaft ; 
and having mounted the Mmg of Granada upon an afs, fent 
^ them out into the moft public place with a herald, proclaim- 
ing before them, that the^king of Cafiile had condemned them 
to be'put to death, as traitors againft their lawful fovereign P. 
Some fay that Don Pedro with his own hands gave the king 
of Granada a mortal wound, dnd afterwards cut off his head *>. 
However that may be, it is univerfally confefied, that this 
unfortunate monarch, ' with thirty feven of the principal per- 
fons in his court, were there flain, in breach of public faith, 
and fpoiled of all their wealth (W)» After this, the head of

\i Mohammed had fallen into his 
hand^ as a prifoner of war ; but 
as he knew who he was, and 
what he was, before he granted 
him a fafe condud, as he had re- . 
ceived his homage and his pre- 
fents, and taken him into his 
prote£iion,there arguments were 
of no weight at all. Befides, ava- 
rice and cruelty were* the natu- 
ral vices of this monarch, both 
of which were gratified in this

now at liberty to chaftife that monarch to the utmoit^ in 
which he hoped he would not refufe him his afliftance. , In- 
ftead of obferving that the peace ftili continued, or that him- 
felf had no quarrel againft that king, Don Carlos approved of 
all, and promifed his concurrence ; the fate of the king of 
Granada was frefli in his mind, and the fight of the king of 
Caft%le\ troops, of whom the town was full, would not fuffer 
him to recoiled any fcruples, fo that they parted very good 
friends t.

fentt of the archbilhops of Tckdo and Saragoja ; king Uirt^ 
profAiikig him Logronoj and giving him fixty thoufand piftoks 
in gdfd ^. Don Pedr0 having notice of this, ofieredhim^ not 
onlythe place before- mentioned , . but Viiforia alfo. 

The king gS Navarre concluded a treaty with hhn too; aiid^ Dekttr§mi 
to Ihew wli^t a foyal politician he was, when the Englijh forces managt- 
arrived lipon his frontiers, he fent for OHver de Mauny^ who ««/«/ o/ 
vras Cdufin to Befirand du GuefcKfiy and deiired him to fetse ^^^ W ^ 
upon his perfon, as he was hunting, and carry him prifoner Navarre 
to a fort of which he was. governor, for which fervice he V* ^'^ 
oflf«t^ him a fum of money, and the cafUe of Cberhvrg iti'^, 
Normandy ^ which Oliver^ who was a foldicr of fortune, vc-f^^^^' 
<:e{^d J fe that Don Pedro and the prince of Waks paifed 
through Navarre without any oppofition *. Such Englifim 
• hati hitherto ferved king Henry^ left him upon the approach 
of the BiiKk Prime ; notwithftanding which, he refolved to 
^ive the enemy battle, contrary to the opinion of Ber^ 
4rand du GuefcKn^ and die foreign officers, who affured tiim 
th«it fihe^Bo^ of the prince of fyaleiwere invmcible, while in 
'ftttl bearfth and vigour ; but that if he drew diom farther into 
Che country, andcxpofed them but for a few weeks to the 
t3fid( a Spanijb fun, thejr would cither retire of themftlvey^ 
or fkllaneafy^onquefty. But Don -fi^wry^ knowing that his . 
brofther had many partisans, and being diffident, even of fome 
of ^e troops in his own army, refolved to venture a battfe, 
tvliitfa vras accordingly fought on the fixth of j/pril^ between 
N€^ra and Navarette^ where, through the fault of Don 
ITJr/A, the king's brother, the left wing was quickly beat, which 
4)rought on a total route, notwithftindtng the kri)g expofed 
bifUlelf ^extremely to prevent it *. The lofs was very great; 
«nd, befides the 'numbers flain upon the fpot, there wcre-many 
*{l(dfOfl»'Of diftindiion taken prifoners. The king, Don Henry ^ 
made his efcape with aH poffible diligence through Jrragoni 
into Frianee j his queen, with her children, went to Sara- 
goffa\

The king^ DdK Pedro* 8 natural cruelty ihewed itfelf, not only in thfl 
Mhn?edxOt ufage of -the prifoners taken by. his troops, but in caufing a 
feaud 'gendeman.to be put to deathy who fell into the h^nds o^ aa 
again 'upon £nglijh lord, which produced an expoftulation on. the part 
fhe thronet^ Xj^i^ip^XiQjt:Oi fValeSj which, how much ibevec he difliked, 
and again \^^ thought fit to diffemble *». They proceeded together as far 
^«w|:^r/i/^g Bf^rgos^s where the prince lodged in the monaflery JDe ks 
-'. " Huelgasj and his brother John of Gaunt^ duke of Lancafi^^ 
'^^*l in the convent of 5/. Domintck* The prince of Wales found 
. it neceflary for his own fafety to conclude a truce betweea 
the crowns of Cajlile and Arragon^ and a treaty for himfdf 
with the laft-mcntioned crown and that of Portugal^ by 
which he ftipulated the reciprocal aififtance of each power in 
the diviiion of the ftates of Cafiile^ in cafe Don Pedro broke 
his faith with them, which they all fufpeded ; and then, 
taking leave of him, returned back into Guienney moved 
thereto chiefly by a iicknefs that broke put in his army ^. 
Don Pedroy npw left to himfelf, began to indulge, in a greater 
degree than ever, that thirfl of blood which rendered h'm^ 
univerfally odious and terrible. At Burgos^ Toledo^ and 
Seville^ fome people of the firft quality were ' put to death, 
and numbers of inferior rank. In this political inquifition^ 
even women did not ercape**. The king, Don Henrys did 
not fuffer his fpirits to be funk through his misfortunes ; but, 
on the contrary, follicited the count deFoixy who, out of mere 
' compaffion, offered him a. retreat in his country, the king of 
France by letters, and pope Urban the fifth, who then remed 
at Avignon in perfon. He received from each of them, whicji 
rarely happens in fuch cafes, more than he could demand or 
exped. The countgave him leave to raife forces in his territo- 
ries, and allowed his fon to command them. The pope re- 
• celved him kindly, freed him (if we canfuppofe that in his 
power) from all blemiih' of illegitimacy, and difmiiTed him 
from his prefence as legal a .monarch as he could, and as rich a 
one as it was convenient to make him ^. The king of France 
. exceeded both ; for he ordered his brother, the duke ofAn/ou^to 
' give him a large fum of money,made him a prefent of a ftrong 
fortrefs on the frontiers of Navarre^ and allowed him to raife 
what troops he could. In virtue of thefe afiiftances, he aflcmbied 
an, army, with which he entered Cajilie, after having pafled 
through Arragony without the leave of that monarch, in the

The generous manner in which he had behaved towards Be/iezes in 
iTuch as aflifted him in his former expedition, had induced all^ conjunSiion 
4vho were hot mutdered oi* imprifoned, to put themfelvcs in <vaith the 

• motion for his' fervice. By the end of the month of Aprils ^^f^g^f 
he became mailer of the city of LeoH^ the beft part of that Granada^ 
kingdom, and a great pah of AfiUrias%. The city of Toledd^ the city of 
howevfer; refufed to acknowlegc him, though their archbifhop Cordova 
had accompanied hini in his exile. The king, having in vain y^tifom 
tried evety method to perfiiade thera, at length irivefted the^^^* 
fcity with 2l great army, being determined to reduce it bjr 
force K At this time, Don Pedro, with the very fame in- 
tention, ti^as before Cordova^ with the king of Granada^ who 
had brought fix thoufand horfe and thirty thoufand foot to his 
affiftance, and thfey puflicd this fiege with fo much vigour; 

*ihat they betame matters of i great part of the city by ftorm i 
yet the cries df the wbmtn, froni the apprehehfioiis of Don 

. Pedro*s cruelty, vi/ere fo Itiud and piercing, that the fight of 
their forrow bahifliing all fcnfe of danger, the men teturned 
with fuch fury to the charge; that they difpofleffed the Moots 
t)f all the pilaces they had taken, and threw the greateft part < 
bf them over the walls. The neit day the two kings attacked 
them again, iand were repulfed with lofs^ after vtrhich they 
raifecl the fiege, ahd feparated their forces *. The people of 

, ^oledd, finding themfelves exceedingly diftfefled, fent to Dort 
Pedro for fuccours 5 and feveral towns On the frontiers of Nd* 
Varre^ having entered itito an aflbciation for their ovtxi defence^ 
and having a fiiiall body of regular troops, commanded by 
Don Telloy fent likewife to aflure him of their fidelity, and to 
receive his orders, letting him know at the fame time, that, on 
the one hand, they were prefled by the king of Naijarre, and 
bn the other, by Don Henry, ' Don P^^r^ returned them fot* 
^nfwer, that he was preparing to relieve Toledo^ which might 
fcreate a diverfion in their favour ; but if, notwithftanding 
they found themfelves obliged to yield j he chofe they fliould dd 
It to his brother; arid not to the king of Navarre. Yet Doft 
Tello prevailed on them to take the contrary courfe, and t6 
fubmit to the king of Navarre ^. The king, Don Henrf^ in 1 36^^

ry marches Don Henry, before Toledo, with v»hom he made a perpetuid 
to give his league for themfe!ves, their heirs, and fucceflbrs ; and the 
hrbther French king, in virtue of his engagements, promi&d to feftd 
/>o« Pedro Bertrand du Guejclin, with fix hundred lances to his ai&ft- 
itf///r, anqe ". Don Pedro having drawn together all the troops he was 
able to aflemble, in the neighbourhood oi Seville, fummoned his 
principal ally, the king of Granada, to fend him frcfli affift- 
ance, which he very readily did ; and with thefe, and with 
the forces of the kingdom of Murcia, he refolved to attempt 
the relief of Toledo,' As foon as Don Henry had intelligence 
of this, he left the archbifhop with a fufficient corps of troops 
to inveft the place; and with the flower of his nobility, and 
a well appointed army, marched tp find out his brother. He 
looked on it as a good omen, that at the very time he took 
this refolution, Bertrand du GuefcUn arrived with his lix 
hundred fahces that had been promifed him from France \ 
On his march he was joined by the grand mafter of St. Jama, 
with the forces he had brought out oif Andalujia ; and thus 
ftrengthened he advanced into the plains of MontieL The 
country .people making fires in the neighbourhood to give 
notice to Don Pedro, he furmifed that thefe troops came 
to his affiftance; but, before it was day, the next morning his 
advanced guards brought him advice, that Don Henry was in 
full march with all his forces to give him battle. 
Don Pedro Don Pedro made the beft difpofition he could, and bc- 
iefeated^ haved very gallantly, but his troops never recovered the ftff- ^ 
And after-,, ^XYL^ they were in on the firft attack, and were quickly 
Hvards xoutcd o. But Don Pedro, with a fmall body of foot, threw . 
^I'^'k^L *M"^felf into the caftle of Montiel, while Don Martin Lopez if j 
hts briber Cordova, with eight hundred horfe, and a thoufand aofs 
^"^^^^'bows, retired into the ftrong fortrefs of G?r/»5«tf, which the 
Montiel ^'"S ^^^ intended for his own retreat, and where he had left 
his children p. This battle was fought tn the fourteenth of

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March j and the king, Don Henrys, having confidercJ the 
place into which his brother had thrown himfelf, eaufed a line 
to be drawn round it, well fortified and well guarded. Don 
Pedro foon found the place not tenable againft his brother's 
forces, and befides this, his garrifon were in great want of 
provifions ; he therefore applied himfelf to Bertranddu Guef- , 
tlin^ and promifed him a large fum of money if he would 
fuflPer hint to pafs through his (Juarters. Btrtrand having con'- 
faked his officers, difcovered this to the king, Don Henry^ 
and, at his requeft, affigned an. hour whea Don Pedro might 
conve to his tent, where Don Henry^ followed by fome rer 
folute perfoiis,* rufHed in, and, having firuck him firft in the 
face with his dagger, the reft fell upon him and put him t6 
death on the twenty-third of March^ when he was thirty- 
five years and feven months old^i. This monarch was 
debauched, cruel, cunning, faithlefs, and covetous, in a fu- 
pfeme degree. After all the Jofles he had fuftained, he left 
behind him at Seville^ Almodava^ and other places, no lefs 
than one hundred and fifty millions in gold and fiWer, befides 
jewels and plate to an immenfe value '. Befides his children 
by Donna Maria de FadiUay he left a fon Don Juan by 
Donna Joanna de Cajiro^ and two other fons Don Sancho 2Lnd 
Don Diego by Donna Ifabellay who had been governefs to hi^ 
fon Don Aknfo. His two eldeft daughters, at the time of ' 
his death, were hoftages in Gulenne^ and the K,9i of his 
children in the caftle of Carmona^^ He expired, therefore, 
with the moft dreadful pro(ped before his eyes, in refpedl to 
all he held dear. 

The king, Don Henry, was far from remaining ^^The kingof 
peaceable poSeflbr of his brother's dominions, by his death ; Portugal 
but, upon his arrival at Seville, he acquired all nis treafures, c/tf/iwj ani 
which put him into a condition of maintaining the war againft affiimes 
all his enemies, though they invaded his dominions almoft on ^^f ^i^lf y 
every fide ^ The firft thing he did was to offer good terms ^i^ of 
to Don Martin^ who commanded in Carmona, which, when ^^^^1^ 
he rejeded, he caufed the place to be blocked up. The towns ^"^ ^^^\ 
of Molina and Requina declared for the king of Arragon"^. 
Ciudad Rodrigo, Le Defma, Alcantara, Zamora, Tuy, Corunna^ 
the city of St. y^ww, Lugo, Orenza, and many other places,

Granada likewife gave him a vaft deal of trouble; and the. 
king of Arragon entered into a league with the prince of 
IVales and duke of Lancajier^ for facilitating the conquefts he 
meditated in CaJiiU ; and he likewife entered into another 
treaty with the king of Portugal^ whi3, in fupport of his prc- 
tenfions, invaded Galicia ^. On the other hand, Toledo hav.-. 
ing furrendered to the archbifhop, and the queen and her 
children being come thither, the king went, to meet them ^. 
He had not been long there, before he received the news of 
the king of Portugal'^ invading Galicia with a numerous 
army, upon which he marched thither with the troops , that 
were about his perfon, with fuch celerity, that the king, Don 
Ferdinand^ who was unwillthg to rifle a battle at fo great a 
diftance from his own dominions, left his troops in Corunna^ 
A/D. and returned borne by fea *. The king, Don Henry^ was 
1 369^ no fooner informed of this, than he directed his march into 
Portugal^ and having made himfelf mafter of the city of 
Bragay defolated all the country round about with fire and 
fword; upon which Don Ferdinand fent him a challenge, to 
which Don Henry anfwered, that if he came with an army, 
he knew where to find him ; foon after which, having exe- 
cuted all that he defigned by this invafion, he difperfed his 
troops into garrifons on the frontiers, and returned into 
CaJltleK' 
Don Men- At this juij<3ure, the enemies of the king Don Henry 
xy defends were many, and the objftacles he had to overcome were great; 
hisdomini' but bis notions of government were clear, his temper mode- 
,tns agaitift x2Xey his application indefatigable. He had many things to 
^^* kings of 2xt£ni\ he fufFered none of them to efcape his notice; he kept 
'^^^ his frontiers well guarded, Carmona and Zamora blocked up, 
«»// Arra- ^j^^ ^^^ ^j, ^Yug^ flying armies in the field. In the affembly of 
8^"' the ftates at Medina del CampOy he ballanced accounts with 

the officers of the foreign troops in his fervi<;e, paid them their 
whole demands, and gave them confiderable gratifications^ 
Celling the ftates at the fame time, ** to thefe ftrangers we 
Owe our prefent fafety; it is but juft, therefore, we ihouli

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aiFord them eftablifhmen^s ; as for their pofierityr, they wll{ 
be brave men and Spaniards **." The king of Granada had 
taken and rafed Jlgezira^ which gavc^ the king great concern. 
He ordered his generals to lay wafte the open country, which 
was extremely well cultivated, which forced the Moors to de»- 
mand a truce, which his refentment did not hinder him from 
granting, becaufe it was convenient for his afiairs ^. The 
rortugueje blocked up the river of Seville with a fleet ; his 
admiral Ambrofe Bocanegra broke through it, with feven ilout 
gillies, having a large fum of money on board, with which he 
proceeded to Bifcay, where he foon ailembled a numerous 
f()uadron of large Ihips, well manned, with which he firft heat 
the Portugueffj and then, by his mafter's orders, failed to the 
itffiftance of the French monarch, and had the good fortune to 
defeat an EngUJh fquadron, and to make the earl of Pern-- 
broke prifoner<*. His brother, the Infant Don Telh^ 
dying, he gave the lord(bip of Bifcay to his own.foh, the 
Infant Don Juan^ and by that means annexed it for ever to 
the crown **. On the frontiers of Arragon he kept a body of ^^ j)^ 
troops fufficient to def^d his fubjefls, till his affairs were in * 1370. 
fuch~ order as might enable him to recover what he had loft ; 
and thus by degrees, and the happy management of events, 
^e |}rofpe£l began to clear on every fide^ and the mildnefs of 
his adminiftration made him beloved at home, while his pru- 
dence and vigour rendered him refpeded abroad ^ 

In the beginning of the year, the pope fent his legates into Becomes 
Spain^ with fetters direded to the kings of Cajiile^ Arragon^ mafier of 
^nd Portugal^ to perfuade them to a peace ; and at the fame Carmona, 
time he wrote to the prelates of Toledo^ SeviUf^ Sarogo^a^ znA^^^kes 
Cstnbra^ requiring them to give all the aiSftance in their power ?'*^^.*""^^ 
to this good work, Don Henry received them with great ^' ^'**? ^f 
Jcindnefs and refpeS, but ^dvifed them not to lofe titae at his '^^'"g^* 
court, fince he was already as well difpofed in that refped as 
they could wi(h, upon which they departed for Portugal %^ 
In the mean time the king went in perfon to the fiege of 
CarmonOy where, fon^e fay, his life was in great danger front 
a fally made by the betieged. His guards, hpwever, attempted 
the place by fcaling, and about forty or them got into the 
towns but before they could force their paffage to a gate,

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were furroundcd and taken prifoncrs, and fome days after, the ' 
governor ordered them to be put to death ^. At length, famine 
and frequent loffcs (compelled Don Martin to capitulate, when 
he offered to deliver up his mafler's treafures and children, > 
provided he mi^t be at liberty to go where he pleafed. The 
king added he muft Lkewife deliver up Don Pedro*s chan* 
cellor, who had been the great inftrument of his cruelties, to 
which he very readily agreed *. The king fent the treafures 
and the children of Don Pedro to Taledoy and ordered the 
chancellor and the governor to be put to death. The latter 
infifted that this was againft public faith ; but the king alleged 
the murder of the forty foldiers, which being likewife againft 
public faith, left him, in the king's opinion, no title to it K 
A fevere judgment, but aigood example. 'Tamora^ and all 
the country of G(ilicia^ quickly fubmittcd ; and the king of 
^ Portugal very wifely confented to a peace, and agreed to 
' marry Donna Leonora^ Infanta of Caftile^ with a portion of 
three hundred thoufand crowns. Yet, foon after, falling in 
love with Donna Leonora Tellez^ the wife of John Lawrence d$ 
Jcunhay hef fent embafladors to the king of Cajiile, to excufc 
his declining the marriago; and, having caufed the lady to 
be divorced from her hufhand, fecretly made her Ws wife. 
The king of Cajlile told the embafladors that he could always 
find z, match for his daughter, and that though he wifhed him 
for his fon- in law, he was very well content to efleem the 
A D ^^"S ^^ Portugal his friend and ally ^ Towards the cbfe of 
J ' * the year, at the requeft of the pope'* legate, he concluded 9 
^^ ' truce with the crown of Navarre^ and another with that of 
Jrragon; and the face of peace being thus unirerfally re- 
ftored, he fent the Infant Don Juan to take pofleiSon of 
£i/cay °».

^atesnewu Donna Conjiantia^ daughter to the king. Don P^^<>, invited 
difiurhan- him into his dominions, and promifed to fupport his preten-« 
f//, fjons \ upon which he afliimcd the tide of king of CafiiU °. 

In confidence therefore of receiving thcfe fuccours in due 
time, he made an irruption into Galicia, furprized Tuy and

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fome other places, which were fpecdily recovered by the king 

pf Cajiile^ who, when he once underftood the bottom of the 

defign, immediately undertook to cure the king of Portugal 

of a cjzfolutioni to difturb him. In the firfl place, he fent a 

i^uadron of (hips to the affidance of the French^ that by find- ' 

ing employment for the Englijh nearer home, he might be in 

the Icfs danger of being troubled with them in Portugal \ and 

at the fame time he charged his admiral with negotiating the 

repurchafe of thofe lands, which he 'had given io^Bertranddu 

Guefclin \ for, as he* was now become? conftable of France^ it 

was not at all probable he ihould ever think of returning into 

Spain^ which propofal was readily accepted ; and, for the 

fum of two hundred and feventy thoufand crowns in gold, 

the king recovered all the places he had formerly granted 

him **. 

While his fleet was thus employed, the king made an 1372. 
expedition into Portugal^ and took fevcral places ; but, upon J^on Hen-, 
the application of the pope's legate, he confented to a (hort ry compels 
truce, and likewife renewed that with Arragon fSi* eight ^^'^ ^'* 
months ?. The truce being expired, Don Henry^ in the ^J!^-^ 
very depth of winter, made himfelf matter of Vifeo^ and from t^^^ 
thence advanced towards G7/«^r<2 ; but being informed that *^*"^ f 
Donna Leonora^ queen of Portugal^ had retired thither to lie ^^ ^fpumd 
in, he fent her a compliment,* importing that her prefence ^^^^^^ 
was an invincible garrifon ** ; upon which he moved towards 
the king of Portugal^ who was encamped at Santaren ; but 
finding that he would aft only on the defenfive, he proceeded 
to infult Li/bouy and, by the alfiftance of a fquadron from 
SeljilUy he burnt part of the lower town, and fome ihips in 
the harbour r. This gave fuch weight to the endeavours of 
the pope's legates for obtaining a peace, that at length the 
preliminaries were fettled, by which the king of Portugal en- 
gaged, that whenever \iix\^ Henry fent a fquadron to the affift- 
ance of France ^ he would likewife fend five (hips or gallies ; 
that Don Ferdinand de Cajiroy and the reft of the exiles from 
Caftile ftiould be obliged to quit his dominions j and that Don 
Sancho^ the king of Caftile s brother, fliould marrv Donna 
Beatrix^ fifter to king Ferdinand^ and. that Don Alonfo^ the 
natural fon of king Henry ^ Chould marry Donna IfabeUa^ the • 
natural daughter of king Ferdinand^ when they were of com- 
petent age : in confideration of which, the king, Don Henry ^

This treaty the 
two kings figned and fwore to, intheprefqnce'of the legates; 
after which, the firft of the two marriages was celebrated, and 
Donna JJabella was put'into the hands of the king oiCqfiik ^. 
A peace was fome naonths afterwards concluded with the king 
of Navarre^ who took advantage from thence to foUicit thq 
icing of CaJiUe to detach himfelf from France^ and to make 
a league with the Englijh^ vvhich the l^ing absolutely refufed. 
A. D. JJOtwithftandipg that the duke of LancQjler offered, in that 
1373- ^^^^"i ^ accept of a fum of money in lieu of his pretenfions j 
Jo whjch,' jndepqndant of the league, the king of Caftile de- 
clared he had no obje(!Jlion : the truce with Arrqgqn was alfo 
/ prolonged \ and thus the peace of his dominions was onc^ 
^gain reftored% which enabled him to put his affairs into 
fo good order; tliat he had no reafon to fe^r any of his 
^ neighbours. . ' . ' . ' 

ponckd£s The duke of £^;7^<!5r/?^r being extremely piqued at the re^ 
^t length fufal of* the king' of Cajiile to quit the party of the French^ 
ajincere 'refolved to carry his threats into execution, and with this vicvi^ 
andfoli4' levied forces, and entered into a treaty with the crown of 4r- 
^eaceyjithjragon, iThe king, Don Henry ^ affembled a great army in the 
^ke «^'«|' ^/neighbourhood en Burgos^ where a quarrel happening amongft' 
V^rf^gon. the foldiers on the igthxbf Marghy his brother, Don Sancho^ 
interpofing, to prevent a mutiny, received a wound in his face 
with a lance, of which he died, leaving his wife. Donna 
Beatrix^ with child of a daughter, named Donna Leonora^ 
who was afterwards queen of Arragon ". The king was cx- 
t^emely affliSed, and, in the firft tranfport of his paffion, 
would have put to death all the foldiers that had any fhare iri 
the quarrel; but the nobility pacified him ; fo that only a fe«r 
of the moft guilty were puniflied '^. He then fent to the king 
o^ Arragon^ to put him in mind of their former friendfliip; to 
prefs him to fend his (laughter Donna Leonora to cfpoufe the 
Infant Don J^uan^ prince of CajiiU^ as they had been paifion- 
ately in lov« with each other from their very childhood j and 
\o afTure him, that he was content to give him any reaforiable 
jatisfaSion in reference to the difputqs betweeji thepi. The 
king of Arragqn demanded, in a peremptory manner, th< king- 
dom of Murctd, The king of Caftile anfwered tiiat it was 
|rue he bad promifed him that kingdom for his ^fliftahce, but

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that this prooiife was made void by his entering into a treaty

After much alterca- 
tion, a treaty was cp.icluded, and figned by the two kings, on 
the 1 2th of Jpril, by which a perpetual pea(ce was flipulate4 
for themfelyes and fucceffors, the time fixed fqr the marriage, - 
and the fum of one hundred and eighty thoufand pieces of 
gold fixed as an equivalent for the tefiitutipn pf the places 
which the king of Arragen was to reftore ^. This treaty was 
ratified ind fworn to on the 28th of May^ to thegreat fatis- 
faiiion of both nations. The fame year, the kinr being in- A. D, . 
formed, that the French had obliged 'the duke of Lancajt^r to 1374. : 
abandon his defign of invading Caftile, by harraffing his 
troops in fuch a manner, that they were unable to profecute 
their march, he thought himfelf obljged to return this favour, 
by making ^m expedition, in perfon, into Guienne, and fend- 
ing alfo ^ ftrong fleet to their ^ftancp, which terminated the 
operations of this year ^. ^ 

In the fpring, Don Carlos, prince of Navarre, came to Enters in4 
Soria, and there efpoufed, on the 27th of May^ the InfsLnU to/rej? en* 
Donna Leonora of Caftile, and on tBe 17th oi JuneioWovfinggagements^ 
the Infanta Leonora of Arri^gon was married at the fame«»^« 
place, to Don Juan Infant of Caftile^. But Don Alonfo,*reatyy 
Count of Gijon^ the king's natural fon, taking fome diflafte ^^^^^^g^ 
to the princefs of Pqrtugal, whoip his father had chofen for ?J"'^ 'r^ 
his wife, fled out of his dominions; and after vifiting the court p"^^ - 
of France, and that of tlie pope* at Avi'gnqn, he at length ^' "^*^ 
thought proper to return, and to comply with his father's in- » 
clinations a. The pgagements he had entered into with the 137s* 
^uke of -<^»/^z/, brother to the f^rench Ymg, who claimed the 
kingdom of Majorca by donation, gave fome umbrage ito the^ 
king of Arragdn, but not fufEcient to create any rupture 
feet ween the two crowns, becaufe the monarch of Arragoh faw 
clearly, that if the, king of Cajttie had meant any thing more 
than was pretended by thoife treaties, he would have ftipylated 
greater fuccours ; and, therefore, he thought it beft to pafs by 
an offence that might be augmented by taking notice of it. ' \ 
^his had a good effedl ; fo^ the king of Cajtm gave hin^ tp 
^nderfiand, that though he could not refufe his aflEftance to

frt%e Lo- execute this bargain. As Don Carlos had married the daijghter 

grono, of the king of Caftile^ it was natural for him to confult him 

and II fur- xy^Qn his journey, from which the king diffuaded him, as he 

prized tn ^^^ ^^ ^^^^ ^j^^ court of his uncle, the king of France^ in bis 

^«''*»- ^ay ; where he muft either deal perfidioufly with that monarch, 

or -avow to him his father's defigns. The prince, notwidi- 

ftanding, went with fome counfellors of his father's, but thcjr 

were arrefted at Paris^ and Jiis companions proceeded againlt 

1377. and condemned as traitors. In^the mean time, king Edwari 

the third, of England ^ died ; notwithftanding which, the 

king of Navarre continued his intrigues with his grandfon 

Richard the fecond ^. He forefaw that this would bring on a 

war with the crown of Caftile^ and therefore projeded the 

acquilitjon of Jj^grono, a place of great beauty and importance, 

ftanding in the midft of a fair plain on the bank of the river 

Ebro. The method he took was to corrupt Don Pedro Akth 

riquej a nobleman of the niceft honour in Caftile^ and thd fum 

he offered him was 20,000 pieces of gold. Don P^ir^ havipg 

firft acquainted the king his mafter, clofcd with the propofals, 

received all the money, at feveral payments, and, at the time 

appointed, admitted fix hundred of the king of Navarre'^ 

troope; but immediately after difarmed and made them pri- 

foncrs of war, and was very near trapping the king himfelf* 

Soon after, the Infant Don Juan of Caftile made an irruption 

into Novarrey and advanced within fight of Pampeluna, At

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this time thefc wag a fchifm in the church of Reme^ occ^- A. D, 
fioned by the eleflion of Urban i\it fixth, and Clement th^ I37^* 
feventh, to the papal dignity ; the French ^idhcring to the 
former, and the Englijh to the latter ; but the kings of Caf- 
tik and Arragm very wifely declined owning either ; and this 
by the advice of the wifcft of their prelates and great lords ^ * 
So that in fuch cafes as thefe, we find thofe fuing to be aclcnow- 
leged to have any power, who, as foon as that was admitted, 
]aid claim to all. 

The king thought fit (o hold an aflembly of all the prelates ^'^^i^^^r^^ 
in his dominions, in the town of Illefcas^ where a refolution ^^/'Henry 
was taken to fequefter the papal revenues, till it could be^/-^/^^- 
known to whom they belonged ; for the difcuffion of which ^^^' *wtth 
matter another aflembly was held at Burgos 8. There the-^f'f'^ ^* 
Ving of Navarre applied himfelf to Don Henry^ to obtain a ^'^^* ^ 
peace, of which his affairs ftood in great need. The king of^^'-^^* 
Gaftile prcfcribed to him fuch terms as he thought fit, and 
amongft the reft, difcharging the Englijh and the Gafcon 
t;roops that were in his pay, to which the king of JViav^rrf 
objeded that he had no money to give them, and they would 
not go without; upon which Don Henry lent him a confider- 
able fum; and having taken the necefiary fecurlties for his ob- 
ferving the peace, reftored all that he had taken during the 
war *»• In a very (hort time after the conclufion of this treaty, 
the king fell ill of a flow confuming difeafe, which having 
gradually wafted his ftrength, brought him at laft to the grave, 
on the 29th of May^ as is reported by Don Pedrp Lopez de 
Ayala^l though many other hiftorians report, that Mohammed 
Tago, king of Granada^ perceiving that he had at length ac- 
compliftied his plan of fetding a firm peace with all his neigh- 
bours, fufpe£led that it muft be with a view of attacking his ' 
dominions with his whole force, and therefore prevailed upon 
an old fervant of his to feek fhelter at the court of Cajiile^ 
as if he had been ill treated by him, and to watch an opportu- 
nity of poifoning the king, which he is faid to have effected 
by a prefent of a pair of beautiful bufkins, which were fcented 
with a venomous perfume ^» Ferreras confiders this as a vul- 
gar report, which might take rife from the king's falling ill 
not long after this prefent was made him. Indeed, if we 
confider the propenfity of the common people to attribute 
the deaths of princes to fome extraordinary caufe, and their

' the tide of Caftik^ and whom Don Ferdinand had invited to 
come with a fleet 9nd army to Lijbon. Don Juan^ inftead of A. D. ' 
ejqpoftulating upon this fubjed, ordered his forces to aflemble, 1 380^ 
and the principal places on his frontiers to be repaired; being 
I thoroughly perfuaded, that the beft way to prevent a war is , 
to prepare for and provide for it in time q. 

On the 25th of May deceafed Donna Joannoy queen That 
dowager of Ca/tiUj a woman, diftinguifhed by virtues tht crown fie" 
moft rare, as well as the moft unafiedTed piety, whofe firm- gotiates ait 
ntk in adverfity rendered her always refpe£led, and whofe alliance 
humility in the time of her profperity was univerfally ad- againfl 
mired '. The king being informed that his brother Don ^'^ ^V^' 
Alanfo held a private coir^cfpondencc with the king of Portugal^f^^^ 1!^^'* 
endeavoured to furprize him, but he made his efcape into ^^^fi^ 
Afturius^ where he took {belter in his flrong cattle of Gijon 5 ^P^^^^^' 
to which, when the king followed him, Don Alonfo came ^^'^"^ 
out, aflured him that he Aiad been miireprefented, upon 
which they were prefently reconciled «. The king, Don 
fuan^ then refolved to attack Portugal^ both by land and fea, 
before the arrival of their auxiliaries from England'^ but Don 
Ferdinand fpared him the labour, by fending a fle^t of four 
ihips and twenty gallies to infult the harbour of Seville. In 
their pailage they met the admiral of Caftiie, Don Ferdinand 
de Tabar^ with twenty gallies, who at firft declined fightihg ; 
but, perceiving that five of the Portuguefe gallies were gone 
to take in water at a port upon the coaft, he attacked the reft 
of the fleet with fo much vigour, that he took fixteen gallies, 
and on board of one of them Don ^uan Alonfo^ who was the 
queen's "brother, and with thefe prizes returned in triumph to 
Seville ^ The king, Don Juan^ beRegcd the cattle of Almeyda 
and reduced it. On the 1 8th of July^ the Engliflf fleet ar- 
rived in the harbour of Lijbony commanded by Edmund^ earl 
of Cambridge^ the eldeft Ton of the duke of York, having 
with him a fmall army of between three and four thoufand 
men, bis countefs, and his fon Edward^ afterwards duke of 
York^ who was killed at the batde of Agincourt, then a child

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of fix years old; notsvithftandiog which, the firft thing done 
was, to marry him to the Infanta Beatrix, and they were doC 
A. D. only married, but bedded in public. The good con^- 
1381. pondence, however, between the EngliJh^nA Portuguefcy did 
not laft long; there were great complaints, and very probably 
\ not altogether without caufe, on both fides ; of which the king 
of CaJiiU having notice, he refolv^ to (hut up the .port of 
Lijbon againft freOi fuccours, and to deal with thofe'^who 
were already arrived as well as he could u. 
ne king. While the king meditated certain importantopcratioiis, 
Don Juan, both by land and fea, his brother Don Alonfo^ count de GiJMi 
forces Por- aftually quitted his dominions, and retired to BraganTna in 
tug^l to Portugal^ with feveral lords who were attached to him. The 
conclude a king diffcmbled the offence againft. him, continued his prepa- 
ftcretand rations, and fitted out a fleet, with which he gave great 
feparate difturbance to the inhabitants of Lijbon^ and obliged the king 
peace. ^f Portugal to remove his court from thence w. As foon as 
his army began to be in motion towards the enemies frontien, 
he fignified to his brother, who was ftill at Braganza^ that he 
ihould return without delay, upon 'which he repeated ttie 
order ; Don Jlonfo returned for anfwer, that if he would 
fend him the Infant Don Ferdinand, his fecond fon, the fons 
of fix of the principal nobility, aand put a certain number of 
caftles into his hands, for his fecurity, himfelf and his friends 
would return. Don y«<y», without taking the leaft notice, of 
this propofition, fent a third order for him and his adherents 
to return to their duty by a certain day, on pain of being die- 
clared traitors, and all their eftates confifcated ; upon which 
his friends retired without taking leave, and, after a few days, 
ke was conftrained to follow their example *. The king of 
Portugal having afTembled all his forces, and feeming deter- 
mined to give the Caftiliam battle, the king created Don 
Hernando Ah)are% de Toledo, and Don Pedro Ruys Sarmiento, 
marflials of the field, which was the firft time that title had 
been heard of in Caftile y. The king of Portugal, to Ih^w he^^ 
- would not be vanqui(hed by titles, gave that of conftable to 
Don Aliaro Perez de Caftro, ^nd made Fajquez de Azevedo 
marfhal *. The two armies being in fight of each other, the 
new conftable and marfhal advifed their mafter to make 
I peace, to which he readily liftened, and granted them full 

powers for that purpofe, but defired they would treat it with 
} great fecref^. Upon this, they went in the night to the

•whom the peace was prefently fettled on the following terms. 

'The Infanta Donna Beatrix was to be once flione married to 

the Infant Don Ferdinand^ fon to the king of CaftiU^ who was 

tin the fecond year of his age ; the Porluguefe admiral, with 

his galltes and men, were to be fet at liberty ; and the king of 

jCafiile was to furni(h a fleet to carry the Englijh home. Don 

Juan fcrupled this at firft ; but the Portuguefe plenipoten- « 

tianes reprefented, that home they muft be fent, and they had 

no fleet ; and, if they had, they were afraid of its being feized 

in England \ {o that at length it was ratified ^. As foon as 

this came to be divulged,- the earl of Cambridge and his 

troops were extremely irritated ; but , the Spanijh fleet arriving 

before the bay of Lijbon^ and there being no remedy, they 

embarked, and were very fafely carried home. The joy A. D. 

which the king Don Juan conceived at the conclufwn of this 1 382. 

troublefome affair, was quickly turned into grief, by the death 

of his queen Donna Leonora^ in childbed, exceedingly re* 

getted, as {he was univerfa^Iy beloved by his fubjeSs *>. At 

the requeft of the king of Navarre^ he interpofed with the 

French monarch, for the liberty of the prince Don Carlos^ 

and Charles the fixth granted, it, as a very particular mark of ' 

his efteem^ Upon his return home, the king, his father, 

iG&nt him to return thanks to the king of CaftiUj in perfon, 

who received him very kindly, and difmiflTed him with 

rich prefents, by which he attached him moil cordially to his 

intereftsc. 

As foon as it was decent, or perhaps a little earlier, the king By his 
of Portugal fent one of his minifters to infmuate to Don Juan marriage

-felf was inclined to the marriage, it was quickly concluded, {J * * 
upon condition that the children of the king and the Infanta ^^^"^' 
(hould fuc(;eed to the kingdom of Portugal ; and that, in cafe 
the throne became vacant before fuch children were born, the 
queen-dowager (hould govern with the title of regent •*. Don* 
na Leonora accompanied her daughter to the frontiers : the

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king, 'Donyuariy arrived at Badajoz on the iirft o( May^ fronl 
whence he proceeded to Telves^ where he efpoufcd the Infan- 
ta Yionm Beatrix^ brought her the fame afternoon to Badajox^ 
and the next day received the nuptial benediction in the ca- 
thedral church *. Soon after this his brother Don Alonfo re- 
volted the fecond time, or rather the* thitd, and retired 
to Gijon^ whither the king followed and redaced him ; and^ 
though he did not deprive him of his liberty^ yet he repri- 
manded him feverely ^ In the affembly of the ftates, held 
foon after at Seg^via^ the old method of reckoning by the acra 
of^afar Was laid afide fof that of our Lord, according t6 
Ferreras^ in the year of that aera 1421 g. While the king 
was employed in regulating the domeftic concerns of his go- 
vernment, he had intelligence that his father-in-law, Dori 
Ferdinand^ lay at the point of death ; upon which he fent 
fome perfons, in whom he could confide, to Li/ion^ and drew 
bimfelf nearer to the frontiers. On the 22d of OSiober that 
monarch departed this life, and left his dominions in almoft 
inexpreffible confufion *». Donna Beatrix his only daughter,* 
had been acknowieged by the ftates as the legal heirefs of the 
throne. The people in general, however, inclined to Hon 
y^aii the king's brother, who was fon to Don Pedro by his 
Second wife, the famous Agnes de Caftro, This Donyuatt^ i 
few years before, falling in love with Donna Maria TeUez; 
fifter to Leonora queen of Portugal^ married her 5 which raif- 
ed fuch a fpirit of envy in the queen, that flie caufed it to be 
infinuated to Don yuan^ that her fifter was falfe to his bed,* 
and that, if he was once free from fo bad a wife, (he was in- 
dined to give him the Infanta Donna Beatrix : Upon "which j 
tranfported with jealoufy and ambition, he barbaroufly mur- 
dered the innocent lady *. But difcovering, wh^n it was tod 
late, thefalfhood of the queen's information, and of her pro- 
mife, he retired into Cajiile ; where, upon the dfcath of hii 
father-in-law, the king caufed him to be arretted, togethe/ 
with his brother the count Don Alonfo, whom their father had 
married againft his will to a baflard daughter of the late king 
of Portugal^ in whofe right, or rather in whofe name, he at- 
tempted to form fome pretenfions ^. The queen-dowagef 
had the title of regent ; and her daughter, the reigning quecii 
of Caflile, was proclaimed queen of Portugal : but anothet 
brother of the late king, whofe name was likewife Dbri yuani 
but a baftard, being grand matter of the ritilitary order of -//wV,

The more the king oi Caftile confidered the affairs of Por- ^^ ^^^^ 
fugal^ the more he found himfelf at a lofs how to conduS ^p^^ ^y^ 
himfclf therein. He was very defirous of complying ^^^^ the regal 
the engagements to which he had fworn at his marriage, and titlt^ and 
fignified the fame to the ftates of Portugal ^ afluring them that labours to 
he was willing the queen- dowager fhould govern with the acquire 
title of regent, during her life, and that he did not feek the that coum* 
crown for himfelf but for his pofterity ". The queen Leonora^ try by 
being conftrained to quit Zi^J^ff, retired to Santaren^ and from A''^^- 
thence intreated the king to come to her relief, as fhe had no 
other refource. Upon this Don Juan of Cajlile put himfelf 
at the head of his forces, and marched with them into Portu^ 
gah The grand matter of Avn declared this a breach of the 
marriage treaty, and that he had forfeited all his rights there- 
by. At the fame time he fent ambaffadors into England^ to 
make an alliance with king Richard the fecond, or rather 
with his uncles who governed him. The king o^ Cajlile y 
perceiving plainly that there was no hope of acquiring Por- 
tugal but by conqueft, ordered his fleet from Seville to block 
up the port of X//2<3«, and invited his brother-in-law Don 
Carlos prince of Navarre^ to come to his afliftance °, War 
i<ras now carried on with great fury on both fides ; feveral 
g'eat towns, and many of "the nobility, acknowleged Don. 
jfuan of Cajlile for their king ; but the Portuguefe nation la 
general adhered firmly to the proteSor**. Several adions 
happened with variety of fuccefs ; fometimes the troops of 
Cajlile had the better, fometimes they were beaten by the 
Portuguefe. This great confufion was increafed by the king's 
.difcovering that the queen- dowager had entered into anew 
intrigue with Don Pedro Count ot Trajlamara^ whom (he pro- 
pofed to marry, and to murder the king. Upon this he caufed 
her to be arrefted, and fent prifoner into Caftile p. He then 
befieged Liftfon^ took the fort of Almeyda^ and, upon the ar- 
rival of Don Carlos^ with a noble body of troops, his affairs 
began to wear a better appearance : but the fcene was foon 
changed ; the plague broke out in his army, and, though he 
perfifted fome time in carrying on the Ccge, yet at length, 
chiefly by the perfuafion of the prince of Navarre ^ he de- 
camped ; and, having put flrong garrifons into the places 
that had declared for him, retired with the reft of his army

^^/, able fcrvice. The count embraced this infamous propofition, 
biatin iy and took his meafures with two other noblemen for the cxccu- 
Dm Juan, tion of it : but the protedor arrefting two of thctr friends lip- 
nuiom tbi or^certain fufpicions, the confpirators imagined, tho* without 
Porta- any grounds, they were difcovered, and immediately con- 
gaefc fulted their fafcty by flight ^ This mortified the king Don 
tUQedfor Juan extremely ; nor was it long before he received ano- 
thdr king, ^^^ i^\tzt of i>cws, which gave him ftill greater uneafinefs, 
which was, that the ftates of Portugal had taken upon them to 
elefl and proclaim the proteftor king •. After mature deli- 
beration, however, and a thorough perfuafion of his ovvn title, 
and that the force of his dominions was infinitely fuperior to 
that of Portugal^ he determined to invade it by land and (ea. 
With this view he ordered a great fleet to be fitted out at 
Seville^ as well as a ftrong fquadron from Bifcay^ with a vaft 
<]uantity of provifions on board, for the fupport of his army, at 
the head of which he marched to the frontiers ^ There, 
however, he held fcveral councils of war, in order to fctde 
the operations of the campaign ; and fome of the ableft per- 
fons about him difTuaded him from proceeding farther, at 
lead in perfon, as he was very ill of an ague, as the new king 
of Portugal had obtained a confiderable vidory at Truncofi^ 
as the king had loft moft of his father's old officers by the 
plague the preceding year, and as the whole nation feemed de- 
termined to fucceed or perifh in fupport of their new king: but 
the young lords, who were about him, had their heads fo full 
of the glory of Cajillt^ and relied fo much on the fuperiority 
of their forces, that at length the king was jperfuaded to pro- 
fecute his defign ; and, after having in vain attempted to 
enter into a treaty, he refolved to ftake all upon a decidve 
aflion °. It is laid that the army of CafiiU exceeded thirty 
thoufand men ; whereas thofe who carry things bigheft ac- 
khowlege, that the king of Portugal had not above twelve 
thoufand, and the hiftorians of that country fay not above half

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that number. He did not, however, decline fightings Wt 
chofe an advantageous poft, and declared hisrefolution to wait 
there for the army of Caftile. When the kirtgj Don Juan^ 
was in fight of the enemy, he halted^ in order to advife once 
more with his principal officers, amongft whoih there were 
fome who fuggefied that, as the enemy were pofted- between 
two liiorafles, it would be very imprudent to attack them^ more 
fefpecially that day, the army being fatigued^ and having had 
fcatce any refrefliment t but the young officers inftfted that it 
Would be infamous, after looking the Portuguifiin the face^ 
liot to attack them without delay. The kihg, being himfelf 
under great doubts, had recourfe to M. ir AiV, the Frtncb 
ambaflSdor, a man of fixty years, of age, who had fpent 
his whole life in arms. He modeiUy told the king, that, a h^t*^ 
tie being refolved upon, the point was to gain a vidory, and / 

not to pique himfelf upon being hafty in attacking. In fyxti 
of this the young people prevailed ; the Portuguyt Were im« 
mediately attacked in their advantageous poft> and, in half an 
Jiour, the CqftiUans were routed. There fell upon the (pot 
i)on Pedra di Arragon^ fon to the marquis of Vilhm^ th< 
king's two nephews5 Don Juan^ fon to count 7>i7«, andDod 
Ferdindndy fon to the count Don Sancho^ with many other 

?T(bn8 of great diftlniSlion, and a multitude of private men "^i 
bis, which is generally ftiled the battle of Ji!ubarr»ia^ wai 
fought upon the fourteenth oi Auguft^ about three in the af^ 
ternoon : the king fled that night to Santaren^ upoii his mulei 
^ which is above thirty niiles. There he embarked on board a 
tartane, which carried him to his fleets and (bon after he re* 
turned to SeiHlU ^. The juft forrow arifing front to heavy 
a lofs was not a little idcreafed by the PMugueft invading 
Cajlile^ and beating the grand mafters of St. James^ Alcanta-^ 
raj and CalatravOj with a fuperior arniy^ the firft of thefd 
great men being killed on the fpot X. To repair tbefe dif« 
afters, and to provide a^ainft the confequences of the duke o( 
Lancafler^s arriving in Pdrtugaly with a numerous fleet and A. ps , 
army from England^ Don Juan difpatched ambafladors to '3^/^ 
pope CUment the feventh, at Jvignsn^ and to king: Charlis the 
iixth of France J to defire their advice and affiftance K An 
employment his ambafladors had never exercifed before< 

His minifters were received at Paris with all imaginable jdbri ot 
marks of kindnefs and refpe£t, and were fent back with the Gadnt^t 
ftrongeft aflTurances that the king would fecorid his prof6ffions duh ^

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Lancaftcr,of fricndfhip, by marching two thoufand lances to his aflift- 
lanJs itt * ancc *. Don ^idro^ the fon of l!)on Frederick the grand 
Galicia, mafter, who 'was the king's uncle, returned with thofe am- 
and takes baiTadors to Ca/iile^ and was, in coniideration of the Frerub 
Compof- king's letters, very kindly received by the king his coufin. As 
tclla. for the pope, he had nothing to give but a little good advice, 
which he fent him very freely *». At the opening of the fpring, 
the king of Portugal fent a fleet of twelve (hips and fix gallics 
to bring over the duke of Lancafier and his forces ; foon after 
which he took the field, and befiegcd Chaves^ which, after 
a gallant defence, he reduced. In the month of July the duke 
of Lancafier landed at Padron^ in Galicia^ with fifteen hun- 
dred lances, and the like number of crofs-bows. He marched 
direflly to the city of St. Jamei^ at Compofiella^ which opened 
her gates as to her fovercign, and there he was proclaimed 
kingof Cafiile in right of his wife Donna Confiantta, who ac- 
companied him, with their daughter Donna Catalina, and two 
daughters that the duke had by his former wife, Blanch j heirefs 
of the houfe of Lancafier c. The king of Portugal fent him a 
preferit of twelve white mules ; the duke, in return, gave him 
as many greyhounds and falcons : a treaty was, not long after, 
concluded between them, in confequence of which that 
monarch efpoufed Donna Philippa^ one of the duke's daugh- 
ters, the other, IJahella^ being already married to the earl of 
Pembroke ^. Within a Abort fpace after the conclufion of 
this treaty, the^uke o\ Lancafier fent a herald at arms to Don 
Juany requiring him to furrender the kingdom of CafiiU \ 
who thereupon fent Juan Serrano a clergyman, and two doc- 
tors of the civil laviT, to Orenza^ where the duke then was, to 
acquaint him with the grounds of his title, and they were 
both patiently and publicly heard. But Juan Serrano^ having 
fought a private audience of the duke, told him, that his maf* 
ter was willing to put an end to the difference, by marrying 
his fon and heir, the Infant Don Henry^ to Donna CataHna 
his daughter ; which the duke did not at all diflike, and which 
his wife. Donna Confiantiay highly and heartily approved ; 
but, for the prefent, the treaty with Portugal ftood in the 
way, and the duke contented himfelf with giving them a civil 
anfwer*.

The Jciag, Don Carhi of Navarre^ dying on the firft day 1386. 
of.the /u^ceediqg year^ and his fon, the prince Don Carlos^ His claimr 
bein^ raiied to the throne, his l^rother-;n-lai9r the king of /^ the 
Cafttle, as a maijc of his affedion, remitted the t^venty thou* crtnun of 
£uid piftoles that were due to him froni that crown, and reftored ^^fhle 
the caftlcs that had been put into his hands to fecu^e the x^-^^J^^^i/^' 
payment of that ium ^ In the fiimmer the Portuguefe an4 '^ */^" ^

^i Caftile J who, at that time, either had not an army fufHcient 
to give them battle, or, from motives of policy, fought to de- 
cline it. He therefore caufed the country before them to be 
laid wajfte, harrailed their ^troops upon every march , and gave 
them fo much difturbaiice in one or two f^cge?, that they 
ibund it very expedient to retire in^ Portugal. Thither the 
king of Caflile fent fome of his minifters again to the duke of 
Lancafier^ who, finding that the climate did not.by any means 
agree with his troops, refolved to return into Gafccnvy and 
. fent the king of C^//^ word he (hoiild be glad to receive his 
miniftcrs at fioyonife g (X). Thither, accordingly, repaired

^n^and very unflcilfully con'duft- 
cd. One writer particularly af- 
fures us, that the duke's troops, 
through famine, deferted in fuch 
numbers, that the king of Por- 
tugal infifted upon giving the 
enemy battle immediately ; be- 
caufe in their prcfent feeblq, 
condition, the BngUfh deferters 
would be a burthen to them ; 
whereas he dreaded the clFeds of 
their valour^ if they had time \o 
lecoycr their ftrepgth : but the 
dukeisfaidto have diiTuaded him 
from this, bein^fenfiblethatit was 
not thrp' difaffedlion that they 
went[ over to the enemy, but 
through downright want. Up- 
op this our author aifures us,

|j;?7- council, met with a very gracious reception, and, in a very 
ihorttitnc, concluded a decifive treaty ; by which it was fet- 
tled, that the duke's only daughter by Donila Ctrnfianiia fiiould 
efpoufe, as foon as he was of an age to marry, the Inlaat 
Don Hittry : and, in cafe he died before the confumnutton 
of the marriage, Ihe fbould become the wife of bis younger 
brother Don PertUn^md: that five good towns, vrith iteHr 
territories, which were named, (hould be given as a dowry to 
, Donna Canfianiia : that the duke (hould receive fix hun-* 
dred thoufand pieces of gold, for the expences of the war : 
that his duchefs ihoqld receive forty thoufand frisks a year ; 
and that, in confideration of the due performance of thefe 
articles, the duke and duchefs fliould renounce for ever their 
rights to the crown of Cafii'e* All this was ratified and ap- 
proved in an aijembly of the dates of the kingdom, as well as 
by the king'Don Juan : but when it came to be ratified by 
the duke and duchefs, they did it with this provifb, that the 
heir apparent of the crown of Cq/liU (hould thenceforward 
bear the title of Prince of yf/turias^. Theprinccfs, Donn^ 
Catalina was ^onduded from Fontarabia to Pakntia^ and 
there, in the prefence of the king, efpoufed to the Infant 
pon Hinry \ that prince being about nine years old, and

Cafiili, Mariana znd this au- 
thor Hkewife feem to be a little 
premarure in afiirming that the 
principal points of the agree- 
ment were fouled while the duke 
ifeniained in Portugal ; whereas 
in reality he declined treating 
Vrhile within'that kingdom, but 
gave the king Don ^uan good 
rcafons to believe that things 
would be amicably adjufted by

upon his arrival at Li,fion from 
Londw^ to enroll as many of his 
men as were willing to go with 
him xnvo Gajconyi which very 
plainly intimated either a refo- 
lution in him to pot an end to ^ 
the war, or an abfolute inabilit|r 
to continue it. There is no 
doubt that the king of Fortvg^l 
was not \try well pleafed witl^ 
this treaty, which he forefanf 
mull be concluded s but his peo* 
pie were very weary of the com- 
pany of foreigners ; fo that, up- 
on the ^hole,he was well enough 
fatisfied to be rid of thofe who 
might^ do him a great deal of 
hurt, and who could do him ba( 
\zx:^ little good if they would. 
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herfeif about fourteeir ». Mariana fays the prince was ten 
and the priiKefs nineteen years pf age ; but this is clearly a 
miftake, fmce it is very ceruin that the duke of Lamafter had 
not been married to Donna Conjiantia above fixteen years ^. 
Some fhort time after the duchefs of Lancajier fent to let the 
king know, that (he was extreniel)rdeiirous of feeing him and 
her children the prince and princefs of Afturias j upon which 
he fent feveral perfons of the firft diftiniSiion to condud her to 
Medina dilCampOy where he was ; and, during her ftay there, 
Ihe was treated with fuch refped and cordiality, that the pre- 
fenced the king with a crown of gold, ,that had been made 
for her hufband, and a veiTcl of the fame precious metal, ex- 
qiiifitely wrought '. After a confiderable ftaiy at Medina^ £he 
complied with the king's requeft of going to pafs the winter at 
Tiledoy where (he received the compliments of almoft all the 
nobility of the firft rank in Spaifiy and where her condu£l 
was £0 prudent, as gained her the hearts of the king and 
queen. 

In the fpring the king accompanied the duchefs of Lan- i^ss. 
cajler to Burgosy with an intent to have proceeded to Fonta- The king 
rahia^ that he might alfo confer with the duke her hulband. ^/'Caftik'j 
But, within a very fhort time after his arrival, he^ fell ex- tendtr and 
treqnely ill ; but, growing better, he fet out with her again laudahU 
for Fihatia^ where he was attacked with the fame difeale in ^ffe3ion 
fuch a nianner, that be 'was obliged to excufe himfelf froni A'* ^* 
proceeding farther northwards ; and fent his compliments byA4/^<^'* 
his ambafladors to the duke of Lancajier^ with ^hom all 
filings were amicably adjuAed : the large fum that had been 
ftipulated was paid, and hoftages were given for the duchefs's 
annuity. The king of Portugal having, this year, gained fome 
advanuges, the king ofCaJiile took much pains, and facriiiced 
fomeplaces thatwere ftill in hr3 hands, to get the truce renew- 
ed. He appears to have been a moft confcientious prince ; for 
he grudged every thing that came out of his fubjefts pockets : 
and choie rather to fufFer any difgrace, than to exhauft them, in 
order to aggrandize his own family • He carried this fo far, 
that, when the (lates had impofed an extrordinary tribute, to 
raife the money for the 'duke of Lancajier^ underftand- 
ing that in fome places the people murmured at it, he fent 
them word,' that it'was true he could not exempt them from 
paying, becaufe he was to pay it himfelf; but that he would 
allow It in the ordinary revenues of the next year «. This

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had two good effefls ; it produced the money, and it put an 
end to all murmurs. Whether the expences of the war with 
Portugal^ and the misfortunes attending it, had unavoidably 
cxhaufted his treafury, or whether there was really any fault 
in thofe who managed his affairs, fo it was, that the king 
grew extremely melancholy at the remembrance of the flou- 
rifhing ftate of things in the lad years of his father's reign in 
comparifon of his own ; which, at length, afFeded him fo 
heavily, that he called an affembly of the ftates, to propoferc- 
figning the crown to his fon, tho* a minbr, and putting the 
government into the hands of a council, who, by their wifdotn 
and application, might bring things into a better ftate. But 
this affembly very wifely remonflrated to the king, that fuch a 
A.D. refolution might augment, but never could diminifb, the 
*^S9' mifchiefs to which his fubjefts were expofed ; that as to the 
regulation of his revenue, they would take that upon them- 
felvtfs 'y and that, in a little time, under the aufpices of fo 
goo(^ a prince, they did not in tlie leaft doubt, that all things 
migh^ be brought into order ".

time the Moorijh ambafladors were at his court, he under- 
stood that there were many Chriftians of diftin^ion, who, 
from time to time, had retired out of Spain^ either through 
difcontent or fear, and were fettled in the c\ty of Moroca^ 
notwithllanding which they were exceedingly defiroas of re- 
turning home; but apprehended the double difficulty of pro- 
curing pardon on one fide, and permiffion on the other.

There were ma- 
fies a Chrillian foldier, or raiher ry circumftances that concurred 
a Chriib'an cavalier in the pay ' to furftifh the Moorijb moftarcbs 
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applied himfelf with fuch earneftnefs to the king of Mereccoy 
that be gave them leave to depart. Some of the firfl of them 
arrived a little before winter, and defired to have the honour 
of being admitted to the king's prefence, that they might re- 
turn him their thanks.

in Spaiif and ip Ajrica with 
thefe foldiers. Sometimes it 
was the pure efFedls of the fpirit 
of rambling, and that fpirit of 
chivalry which was then fo 
much in falhion. Sometimes it 
was owing to private difafters or 
difappointments^ which render- 
ed their own country difagreea- 
ble to them ; but the chief caufe 
was being fome way or pther ob- 
noxious to juilice for adts of pri- 
yate refentment, or of public dif- 
content ; but' refling ever upon 
this foundation, that a gentle- 
man^sfword ought to carve him 
out a fubfiftence, and that it was 
beneath him to exert any other 
talent for his advancement than 
his CQurage. At this jundlare, 
it feems, the, Afo^r/ were more 
peaceably difpofed than ufual ; 
for otherwife they would not 
Lave parted with thefe mercena- 
ries, for whom they had a great 
^Reem. It is aifo not at all im- 
probable, that the king Don 
Juan had political reafons for 
' j-ecalling ' them, which might 
iave appeared in time, if Pro- 
vidence had granted him a long- 
er life : at all events, it was an 



adl of generous charity, th^t 
could not fail of railing his xt^ 
putation. 

(Z) This melancholy Occi- 
dent, which coft the king Don 
Juan his life, happened chiefly 
by his feeing this exercife per- 
formed on ploughed lands ; fo 
that, upon fpurring his horfe, 
his fore feet fell into a deep 
furrow, by which means the king 
was thi-own over his head. Sur- 
geons were fent for^ and prp- 
ceflions ordered, that the people 
might have opportunities of 
praying for the king*s recovery. 
But this was the effeds of the 
archbifhop of T^/r^^^s . prudence, 
for the king gave not the leaft 
fign of life after his fall. The 
reafon why this prelate thought 
thefe precautions necelTary, was 
the uneaiinefs expreiTed by all 
ranks of people on the appre- 
hf niions of lofing a prince in the 
prime of his years, for the king 
was but three and thirty, and 
the govem»nent's falling into - 
the hands of a child, and he too 
of fo weak a conflitution, that 
they had already bellowed on 
him the fumame of^ the Sickly.

(A) Thcoccafion of the king's 
journey to Toledo would have 
been too great a digreflion,if we 
had given it a place in the text ; 
and ytt it feems a point of too 
great importance to be totally 
Bcglefled, for which reafon we 
have placed it here. Amongft the 
lords of Portugal^ who followed 
the party of the king of Ca/iile, 
was Don Martin Tanez de la 
Barbuda^ who was treafurer of 
the military order of Avis m 
that kingdom, a perfon of great 
courage, and eftcemcd one of 
the ableil officers of his time.

man.^ The grand mafter was 
weak enoagh ,co credit this, and 
lent two pf his efqaires to chal- 
lenge the king of Granada^ oStv - 
ing to fight him alone, or with 
any nn^iber of troops he woald 
appoint, allowing him two to 
one, in defence of the Gofpel 
againft the Koran» The king of 
Granada rejeded the propofi* 
tion, and put the pcrfons who 
brought it into prifon.

Upon his arrival with 
thefe forces at Corda^a^ the in- 
habitants were inclined to have 
difputed the pafl[age of their 
bridge, which at length, how- 
ever, they declined. On his 
arrival at AUala, Don Ahnfi 
FemandfX de Cordova, lotd of 
Aguilar, with his brother Don 
Diego ^ met him, and ufed all 
poflible argument? to diiTuade 
him from this rafh enterprize, 
but to no purpofe. When he 
entered the territory of Granada 
he attacked a fmall fort, where 
he loft three men, and was him- 
felf wounded in the hand ; upon 
this he reproached the hermit, 
who retorted his reproaches, by 



tellbg him, that the promKehe 
made him did not regard pilbf- 
ing fmall places, but renderiag 
the truth of religion vifible i^y 
the defeat of the Infidels, in a 
decifive batde. Thefe altera- 
dona were hardly over, whea 
the king of Granada appeared 
at the head of five thoniani 
horfe, and one hnndred aal 
twenty thoufand foot. The'" 
Chrifiians were prefently fur' 
ronnded, and the fight, or rathej 
the flaughter, began. Some fay 
that the infantry were intimi- 
dated, and endeavoured to make 
their efcape ; others, that they' 
behaved bravely. About fifteen 
hundred returned, twelve hun- 
dred were made prifoners, t&A 
the re& killed. As for the three 
hnndred lances, they had no 
thoughts of retreating, th^grand 
mailer difpofed them in the beft 
order imaginable i gave the 
higheft proofs of his isjXL and 
. experience in the art of war % 
but, in the end, after wonderfol 
inilancesof valoar, hefeU, co<> 
▼ered with n^ounds, and widi 
him all that glorious bodv of 
cavalry, who were thus omred 
as yidims to his. credulity and 
thdr own. At the requeft of 
the Chrifiians^ the hhort per"* 
mitted them to fearch for and 
carry away his body, which was 
buried in the church of ouf 
lady, at Alcantara^ under a 
tomb, with this infcripdon, by 
his own order. Mic fitus ift Mat' 
iinus Taniutf in tmni piricmU 
ixperti iinuris animO, " Here 
lies Mardn Yane:^, on whofe 
mind the fight of the greatelt 
danger could never imprefs a 
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But infifted upon his fubfcribing the truce with Portugal^ to 
-which he aflented «. The king proceeded to Vdlladoltd with 
fkn army about him; and underfianding * that the malecon- 
'tents had entered into a league, and were all armed, he pro- 
ceeded with caution. 

It is very remarkable that this young king, forefccing that Heptrfifis 
Whatever he did would be afcribed to the archbifhop of Toledo^ in bis onvn 
\ ¥he was with him, left him behind, and this meafure was o\refoluti9n, 
the utmoft confcqucnce. The archbiihop of Campofulla^^^^ j^^' 
he>ring that his competitor was abfent, came readily to the *f^^' ^^" 
king, and was reconciled. The king then granted a fafe^?^^^ 
conduft to the duke de Benaventey who came, made a long ^^ ^ * 
defence, and fubmttted to the terms that the king prefcribed;

then reviewed his forces, and difmifTed the greateft part of 
tiiem, the duke did the like. The count de Traftamara 
followed the duke^s cxam^fe, firft demanded a fafe condud, 
and then made his terms with the king. He iniifted upon 
the refthution of a place Ithat had been taken from him by 
the count of Gijotij and the king promiied him juftice. The 
name of this place was Paredes de Navaj to which the king 
went and fequefired it, allowing itxty days to the count de 
Gtjon to make out his title. While the king was thus em- 
ployed, the count de Traftamara went to vifit the queen of 
Navarre^ at her requeft, and by the advice of the duke of 
Benaventej that they might take their meafiires together. 
The king being informed of this, after his arrival ^t Burgos^ 
caufed the duke to be arreiled, and feized all his places. After 
this, he reduced Roa^ where the queen of Navarre had taken 
fhclter, and made her a prifoner likewife. He marched next

In S^evtlU and Cordova \ 
efpecially they were rifen to fuch a height, that the king. \

The embailadors of Caftile faluted the illuftrious emperor of 
the Tartars, immediately after he had vanquifhed the whole 
power of the Ottomans, and taken Bajazet prifoner. He re- 
ceived them very kindly, expceiTed i proper fenfe of the cpm- 
pliment paid him, and fent an officer of his houfbold, with 
rich prefents ii^to Spi^in, to return it. The name of this em- 
baflador was Mohammed Jcagi, and he brought with him two , 
young ladi^, the daughters of an Hungarian county who had 
oeen taken by Begazet, at the fatal battle of Nicapolis, and 
' were found amongft the fpoils upon his defeat. Thefe young 
ladies, who were exquifitely handfome, and whofe naoiies 
were Donna Maria and Donna AngeUna,, being thus iet at 
liberty, were extremely acceptable .to the king and queen, and 
were very foon happily married in Spain ^, On the i4Jth 
of November, the qi^een was delivered of a daughter, named 
Donna Maria^ to the grqat joy of the king, and of his fub*

Ai the ktifgdom enjoyed a profound peace, th^ monarch Tie kin^i 
rf Cajiik thought it a proper time to put h«s plan in execu great jru* 
tion. He faw, with regret, the fincft country iri f^cm in ^«^''> 
the hands of the Moors; and they growing infinitely mote/''*'"''^ ^ 
fhxing and powerful every day, by th<it fpint of induftry and ^^^*^°ft 
frugality that reigned amongft them, he faw that a very long ^^"^'^^'f 
and expend ve war would be neceflary to reduce them. He "^^^'^^^^ 
knew, that how chearfully foever his people might begin 
fuch a war, they would very foon grow weary of the taxes 
that vire'rc licceffary to fupport it j he deterrhined therefore to 
teduce the expences of his government as much as pbflible, 
and, out of his own faving, to heap up a treafure fufHcienc 
fo! this parpofe. The king of Granada^ afraid of hfs great 
power, and perhaps not altogether ignorant of his fchemei 
fent two of the principal perfons about his court to teftify his 
rcfpcdi for him, with very rich prefents, and, which hfc 
efteemed the higheff mark of reverence and regard, one of the 
fineft women in his feraglio j the king of Caftik received this lAoJd 
compliment and his prefents very politely, and made him a 
proper return ; but there afterwards grew a fufpicion, that the 
priftcipal end of this embafly was of a very dark nature, ^s 
hereafter will appear *.

it by force of arms i by way of reply to which the king of 
Granada marched into the realm of Jaen^ and on the fourth 
of Osioher invefted Guezada, with ah army of four thoufand 
horfe, and twenty five thoufand foot: he was not, however, 
able to take the place ; and in two anions that happened this 
year the Chriftians had the better ^ The king, D«i Henrj^ 
hoped the time was come tp which Providence had fixed the 
fubverfion of the Moorifh kingdom ; and therefore he dircflcd 
an aflembly of the ftates to be held at Toledoy with a view to

its fituation, of very great importance. The king of Granada - 
praSifed every method in his power for its relief, but without 
efFed. He at laft attempted a negotiation, with a view of cor- 
rupting fonie of the Moorijh flaves in the Chriftian camp, to 
affift in a perfidious contrivance for the deftru£tion of their 
inafters j but a converted Moor difcovering the plot in time, 
the confpirators were very feverely punifhed, and not long 
after the place was taken by aiTault, an(^ the citadel by capitu- 
lation ^ This fo humbled the il/j^r^ 'that they demanded 
a truce of feventeen months. The Infant Don Ferdinand ^\xt 
in his claim to the kingdom of Arragon ; and upto the demife 
of the king Don Martin^ puflied his pretenfions warmly by '4'^« , 
his embafladors, the queen giving him all the affiftance in her 
ppv/ef ; notwithftanding which, the troubles in that country 
lafted a long time °. . 

An affembly of the ftates was hold zt Falladolid^ during '^^J^^^ h 
which the Infant Don Ferdinand fell dangeroufly ill. Don '^' f*'** 
Frederick^ duke de Benavente, who had been many years *"l^'^j 
prifoner in the caftle of Monreal^ naurdered the gover^ior of . h * 
that place, and made his, efcape into iVw^rr^, where, at the ^^^.^^^ 
inftance of the court of Cajiile^ he was fecured, thdugh he ^^^ croww 
was the queen .of Navarr e\ hro^tx "^ .

The 
firft a& which difiinguilhed their adminiftration, was repre- 
fenting to the queen, that Jgnes de Terr^s^ one of the ladies

Success is often dangerous to a fa<9:ion. The great lords, fp-f^^ ,v 
who h^d concurred in obliging the king to bani(b the con* brought tt 
ftaUe^ /quickly fell out amongft themfelves, and fearing no r^ft/-/ a- 
reftraint, committed fo many and fo great excefles, as raifed zgain in 
univerfal clamour; infomuch that the far greater part, with the triumph 
king of Navarre at their head, dcfired the king to recal him. h *^^fi 
Don Juan diflembled the pleafure he felt from this requeft, "whvdrrve 
and, by a ihort delay, made the evil more confpicuous, and^*''^*'^'' 
tiiem more earneft in their foUicitations '. About this time 
died Don Ruez Lopez Avaloz^ formerly conftable of CaftiJe^ 
in very meaii circumftances \ but when he was in his grave^ 
his iilufirious friends prevailed upon the king to reftore his 
fame, by xeveriii^ the proceedings againft him : an odd in- 
ftance of refpeft for a man's memory, whom they had fuffered 
to want bread K When the conftable was again brought to 
court, he was introduced into the king's prefence by the king 
of Navarriy and the Infant Don Henry^ who firft quarrelled 
with each other about his friendfliip, whom not long after, 
by his dextrous policy^ he caufed, upon honourable pretences^ 
to be removed from court ^. Mohammed^ furnamed the £/V//^, 
haying dethroned Mohammed the' Left-handed^ king x)f Gra* 
nada^ wIk), for his own fafety, was retired into j1fric<^^ was 
encouraged by the king {ACaJiik to attempt the recovery of '42?. 
bis«own dominions ; and fome hoftilities paiTed between the 
Cafliliam and the Moors «». 

The heart-burnings, againft the conftable naturally revived. War 
upon his being known to have mor,e power at court than ever; breaks out 
the various arts he prafiifed to maintain that power, increafed between 
thp number, and the rage of his adverfaries, amongft whom the croons 
the. king of Navarre and the Infant Don Henrys perceiving e/'Caftile 
that they had been both his dupes, might be reckoned the^"^^*"^*' 
chief. The king of Arragon adhered to them firmly, raifed S®'^- 
an army in their fupport ; fo that a new war was on the point 
of breaking out, and both armies took the field ; but fuch was 
the zeal and the addrefs of the queen-dowager of Arragon^ and 
the cardinal foixy the pope's legate, that the kings of Arragon 
and. Navarre were prevailed on to retire, though the armlet

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were within fight \ After the retreat of their forces, Doii 
yuan finding his own army much ftrengthencd, refolved to 
revenge the infult he had received, having firft fent a Herald 
to .the king of Arragon to denounce war. This produced a 
great deal of trouble and bloodihed on both fides ; for, while 
the king, or rather the conftable of Cajlil'e^ plundered the 
dominions of Arragon on one fide, the Infants Don Henry and 
Don Pedro did the like in Caftite^ and even carried their ir- 
ruptions as far as Toledo : by degrees, however, the king Dod 
Juanj and his loyal fubjeds, reprefTed the mal^cohtents every 
where, gradually drfpoueflled the Infants of almoft all their 
ftrong places ; and, at length, blocked them up in AlbUquerqtUy 
which the Infant Don Henrj had i-eceived from bis 
1420, another, whofe hereditary eftate it was^. The fame year, 
Mohammed^ furnamed the Left- handed^ recovered the throne 
of Granada^ and Mohamntod the LHtk^ who had (ifiirped it, 
fuffercd death p. 
A peace Im the beginning of the enfuiiig year, the king came with 
*^y*A^'' an army before Albuquerque ; and knowing what great advan- 
W/^ tages he might reap by dividing his adverfaries, he hai 
h»g Don ^i^Qugt^ts of treating the two Infants favourably : with thii 
^^^arwT^ view, he advanced in perfon under the walls, where he ordered 
nzainfithe * S^"^*"*' amnefty to be proclaimed to all whcf would accept it. 
Moors^ Don Henry and Don PedrOy inftead of accepting the king's 
mercyj anfwered with (hot, fiones, and arrows. The king 
retired upon this, and immediately proclaimed the king or 
Navarre^ and the Infant Don Henry rebels, and gave away 
all their eftates in Caftile^ to his followers ; and it was re- 
markable, that the nobility of all ranks put in for their Ihare, 
only the conftable de Lnna^ out of policy, refufed any part 
» of their fpoils ; and a gentleman, whoft name viras Dias^ to 

whom the king gava a handfome gtatification, refufed it upon 
a more generous motive \ he faid he could take no joy in the 
acquifition of that, for the lofs of which another man muft 
lament ^. The kings of Arragon and Navarrt ofFered to fub- 
mit all points in difpute to the judgment of the king of -P^- 
iugal The count de Foix offered his mediation j but it wai 
reje£ted, with fo littld ceremony, that he joined His fbtcei 
with thofe of the two crowns. At length the king of Cqfiilii

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pexcriving that the Mnors began to be turbulent, made a truce 
with the kings of Arragort and tlavarre^ upon condition that ^ 

the exiles and malecontents of both countries ihould remain > 
m^ere they were ;. that the Infants Don Henry and Pedro • 
fhould deliver thjp tQwn and caftle of Albuquerque^ into the 
king's hands ; and that, for all points^ in difpute, they fliould 
^.lefit to the decifion of a certain number of judges, to be 
cnofen by both parties. This gave offeree to the, king of 
Portugal^ who thoug|ht himfelf flighted f. , Don Juain was 
now relblved to turn his arms upon the Moors \ but firft he 
feat an embaily to the king of Tunisj to (ignify that the king 
of Granada^ notwithftapding the.affiftance he had given him 
to remount the throne^ had with-held bis tribute, given affift-r 
ance to his enemies, and made an alliance, with the king of 
Jrragon, Upon this, the king of Tunis fent word to the 
monarch of Granada^ that he had countermanded the fuccours 
he intended him, and that he had nothing to expe£t from him 
till he had given .fatisfadion to the king of Caftile. The 
war that followed was very prejudicial to the Moors^ the 
Cqfiilians making incurfions within fight of the walls of 
Granada*. , 

. The Jcing, Don "Juan^ kept fo ftri^ an eye hpon fuch olGains a 
the nobility as he fufpe£ted of h;^ving any intercoiirfe with cpmphte 
the Infants of Arragon^ and hiarrafled them in fuch a manner, '^^^ 
tfiat they were afraid to .flir. At the fame time, under colour ^^^ ^^.^^> 
of the war againftthe MoorSy he raifed fo formidable an armyj^'^f*^^^ 
as induced all his neighbours to behave towards him with great ^'^^^^^^ 
complaifance and refpetSt. At length, after having fecured ^^ ^^ ^^ 
one or two great men who had been intriguing, or were fuf- fi^^^^J^ 
pei^ed, he proceed^ed into Andalufia, and put himfelf at the * * 

head of his .troops^ carrying with him the queen and the 
prinde of Afturias ; but, when the feafon for adion ap- 
proached, he fent the prince Xo.MaJridy the queen to Car^ 
monay and ordered his council to remain at Cordova \ On 
the 13th oijune^ he marched from that city for the plains 
t>if Granada y where, on the 25th of the fame nionth, he came 
to an engagement with the whole force of the Moors, at a 
place called Caveca de los Ginetes \ fome writers fay, that each 
of the armies confiiled of upwards of one hundred thoufand 
men \ but that they Were pretty near equal is, on all hands,

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sigreed) as well as that, after along difpate, the Mwrsifttt 
defeated^ with the lofs of upwards of ten thoufand men in the 
* field of battle, and near twice as many in the purfuit ; their 

canif> and baggage fell alfo into the power of the Chriftians} 
and Don Alvaro de Luna, perceiving a great body of troops 
who had taken a ftrong camp on the top of a mountain, he 
caufed it to h€ invefled, and obliged them to furrender [vi* 
ibncrs of war \ After this decifive vidlory, in which botM 
the kings commanded in perfon, it was propofed, in the couffr 
cil of war held in the. prefence of Don Juany to feize this 
favourable opportunity, and to lay fiege to the city of Gra- 
nada ; but, to this, mkny objections were made, and the kingi 
following the advice of the majority of his oflicers, refolved 
to lay wafte all the adjacent country, and then to retire into 
his own dominions. The true motive ta this refolution, as 
the moft unprejudiced hiftorians agree, was the fecret avcriion 
. of the nobility to theconftable, who therefore would not fuffcr 
him to have the honour of delivering Spain from the JUodrsi 
but; this fiep was no fooner taken, and the army upon iti 
march towards Cordova^ than they gave out poiitively, that 
he w^s the author of the retreat ; and that, under colour of 2 
prefent of figs, the king of Granada had fent him fifty thoufand 
doubloons in gold ^. Before the end of the year, the king 
concluded a peace with Portugal^ and completed bis revenge 
on the king 'of Granada^, by enabling Jofiph Ben Mtdtj^ 
• grandfon of that king oi Granada whorn Don' Ptdro the 
'4J'* Cruel put to death with his own hands, to dethrone Ma- 
hammed the Left-handed^ who was forced to fly to Malaga^ 
while the new king declared himfelf a vailal of Caftile^ upon 
whtch all hoftilities ceafed *. 
7he treu- The troubles of Cajlile^ which had been fufpendcd during 
hies of the war, broke out again as foon as it was over j for Don 
Caftile yuan de Soto Major, grand matter of jtlcantara^ whom the 
hreak out kj^g had long in fufpicion, and who woAjld never truft him-

turn ; fpr^ at the time of th^ delivering the fortrefs ^ he madef 
prifoner therein one Dr. Franco^ whom the king had fent to> 
treat with him, and feized all his efie<Sl$, and fent his nephew 
Don Guitun% de Soto Major ^ with a ftrong detachment <^ 
horfe, to pillage the kind's fubjeds, for the benefit of the In* 
fants. This^ Don Guttterez^ who was commander of the 
orders and next iii authority to his uncle, had, upon his feturn^ 
a conference with Dr. Franco^ who hinted to him^ that it wai 
in his power to repair the difgracc <>i his family, ^nd t0 
tftablifli himfelf for ever ; stnd pointed out to him how it mighty 
be done« ,This daggered the young man; who knOv^ing the ^ 
mutability of his uncle's temper, and findiiig that he did not 
return, fufpedlcd that the Infant Don Henrf^ to make fure 
of hiihj had confined him in the cafile of Albuquerque,-^ 
Having once taken this in his head, he furmifed his own turn 
would be next J to prevent which, he took Dr. Franco'^ advice,, 
arreted the Infant Don Pedrdj and declared for the king '; 
This totally ruined the malecontents j for the, king immedi- 
ately ordered the uncle to be depofed as a traitor ; and, upon ' " 
fiis recommendation, the knights very willingly eleSed the 
liephew *, In the next place, the kingthreatehed Jlbuquerqui 
with a fiege, and. to bring Don Pidro to his tibial. Upon this» 
his brother Don Henry^ feeing no other remedy left, addrcfled 
liimfelf to the king of Portugal j and defired him to propofe to 
the Yvtigoi CdfiiUy that, upon evacuating all the places he 
held in his dominions, his brother fhould be releafed, which 
was readily accepted, and pundaally performed on both 
fides ^. Jofeph Ben Muley^ Iry the advice and with the affiff- 
ance of the king of CaftiUy made great^ preparations for at- 
tacking Mohammed in the town of Malaga ; but» when he 
^as on the point of taking the field, he was feized with a 
diflemper, which carried him ofF in a few days ; in confe- 
quence of which, Mohammed the Left-handed was, for the X. ft 
third time, placed on the thi*one of Granada'^ s(nd, joining \/liz* 
his forces with thofe of his competitor, became, for the pre- 
fent, fo fofmidable, that the king of Caftile thought fit to 
diflemble his refenonent, ami conclude a (hort tr^ce witli

£reat7o' ^*'^^* ^°^ Frederick count ^^ Za«<a, the natural fon of 
%gj.lf^ I^on Martin king of S/Vify, had been one of the pretenders 
to the crown of Arragon \ and, in the firft difputes which 
the king of Cafiile had with his coufm Don Alonfo^ had taken 
Dp arms againft that monarch, and adhered ever after to his 
bcn^faftor the king of Caftile^ who beftowed upon him the 
duchjr of Arjonoy and fcveral other places ; which, ]being a 
ihan of boundlefs extravagance, he had fold, and confumecf 
the money *. A man without principles, and in diftrefs, irf 
capable of any thing. He framed, in thefe circumdances, a 
dcfign of furprl^irig Seville^ 'd plundering the citizens and 
merchants, and th^h equipping a fquadron to feek his fortunes' 
elfewhere. Into this bafc deh^n he had drawn fome gentle* 
men, who very probably were in like circumftances with 
himfelf ; and, upon its breaking out, they were all fecured. 
'♦33* His accomplices were broke upon the wheel ; but as for himr 
ielf, his treafon againft the king of Arragon excufed him' 
from fharing their fate as he deferved, dud he was only im* 
prifohed for life f . The queen Donna Maria of CaftiU^ 
touched with pity for Don DiegOy fon to Don Pedro the 
Cruel, who was grown grey in confinement, interceded with 
the king, her hulband, on his behalf, who gave him' iht town 
of Coca^ in Caftile^ for his prifon, where he fpent the rc- 
jfiaining part of hi^ days s. The war with the Mtors was 
carried on with various fuccefs,' only the Caftiliant had the 
good fortune to render thcmfelves matters of the town of 
Huefca ; but, to balance that, Don GuittereZy grand mafter 
ctf Alcantara^ was defeatfcd with a confiderablc lofs **. The 
military expeditioils of the fucceeding year wei-e of the faniie 
kind, without any thing declfive in favour of either fide ; but 
the king of Cafiile was, in one fefpe6t, very happy, fince he 
was now entirely free from the difturbance which had been 
given him by the kings of Arragon and Navarre^ and the 
other princes of that houfe, who were engaged in a troublcr 
fome and fruitiefs war in Jtaiy. There, being defeated in a

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fea fight, they were, together with all the Caftiliantxilts 
who had followed their fortunes, taken prifoners^ which 
could not fail of affording Don Juan, notwithftanding their 
near relation to him, much fatisfaSion, at the fame time that 
it left their dominions almqft at his mercy ^ However, he 
continued the truce, in confequence of the promife he had. . 
made, fome time before, to his lifter Donna Maria queen of 
Arragon^ in ah interview that he had with her at Soria, In 143^^ 
a-fhort time after Don Juan king of Navarre obtained his, 
liberty, and returned into his own dominions ; apd Donna 
Le0tt9ray queen-dowager of Jrragon^ mother to thefe princes, 
died fuddenly, perhaps of grief, 2X Medina del Campo''^. 

The next year was more fortunate for the Cajiilians^ in Concludesa 
refpe£t to their war with the Moors^ fmce fcveral towns on peace *wttb 
the frontiers of the kingdom of Granada fubmitted themfclves/^f ^'»<?' 
voluntarily to the king Don Juan ; but the moft remarkable e/^ Arra- 
evcnt of this year was the peace concluded between the SP" ^^^ 
crowns of O^//^, Arragon^ znd Navarrf, by which the tran-- ^^'^^ 
quility of the Chrifliai:is in Spain w^s efFedually fecured ^ 
The county of Jmpurias falling tp the crown of Jrragon^ 
the king very generoufiy gave it to his brother the Infant Don 
Henry ^ and lent htm home : it was this that induced the king 
oiCaftile to puflj the conferences that had* been opened for a 
general pe^ce to a fpeedy conclufion ; and it wfis accordingly 
tigned on the twenty-fecond of September. By this treaty the 
prince of AJiurias was to efpoufe Donna Blanca, daughter of- 
the king of Navarre^ who was to enjoy the revenues of his 
cftates in Cajlile for four years, and after that an annual pen-^ 
fion of ten thoufand crowns, in lieu of all his pretentions. 
The Infant Don Henry of Arragon was to have a like annuity 
of five thoufand crowns, and the fum of fifty thoufand crowns 
in ready money, in full fadsfadion of the Infanta Catalina's 
portion. The Cajiiiians who had embraced the intereft of the 
kingofiV^T/^rr^and the Infants were to be pardoned, and. 
all the places taken On either fide reftored. The king of Nar 
varre and the Infants bis brethren were not, on any pretence, > 
to fet foot in CajUle, without the exprefs leave of the king. 
Don Juan ; and all memory of paft mifunderftandings was, 
to be buried in oblivion. To fhew his fincerity^ the, king. 
Don Juan immediately fent full powers to the king of Na^ 
varre for contrading die prince of Afturia^ and the Infanta

1437. The reader may difcern from hence, that the kings of CaftiU 
neither had nor claimed a power of imprifonlng without crime, 
or^ of treating as a criminal, any nian who was not charged 
with an offence P. The war with the Mfiors ftiJl fubfifted : 
the Chriftians were fo fortunate as to furprize the town of 
Huelma, and were very n^ar lofing it again by their impru- 
dence. In another expedition of more importance, their 
troops were not only beaten, but moft of them cut ofF.

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fufed to interfere, othcrwife than by their good offices. The 
kingy taking advantage of the war againft the Moors, ordered 
the nobility to repair with their forces to the frontiers^ 
early in the enfuing fpring; and, as moft of them tefti-> 
fied great willingaefs to comply with the king's order, the 
conftable advanced money to fuch as wanted it for th<eir 
levies '. 

When they came, however, to open the campaign, it^i^fi

trouble, the king yielded to an accommodation, by which the 
king of Navarre and the Jnfant Don H^nry were to be rc- 
ftored to their eftates, and the conftable was to be banifhed 
the court for fix months, Yet, after a little time, the king 
went oiF from this agreement, and endeavoured to coIleAfach '439^ 
a force as might reduce the malecontents to reafon ; but he 
found things ftrangely altered ; and many of thofe who had 
formerly ferved him with the greateft fidelity going daily 
over to the malecontents w. While things were in this fitu- 
ation, he received" a very long letter, or rather manifefto, 
fubfcribed by the king of Navarre, the Infant Don Henry, the 
amirante, and all the lords of their party ; in which, after 
very warm profeffions of the uUnoft duty and refpeS, they 
told him, that it was not againft him, but againft Don Alvaro 
de Luna, that they had taken up arms ; 'becaufe that, without 
his knowlege, he had impofed taxes upon the people, taken 
away mens goods and eftates at his pleafure, caufed mojney 
to be coined below the ftandard, had prevailed upon the king

them to be murdered'without his privity ; that he difpofed of 
^1 civil offices at his pleafure, threatened fuch as were in the 
king's fervicc if they did not pay a fervilc complaifance to his 
will ; and that, at Arevalo^ he had killed one man, and beat 
another in his majefly's prefence ; fo that they could not look 
upon him as afting freely, or believe themfelves or the king- 
dom in fafety, while fuch a' man remained about his perfori. 
The king did not much regard this letter ; but found himfclf 
* under a neceffity of affembling the ftates at VaUadolid% and, 

previous to their meeting, he formed the houfliold of the 
prince of Afturias ; at the head of which he placed Doii 
\ Jllvaro de Luna"^. pnc of the firft things done at Valkdolid 

was completing the marriage of the prince of Afturias and 
Donna Blanca^ as they were then both of age ; which was 
done with great ftJemnity and at a vaft expence *, though, as 
it afterwards appeared, there was no confummation. About 
this time Don hedro Manrique^ in whofe quarrel thefe dif- 
turbances began, deceafed ; and, in a fhort time after, the; 
prince of Afturiaij by the perfuafion of his favourite Don 
tiito. 7^^** PacbecOi privately quitted the court, and retired to the 
^^ ' maiecontents y. 
fhe queen The king of CaftiU received early the next year the mor- 
andtbt tifying news of the Infant Don Henry's having taken 
frinceof poflfcffion of the city of Toledo. He marched thither with fuch 
Afturias j^^Qps jg h^ could alfemble, in hopes of recovering it, but with* 
^^T h ^"* ciFeft : and though he proceeded to extrenfities, and if- 
'^Jj^f [ fued various edi6b and proclamations, yet they neither en- 
ma econ- ^^u^aggj jjjg ^^^ party, nor intimidated that of the male- 
contents. The conftable, and his brother the archbifliop of 
Toledoy had afTembled a great ftrength at Efcalonay and their 
friends, in feveral fmall adions, came o(F with great reputa- 
tion; infomuch, that they accepted a challenge of deciding all 
difierences in a fingle liattle : but the king fending an order 
in writing to both parties to forbear hoftilities, on pain of be- 
ing denounced rebels, he was obeyed'^. Some fortunate at- 
tempts mide by thofe who adhered to him, encouraged the king 
fo much, that he began to feise.the eftatesof the principal per- 
fons embarked in what was now called the league ; but it gave

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Kim |reat concern to find both the queen and the prince of 
Jffturias affcfting to a£t as mediators between him and hi*, 
(iibjefb, while in reality they were in the interefts of the 
littalecontents : however he yield^ nothing to their inter- 
ceifioiis. He fent for the conftable and all his forces 
to Medina del CampOj where, as fome writers fay^ he 
was betrayed, but, as all agree, ruprize4i by the forces of the 
league, wno entered the town'in the night »* The firft thing 
the king did, was to fend to the conftable a^f) the archb^- . 
Ihop td retire with theiir friends, and provide for their own 
•iafety; whilift himfelf, w'^h fuch ^s he could depend upon, 
formed in the fqtiare, and, by that difpofition, hindered ah 
immediate purfuit; but as fpon ?is the conftable had forced 
a paflage, the king fent the ^rchbifhop of Seville to the lords 
of the oppofite party, to let them know he ibould be glad to 
fee them. This paued on the 28th oiJune\ and the king, 
finding himfelf now intirely in the hands oJF thofe he efteemed 
bis enemies, confentedl to whatever they afked, a^ appears from 
a long treaty of twenty-nine articles, which amount to no more 
than this. That the Conftable fhould be feparated from the 
king one half of the year; that he fhould give his fon as a 
hoftage, and alfo nind fortrefles^ ty \yay pf fecurity, that he 
would fubmit to thefe terms ; and all forfeitures and all grants 
from the king were to be void b. He went, foon after this, to i44l[* 
Burgos^ and confented to call an aflembly of the ftates, as 
they delired hin^ ; but made choice of Toro inftead of Madrid' 
paly which they recbn^mended : and, in the meantime, both 
fides carried on their intrigues c. 

The king, inftead of carefEng Don Juan of Navarre, ^y^htch 
or his brother Don Henry^ paid ^ great deal of rcfpeft to the '^' ^*^i '' 
amirante, with whom alfo the conftable endeavoured to en- ^^^P/llfd 
t^rtain a private correfpondence, which, in all probability, had^'J-^f . .^» 
fucceeded, but for the circumfpe£lion of the count de Caflro, '^ ^^^ 
who, confidering that Donna 5A7«fA, queen of Navarre , and ^ -^^^ 
the Infanta Catalina of Cajlik, were both dead, advifed the 
king, and the Infant Don Ferdinand his brother, to ftreng- * 
then their intereft by marriage; propofing to the former 
Donna Joanna, daughter to the amirante, and Donna Beatrix^ , 
fifter to the count de BenavenU, to the, latter ; and thofe 
marriages, being quickly fettled^ ftrengtheped the league ex- 
tremely ^. At the aflembly of the eftates at TiOro, the king

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obtained a confiderable fupply> and had very probably done 
. rtiore, if it had not been difcovered that the conftable had 
procured the lodgings of the king of Navarre and the Infant 
Don Henr^ to be undermined, with an intent to have blown 
them up, which added not a little to that h^red that was al«« 
ready borne him ; but notwithftanding this, a difpute having 
happened in the order olCalatrava^ in which fome blood had 
been fpilled, the king marched with the forces about him to 
put an end to the diforder, reduced TaU^sr^m his way, 
a^d then proceeded to Tt^i^/sb «• In his route the conftable 
Don Alvaro came to kifs his h^nds, and had a private con- 
JAA2. ^^^^^^^ ^ith the king of Navarre and the Infant Don Henry^ 
^ ' after which he returned to Efcqkna^ not a little chagrined at 
the lofs of his brother the archbifhop of Toledo '. The king 
managed his affairs with great addrefs \ for^ perceiving that 
jfaftions were formed, and that feditions broke out in leveral . 
parts of his dominions, he commifSoned the principal lords of 
the league to reduce thefe difturbers of the public quiet ; and 
;a6lually engaged the Infant Don Henry to befiege the new 
grand mafter of Calatrava^ who had been chofe without the 
king's confent, and who loft his life in this difpute 8. But 
the conftable giving the king notice that his wife was delivered 
of a daughter, the king and queen went to Efcalonay and af- 
I443« fifted at the chriftening, which piqued the league extremely \ 
The king coming to Madrigal^ the prince of Afturias repair^ 
cd thither, and propofed in the privy council that feveral per- 
fons ihould be removed from his father's prefence, and all the 
creatures of the conftable difmiiled ; fo that, in a ftiort time, 
from being a great king, Don Juan found himfelf very little 
better than a prifoner, and this with the bitter circuomance 
of being thus treated by his fon. 
^e hijhop At the opening of this year the affairs of the king oiCaf^ 
^ Avila tile were in a moft diftreffed condition ; the malecontents, 
frefvails on and more efpecially the amirante, being fo jealous of him, that 
the prince they appointed the brother of that lord, and another perfon in 
to attempt^ whom they could confide, to keep him conftantly in view 5 
/^''^ which, as foon as that prince perceived, it threw him into a 
releafi. ^^^^ melancholy. This affeded the bifhop of Avila to f^cl\ 
a degree, that he addrefled himfelf to Don Jum Pacbeco^ and 
a(ked him how he could be guilty of fuch ingratitude to Don 
Alvaro de Luna^ who had made him every thing ? or how he

ty to his father ? Pacheco gave him -to underftand, thkt the 
prince needed no tutors in ian aiFair of that kind, and tha( 
himfelf was ficic at that time ; but that he w^s willing to brifl^ 
his mafter o£Ffrom the league ; in which he was as good «$ 
)iis word K The prince then made a treaty with the confta*- 
Ue Don Aharg^ ^nd ftipulated certain terms for himfelf and 
^ bis favourite, on which he was willing to attempt his father'^ 
releafe. In managing this alFair he aded with the moft pro'-. 
found diffimul^tlon and deceit, till the bijfhop of Av^la had 
^nglaged the count df Haro^ apd many other great lords, te 
^ake up arms in the caiife of their foverci^ ^. The prince of 
jljiurias then put himfelf at their head \ upon which the league 
took the king from TordeJiUaSy and fent him to the fortrefs of 
PortiUoj under the care cf the count ^ £J(7/?rtf, and then 
marched with all their forces to give the prince battle. While 
they were in the field, the king, by the afliftance of cardinal 
CervanfeSf made his efcape, and, by his own authority, quick^^ 
}y raifed another army ; fo that the king of Navarre and his 
partizans had now the prince in their front, and the kipg in 
their rear ; which ftruck them with fuch a panicy that many 
4aily deferted them. At length, their army breaking up| 
the king of Navarre retired into the territories of Arragon^ A. T^l 
^n^ the Infant Don H^nryj lofing all Andaluftay the king, 1444^ 
who, at the beginning, was a dole priibner, found himfelf^ 
before the clofe of the year^ at leaft as much a monarch as 
he had ever been '. 

The king of Navarre was not long before he coWtSktA jf „g^ ci- 
frefli forces, and gave notice to all his partifans to ^if^pk qfH twar 
things in the beft manner they could t6 join him ; and if they breaks out^ 
found that impradicaUe, to repair to his brother Don Henry ^ in nnbicb 
who, with infinite hazard and diligence, drew together /^^ i'ffl* ^ 
die broken remains of the league ". The king, having the compleai/y 
prince his fon, the conflable, and a confiderable body of vidoriotts,^ 
troops abckit him, endeavoured to hinder the brothers from 
joining, but without effied ; fo that they brought their whole 
ftrength together at Aifnedo^ before which place the king foon 
prefented himfelf with his forces. On the 1 9th of May in the 
morning, the prince of Afiuriaiy at the head of two hundred 
horfe, went to recpnixQitre the place ; upon which Don Ro* 
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irig9 Manrique ifllied out with a fuperior body of cavalry, and 
(drove bim into his father's camp. The king, provoked and 
nftoniflied at this infolence,. oniered his ftandard to be dif- 
. played, and advanced towards the town in order of battle, and 
]^ept his troops under arms till it was within two hours of 
night, by which time the king of Navarre drew out his 
forces in exa& order, and anobftinate engagement enfued. 
The king's forces had the advantage from the beginning, 
when, a little before night, the malecontcnts were entirely 
Touted, the amirante, with Don Henry his brother, the count 
de Cajiro and his fon, and many other perfons of diftinftion, 
were made prifoncrs. The king of Navarre^ and his bro- 
ther the Infant Don Henrys who was wounded in the han^, 
retired firft to Almedo^ and from thence in the night towards 
the frontiers of Jrragon ; where, when tliey arrived, the Inr 
fant Don Henry died of his wound "• The king, by the ad- 
,vice of the conftable, gave a Iqofe to his refcntment, put forae 
jof the prifoners to death, and granted away the eftates of moft 
of thofe wbQ bad been in arms. This difgufted the prince of 
Ajluriasy who, with his favourite Don "Juan de Pacbeco^ re- 
tired to Segovia \ and the amirante, having made his efcape, 
Ioined fuch of his friends as had retired to Andalufia \ and, 
laving drawn together a confiderable body of men, fought to 
make his retreat but of the kingdom®. The king went on, 
reducing the places belonging to the malecontents, and to that 
lord in particular; in which, however, he met with fome 
obftru£lion ; the prince very roundly declaring, that he had 
ta]cen the amirante and his family under his prote3ion p. In 
the mean time, the conftable of P«r/«^tf/ entered CaftiU with 
a body of troops, which the king, by the advice of Don At- 
vara de Luna^ had demanded, contrary to the opinion of the 
reft of the nobility, wfaofordfaw that they would come too 
late. However, he g^ve them a gpod reception ; and Doa 
Alvaro had feveral private conferences with the conftable "i* 
The queen Donna M^a of CaJiiU^ fifter to die kings of 
Arragon and Navarre^ died in the beginning of the year, not 
'Vvithout fufpicion of being poifoned, by the contrivance of 
Don Alvarty \ and that ambitious favourite, without fo mucl^ 
as faying a \yord to his mafter^ concluded with the conftable 
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of Portugal 2L marriage for that prince with Donna Ifabella^ 
daughter to the Infant Don Juan of Portugal r. When the 
ftVangers were departed, he acquainted the king with what he 
had done, and the advantages he propofed from the match^ 
n^ith which Don Juari was exceedingly offended, as he pro- 
pofed to have married a daughter of France : but Don Alvard 
hadfuchan afcendency over him, that he confented to the 
match ■. He Was foonaftef obliged to difgeft another difagree- 
able propoHtion from the prince of Jfiuriasj which v«ras the 
pardoning the aniirdnte and the count of Benavente ', at the 
fame time he made Don Lopez de Mendoza ihdrquis of San-^ 
tWana, and Don Juan Pacheco marquis of yUlena. He pro- 
cured like wife Don Alvaro de £«w« to be elefted grand mafter 
of the ord6r of Sc. James \ and, having depofed Don Alonfi^ 
the natural fon of the king of Navarre^ from the office of 
^and mailer of Calatravd^ Don Pedro Oironrti Was placed 
therein, tho' not without difficulty, to oblige the prince, wha 
was ftill out of humour, and to whom he was obliged to givef 
the town of CaceriSy as he did the important town of Albu-^ 
querque^ with all it^ dependencies, to the grand mafter Don 
Alvaro ^ But, at th6 clofe of the year, depofmg Pedro Lope± 
de Ayala from the government of r^/fJI?, aiid ordering his pro-^ 
cefs to be made for numberlefs crimes, the prince ofAJlitriat 
t6ok frefb offence thereat, and, the king his father Was obliged 
to promife him fatisfadion in this and in every thing elfe %' , 
There happened this year a revolution fn the kingdom of Gra-^ A. I>. 
Tmda^ where Mdhdmmed ben Opriany the ncpficw of Mohdrnmed I44y- 
ipt NaceTj at this time upon the throne, having intelligence 
zt Almeria where he lived of great heartburnings in the court, 
he came fecretly to Granada^ and caufing a tumult to be raifed 
by his partifans, proceeded fuddenly to the Alhambra^ or pa* 
lace, where he feized his uncle, and, having confined hind'tda 
prifon, mounted the throne. As this was condufkd by the 
populace, and by a feW inferior officers, Abdittat^ who was 
the chief magiftrat^, retired to Mdnte Frid, on the frontiers of 
the kingdom of Ja^^ and, with others of the nobility, in- 
vited Ifimaely a prince of the blood, then in the fervicc of 
Don Juan of CafiiUj to come to them^ with a promife of 
uiing their endeavours to make him king; in which he had alfo 
fome affiftance from the monarch of CaJHIe^ bat not enough 
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to carriy his point, though his partifans adhered to him witbr 

great fidelity ^. 

theprinci The mikindcrftanding between the king Don Juan of Cap^ 

^Adurias tile and his fon the prince of Jjiurias rofc higher^ and grew 

raifesfr^ much more public than ever ; infomu^h, that it was no fccreC 

Sfiurb- to the people, that, under colour of reprcffing the infolence of 

mnces^ f^^the g^and mailer Don Alvara^ he really meant to take the 

offers kis crown from his father's head, and to place it upon his own. 

/fl/i'jr jj^^ Jtian^ being apprifed of this, and having more fteadi- 

nefs in his temper than his fon, thought the fooner this wasr 

decided the better \ and therefore, hearing the prince Was id 

the field, he marched againft him with pretty tiear the fame; 

force \ The two armies met between Arevak and Madrigal^ 

but the clergy and people of difcretion, who were about the - 

king and prince, prevailed upon them to fparc their fubjeAsr 

blood in fo unnatural a quarrel i upon which it was agreed to 

leave the difcuffion of their refpeSive grievances to the real 

authors of them, Den Alvaro de Luna and Don Juan Pacbecd^ 

who, for the prefent, patched up an agreement to their own 

fatlsfaftionj who were to 4>e the only gainers by .it, which was 

fubfcribed on the eleventh of May y. The king Don Juan 

then turned his arms againft his coufin of Navarre^ and en-« 

deavoured to reduce the few ftrong places he had left; but 

while he was thus employed, Don Juan Pacheco revived irf 

the prince's mind a defirc of obliging the king to bani(h the 

grand matter, who was become his own enemy : the king 

' knew this well enough, and had no diflike at all to the thing, 

for he knew him to be a bad man, and hated him as a great 

one. Don Alvaro was not at all ignorant of this ; but he 

Ihewed the king fo clearly that it was by his powei^ and abili- 

' ties that he was himfelf kept on the throne, that he rendered 

him more fteady to him through timidity than he had ever been 

through afFeSion. By. his advice the king wrote to the ami- 

rante and to the count de Benavenfe^ to whom he knew that 

his fon had made propofitions, aiTuring them that he would 

make fidelity more their intereft than treafon. A more mi- 

ferable nation than this, undonquered by a foreign force, waa 

never feen ; and yet into this miferable condition muft cvcry^ 

nation come, where fa£tions long prevail*. The king of 

Navarre,^ to be revenged on the monarch of Ca/iile^ procured 
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a great body of Gafcons^ hungry and out of pay, to make a 
quick march through his own dominions, and take up their 
winter quarters in CaftiUy where, to all the untoward confc- 
quences of civil broils, they added every difmal misfortune that 
could offend a barbarous invader. To heighten the horrors 
of this fcene, the king of Granada^ having firft reconciled 
IJhmaely made feveral incurfions into the territories of CaftiU^ 
in quality of confederate to the king of Naifartt^ burnt feveral 
places, and drove multitudes into flavery ; while, to give the 
finifliing touch to the piece, the prince ofJfturiaSy who com^ 
manded oh the frontiers, forbid any fuccours being fent to the 
places attacked) from the wicked deike of rendering his father ^ • ^^ 
more odious, and his adminiftration more contemptible, as. i44^- 
the moft efiedual method of compelling him to a reiigna^^ 
tion *. 

It was not poffibl* for any prince to have a truer or a ^be king 
Iharper fenfe of his condition than Jionjuan oiCaftile j but, tf/'Caftile 
for many reafons, he was obliged to dillcmble ; and, if that efpouf$s thi 
is to be efteemed, as fome fey it is, a royal quality, he pof- daughter 
fefled it in a fupreme degree. Don yuariy king of Navarre^ ^^**-. 
bearing continually in his mind what noble eftatcs he once Juan, Ar-* 
had in Cajttle^ meditated every method poflible for recovering-^*' '•'^ 
them, and found none more promifing for the prefent than to ^''"^ ' 
complete the marriage vtixhDonm, Joanna HetiriqufSf daugh*- 
ter to the amirante, which he had contraSed fome time before^ 
the brother of that lady being acquainted with bis intea* 
tions, conveyed her privately to the frontiers of Jrragen^ where 
that monarch met and efpoufed hef ^. This alliance prompted 
bim to raife new troubles in Caftile ; but his fofi the prince of 
Viana interpofed, and, by his great influence with the ftates of 
Navarre and Arragon^ prevented hini from doing vi^hat he 
propofed *. Don Juan of Caftile married alfo a fecond time 
Donna Ifahella^ daughter to the Infant Don Juan of PortU* 
gjalj who, in a very ihort fpace of time^ acquired his aiFedioit. 
tofuch a degree, that he intrufted her with his great fecrety, 
which was, that he mortally hated, and was extremely deiir-. 
ous of being rid of, Don Alvaro^ who bad been io long hie 
favourite, lot which heaffigned many motives, but, in all pro- 
bability, fupprefled one, which was none of the leaft, that he 
had obliged him to marry this very princefs againft his incli«

wife from his hand. It was this 
that induced him to fet oh foot 
a fecret negotiation with the 
crown of Portugali Or rather 
with the regent and his family; 
that in cafe of any revolution in 
Caftili^ which he had always to 
fear, he might have fonie neigh- 
bouring country, from which he 
might exped fuccours, op into 
which he might retire in (;afe of 
necei^ty. Donna Ifabella^ in all 
probability, came to the court of 
Caflile^ with fentimcnts of rc- 
ffedt and gratitude for Don Al- 
•oaro ; but when Ihe found the 
caiinefs of Don JuatCi temper, 
atid that Don Al*varo had loft his 
inclinations, though he preferved 
his influence over his mafter, ftie 
conceived a deiign of making 
herfelf, what he had formerly 
been, the fole oracle of the king, 
and the abfolute' miftrefs of his 
afairs. In order to this, there 
was no other way than to enter 
ii\to th(; king's feCret, and to* 



manage the deftru£lion of her 
benefador; which, though he 
had a very, good will, the king 
wanted capacity to bring abooc 
For this, the Spanijb hiftonans, 
and it is no wonder, load her 
memory with the ftrongeft im- 
putations of ingratitude, and 
even ci-uelty j fihce the king re- 
lented at laft, and, if it had not 
been for the queen, would have 
preferved this great man's life. 
The vanity of oblique policy is 
evident in the pliins that Don 
Al'uaro took to bring a'boot \ki 
own deftru£ti6n, while, in his 
own opinion, he was taking the 
nioft efFedlual means to fupport 
his pow6r, or at leaft to preferve 
his perfon. On the other hand,' 
the folly of female intrigues is 
no lefs apparent from the queen V 
behaviour, who, bv facrilicing 
Doii Alharo^ expofed herfelf to* 
all that contempt, ill ufage, and - 
fevere treatment, which fhe ifiet' 
with in the fucceedmg reign. 
They had both of them great 
addrefs in turning drcumftanoea' 
and events to the fi^ilitating of 
th^ir private views ; both of. 
them' triumphed in their turns 
by thefe finifter contrivances ; 
and both of them perifhed In 
the end by the faccefV of theix' 
own arts;

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world, continued to be the rule of his condudl « : or, if that be 
any apology for his condud, it was the maxim of Don Juan 
Pachecoy who then and ever after governed him at his plea- 
iiire. 

The grand mafter Don Alvaro de £««^, perceiving that ^ 'Wr- 
ithe greater part of the nobility of Caftile inclined to thfe party 'viewie- , 
of the king of Navarre^ judged it abfolutely heceflary, for his ''^^'?« '^^ 
own fafety, that the king and the prince Ihould' be reconciled ; ^^£.^^ j 
and this he brought about, as he had often done before, by Jaltile^»<r 
gaining Don Juan de Pqcheco. In order to this reconciliation, "^^"* 
an interview was to be had between tlie father and the fon, to 
which they came with an equal number of guards^ and at 
which the king caufed the count de Benavente^ Don Henry 
tfenriquez^ dind Don Suero de ^inones^ to be arretted ; and 
the prince, on his fide, did the fame, with regard to the courit 
Alba de Termes and Don Pedro de ^inone^j perfohs who had 
given umbrage to their refpediVe favourites ^. This, as might 
have been eauly forefeen, augmented the troubles, which were 
already but too gi'eat, and obliged many of the nobility to unite 
more ftri6Hy to the king of ISavarre. The Af^^ri alfo renewed 
their incurfioris ; and though the prince, as a proof of his re- 
conciliation, fent Alonfo Tellez againft them with a ffnall body 
of forces, yet this ferved only to increafe the evil ; fince, thro' 
his own*ill condu£t, moft of his troops were cut to pieces ^* 
The count of 5^>^^t'^»^^, having made his efcape, took irp ii^jj; 
^rms againft the king, and gave him a great deal of trouble; 
The grand mailer l3on Alvaro^ having the king's order to 
proteS the frontiers againft the Mdori^ firft went to Toledo^ 
in order to bojfrow a fum of money ; which fo irritated the 
citizens, that they revolted, and made Pedrxi SarmienU^ wfio < 
was governor of the cattle, their chief. He defended the city 
againft the king, whom he treated With the utmoft infolence j 
and, wheA he fourld himfelf hard preffed, offered to declare 
for the prince^ who thereupon required the king his father to 
raife the fiege, as he had taken Toledo and all its inhabitants 
tinder his protection \ which, to avoid a new civil war, the king 
was conttrained to do ^. For thcfe good fervices Pedro Sar^ 
hiento thought it reafonable to pay himfelf, by ttripping moft of 
the rich citis^eas of all that they were worth, which he didj 
with all the circumftancfss of oppreffion and batbarity thai fcao 
be imagined. The prince, being informed qf this, went thi- 
ther and turned him out j but fuffered hiih to carry away all

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1449. ^ his ill-got wealth, with which he retired into Arrdgon *. The 
, T'i&fMoors Moors continued their incarfions, and took fevcral places iip- 
r#ww on the frontiers. The king of Cajiilt^ growing old and weary 
their tH' of continual difturbances, and becoming more and more un- 
lurJUnt. eafy at the power which the grand maftcr Don Alvaro aflum- 
ed, though he {hewed him as great marks of favour as ever^ 
refolvcd to reconcile himfelf, once for all, to the king of JVtf- 
varre and the malecontents. While he was engaged in k 
negotiation for this purpofe, the prince of A/lurias fell into tbc 
like diftafte of his favourite Don Juan Pacheco^ niarqUis of 
Villena ; but, as he could never keep a Secret, the defign he 
.had laid to feizc him mifcarried, and hc^ was forced to give 
him leave to quit his CQurt, which he did, and retired to one 
of the fortrefies in his own ppfleiSon ^ yet, in a'fhort tirtie 
after> this quarrel was compofed, and the marquis reftored to 
the prince's good graces ^ j who, though a weaker man, was 
a better matter than his father. 
14CO. • The pope being fully acquainted with tde fad and fifange 
Ji^«if«V/tf-fituationof affairs in CaJiiUy which gave the Moors an oppor- 
tion bt' tunity not only of enriching themfclves, by their annual cx- 
t^unth curfions, butlikewife to ftrengthen and enlarge their dofnini- 
king and < on, fent a bull, addrefled to Aioft of the prelates in Spairiy ne- 
kisfin. quiring them to excommunicate fuch as refufed to fubmit to 
their fovere!gn» and, by perplexing his affairs, gave fuch an 
advantage to the Infidels. This bull being publiflied, had a 
great cfftS ; infomuch, that.the prince of Afturids found him- 
felf obliged to fubmit himfelf In earned to his father ;.and, 
to take away all grounds of fufptcion,, took an oath, which 
was adminiftcred to him by the archb'ifhpp of Toledo^ to re- 
main inviolably attached to him for the future. In con- 
fequence of this, 7iW(? returned to the king's obedience ^ 
Several of the adherents and inflruments of Pedro Sarmiento 
' were feized, convided^ and fiiffered cruel deaths. He was 
alfo condemned as a ti"aitorj and his eftates cfonfifcatedj but 
the king fuffered him to live privately with his family, wliich, 
however, did not exenxpt him from the heavier fente'nce of 
another tribunal \ for, falling Into a violent illnef^^ he filtered 
for a long time moil excruciating tortures, 'and ended his days 
in the moft deplors^ble manner *. The prince, in virtue of 
his reconciliation with the king, prevailed upon him to make 
•war with Navarre ; which, however, was foon compromifed^ 
by the prince oi Viand's repairing to the king's camp, and af-

came queen of all Spain °. ^ 

The queen continued inceflantly to irritate the kihg againft * 
the grand mafler Don Mvaro, to ,which (he herfelf was chief- 
ly inftigated by the treafuter Don Alonjo Perez die ViverOy 
a man of addrefs and abilities; who, at the fame time, 
owed all his preferments to the man whom he thiis labour- 
ed to deftroy, and by whom, at this time, he waS entertained 
as a bofom friend. The king had it feveral tim^s in his mind 
t<^ caufe him to be arretted \ but the fenfe of continual dan- 
ger bad taught the grand matter fuch ^n habitual caution^ 
that every attempt of this kind was found impradlicable. Yet , 
he who, without knowing their (chemes, could defend him- 
felf againft others, facilitated his owii ruin by the methods 
he took to accodiplifli theirs. He perfuaded the king to 
attack his old enemy the count de Platentia^ or rather td 
lend ^im the concurrence of his perfon and authority to dci- 
fpoil tha.t nobleman of his eftates \ which the king, who noi 
longed confiderfed every man ^s his enemy that was fo to hid 
favourite, refufed ®. Of this projeS Viverb gave that tioblc- 
,inan a full account i who thereupon framed thefchemeofa 
general confederacy for the grand matter's deftru£lion, which 
he fcnt to the prince of JjfuriaSy and to feveral of the nobili* 
tyi The prince, at that time, was not very clear j whether 
,the detttu^ioh of the grand^mafter was his intereft or^not, and 
therefore fent aloofe and inconclufive anfwer 5 but the count ^ 
di Haro^ the marquis de Santillan^ and the count dk Benaveniej 
etitered into the confederacy, and promifed to fupport it at the 
hazard of their lives and fortunes, and it was this that brought 
,the grand matter to his ruin p. The king and the prince of 
jf/iUrias concurred in fupporting Don Carlos^ prince of Viana^ 
Againft his father, and indeed he had all the plaufible pretences 
that could be offered for fuch a proceeding. But Don 'Juan 
of Navarre was another fort of a man than Don Juan of Caf- 
tiUy and not to be frighted by appearances. His fon took the 
field againft him with a fuperior army, and endeavoured 
to force him to a battle ; but, before the quarrel came to 
" be decided by the fWprd, he pffered him peace, upon fuch

and bis v y^Q^jj ^ave been content with viSory, he might have had it ; 

^t*^'/^ but attacking the king's guards, and putting his father's perr 

*4S2' fon in danger, his brother Don Jlonfo exerted himfelf with 

fuch paffion for the prefervation of him who had given him 

being, that the prince's party were not only defeated, but he 

was forced to deliver up his fword into his brother's hands, 

and fo became hisi father's prifoner, who treated him fternly 

ind^d, but not with cruelty *». 

The king of Cajiile had a conference with the priiice of 
Jflurias at Madrigal^ to concert meafures for procuring the 
prince of Viana^s liberty ; and in this conference Don /llonfo 
Perez, de Fivero engaged the prince to concur with his father 
in the deftrudion of the grand mafter, for arrefting of whom 
fome plots were laid, but without effed '. This did not hin- 
der the king's accepting an invitation from the grand mafter to 
go with the queen and the whole court to Tordejillasy where 
they were fplendidly entertained at his expence ; and it was 
in the midft of thefe divcrfions, that, by an accident, the grand 
mafter difcovered the intrigues and correfpondences of Fivero ^ 
upon which he firft thought of deftroying him, but referred it 
to another occafion, when he might withdraw himfelf from 
court, and ftand upon his defence j but, confidering that he 
had always a gallant company of guards, commanded by a 
natural fon of his, Don Pedro de Lunoj he rejefted that like- 
wife as beneath him •. He went therefore wi^h the king to 
Falladolid'y but, when his mafter propofed going to Burgos^ 
he demanded a fafe-conduft, which was granted him. When 
the court arrived there, the king fent a perfon of confidence to 
the count ofPlacentia, with orders to arreft the grand matter; 
but the count fufpeding this was no more than an artifice to 
entrap him, declined the commiffion, which, however, he 
chearfully accepted, upon the king's writing him a letter with 
his own hand. But, being confined to his bed by the gout, he 
committed the direSion of this difficult afi^air to his fon Doto 
Alvaro de Zuniga^ who, with a fmall body of determined men. 
went privately to Burgos in order to effeft it «, This defign, 
though conduced with all the art and all the fpirit polfible, .

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was attended with fuch difficulties, that the king once fent that 
young nobleman orders to defift > but, upon his undertaking 
fpr the fuccefs, he renewed his command to proceed. The* 
grand mafter, though he had no diftin^ intelligence of the 
nteafures purfued, knew in general that fomething was brew-, 
iiig againft him ; and therefore, \ipon Good Friday, callecl 
a council of his particular friends to concert the propereii: 
means for fecurine his fafety^ to which, amongft the reft, Don 
^lonfo Perei de Pivero was invited. The place where this 
consultation was held was the top of the tower of the palace 
in which he lodged ; and, having firfl (hewn Don Jlon/o his 
own letters and the king's, which he could not deny, he then 
turned his back upon him ; on which fignal two of his friends 
caught up Don Alonfo^ and threw him over the tower, by 
which his brains were beat out in the ftreet ". Upon this 
they fet up a great cry, as if it had happened by accident ; 
which, however it deceived the people, could not deceive the 
king, who, by this a£tion, was determined in his meafures. 
At length Don Jharo di Zuniga invefted his houfe, an'd 
would have forced it, but the king fent an order to the grand 
mafter to fubmit himfelf prifoner, which he offered to Bo^ 
provided he had the king's promife that nothiiig ihould be at- 
tempted againft his life or honour : this he accordingly re- 
ceived, though fome fay the words of that promife were, no- 
thing fhould be unjujlly attempted ^. However upon this he 
fubmitted. His caftlc of Portilla being foon after reduced, 
the king ordered him to be fent thither, and directed a com- 
.miilion to twelve lawyers and lords of the council to form his 
procefs, and to proceed to judgment, which they did, and una- 
nimoufly pronounced fentence of death on him \ He was 
transferred from thence to Valladolid^ by Don Diego de Zuni- 
gaj who had the cuftodyof him, where he fuffered death onThegrand 
a fcaffold, on the feventh of June^ as Ferreras fays ^j though w^A'' ^/ 
Jl^ariana and other writers affirm, on <he 5th of July ^. He^'- J*g^ . 
died with great fteadinefs and courage ; and it is faid thatA^^^ 
.'the king, if he had not. been with-held by the queen, would r p?^

The fcaflfbld was erefled in one 
pf the ^tiod public places in 
Valladolidy there flood upon it 
a table covered with black vel- 
vet, upon which was a crofs, 
between two ;flambeaax of 
^hite wax lighted; to which, 
^s, foon as he came upon the 
IcaflFoldy he made a profound 
reverence. Upon the reading

before he lay down, the exccu- 
tioner would have tied his hands 
behind him with a cord ; bat 
J)on JI<par^ putting his hand j 
iiitp his bofom, pulled out a rib- 
band, which he gave him for 
that purpofe. As foon as he 
was proftrate the executioner 
ilruck his long knife into hi|

fovereign princes. Others, with 
more prol^bility, fay this mo- 
ney was beftowed to procure 
maflcs for bis foul. He was at 
firft interred at St. Andrt^i^ 
where malefadors were ufoalljf 
buried ; but leaye ' was after-r 
wirds procured to remove hi^ 
body to the church of St. frav^ 
cis\ in ValladoUd: feme year? 
after, with the king's permif- 
iion, it was transferred toT*//i>t 
and finally buried with gr««? 
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with no worfc, ufage than he deferved, while others reprefent 
him as a viftirfi of ftate, whofe only crime was being a very 
able niinift^r io a vefy weak prince (E). In this, however, 
moft hiftorians agree, that the king regretted the lofsf o( him 
when it was too late, and when experience taught him that 
faciiori M^as not buried in the grave of the grand mafter, but 
that the powers of repreffing it were much leflened by his 
death. He enriched himfelf exceedingly by the forfeitures, and 
by fej^ing the treafures of that great minifler ; though, by a 
kind of compofition, he left much wealth to his. widow and 
children On the 15th of ^^^^;«^/r the queen was delivered 
of the Infant Don jtlonfoy at Tord'ejillas ^\ About the fame time 
a revolution happened in the kingdom oi Granada^yAiixt IJh^ 
mael at length found means to fet himfelf on the throne, at 
leaft he was proclaimed king, though not without a rival, as 
will be feen. hereafter «.

Upon this occafton Don jf/^«ry affeSed, by his behaviour as a 
king, to efface all oiemory of the ftrange things' that had beeii 
done by the prince oi Afturiai, He caufed Don Diego Man-^ 
rique^ count of Trmw, whom he had, for fome time, kept in 
^Vifon, to be fet at liberty ; and he did the like with refpe^t 
to Don Hernando Alparez 4e Tofedg^ count of Alba^ who had 
been reftrained for a much longer timp ; which a£ls of grace 
were very acceptable «. Sopn after he fent ambailadors to 
renew the antient alliance with th^ crown of France ; and, 
within as fhort a fpace as could be e?^pe£led, he regulated 
with Donna Mariqy queen of Jrragon^ the treaty of accpm- 
modation which had been begun by his father ". This fettled 
and extinguifhed all the pretentions of the Icing of Navarre 
and. his family, as well as their adherents. That monarch, 
his fon Don Jl/onjjfy and his nephew Don Henry^ l^ad each of 
them a large annujty as a fatisfa£tion for their eftates ; and 
For their partizans they were, a few only excepted, reftored to 
their titles, dijgnities, and poflefRons, without being liable tp 
any enquiry for what was paft ; the intire fettlement of fq 
perplexed an affair being referred to a congrefs o. As to the 
affairs of Arragon^ the king Don Henry thought fit to fettle 
thefe by an embafly fent for that purpofe to king Don Alonfi 
in Italy ; and, this being in a fair train, he called an^affembly' 
of the three eftates of t^e kingdom, in which his defign of 
attacking the Moors was highly approved, and a liberal fup- 
ply granted him for that purpofe. fie likewife negotiated a 
marriage with Donna J,oanna Infanta of Portugal^ Ayhich waa 
pncluded, though that princefs was noftranger to the fufpici- 
ons created, by the diflblution of his former marriage with the 
Infanta of Navarre P, which indeed were the common topics 
of diicourfe through iS^<7//i.

In Uie-congrefs hfild at y/^r^(& all the poii)ts in diffi?i:wcff 
lAakes between ^!the crowns of Cajtile and Navarrjfy a^d their allies 
n»ar upon and adherents on both fides,^ were very happily terminated, 
^i^/Moors.jon the conditions that have been aheady mentioned.' The 
war with the Moors was undertaken in the ifpnng with a great 
force, but with no great effeft, lince the king only ravaged 
the open country about Granada. This dlfpleafcd fonie of 
the nobility; who, perceiving that the king was as much held 
in leacjing-ftrings by the marquis de Villena^ as his fathjer had 
cver.l^een by Don 4^yaro ds Lung^ refolved to feize on the per- 
fon of their monarch, and then to make fucK alterations .as 
tjiey fhpujd think convenient. But this defign \vas difcovered 
s^nd prevented ^. He went afterwards to Cordova^ . where he 
^ ti^\xkAT>onn2iyoanna oi Portugal ^ In the autumn he made 
z new irruption into the territories of Granada^ where he did 
infinite mifchief ; infomuch, that IJhmael king of Granada en- 
tered into a negotiation, which, however, was ^tended with 
no effect; and at length, the feafon being fpent, the Chriftian 
^rmy retired •. Tte grand mafterfbips of St. James and AU 
tantara being vaca^ the king took their revenues to his own 
ufe ; but the marquis de Villena was ftcretly ambitious of at- 
taining the firft. In this he was travcrfed by Michael Lvc^ 
whom the king had lately taken into his good grace's, and 
«455« ^^^» though a man of very mean birth, was fupported by the 
duke de Medina Sidonla, the biihop of Cuenca^ and others of 
the nobility,, out of fpleen to the marquis ; though the people 
in general bore an equal hatred to them both ' : but, of the 
two, Donvt/zV^tf^/ had a better charafter, and deferved it. 

THEbtetreaty of peace concluded at Jgr^da appeared to 
.the ki|)g of Cafttk 6i fo great confcquence, that he refolved to 
fend arab^^ors to the king of Arragm^ then at Naples^ in 
order to have his concurrence, in which he met with all the 
'fufrcefs he could defire. In the war with tht Moors it was 
otherwife ; . he gave them, indeed, a great deal of difturbancc, 
deflroyed their country, and took fome places of little import* 
ance, but there happened nothing decifive; and it was of 
very ill confcquence to let the Infidels fee armies of forty of 
fifty thoufand men entering their territories in a hoftile'man- 
,xier, and quitting them again in a few weeks u. After his 
iuoimei; e^qdition.,was oyer? the king had a ftrong inclination

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to vifit all thefea coaft as far as Gibraltar y which he.accoidiiig« 
iy did, under the protedion of a proper efcorte. Theie having 
a fight of the oppofite continent of Jfrica^ upon the invitation 
pf the governor of Ceuta^ he took a refolutibn of going thither^ Makn 0m. 
and that in a fmall veiTel, and with a few perfons, which fKcurfion 
alarmed the principal perfons about him exceedingly. TYii^totUc^afi 
jking, periiftine in his own fcheme, traverfed the ftreight of ?^^*''*" 
Qitnraliar^ and, afcer a few days amufement at C*uta<^ where ^^* 
die governor omitted nothing that could give him pleafure, h« 
returned fafely, though not without fome difficulty and dan- 
ger, to Tarefa \ and there he was fo unlucky as to hear that 
the^iihopof y^7<;f, and the count o(Caftenada^ being defeated 
;n a battle againft the Moors^ were carried prifoners to Gra^^ 
nada ^. Towards the dofe of the year, he fent the marquis 
de Villena to regulate with the chief juftice of Arragon the 
difputes that ftill fubfifted in reference to the commanderies 
of the order of St. ^anus in that kingdom, which were to 
have been reftored in virtue of the late treaty, and which, 
notwithftanding, remained in the hands of thofe to whom the 
]cing of Arragon had given th^m. The marquis, inftead of 
executing this commiffion as he ought, took occafton from 
thence to enter into engagements of quite another kind. He 
fuggefted to the chief juftice, Lanuzay that, very poffibly, 
there might colne a time when he might be as much, perfe- 
cuted in Cafiile as the grand mafler Don Aharo ; in which 
pafe he was defirous of being fure of the king of Arragon*g 
proteAton : with this view he offered, and adually took, an 
path of fidelity to that monarch, which was adminiftered tp 
him by the chief juftice Lanuza : and thus, without takiQg 
any care of his mafter's bufinefs, he returned to the court of 
Caftile^ very well fatisHed with what he had done in bis own % 
The whole country of Bifcay being in commotion, through 
the difturbance excited by the factions of the Gamhoas and 
the Otanezy the king found himfelf under the neceffity of go^ 
ing thither : arriving at St. Sibajiiansy he embarked there 
on board a fmall veflel, that he might, with greater facility^ 
fxamine the Tea coaft : and, having ordered feveral fmall 
caftles to be demoliftied, as ferving only for retreats to fuch ^% 
were difpofed to trouble the peace of the country, vifited moft 
- of thegreat towns, and quieted the whole province. He appoint- 
fd Don Jftat^ JHurt(idf de Mcndafa governor of Bifcay^ and

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prepared to return into CaJiiU ^. Before he could put this in 
execution, he received an unexpeded account of a new con* 
federacy, into which the archbiihop of Toledo^ the amirante, 
thecount de //(Sro, the marquis de Santillan^ the count de Al» 
hay the count de BenaventSy and feveral other noblemen bad 
entered, in or<ler to procure a reformation in the govern- 
ment. They rcprefcnted to the king, that, through his indo- 
lence and inattention, the laws had loft their vigour, induftry 
was almoft every- where ceafed ; that, jealous of his nobility, 
he gave up a great part of his private life to perfons unworthy 
of his converfation ; that, from hence, the civil adminiftration 
was contemned, his military expeditions had no eiFe£bj and, 
while he governed, as it vi^^ere, at random, and without any 
fyftem, things were every-whcre declining into ruin and con- 
fufion. The king was exceedingly chagrined at this news; 
but, by the advice of the archbifliop oi Seville and the marquis 
de Villena^ he refolved to have an interview with the king of 
Navarre^ in order to prevent his giving any countenance to 
this new confederacy : they met accordingly on the frontiers, 
where it was agreed, that the Infant Don Alonfo of Caftik 
fhould efpoufe the Infanta of hlavarre^ and that the Infant 
Don Hernando^ or Ferdinand^ of Navarre^y fliould efpoufe 
the Infanta Ifabella of Caftile *, Thefe points fettled, the 
king went to Segovia^ and, having acquainted the lords of the 
confederacy, that, after the campaign was over, he would 
call an aflembly of the fiates, in which all the grievances they 
had enumerated fhould be redrefied, he deilred them not to 
impede the progrefs of the war, which was of fo great con- 
feqiience to religion and the public welfare. With this they 
feemed to have acquiefced, fmce the king took the field againu 
the Moors wirh a great army, and yet there pafled nothing of 
more importance than the year before ; at length the king of 
Granada propofed to acknowlege himfelf the vaflal of Cajiiky 
and to pay a' large annual tribute, to which Don Henry lif- 
' tened ; but hoflilities, not withftanding, continued to the clofe 
of the year a. The rebellion^of Don Alonfo Fijardo in Mur- 
day which had broke out about feven years before, continued 
ftill to give the king a great deal of trouble, in confequence of 
the fupport which, from time to time, he received from the 
Moorf. He laboured this year, by an embaiTy fent exprelT- 
ly for that purpofe, to reconcile the French kin^ Charles 
the feventh to his fon the Dauphin, tho' without effed **. 
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Historians agre^ that it was not without foundadon this 
monarch of Cajiiie was fufpcfted of impotence, notwithfland^* 
ing which he had feveral miftrefles, for- the fake of one of 
vrhich, of the noble family of Caftro^ he. treated the queen 
extremely ill. The diforders of his family, tho' they might 
refembld, were by no means comparable to thofc in his go- 
vernment ; for, knowing that he was hated by many, he fiifj- 
pe£led moft of his nobility, and laboured to fecure himfelf 
from the cfFcfts of their refentment by raifing up new fami^* 
lies, fuppofing that gratitude muft naturally follow favours. 
"With this view he made Michael Luc his fecretary conftable, 
and gave him feveral towns that belonged to the crown ; 
vrhich places, however, refufed to acknowlege him for their 
lord. The mafterfhip of Alcantara he beflowed on Gomez de 
Solis^ a gentleman of good family indeed, but very poor. Don 
yuan de Falencuelaht made grand prior of St. John^zxi^ Ber- 
nard de la Cueva mafter of his houfhold c. The deaths of the. 
marquis ofSantillan and of the count de 7r/w»^ were favour- 
able to the king, as they proved the caufe of fome difputes 
amongft their relations. The rebellion of Fijardo was entire- A. If. 
ly fupprefled, and the war with the Moors carried on with va- 1458. 
rious fuccefs, that is, with various lofies to both nations. 
This year died Don Jllonfo king of Jrragon and Naples^ in the 
laft-mentioned city, leaving all his dominions in Spain to his 
brother Don Juan king of Niivarre, who became now a very 
potent, as he had been always a very adive, prince ^ The 
former leagUe amongft the nobility being in fome meafure 
broken, was again renewed, by the induftry of the archbiihop 
of Toledo ; upon which the king furprized fome of their places^ 
and amongft the reft deprived the unfortunate houfe of Luna 
of the bcft part of their eftates, though they had given him no 
fort of provocation. The marquis de Fillena was fometimes 
in full pofleffion of his matter's favour, and at others under a 
cloud. His brother Don Pedro Giron; mafter of Calatravay 
who had been a malecontent from the beginning of the king's 
reign," was, by his brother's intereft, reftored to the good 
graces of his (overeign, about the end of this yearj or the be- I4591 
ginning of the nfext *. 

The confederate lords tranfmitted to the king, by the 
hands of Diego de ^inoneSj sl memorial, in which they ex* 
horted hinn to obferve the laws of the kingdom, which he had i 

fwom to at the time of his acceffion, and not to violate the ^

liberties of the church, the nobility, or thepeoplt; to caufe 
cxa^tand impartial juftice to be every- where adipiniftered; to 
difiiii& the Mo9rs that were about his court} to reform his 
l)bu(hold, to carry on the war againft the king of Granada 
with eflfeft, in Virtue of the gpreat fupplies he had receiv^ ; to 
caufe the Infant Don Jtlonfi and the Infanta Ifahtlia to be 
educated in a manner fuitable to their ranks and to declare the 
former his fucceflbr to the throne, fince he had n(^ pofieri^ 
ofhbown.' The king anfwered, that he Vould confult ii 
tfiofe things wijth the lords of his council ^ Don Bernard dt 
ia Cuiva was now beconse his principal favourite ; and, being 
very defirous of making his fortuoe,, he propofed to the mar- 
qvus of Santiltan that he ihould marry his youngefi daughter, 
in which he prevailed. 'By reftoring him to hiseftates, and 
^ving the title of count to. his fon- in-law, Don Bertrand^ 
he detached him from the confederacy : hut what gave him 
the greateft uneafinefs was, the knowl^e he had that Don 
yuan king of Arragon and Navarre ha<^ deferted his alliance, 
and fubfcribed the confederacy ; to ihew bis refentment for 
^^^ which, he entered ii>to a fecret negotiation with the pirincc 
^ ' Don Carlos^ and ofiered him his fifter the Infanta Donna JJa" 
kiUa^ in breach of his former agreement with the king bis 
father ^. The next year was a fcene of ftrange c^fufions) 
Don Henry took the Catalans under his protedtion who had 
tevolted from their fovereign, on behalf of the prince Dop 
^Carlos ; he invaded Navarre^ and took (bme places thexe, r^ 
concilol himfelf to mofl of the malecontents, and, to gradif 
them, made various alterations in his government} brought the 
Infent and Infanta to court ; fo that there was a ieepiing har- 
mony beyond any thing that had appeared during his reign^ 
There was, however, much deceit and falihopd on both fides. 
The king trufted thefe great lords by force, and there was 
abundance of fraud in their fervice i for, in the midA of 
the war they carried on againft the king of Arragm^ ^ey 
held a private correfpondence with that prince, as did alfo the 
marquis of ViUena^ and fome others of the favourites. "Rj the(e 
intrigues a new treaty was made bptween the two crowns 
^iath tf wi^^ fuch fccrecy, that the prince Don C^rM could learn no- 
fhe Infant thing of its contents; and this raifing many fufpicions in his 
Doff Car* mind, threw him into a fever which coft him his life ^. 
ios. I^7 the beginning of the year the queen Donna Jpanna of

marks of affcftion, and even of fondncfs, with a defign to dau^tif^ 
perfiiade his fubjeds that this was his daughter as well as the 
'^lieeh's j which, hotwithftanding aH the pains he could tslkia, 
very few or none believed. However, (he was folemnly bap- 
tized \ the marquis of Arrnagnac^ a French nobleoian of the 
firft rank, and ambaflador from that crown, the marquis de 
Valeria^ and the Infanta Donna IJabella^ being fponfors ; the 
' archbiihop of Toledo performed the ceremony ; and twd 
months after the king caufed her to. be acknowleged heirefs of 
the crown, the Infant Don Altmfo and the Intanta Donnk 
Ifahella being the iirft who fwore to the fucceffion *^, Yet 
foi^e 6f the nobility privately protefted againft this prepofier- 
ous proceeding ; sihd the whole nation was fo thoroughly per- 
ftiaded that the child was not the king's, but the daughter of 
*D6n Bettrandde la Cueva^ that they be^owed upon her the 
furname of Bertraneja ^' The archbilhop of Toledo^ fuppoft- 
'cid by the reft 6f the fecret friends of the king of Arragon; prc- 
vaifed upon the king Don Hetiry to make a tqur to Alfany 
while the monarch before- mentioned was at Tudela^ that,. be- 
ing fo near each other, sill the fittle points that were ftill un^ 
adjufted jtiight be the fooner fettled. But, while the kiiig of 
Caftik was thus employed, the queen, . whom he had left at 
Aranda^ mifcarried, by an tinlucky accident, of a ion, upon 
whicTi he went immediately away to ronrifort her, and fent the 
rnarquis rf/^tf/^^^7 to Stfris?!'*'^ in order to conclude and fignt 
the treaty with the king of Arragon znd Navofre^ which he 
accordingly did. Upon his returti to the court, then held at Afn- 
drfd^hc met with a very gracious reception from the king His 
mafter ; not'withftandihg which he could'not help envying the 
' credit of the count of Ledefma both with the king and queen ". 
The war with the Moors was ftill continued, through tlie per- 
fidious behaviour of the king of Gr^/z^ifo 5 and as the king 
- trufted the^ war; to his favourites, and fupplied them abundant- 
ly, it was carried on in fuch a manner as drove the Infidels 
to the greateft diftrefs, and at length excited a mutiny in the . ^ 
city of Granada °. The moft glorious event, however, of Gibraltar 
the campaign, was theredttdion oiGibrahar^ wkh wliich the teductdd

It happened in 
this manner : there dwelt in the 
town oi Gibraltar a Moor, whofe 
name was Ah el Zurro, who was 
defirous of becoming a Chriftian. 
With this view he retired to Ta- 
refa, and difcloTed his fentiments 
in that refpeft. to Alotf/o de ArcoSj 
who was then alcayde» and who, 
approving his defign^ caufed him 
to be baptized by the name of/ 
Diego Zurro. He then told him 
that it would be no diiEcult mat- 
ter for the Chriftians to recover 
the place from which he came, 
£nce, upon the breaking ont of a 
civil war at Granada, the whole 
garrifon was marched thither to 
iupport one of the competitors 
to the crown. Don Jlon/o was 
too well acquainted with the 
Moon to give hafly credit to 
fuch a piece of intelligence 5 he 
fent therefore a detachment of 
eighty horfe and one hundred 
and fifty foot, with orders to 
feize fome bf the inhabitants, 
which they executed^ and from 
them he underftood, that Diego 
had told him no more than the 
truth : upon this he aiTembled 
fome troops belonging to the 
count d^Arcos, the duke de Me- 



dina Sidqnia, and of the gover- 
nors of the adjacent places » with 
which he invcfted Gibraltar vt^^- 
ry unexpeftedly. The inhabit- 
ants, however, made a very 
gallant defence ; infemuch, that 
many were inclined to raife the 
licge ; but Diego Zurro exerted 
himfelf in fuch a manner, and 
follicited with fuch vehemencj^ 
that they remained before the 
place. They were daily joined 
by freih troops ;a!nd Don Rodri- 
go, the fon of the count dfArcot, 
a&ually pofTeiTed himfelf of a 
great part of the town, and 
might have had the reil by ca- 
pitulation, if the duke de Medi- 
na Sidonia had not fent to de£re 
that he might have a (hare in the 
glory. He arrived accordingly 
with his forces, and the very 
fame night entered into a private 
treaty with the Moors, who de- 
livered up the place to him the 
next day. This finifter behavi- 
our produced a feud between 
the &milie8 of Medina Sidonia 
and Arcos, which laded many 
years, and cod a great deal of 
blood (2). The king was no 
fooner acquainted with this i^- 
expected piece of gopd fortune, 
than he named Don Pedro de 
Porras governor of the place, 
and ordered the duke de Medina 
Sidonia to put it into his hands 
under the fevereft penalties, 
which he immediately obeyed. 
As a farther proof of his fatis- 
fadion, he ordered the tide of 
king of Gibraltar to be added

the admiral of France^ in compliance with the king's humour, 
were very modeftly drefled, ahd Z^avjhimfelf fo plain, that 
it was impoffible, by any exterior mark, to know the king*. 
Den Henry of Caftile and Don Juan of Arragpn were equallj 
diflatisficd with his fentence. The former had loft much, the 
latter was to lofe fomething, and the humour of kings is to 
part with nothing, l^heking of Arragon hoped to efFed this 
by chicane ; for, inftcad of delivering up EJiella^ he put a 
ftrong garrifon into it, and, on the complaint of the marquis 
of ViUenay threw the fault upon the ftates of Navarre^ de- 
claring that he would take no umbrage at feeing the plate 
reduced by force. In a little time a new negotiation was fct 
on foot ; and the marquis, after having brought the king his 
matter into Navarre^ with fo poor an army that he was able 
to do nothing, accepted a few inconfiderable places as an 
equivalent for EJiella\ upon notice of which the archbifliop 
of Toledo releafed the queen of Arragon^ as if the treaty had 
been fully executed *. By this the king of Cajiile* % eyes were 
opened, and he not only refufed to approve of this convention, 
. but difmiOed the prelate from his councils, and' threatened tim 
marquis with his refentment. In the autumn the king march- 
ed with a numerous army againft the Moors \ but, being on 
the frontiers of the kingdom X)'f Granada^ that monarch fent 
his tribute and very rich prefents befides ; upon which the 
king difmiiTed his troops, and went to pafs his Cbrijimas at 
H63. SevilU''.

fifter Ifabelloy ahd renewing the truce with the Moors, things ^;a^^/ 
had taken a very Wrong turn in Cajiile ^. The archbifliop of »j^j^^ 
Toledo and the marquis He Villena, finding that they were totally ^„^ dithers 
ihutout of the government, refolved to put themfelves once „o^/fag„^ 
more at the head of a confederacy, in which the amirante, 
the counts of Placentitis Bertaventi, Paredes, Miranda, and 
OJforne, the archbifliop of Compojlella, the grand matters of 
i 'Calatra^d and Alcantara, very readily entered ; fo that this 
I league b<^came more formidable than any that had been hl- 
' therto made '. The king being informed of this by the 
queen, refolved to return, without delay, into Caftilc, where 
he found the great affair of the peace of Arragon fet upon an ' 
equitable foundation, through the fear that the archbifliop, the 
marquis, and even the king of Arragon himfelf, were under^ 
that their contrivances fhould reach the ear of Leiuii the 
eleventh, who, in that cafe, would not fail to enter Arragon : 
the king, therefore, feeing no reslfon to refufe it, ratified the 
peace, not without hopes that this might pacify the male- 
tontents : he carried the queen alfo to an interview with the 
Portuguefe monarch at Guadalupe, where he again promifed 
him his ufler^ Donna Ifabella, and really meant to keep his 
word ; biit, when \it mentioned it to the Infanta, (he fliewed 
ho inclination to become queen df Portugal, but pretended 
that a princefs of Cajiile could not marry without leave of the 
fhites, to whom, therefore, the king engaged to propofe it "f. 
As he perfuaded himfelf that he had ftilla great influence over 
the marquis of Villena, he had a mind to confer with him, in 
hopes of diffipating the league ^ to Which, after hoflages given^ 
the. marquis confented, as having an inclination to detach 
the archbifliop of Seville, the moft able man the king had 
about htqis ^nd to bring' him over to the malecontents. At 
this conference, therefore, he told the king, that the archbi- 
fliop was the principal objedi of his own apprehenfions, and of 
thofe of his aflbciates ; and that, if he would arrcft and keep 
hini confined, he made no qiueflion of bringing all the lords

form the archbiihop of the danger he was in ; upon whUrh 
that prelate, knowing no other way to be fafe, went immc- 
i dtatcly to the count (U PJatintia^ one of the kague, and to 
whom he had been the greateft enemy, to demand his protec. | 
tion *. The -count received him with open arms ;. the dc- i 
tachment of the king's guard, fent to fecure him, returned 
'without their prifoncr J and thus the mzvquis de Fili^na^ not 
fatisfied with betraying the king, contrived to make him an 
inftrument in betraying himfelf *. The fuccefs attending this 
enterprise, encouraged him*to form one ftill more extraordi- 
nary ; and this was, to furprize the king at Madrid^ to deliver 
the Infant artd Infanta out of his cuftody, ^nd to bring away 
the count of Ledefma\ but, though it was well laid and well 
conduced, this fcheme mifcarried, and the king threatened 
him with the utmoft weight of his refcntmentb; This did not 
deter him from a bolder enterprize than the laft; he prevailed 
upon Donna Maria de Padilla^ the wjfe of Ferdinand CariUss 
who lay in the room contiguous to their majefties bed-cham- 
ber, to admit his adherents in the night ; and, by this means, 
he hoped to fecure the perfons both of the king and queen 5 
in which, alfo, he very narrowly failed ^ After all this, he 
engaged the king to promife an interview with fome of the 
ihalecontents, to which, as he was on the road, he had intel- 
ligence of their having aflembled a great force in order to feizc 
him and thofe,who were about him, upon which he thougiit 
proper to retire, which, if he had not done with great preci- 
pitation, would have been to no purpofe d. Tolbew in a par- 
ticular manner how much he was piqued at the marquis, he 
with great folemnity invefted Don Bertrand Je la Cueva^ 
grand mafter of the. order of St. James^ which he knew wa$ 
the principal obje6l of the other's ambition ^ The king of 
Arragon and Navarre having entered into the league, the con- 
federates held a general affembly at Burgos^ where, upon the 
twenty-ninth of September^ \\\Qy fubfcribed an inflriiment, 
comprehending the reafons of their jevolt, and their plan of 
regulating public affairs, tQ which they not only fubfcribed, 
but folemnly fwore to adhere inviolably to each other, till 
every point of it was accomplifhed ; and this league they

ing any bulls from pope Paul the fecond againft them ^. In 
the Qiean time, the king being informed that one of the prin- 
cipal points of the eonfe()eracy turned upon his impotencyt 
and ccunpelling the nobility to fwcar to a fiuppofititious chiJd, 
he pretended to eftabliih his capacity by judicial proofs, and 
the teftimony of his phyficjan, which ferved only to leflcn 
and debafe his charader. Yet, before the end of the yjear, 
without the participation of his council, he ventured upon 
another private interview with the marquis of Villena^ at 
which he concluded an agreement with the malecontents, HrV agrei' 
upon the following terms j that he (hould deliver the Infant ^^^ 'with 
Don Jlonfo to the marquis, and acknowlege him for his heir '^'^w^/?* 
and ft^ccellbr ; that Don Bertrand de la Cueva fhould renounce ^^^^^^^^* 
the grand mafterlhip of St. JameSy and the pope be defired to 
confer it, )>y a bull, upon the Infant Don Alonfo^ agreeable to 
his father's will ; that the regulation of public affairs in general 
fhould be left tq four lords, two of which ihould be named by 
the king, and two by the league, and, if they could not agree, • 
the judgment of Jlonfo de Oropefuy prior of the order of St. 
Jerom'% was to be dccifive : for the due performance of all 
which Don Bertrand de la Cueva was to conftitutc himftif 
prifoner in the fortrefe of Portilloy under the care of Goncalez 1464, 
de Sahavedra, and the co.unt de Benavente was to do the like 
in the fortrefs of Mucientes^ in the hands of the count of St. 
^arthq^ by which the king hoped to fecurc his own quiet 
^ that of his fubje<Sls %. 

Wh^H the contents of this convention were known, fe- 
veral of the king's faithful fubjefts -laboured to fhew him how 
inu^h he had been deceived, and that the fole aim of the 
confederates was to get the Infant Don Alonfi into their 
bands, with a defign to place him at their head, and perhaps 
ta make him king. This alarmed Don Henn extremely ; 
but his fecrctary Don Alvaro Gomez^ who was the creature of 
the niarquis de Hllenay terrified him fo much with the thoughts 
of reviving all paft difturbances, if he did not execute punc- * 
dually every article of his treaty, that he no fooner underftood 
the marquis of Villena was come to Sepulveda to receive 
the Infant, than he carried hini thither, and put him into his 
bands K He afterwards repaired tp Cahe%on^ where he gave 
audience to all the confederates in a body, and after each of 
them had kiiTed his hand, Don Alonfo was declared his fuc-

ceflbr to his dominions, and promifed to cfpoufe Donna 
JoannaK Don. Bertran count of Ledefma^ being prefent; 
they fummoned him to refign the grand maftcrihip of St 
James y the moft honourable and moft beneficial office in the 
kingdom. I will do it, anfwered Dop Bertrandde la Cuevd^. 
with much greater pleafure than I received it, becaufe it istgl 
render a fervice to that moft gracious monarch, to whofe iy 
vourl owe that and all that I have, and am glad of affording i 
teftimony to his fubjeSs, that hehasraifed at leaft one man o( 
fidelity and merit. This anfwer aftonifhed the v^hole league, 
and made the marquis of Villena blufli ^. The king rewarded 
him bountifully, gave him the town of Albuquerque^ with the 
title of duke, four other lordfhips,. With a penfion of three 
million and a half of marvadies ^ They proceeded next to 
. name commiffioners ; the king chofe Don Pedro de Velafo^ 
el deft fon to the count de Haro^ and Goncakz de Sahavedra; 
and the league appointed the. count of Placentia and the mar- 
quis de Ifillena. The marquis in a little time corrupted the 
king's commiffioners, fo that he carried every thing at his \ 
pleafurc, and without being obliged to confult AlonfodeOn^ 
pefa^ a perfoh of incorruptible integrity, whom the confederates 
named for umpire, merely to givq a luft/e to their caufe". i 
The king having difcovered the defeSion of his coinmiffioncrs, ! 
and the treachery of his fqcretary, the marquis de ViUena\d \ 
recourfe to a new artifice ; he prevailed upon the archbifhop of 
Toledoy and the amirante, to make a (hew of quitting the con- 
federacy, and going over to the king. Don Henry received 
them fo gracioufly, and trufted them fo entirely, that they 
began to be in earneft on his fide, when the marchionefs of 
Vtllena came to Madrid \ and, by her arts, recovered them to 
•the league; and, which was more extraordinary, pcrfaaded 
the king that her hufband was ftill loyal in his heart, and 
would t^ke an opportunity of doing his majcfty good fervice". 
BitrefufalZy the advice of the archbifliop of Toledo and the amirante, 
to perform the king annulled all that had been done by the commiffionerf, 
arhdes. fummoned the confederates to reftore to him his brother, and 
threatened to declare them traitors if they did not. Upon 
this they called a general aflimbly 2X Placentia ^ and foon 
g after, another at Seville^ where it was publicly debated, whether 

they (bould depofe the king, and advance the Infant Don

Salamanca^ and the count of Alba de Tormes was the firft'^lonfo^ 
nobleman in Spain who declared for him. The. archbifliop 
of Toledo and the amirante attended him upon this occafion ; 
and, by their advice, he refoli^ed next to befiege Arevalo^ upon 
vrhich they took their leaves, and promifed to repair thither 
v^ith their forces, receiving each of them money from the 
king for that purpofe. The king waited for them long, and 
fent to them often ; at length the prelate fent him word not 
to tire him with any more meffeges, for that he would quickly 
let him fee who was the true king of Cajiile ; and, at the fame 
time, the amirante fcized Valkdolld^ and declared for the 
Infant Don Alonfo p. The king, amazed at this behavibur, 
retired forrowfully to Salamanca, and had funk under his mis- 
fortunes, but for the prudent counfels of his fifter Donna 
IJahella.

The king, pcrcciymg 
that the rebels were reducing one p^c^ after another, and 
that many of the nobility grew cold in their afFeSions for h|s 
fcrvice, refolved, while he had yet fuflicient ftrength, to put 
the iffuc of, things to a battle, and accordbgly advanced for 
the relief of Medina del Campo. The rebels refolved to wait BatiU of 
for him there : when the two armies were very near, the Medina 
archbiihop of Toledo fent to give the duke o{ Albuauerque^^^^^^ 
notice that forty perfons had fwprn not to fuffer him to return P^ 
alive, if he appeared in the field ; and therefore advifcc} him to 
take care of himielf. The duke, fufpeSing the truth of this 
intelligence, invited a foldier of the cfnemy sr advanced guard 
to come and fpeak with him, and fent him a paflport ; the 
man came accordingly, and being afked if this intelligence 
was true, he aiTured him it was, and that every body"1cnew it 
in the camp : why then, fays the duke, tell thofe forty men 
that I fhall be in the field to-morrow, armed in fuch a man- 
ner, and with a fcarf of fuch a colour, and difmifled him with 
a reward <>. This a6lion happened on the 20th of Auguji ; 
ibc Infant Don Alonjo was there, in pcrfon, having the arch- 
bifhop of Toledo by his fide, who wore over his robe a crimfon 
fcarf, embroidered with white crofles* The king, at the in- 
ftance of the conftable of Navarre^ retired, with thirty horfe, 
to a place at fome diftance ; his army confifted of eight hun- 
dred lances, feven hundred light horfe, and two thoufand foot j 
that of the rebels was of much the fame ftrength ; the engage- 
ment began in the afternoon, and did not end but with the 
light. It was far from being decifive, though there might 
be about five hundred men flain on both fides, the king or- 
dered his ftandard to remain in his camp, being unwilling to 
difplay it againft his people, and by that accident it .was 
taken. Both fides claimed and made rejoicings for their 
victory, which belonged to neither \ The town of Segovia 
was (hortly after betrayed to the Infant, who by that means 
got his iifter, the Infanta //27^f/A7, into his cuftody, but the 
Zflcazar^ in which were the king's treafures, was preferved *. 
The king, notwithilanding this, was prevailed upon to go 
thither, to confer with the malecontents, to whom he fpoke 
better than his friends expeded. He told them he would fay 
little either of or for himfelf ; he could not govern fo great a 
country, but by his minifters and magiftrates ; that thefe he

The marriage of the prefumptive fucccffor was now the great 
point in view, upon which it was very evident that the (ecu- 
rity of the crown and the happinefs of the people muft, in a 
great meafure, depend ; the old king of ArragQti^ Don "Juan^ 
never loft fight of his iirft purpofe of procuring that princ^fs 
for hjs fon ihe Infant Don Ferdinand-^ and, the better to 
qualify him for fo great a match, he gave him the tide of king 
of Sicily, which ifland was then a part of his dominions ^ lit 
order to bring this important defign to bear, he fent his agents 
into CafliUy with inftrudtiond to apply themfelves to his old 
friend the archbifliop of Toledg, to his father-in-law the ami- 
rante, to the counts of Medina Caliy Trivenoy and other 
great lords. At the head of thefe agents was the conftable of 
Navarre ; and, 'befides excellent ihftrucSions how to manage 
the affair, they had blanks filled with promifes, with the 
king's fignature and feal, to be addreiTed to fuch perfons as 
they fbould find it neceiTary to gain, and what was like, 
perhaps, to go farther than all their inftrudions and creden- 
tials, they had a very large fum in ready money, with full 
powers to difpofe of it as they thought fit p. The conftable 
of Navarre found, on his arrival at the court of CaJiiUy the 
archbifhop of ToUdo perfe£Uy well inclined to the bufmefs ; 
and by his and the amirante's affiftance, many of the chief 
nobility wer6 gained j and the gold, and the king's letters, 
being properly diftributed amongft the Infanta's domeftics, 
brought them to prefer the king of Sicily to all the princes 
upon earth ^. The grand maftfer, now in more favour with 
the king than ever, was exceedingly difturbed at this, and 
engaged many of the old malecontents, more efpecially fuch 
as had been pnriched by the forfeiture^ of the houfe of Arr^* 
gon, to concur with him in oppofing a marriage fo prejudicial 
to their intercft.

The king Don Hemy was 
extremely pleafed upon the arrival of the French embaflador, 
paid him all the honours, and laboured to give him all the 
fatisfadtion imaginable ; he alfo iiTued an edi^^ annulling all 
that he had faid or fworn upon the treaty of accommodation 
with the Infanta Ifabella ^ declaring the right of fuccefEon to 
be, as it always was, in the Infanta Joanna^ his and the 
queen's lawful daughter*. The French cardinal, however, 
expeSed farther proofs, which the king rcfolved to give ac- 
cordingly on a day fixed, which was the 20th of OSlober ; the 
king held a great afTembly in the plain of Lozoiaj to which, 
by his commam^, the marquis of Saniillan brought the queen 
and her daughter : there the edi£t was publicly read in the

^ ^aken that oath before; the carding then infifled that the; 
^ueen iliould fwear, as ihe did, that the princefs was the ifliie 
of her body by the king ; the king likewife fwore that he yeriljr 
believed her to be his own daughter ; after which the count 
of Boulogne efpoufed hei^, with great folemriity, in the Xk^ttii 
of the French prince ^. The king, as foon as this ctttmoxif 
was over, ifiued his letters .to all the towns in the kingdom^ i 
to inibnn them df this great event ; and, on the other hand| 
Dpn Firdinand and Donna Ifabella eniittcd a manifefto, fetting 
forth and infifthig upoh their rights', which they required all 
the people in the kingdoms of Cafiihy tion^ Toledo^ &c. to 
maintain and defend, which only ferved to increafe ^^okppk.^i. 
diforders, by which thcfe unhappy countries were but too r ^ Jj 
much diftra(3ed and diftrefled \ Theking Don Henry ^^^vng^ J^^ii 
procured two briefs from thepOpe, one againft the bifliop of ^"^-/^^^ 
&gQvia^ and the other againft the archbifhop of Toledd^ caufed 
them to be (ignified to both thefe prelates. This had fom^ * - 
efFed upon the fornier, but none at ail upon the latter ; who^ 
on the contrary, wrote to the king, as he had often done 
before, that his misfortunes were the effe£ts of his credulity 
and irrefolution ; that he (the bifhop). had nothing in view but 
the general good of his fubjeds; and that he would do well to 
think of his own oath, and the conceffi^ns he had made in thd 
treaty of pacification *. Don Henry j in the fury of his refcnt- 
ihent, fent for four canons of the church of^oleJo, purfuant Jqi 
the pope*s brief; and, having admitted them into his priv^ 
council^ formed a procefs againft the archbifbop for high 
treafon. The grand mafter of St. Jamesj however, interpofed 
in behalf of his uncle, the archbiftiop, and advifed his maftejT 
to have tecourfe to milder meafures. An offer was thereupon 
made him of an imm^nfe fum of money, large grants iri 
favour of his church, and ftUI greater to his two fons ; but 
all without effect : that prelate giving for anfwer, that a? • 
he was at length on the right fide he would remain therp, 
and fiand or fall with it, let the pope or the king do what 
tb^y pleafe^. As a proof that he was in eameft, hefeized 
three of the fotir canons in their returii to Ti/rii? j but thd 
king making reprifals upon fome of his domeftics, they wero 
at length difcharged. The diilurbances throughout the king*

M ^ nlifcrics of the people, the Moors j with impunity, made an 
irruption into and plundered the frontiers S Towards the 
■+7'' clofc of the year, the king, attended by the grand mafter, had 
an interview with the king of Portugal^ to whom he offered 
the Infanta Donna Joanna ; but that monarch looked upon 
things to be then in fo unfettled a ftate, that he declined the 
propofttion J and the king Don Henry and his favourite retired 
exceedingly diflatisfied **. 
Afcbemi The grand mafter was feldom at a lofs for expedients ; and 
/eioMf9$t though his addrefs had failed hini upon this ocdafion, yet he 
/*^*f^^' quickly devifed a new fcheme, more plaufiblc and more likely 
i^ tbiln- ^^ jjg attended with /uccefs than the former. This new con- 
faniajo- trivance was to bring about a marriage between Don Henrj 
^^Htn- ^^ ^^^^g^^i f^" ^^ ^^^ Infant Don Henry ^ who had formerly 
xy o/Ar- ^^^^^^^ '^ many and great difturbances in Cattle, and the In- 
ngoa. hnU Donna Joanna, whom the king acknowleged. His 
mafter approved this expedient exceedingfy, aflured hioi of 
his full Confent, and defircd him to leave no ftep untaken for 
the fpeedy accomplifliment of this important negotiation'. 
The grand mafter faw, without any fign of pity, civil war 
raging in all parts of the kingdom, but he could not hear, 
without emotion, all thefe mifchiefs attributed to himfeif. 
. He perceived that the far greater part of the nobility envied 
aad hated him ; and that, by the common people throughout 
his mafter's dominions, he was h^ld in 'perfe<3; execration j 
which induced or rather obliged him to labour with theut- 
moft diligence in bringing this bufinefs to perfeftion, . which, 
with very good reafon, he confidered as the king's , bufiocfs 
and his own. With this view be refolved to gain, if it was 
poffible, the marquis /ie Santillany and the potent family of 
Mendoza, of which he was at the head. He propofed, 
therefore, an interview with that nobleman and his friends, 
which was accepted, and there he explained the many ad- 
vantages that would refult from the marriage which he had 
projeSed ; he obferved that it was the higheft mark of 
gratitude they could give to the king and to his family i that 
I)on Henry was of the i?oyal blood of CaJiiU \ that his mar- 
riage with the Iiifanta woujd divide the houfe of Arragon \ that 
it would infallibly gain the count of BenaventCy who was Don 
.Henrfs uncle by the mother's fide ; and that it would protefi 
• them from the refentments of Don Ferdinand, and the Infanta

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Donna IfcAella^ from whom they had all things to feat. 
Thefe airguments made a great impreffipn upon the afiembly % 
and the grand mafter, that he might abfolutely determine them '. 
to a ccJncurrcnce in this fcheme, offered, as he was lately be- 
come a widower, to marry a lady of the houfe of Mendoza 5 
but, as there was no fuch lady to give him, the confederates . 
propofed that he fliould efpoufe Donm Maria de VilafcOy the , 
daughter of the count ^/(?^ /for^, which he accepted, and the » 
marriage was foon after celebrated in the king's prefence with 
great folemnity/. The prince Don Ferdinand^ in the mean 
time, made a tour into his father's dpminions, where he met 
with the cardinal Don Roderic de Borgia^ legate from pope 
Sixtus the fourth, who prefcnted him with a difpenfation. that 
"was ncceflary to render his marriage valid j and the extrapr* 
binary honours that prince and his father rehdered to the car-r 
dinal, attached him entirely to their intercft, iiv the fupport of 
which he was afterwards very . ferviceable 8. At the fame 
time Don Ferdinand acquainted the king Don Juan with the 
new fcheme the grand matter had formed of marrying Donna 
"Joanna to Don iJifwrjr his nephew, to prevent which, his ad- 
vice was to fecure the perfon of Don Henry^ which was in 
his. power ; but the king, who had always treated him as his 
fon, could not be prevailed upon to take fo harfli a ftep, as he 
perfuaded himfelf that he would do nothing in an affair of fucl| 
confequence without his confent, of which alfci he received 
the ftrongeft afliirances from Donna Beatrix Pimentel^ his 
mother Ji." It appeared, however, from the event, that Don 
Ferdinand had fornjed a better judgment of the young man's . 
difpofition ; for his thoughts were fo elevated with the profpefl 
of a crown, that he went privately into Cajlile^ in order xa 
complete the marriage. He was received there with all poffible 
refpeft, and treated in fo magnificent a manner, that he began 
to confider himfelf as the prefumptive heir to the crown, and 
behaved himfelf with fo much haughtinefs towards the no- 
bility, as leflened his intereft with his friends ; at the fame 
tim^ that, by offering to decide all differences with Don />r- 
dinand in a fmgle combat, and faying, raflily, that he would 
give the city of Toledo if his competitor would accept the chal- 
lenge, he provoked the houfe of Arragon to an irreconcileable A. D, 
enmity% Before we conclude this year, it is neceflkry to ob- i47«» 
ierve„ that, amongft other difturbances, there happened one at 
Toledo^ which occafioned a great deal of blood to be fpilt ^

able to the king^ dpon acC6tmt of that deference and refpcdl 
ivhich had beenalwajrs ^xprefied towards him by the court of 
R^m4 ; lb that, at his firft audience,* he treated him with much 
^cindnefs and efteem. But when the king and' his minifteni 
found that this cardinal was entirely in the intereft of the 
brinces, and that be approved the condud of the archbifhofi 
6£ TfiUJ^y they were much chagrined. He was fuffeied, how* 
^ver, to hold a general aflembly of the clergy at Segovia^ wfaercf 
fie nqfade many lifefui regulations, and obtained a fobfidy fo^ 
^rrying on the wat againft the Turks ^ which was his princi* 
pal pufinefs I and which, as foon as he had obtamed, he re- 
turned into Jrragon ^. The feditiops and difturbances in all 
part^ of Sj^ain were as frequent as ever. The nobiKty brought 
armies oMeveral thoufands into the field in their private quar- 
ter ; towns were fometimes taken by thiem after regular: 
fieges) but more frequently they revolted or were furprized.' 
In fome places the people fell upon the J^s upon various 
|)retences ; but: in many more places the new converts, or, as 
they are called in Spaifij the new Chriftians, were expofed to 
the worA treatment imaginable, both in their perfons and pro- 
perties^ In a fedition of this kind at Jasn^ the conftable Doi^ 
Michael Luc was killed by a fhot from a crofs-bow, as he was 
hearing ma& in the <^athedral ; with which, when the king was 
acquainted, he beftowed that high office upon the count di 
Haro^ whofe daughter the grand mailer Had married '. THe 
^fi^{ duke de Medina Sidonia and the marquis of Cadiz had made 
maitaain^ y^^f againft each other in Andalufia for fome years, as if they 
kdbyfri' jj^^j \^^xl independent princes ; but the fornrier, that he might 
^ateMble- ^^^^ f^^^ colour of authority, thought fit to declare, about this 
^''f^^r-^timty for the prince Don Ferdinand and the Infanta Donna 
Tf't ' Ifaieiia^. While things were in this ftate, Don Henry of 
Arragon exprefled great impatience that the match was fo lon^ 
delayed ; but the grand mafter, who perceived this young 
})rince wanted a tutolr more than the king, but'was of a tehi- 
per quite oppofite to his, refolved to fruftrate the Ipatcli; in 
order to yhich, he t6ld the king, that the only way to fecure 
the crown to his daughter was to marry Her to a crownecK 
head; that the fending for Don /fewr;^, contrary tohiseic- 
pedations, had ftrengthened the party oif the princea, and that 
therefore the moft prudent ftep he could take, was to delay the

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marriage, and, i£ poffible, to renew tbe negQtiatkm wtdr Afi 
king of FortugaL Other kings were not more accuflosied to*' 
command than Don Hmry to obey; ho therefore pacUiedr 
Don- jffenry and his friends as wtH as he could, by promifing 
them to propofe the marriage in the nextaflemUy of the ftate^ 
which was to be held in a little lime, and, during diis inter* 
vai, the grand mailer convinced his pattizans that Don Hmry ^ ' 
was like to give them more trouble than Don Firdinand^ an4 
that therefore they muft find fiich ahaiband for Donntjoanna 
as, with their affiftance,' might be able to clear the kingdom of 
both 3 with which they were well enough iatisfied \ 

The treafufes of the king Don Hmry^ whidi were ftill very The grand 
confiderable, remained in the Akazar at Segovia^ of which h^maftgrat^ 
had given the comn^and to Don Andns de Cabrera^ a very tempts f 
brave man, and his faithful fervant The grand matter vrzsveryMp^xi 
dcfirous of having this place, v^hich was indeed the beft, if not: '^* ^^fi^f 
the only, thing the king had to give j but finding him m©tc?/Segovia» 
tenacious in this refpe^^ than iii any other, and not^beins able 
to obtain more than half a promife, he refolved to fuppTy the 
othejr half by force. Me had obferved that a great many of 
the inhabitants of Segovia werenev^c Chriftians ; his emiflarie^ 
were employed to i^nftigate the other inhabitants tb fall upoir 
them ; and when this difturbance was at the ^eateft height,, 
the grand mafier was to come in with a body of regular. troops 
to the a0iftance of the old Chrifiians, and fo make himfelC 
matter of the place. This fcheme was very clofely laid, and 
very brifkly executed, but without efieA j for Cabrera ha4 
taken care to arm all thofe hew Chriftians, and, when the 
infurredion wsis higheft, ifliied from the cattle, with a 0u<« s 
rnerous body of horfe and foot ; upon which- tbe grand maf-? 
ter retired, much difappointed, to Efiakna *. In the ailem*' 
bly of the ftates few things were regulated ; and the kii^^ , 
having obtained a free-gift, gave himfelf little trouble abou£ 
the marriage, notwithttanding that die counts/? B:$mvmU 
had quarrelled with the grand matter i^on that head* Th# 
whole court, in the mean time, being very much alaroEied ^ 
the great cities declaring gradually for the princes^ this in* 
create of danger made the favourite more and more uneafy 
about the fortfeis ef Segovia ; (o that at length he teazed the 
king into giving an or^r to Don Andres de Cahrtra to put it 
into his hands ; which being fignified to that old officer, he ai>r 
ifwered, that his loyalty am) aii^Sion Xo the king would not

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Mkr him to comply with an oii^r ly hich it was not fit for the 
king to give ?. Under this dilemma, the grand mafter pre« 
vailed upon 'the king to go in perfon to Segovia^ ^nd try to 
. perfuadc Don Jifdres di, Cabrera out of the fortrefe. The king 
went, and was received with all the duty and fubmifEon pof- 
ftble ; biit when Don Andres^ and his wife, Donna Beatrix dt 
Bobadilla^ who had been long ^boqt the perfon of the Infanta 
Jfabella^ bad him by this means to themfclves, they very 
boldly laid beforef him the true ftate of his affairs. They told 
him, that Don J-uan de PachcQ was ^ very little genUeman» 
till the breath of his majefly's favour had iwelled him into a 
great lord ; that he had repaid this favour with ingratitude ; 
had difplayed his colours in the field againfl his majelty's royal 
fiandai-d *, had affifted in the ceremony when his majefty was 
depofed) and had placed his fceptre in the hands of the royal 
Infant ; that he had offered the crown to the Infanta Ipubella^ 
to whofe generous refufal hia majefty owed the return of his 
favourite, and that he ftill wore that crown upoii his head. 
They adyifed him, therefore, to difgrace a man who had fooften 
Sacrificed him to his intereft, and to confent to a reconciliation 
with Don Ferdinand and IJonna Ifabella^ which would reftorc 
a legal government to his fubje£is, and fecure to his majefty 
the peaceable pofieffxon of his crown, which, otherwife, he 
fteepneiJi' could never expefi*?. The king.hpard them without any 
ationbi' token of difpleafurc, and af length feemed well enough pleaf- 
iwentbe ed with the expedient. Donna Beatrix y^ent to acquaint bee 
king and niiftrefs, in the difguife of a peafant \ and the Infanta Donna 
the Infanta Ijahelloy by the advice of the archbiihop of Toledo^ refolved ta 
^^*«^ Ifa- puj. herfelf upon the fidelity of Cabrera^ and accordingly, on 
J f • the 27th of December^ ihe came to Segovia ; upoii the firft. 
' ^'^^' news of which the marquis of Vitiena^ fon to the grand mafter, 
fled out of the tpwn '. The king faw hcjr at hi$ return from 
hunting;, and behaved towards her with great civility and re- 
fytOt. He made her a vif^t the next afternoon in the/^Y72;tfr,an4 
was fo well pleafed with her cpinpany, that he ftayed and fup- 
ped ; the third day they walked together publicly in the ftreets; 
and, on the fourth, the king, having prefented moft of the no- 
hility about him to his fiftcr, obliged her to gq out of the Al- 
cazar on horfeback at the head of ihc;m, himfelf on foot 
holding the bridle". Such wis the ftrange temper of ibis

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monarch, aiicl fuch ah afcendency over' him had all who knew 
I10W to comply with his humours while th»y were about' 
him. 

This ample and unexpefied reconciliation was fyt^Ay 
made known by the Infanta to her hufband Don Ferdinand^ 1 

whom {he invited to Segovia^ andj by the advice of the lords 
who were ^bout him, he went thither, and was well received 
by theklng^ The lords who attendedthatmonaiththoughtthat 
a more public tefiimony of the perfed harmony that reigned 
amongft,the royal family was requifite; and therefore tlie king, * 
the Infant, and the Infanta, went publicly to the cathedral on 
the fcaft of the Epiphany ; afterwards they diiied together in* 
public : but, towards evening, the king comphined of a vio-' 
Unt pain in his fide, and was carried to his palace in a. verjF^ 
feeble condition ; upon which there wanted not m^ny who' 
faid he was poifoned ». The prince Don Ferdinand and the- 
Infanta Donna Ifahella vifited him every day, during his ill- 
ncfa. In that fpace their friends follicited Don Henry to re- 
new the declaration he had formerly made in favour of his 
fifter as to the fucceflion : but, tho' this was very artfully and 
ai&duoufly managed, the king could never be brought to give 
any other than an evafive ahfwer ^. As foon as he began to He afttr^ 
recover, he refumed his private correfpondcnce with the grand «u;/7ri^ tm- 
mafter, who had lately compromifed all difFerehces, and en-deaveMrs 
tered into a ftriift league with the duke oi Muquerque zni the^^^P^^- 
count of Benavente. ^ht next thing he did was to contrive, ^'*^^^^ 
as clofely as poffible, to fend troops into the town, to hide them*"^ ^*^ 
in the church towers, and to difpofe every thing for furpriz- ^[J^^™ 
ing the princefs, together with Don jtndrei Cabrera and his^:^*'^" 
wife Donriz Maria, in the Jlcazar, But Don Andret per- * 

ceiving fome motions, eafily.gueiTed at the reft, and took his 
precautions fo fpeedily and fd effe£iually, chat the grand 
niafter was forced to drop this project *. However, by the 
advice of the Infanta Donna Ifabellay Don Ferdinand left &- 
govia^ under pretence of paying a vifit to the amirantc : as the* 
iarchbifiiop oi Toledo was the only member of the king's coun- 
cil who openly efpoufed the caufeof the princefs, he took it 
amifsthat they feemed to have a greater confidence in cardi- 
nal ^^^^^2^, who was alfo of the king's council, and of

, mettf Ufon d)b to Don Juan king of Jrragw^ and, after ex- 
poftulatiogthe matter freely, defiml to withdraw from their 
finrnce* The king, «nd aftnrWards the princes, did laJl in their 
p0wer lo fatisfy him ; and Ci^n FirtUifumdj having a mind to 
fte. the Infanta, defired bis opinion whether it was (afie for him 
ti^come to Sigwia \ to which the prehte anfwered, he might 
be iafe for three days, but not longer y. He went thither ac- 
CQidingly^ retired at the the time prefcrtbed, and afterwards 
afifted the marquis de Smttillan in taking Carrion from the 
couftt of Binavtntt^ which, upon' the interpofition of the king, 
was done by treaty. About this time the ambafiadors of the 
duke of Burgundy came to pay their refpedls to Don Ferdi^ 
wand^ and to inveft him, by their mader's command, with* the 
order of the Golden Fleece : after receiving which he went 
to pay the Infanta another vifit, but made a very fhort flay ^. 
He not long after fuiprized Terdijillasy w\Ac\% was in the 
hands of one of the king's favourites, who ufed the people 
moUcmeUy : but tho' he took care to reprefent this to that 
inonarch in the fulleft light poffible, Don Henry could not help 
fivswiog that he was extremely offended with that adion, the 
news of which be received at Aladridy having left the Infanta 
ait Sigovhy to which place Don Firdinand went for a little 
time, and then, the affairs of that kingdom requirii^g his pre- 
fence, he fct lout for ArragoK *. 

It was the great objci^ Of the grand matter's politics, aCnd 
confequently of the king's, to keep the princes, from the fuc- 
ceffion, from a very ftrong apprehenfion that the lofty firuc- 
ture of his g^reatnefs would quickly be demoli&ed , if they were 
once feated on the throne. To prevent this, he judged two 
things abfbltttely necefiary ; fuil a great and well-conduded 
fbength at home, and next a powerful foreign fupporr. The 
ihortefl way to obtain the former appeared to be uniting in 
^his own hands the three grand maflerfhips : as that of Al- 
iMkUuru was dien in di^ute^ he ordered his baftard fon Z>on 
Jihnfo Pachico to reduce, with a good body of troops, moft of 
the places belongingto die order, and to take himfelf the title 
of grand mailer ; not doubting that his favour ^ith the king, 
am bis money at Rome^ would hear him out. To bring 
^ about the latter, he engaged the king in a hunting party to- 
wards the fiontiers o{ Portugal^ ij:Ay being now reconciled to

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the duke of Muquerifuey whpfe large eflate, as well a9*bis 
own, was derived from the prodigality of the king^ be cbnfideil 
bim to hi$ care, while he went to prefs the Portugueff mon* 
firch to Quarry the Infanta Donna Joanna^ which ^ouM' h'afve 
rendered his fyftem^'cromfriete. rie managed this as he di4 
cvory thing of the fame kind, with great dexterity and addrefs^ 
and at length brought the kiiig of Portugal to promiie^ that 
|ie would take the matter into (lis ferious coniuldration, mA 
accept thepropofition, if he could difpofe things fo as to ^or4 
them a probability of fuccefs. When he made a report of thiSf 
at his return, to the king Don Henry ^ it did not afibrd htm that 
fatisfa&ibn which he expc£led ; for, Ending his health daily 
decaying, he forefaw that he fhould not live to receive any b^- 
peiit from the expedient. He refolved, however, to go to 
Madrid^ the air of which was more favourable to.htm thanthat 
pf any other place, and, at the preffing inflance of his faVourite;^ 
gave orders to the governor of Truxilh to Surrender that place 
into his hands. This order was no fooner received, than th^ 
grand mafter marched vv^ith a body of forces to Santa Cru%^ 
at a fmall diftance from TruxiUo^ to enforce it; but» Ending 
this method would be equally tedious and uncertain^ be la- 
boured to corrupt the governor, in whiqh, at length, he fiic- 
^eeded. Yet, before the bargain was completed, he was iuA" 
^enly attacked with a fharp pain in the throaty occafionedby 
an abfcefs, which quickly brought him, and all his fg^^t de* Dg^^ ^f 
|igns, to ah end, on the 4th oiO£iober. Thofe who were *u»g<^I^^ 
about his perfon, and in his fecrets, concealed his death till mafiir. 
fuch time as TruxHlo was furrendered, and then his body was 
transferred to Segoviay and buried there, purfuahc to the di« 
iredipns he had eiven in his illnefs ^. 

The news' ofthe grand mafter's death gave infinitely ihorf 
dtiquiet to the- king than to any of bis ftibieds : to fliew 
that be not only lived but died in the full polfeiSon of his' far 
vour, he replaced him immediately by Don Diego Lcpez Pa^ 
ebeco^ marquis deVillenaj his eldeft Ton, whom he confirmed 
in the pofleiiion of all his father's eftates, and requefted of 
the pope a bull that might inveft him likewife with the dignity 
of gj-and mafter of St jGmes ^. But as there were other no- 
blemen who were ambitious of that high dignity, they prefled 
|be knights to hold a chapter immediately, in order to iibcure 
to themftlves a free election. This, however, was attended

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with an unexpeded inconveniency ; the knights of the pro- 
vince of Ca/liU met at Tarrancmy and chofe DonRoderic Man^ 
rijpe^ count of Paredes^ while thofc of the province of Leon 
afumbled likewife, and chofe Don Alpnfi de Cardenas ^. The 
marquis de Villena applied himfelf to the count d£ Offhrndy 
brother to Don Roderic Manrique^ iii hopes of bringing him 
^ to a treaty ; and, going to make him a vifit, the count took 
care to be out of the way; but having given proper inftruc-> 
tionsto the counted, Oie caufed the marquis to be arrefted. 
This cfutrage was highly refented by the king, who, by the ad- 
vice of the arcbbifliop of Toledo^ caufed the fortrefs in which 
he was detained to be immediatdy invefted, and, in a (hort 
trnie, the marquis was releafed upon a treaty, by which he 
obFiged himfelf to deliver a place which his father had for- 
merly promifed to the count de OJforno^ but which, notwith- 
ftanding, he could never be brought to furrender ^.' The 
recovery of his favourite's liberty was the laft confiderable 
adion of the king's life ; for, very foon after his return to 
Mairidy the phyficians who attended the king declared, that, 
from the rigour of the feafon, the gradual diminution of the 
king's ftrength, and the return of his vomitings and pain 
in the fide, he could not laft long ; and that therefore they 
would do well to put him in mind of departing this world in 
a manner fuitable to his rank as a king, and his hopes as a 
Chriftian. Czrdmzl Mendoza^ the count de Benav^nte, and the 
marquis^ Villena^ went accordingly to carry this melancholy 
piece of news ; and the king, having called for the prayer of 
St. y^r^/n, confeffed, and received the facrament. The prior 
then afked him whom he declared heir to the -crown, who 
were tKe executors pf his teftament, and where he defired to 
be interred. The king anfwered, that the Infanta Donna 
yoanna was his fole heir ;. that the executors named in his 
will were cardinal Mendoza^ the counts of Placentia and 
Senavente^ and the marquis de Villena ; and th^t he defused 
his remains fhould be depofited near thofe of his mother, in 
nekif^ the convent o( Guadalupe, He fell foon after into an agony, 
dies St and expired in the middle of the night of the twelfth of jDe* 
Madrid, eember. His body was depofited in the convent of St. yeronty 
at Madrid, where his obfequies were celebrated with great 
pomp, and afterwards cardinal Mendoza caused His body to be 
tranfported to Guadalupe^ where, in gratitude for the favours 
he had received from him, he caufed a magnificent monu-

Thus died Henry the fourth, king of Cajiik and Lton^ 
with all the dependencies bn thofe crowns, after fitting many . 
years on the throne, without having ever ruled. The 5^^ 
nijh writers fay, that he was pious ami religious, which rnuft 
be underflood of exterior aSs of devotion ; for his behaviour 
towards his father, and that indolence and want of applica"- 
tion which rendered him contemptible while he wore the 
crown, were furely no teftimontes either of piety or religion* 
He made the fortunes of a few of his minions, while he ruined 
thofe of his fubjedls': he was not, perhaps, cruel in his Ha- ', 
ture, and yet he caufed rivers of blood to be fhed through bi$ 
indifcretion. It may be, he wifhed to make a better King ; 
but hiftory has recorded no proofs of his having endeavoured 
it. He wanted firmnefs in oppofing his^ brother's ufurpation; 
he wanted gratitude to his fifter, who refufed a crown, that he 
might wear it ; he wanted fpirit, juftice, and common fenfe^ ' 
in preferring Donna Joanna to the Infanta Ifaheila^ if he was . 
confcious of his own impotence, as the Spanijh writers affirm. 
But in this we agree with FerreraSyXYi2X if, in the reigns Si 
his predeceflbrs, kings may discover what qualities they ought 
to acquire, and what methods they muft take, to render their 
fubjeSs happy, and themfelves beloved, this reign alone will 
be a fufficient mirrour for theni to contemplate whatever they 
oiight to decline or defpife. Thefe reflexions are due to juf- 
tice and to truth,. and with thefe we fliall conclude a period, 
fertile in great and glorious events, though, from the errors 
of this weak and unhappy prince, it ended meanly ; for which, 
hoiyever, thd fplendour of the enfuing reign, made full 
amends.

At the 
HnSoik. ^^^P^ ^'^ union was made, Arragcn was one of the moift po« 
teat ibvereignties in Eur^pe^ and little, if at all, inferior to 
Caftiii\ for, befides the principality of Catahmiaf and tbe 
kingdom of VaUnUM^ which had been long united to this 
CTQwn^ the kingdom of Nitvarrt belonged to it likewife (in 
wM manner will be hereafter explained), together with the 
kingdom of AftfyVrfii, including that iiland and Minarca^ and 
thofe dependant upon them, as alio the kingdom of JSid/yK 
j>o that, in point of territory, of commerce, and maritime 
power, it was, as we have faid, very copfiderable. Some 
have carried this fo far as to aflert, that, till this union, the 
monarchy of Spain was hardly known beyond the limits of 
the movniains and feas by which it was bounded *»; which, 
however, is carrying things much too far ; fince^ as we have 
already feen, the monarchies both of Cqftik and Jrragon 
had a very apparent influence on the afl^airs of Eurcpe; and 
therefore thofe who fay this, feem rather to reflefi on the ig- |

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' The )kiti^om <^ Arragofij properly fo called, is }MmdtA A gmtr^ 
on the north bv the Pyrinean mountains, on the Weft by the dgfcrifti^ 
kingdoms of Navarre^ Old and part of New Cafiikj on the ofji^ 
fouth by the kingdom of f^aleHtta^ and on the eaft by part of^^4«* 
the fame kingdom, aiid the principality of Catalonia. In an- ^ Ansa- ' 
tient times it was inhabited by theCf/W^^i?»j, theyflf^to»*,P''*»'^f' 
and xheSiietans^. In length, from north to fouth, it con-^'**^^ 
tains about fourfcore leagues, and its grcatcfl breadth is ^''O"*^!^?"^^ 
fifty. The common opinion is, that it derives its name from « j^**- 
the river Arregon ; but whoever confiders the fmal)ne(s of 
that river, in comparifon of feveral others, but more e^edaSy 
with the Ebrfi or, as the ancients called it, Ibirus^ will fcarce 
be fatisfied with that account, and perhaps will think it more 
probable, that the denomination of Arragm arofe from the 
corruption of Tarraimenfis^ the name of the Roman provincej^ 
by flriking off the firft letter <". Befides the great rivtr^ 
that is, the Ehro^ which runs from north-weft to ibuth-eaft, 
and divides this country almoft into two equal parts, it is wa« 
lered by fome other ftreams that arepretty confiderable ; fitch 
as, on the north of the Ebrs^ the Cireay antiently Cinga^ the 
Ga/tego, antiently Gallicus, and the I/uela ; on the fouth fide 
ofthat great river, the JCahn^ antiently Saloj and the Xihca. 
We may add to thcfe fome that are ftill lefs, fuch as the Ar- 
ragon^ Riguehy Guerva^ Rio de Aguas^ Rio Martin^ Guado^ 
lopcy Guadalaviar^ zxA tht Alhambra ^.^ But, after all, this 
country, if vre take it in general, is but dry and barren, the foil 
generally fandy, and, where it is not mountainous and ftony, 
in fome parts it is very nitrous, and every- where naturally 
hard and dry. In the vallies, however, where they have the ad- 
vantage of rivers or rivulets, and in the plains where the want 
of thefe can be fupplied by canals, it is very pleafant, and tolc- 
Tably fertile, producing corn, wi/ie, oil, flax, fruits of differ- 
ent forts, and in fome places fafFron s. The mountainous 
country is at prefent as wild and defert as can be imagined, 
and conlequently ufeJefs and poor. It was not, however, al- 
ways in this condition; for, in antient times, thefe mountains,^ 
that are now (b defpicable, vwere rich in gold and filver mines, 
and it is more than probable may be fo ftill ; but here, as ia 
other parts of Spainy induftry is cxtindl.

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TBe genius. We have already obferved that the p^incipaI^inhabitants 
and£/pO' of this couiitry, in antient times, were tjic Cdtiberiansr^ but 
Jftiensof concerning the origin of this nation, the moft learned authors 
^^^J'^^ are very much divided ^. Some fay that the Celtes from Gaul^ 
iM^BU- having fettled on the other fide of the Jb^rus^ joined the name 
mnfj, and ^f ^^^ ^.j^^^ j^ ^^^^ ^^^^ ^^^ z'sXit^ themfclves, or were 
tbereajons ^^jj^j y^^ ^^f^^^ Celt\hemni K IJut it is at leaft equally pro- 
iJft^cowfe^^^ that the Celtie were feated on the north, and the Ibetri^ 
wftimt ^'^^ on the foath, fide; and we arc told that, after they bad 
theynuert ^^^ many years wafted each other by obftinate and bloody 
f9 Utile wars, they at length concluded a peace, and very wifely cqn- 
fbmtged, .trived, in order to render it morelafting, to blend both na« 
tions into one by continual intermarriages ; and from theqcc 
the Celtes and Iberians^ being both loft, this new nation was 
ft'ded Celtiherians ^* This feems to be the account hinted at 
by the poet Lucan^ who might be well fuppofed to be tho- 
roughly acquainted with its ^ntiquity, being himfelf a native 
of this country. We have been the more particular with rc- 
Iped to this nation, becaufe they were always famous for a 
kind of fupercilious haughtinefs, that made them look upon 
their neighbours with an eye of contempt, which, whatever 
difadvantages it might be attended with, kept them pure and 
unmixed ; fo that their characters anfwered, for many ages, 
very exa£lly to what was recorded of then) by the Lath 
.writers '. They were adive, hardy, enterprizing, enthufiaf- 
tically fond of liberty, very magnificent, but withal very in- 
duftrious. Marcellus^ after a (bort war, taxed them at fix 
. * hundred talents of gold ."*. Thefe difpofitions were little, if at 

all, altered by their falling under the dominion of the Goths^ 
from whom they fometimes revolted, and with whom they 
had continual ftruggks for the prefervation of their liberties^ 
which, never any nation better deferved, fince they were ne- 
ver by any nation either longer or better defended ". 
In Ax>bat We may, therefore, juftly prefume, that when the refl of 
manmr tbe Spain was overborne by that dreadful inundation of Aloors, 
people of thefe generous people retired in great numbers into their 
Arragon" mountains and other inacccfEbJe places, where they might 
provided enjoy that freedom which was to them felicity <*• It is alio

to which thefe brave nicn retired, and in which, for their own tiberties od 
fecurity, they, by commbn confent, ei-efted fuch a form of '^^ ''"'•a^/- 
governnient, as leaft diminiflied their freedom P. But to en- ^'^ ^f^^^ 
tcr into the long and intricate difputej which has embarrafled ^oof»« 
the moft judicious Spantjh antiquaHe^, whether the kings of 
S«^/?rvtf were more ancient than thofc of Navgrrt^ would 
be fatiguing our readers and ourfelves to very little purpofe ; 
and, if it is to be difcufled at all, it belongs more properly to 
the biftory oiNavarre^ where we fliall take occafion to refume 
it '. At preient it fliall fuffice to fay, that, however this 
controvcrfy may be determined', it is generally allowed that 
Don Sancho the Greats king of Navarre^ was alfo'count or 
earl oi Arragon^ in his own right, and matter alfo of the other 
two little countries, now efteemed but provinces of this king- 
dom, as he became afterwards earl of Cajiile by fuciceiEoni 
and confequently was the fole fovereignof what the Chriftians 
poiieiied in Spcin^ the kingdom of Leon and the earldom of 
' Barcelona only excepted f. He it was who, by dividing his 
dominions amongft his four fons, erected three new kingdoms; 
ofone of which, that is, Cajiile^ we have already given the 
reader a long hiftory : our prefent bufmefs is to gratify his 
curiofity in the like manner ^v^ith refpeS to the other two, and 
this as fuccinftly as perfpicuity will allow. 

We have elfewhcrc fliewn that this potent prince died in the Arragon 
month o^ February^ 1035 ; and we havcjikewife m^niion^^ ereileaint^ 
the fable of his eldeft fon's charging the queen his mother a kingdom 
with adultery, and of the fpirit with which his natural fon vin- in favour 
dicated her innocence '. Without recapitulating,, therefore, cf his fon 
thefe tales, which have been fo fully refuted S let us proceed ^on Ra- 
to faSs that admit of no dilpute. The kingdom of Navarre^ miro, by 
with the principality oiBifcayy and the province Sf-R%'tf, he ^^*^ ^^"' 
left to his eldeft fon Don Oarcia j to Don Ferdinand he gave ^^ ^^^ .

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Jrragdttj of which country, if be was not the firft itidcpendent 
prince, he was, undoubtedly, the firft king '^. But, before 
• we proceed to the hiftory of him and his fucceflbrs, it will be 
iteoeflary to (hew prccifely, or at leaft as exadly as we cap, 
what the territories were, which he and his brother Don Go«* 
coles pofiefled, in virtue of their father's will \ 
\ What now aflumcd the name of the kingdom y, muft 
have been, in fad, a c;ountry very little, if at all, more 
extenfive, than that which now bears the title of the county of 
Arragon^j having the Pjr^w^^w mountains on the nor.th, the 
kingdom of Navarre on the weft, the territories of the lutle 
Moorijh prince of Huefca on the fouth, and the country of So^ 
hrarva on the eaft *. , In this little trad there are Ifeveral fruit- 
ful and pleafant vallidB, which were, in thofe days, thoroughly 
peopled, and exceedingly well cultivated. The city of Jaca 
was its capital, feated very pleafantly on the river Arragon^ in 
the midft of a fmall plain, at the foot of the Pyrenees^ abound- 
ing with corn and fruits, famous for its fbeep paftures, and 
plentifully ftocked with wild fowl ^ ; a place of great anti- 
quity, and celebrated in thofe earlier ages for being the capi- 
tal of the Jaccitani ^. It is for want of this diftindion between 
the bounds of the kingdom of Arragon^ at thp time of its firft 
CfeSion, and thgfe under which it is now comprehended, 
that many, indeed moft, of the hiftorics of that crown are, in 
a manner, unintelligible, more efpecially to ftrangers. But 
when we remember that the kingdom given to Dqn Ramiro 
was not above an eighth part of what we now call Arragon, 
the fubfequent narration will be, in allrefpe£b, coniiftent aiid 
perfpicuous. 

The country of Sobrarva lies eaft from the kingdom of 
ArragoHy as we have juft now defined it, having the Pyrt'^ 
nees on the north, the country of Rihagprca on the eaft, and 
the territories, of fome Moorijh princes to the fouth **. The 
capital is the town of Ani/a^ upon the river Ara, not far from 
the angle which it makes in falling into the Cinca «. The 
country of Ribagorca has the Pyrenees on the nprthj Soirafva 
on the weft, the territory of the Moorijh prince pf tiuefiu on 
the fouth, and Catalonia on the eaft, from which it is divided

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by a river called Noguera Ribogortana : the whole teititory 
is about fifteen leagues in length, and fix in breadth, com* 
t>ofed of many rugged mountains, and fome few pleafant val* 
lies f . Thefe countries taken together, and which were not 
either much bigger or lefs than the kingdom of Arragon^ 
formed the new kingdom that was now ereftcd in favour of 
Don Goncales s, 

Don Ramiro, the year after he was fettled in the kingdom £^^ g^^ * 
of JrragoTiy efpoufed Gijberga^ or Ermifenda^ for we find her ^^^^ 
called by both names by cotemporary writers, the daughter of efpoufes 
Bernardo Rogerio^ count oiFigorra; a prince^ much celebrat- Gifberga, 
cd for her bfeauty. About two years after, Don GoncaUt daughter - 
paffing over the bridge of Monclus^ as he was hunting, was o/the eavnt 
affaffinated by a domeftic of his, . whofe name was Ramonet^ of Vigov- 
who ftruck him to the heart with his javelin, but for what ra, 1036. 
caufe we no- where find ». As he died without iffue, the peo- 
ple thought fit to proclaim Don Ramirq^ who, by this means, 
added the countries of S^brarva and Ribagorca to his own, fo 
that now he was maftcr of half that .part of the kingdom of 
Jrragon which lies on the north of the Ebro, By this ac- 
ceflion of territory he was become fo formidable, that, for fear 
of a rupture with him, the Moartjh princes of Saragojfa^ Hu- 
ifca^ and TudeUiy paid him each of them an annual penfion, by 
way of tribute ; and the firft of thefe princes confented, at 
his requcft, to the eftablifliment of a bifliop in his capital, to 
fuperintend the ecclefiaftical aflFairs of his Chrifttan fubjeSs ^. 
Thisfuccefs had, as it too often happens, a bad efFe<S on the In^jades 
inihd of this prince ; who, forgetting the ties of blood, and theterri- 
the refpe£t due tojuftice, made, in conjundion with the Infi- torus of 
del monarchs before- mentioned, an irruption into the tcrri- his brother 
jtories of his brother^ Don GarxiaYva% of Navarre^ and laid ^^» ^^' 
fiegc to the town of Tafalla.

faddlc ^ Don Garda, purfuing his blow, entered the king- 
dom of Jrragon with an army, and reducing a great part of 
the country, forced his brother to retire into the mountains 
of Sohrarva. On bis fubmiffion, however, and the intcrpo-

.*057. and reflored the places he had taken ^. This harmony fub- 
fifted between them during the remainder of their lives j and 
the great power of Don Ferdinand king of Leoriy being equal- 
ly formidable to Don Ramiro of Arragon and to Don Sancbo 
the fon and fucceffor of Don Garcia, in the kingdom of Na- 
varre, they concluded a defenfive alliance, for their mutual 
fecarity ". About two years after, the king of Arragon^ be- 
ing advanced in years, having firft fettled the affairs of hifi 
kingdom and family by his will, made war upon the Infidels, 
from a principle of devotion, and took from them the town 
of Loharia^ which lies about four leagues from Huefca ^. 
1060. 'The very next year he held the famous afTembly of Jacca, at 
which affifled feveral prelates from the Chriflian ftates in this 
neighbourhood, in which aflcmbly Jacca was made a bifhop's 
fee, and endowed with very confiderable revenues. The king 
eftabhfhed very &n& ecclefiaflical difcipline throughout h» 
dominions, and, as far as he was able, bound his fucceflbrs to 
maintain and fupport what at this time was eftablifhed p. 
19^3. Three years after, finding the king of CafiiU engaged in a 
war with the Moors, he judged it a favourable opportunity to 
fall upon them likewife ; upon which, with a formidable ar- 
my, he laid fiege to Grao, which belonged to the king of Sa^ 
ragojfa. This obliged the Moorijh prince to demand the pro- 
tection of the king of CaJiiU, to whom he had been for fome 
time tributary. Don Ferdinand was at -that time in the 
fouthern parts of his dominions ; but his fon Don Sanchoj at 
the head of a fmall body of chofen troops, having .the famous 
Cid for his lieutenant, came to the affiflance of the Moors j 
Isflainiu and, having furprized the army oi Arragon, defeated it entire- 
a battle ]y, made a great number of prifoners, and a dreadful flaugh*

iiftgof This was the end of Don Ramro^ on whom, fome fay, pope 
Caftiie. Gregory the feventh conferred the title^ of Mofl Chriflian r, 
when he had governed his realm twenty-eight years. His body 
was interred in th? monaftery of St. Juan de la Pena; and he 
left behind him two fons, Don Sancbo and Don Garcia, and 
two daughters, Donna Sancba and Donna There/a, He had 
alfo a natural fon Don Sancho, to whom he gave the county of 
Ribagorca^ but he died without ifl'ue *.

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Don Sancho Rpmirex fucceeded his father, with the g^ntrzl^ucceeded 
acclamations' of his fubjeds \ We arc told by Mariana h hiifiu 
, that he' was eighteen years old at the time oi his acceffion, ^^« San- 
which he places near five years too late, and coxifequently he ^^? ^** 
could have been but thirteen at the time 6f his father's de- "^i^cz^ 
mife : but, as he married that very year, this muft appear 
improbable j and, if what a learned hiftorian aflerts be 
true, it is utterly impoflible. He fays that this was not his 
iirft marriage ; but that the name of the lady^ whofe death 
made way for the princeft he now efpoufed, was Donna 
Beatrix^ whereas ftie to whom he was married in the firft 
year of his reign was Donita^ Felicia^ daughter to f^ilduin 
count de Rohey, though many of the Spanijh hiftorians fay fhe 
was the daughter of the count of Urgel^ which very poffibly 
may arife from his firft wife's being the daughter of*that count; 
for of this marriage they take no notice ^. It is alfo faid, that 
he abrogated the old Gothic code of laws, and introduced thOfe 
of the empire, which, however, is not very certain. He was 
a prince of great parts, as well as of a martial difpofition ; and 
therefore, having provided forthe domeftic fecurity of his king- 
dom, in conjuriSion with the count of Urgel^ he undertook an 
expedition againft the Moors \ in which that count, having 
gained two viiftories, was flain'*'. The king Don Sancho was, ijuho cat' 
at that time, before the town oi Balhajiro^ a place of import- rief on a 
ance, fituated on the little river Vero^ not far from its conflu- w/?r 
ence with the Cinca^ the territory of which, being well wa- ^g^^i^ftthi- 
tered, is very fruitful, in olive trees efpecially, of which they Moors, 
rpake very good oil, and in pretty large quantities.

Moors made a long and brave defence, but at length the place 
furrendered, and the king caufed it to be ftrongly fortified, 
making it alfo a bifliop's fee, by transferring the epifcopat 
chair from Rhoda ^. Some years after he would have turned 
his arms againft the Moorijh prince of Saragbjfa ; but, when 
he was ready to take the field, that prince very wifely put 
himfelf under the prote£iion of Don Sancho king oi Navarre^ 
m refpe<S to whom the. king of Arragon dropped his defign 
|br that time. Upon the aOaflination of this good prince, his 
brother Don Raymond^ about three years after, at the inter- ^ ^ 
ceflion of the greateft part of his fubje£ls, called Don ^^^^^ MakHac 
of Arragon to the throne of Navarre^ tho', at the fame time, quifition of 
there was a ftrbng party formed, as hath been already ihcwn part ofth§ 
in another place, in favour of the king of Cajiik and Leon^ kingdom of 
which, it was feared, would have produced a war between the Navarre,

At this jundure pope Gregory was extremely preffing uppQ 

4>oth monarchs to acknowlege themfelves feudatories of the 

:hoIy fee ; to which end he empbyed a perfon of great capa* 

city as his legate, but with no eiFe<3: : for, being born kings^ 

they could not be brought to become fubjefls ^. His power 

being now much augmented, it was not long before he toak 

feveral places from the Moors of Saragojfa and Huejca^ who 

applied themfelves thereupon to all their neighbours, repre- 

fenting it as a religious war, by which they were foon enabled 

to aflemble a numerous army, and to offer Don Sancho battle^ 

1 083. H/j which he did not decline \ and, having gained a complete vjo 

exphits tory, contented himfelf with fecuring the places he had taken, 

again ft by which he extended and flrengthened his frontier *. The 

/^^Moors. jiext year lie took the field again, befieged the town oiBohea^ 

1084. and took it by ailault*. In the fummer following he took 
Grao^ and repeopl^d and fortified feveral places on the con- 
fines ; to prevent which, the Moors ventured another battle 
at Phdro fifida^ in which they were again defeated^ and the 
king Don Samho left at liberty to accompliib all he had un- 
dertaken ^. 

As foon as he had perfedled his barrier in fuch a manner 
as to cover bis country from the infults of the Infidels, he be- 
gan to think of a£bng again ofi^enfively. While he me-^ 
ditated this irruption, the queen Donna Felicia diqd, on the 

1085. 24lh of Jprilj which, -however did not hinder the king's tak- 
ing the field and invefting Moncon, a place very ftnong both 
by art and nature, fiteatedon the flope of a hill, and com- 
manding a confiderable diftrift round it c. The enterprize 
waa( difficult: but, being condu£ied with x:ourage and cau- 
tion, the king at* lengtli becaipe n^afler of it, and rendered it 
one of the principal fortrefies in his territories. Thefe fa6ls,| 
however, fhew us plainly, that thofe authors are probably in 
die wrong who affirm that he was prefent this year at the tak- 

1092.- ing of Toledo, After allowing his fiibjefts fome years of 
repofe, and caufing feveral places to be repaired in Navarre^ 
he once more afi«mbled a puiflant army, with a defign to. 
make a complete conqueft of the little principality of Huefca i 
but the MoorSf difcerning his fuperiority, offered to become

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. hU vaflals, and td pay him a large annual tribute, which he 
J accepted, refolving to turn his arms againft Saragojfa *. It 
was with this view that he taufed a ftrong place, to which he 
gave the name of Caftellar^ to be credled on the frontier, as 
} tiear as poffibleto that city, by which it was, in a manner, al- 
' i^ays blocked up, ahd which might at any time be converted 
y into a place of arms, as foon as he found himfelf ftrong 
I enough to bcfiege that inrportant plate. As this had a very 
■ good effia, he proceeded foob after to take the fame method 
"' in regard Co Htufca^ which quickly created fomedifturbances, 
^ and thefe furnifhed the occafion which he fought of declaring 
J war '. ' His mind beind extremely fet upon this conqueft, it 
* is faid that he fent his fori Don Ramiro into Prance^ to take 
Ihe habit of St BtmdiSf^ in hopes this might procure him the* 
Divine affiftar^ce in this great and hazardous cnterprize ^« 
The prince of Hvefia^ being thoroughly apprized of his de- 
fign, had put the place into an' excellent ftate of defence, rafif- 
cd very large magazines, and drawn numbers of brave men 
from different parts of Spain^ to augment his garrifon, 
aftd had befides a confiderable body of auxiliaries from his 
neighbour of SaragoJJa. This did not hinder Don San^ho 
from executing his d^fign ; and fitting down before the city, 
with a very nutnerous and well appointed army, hecairried on 
the fiege with fvich vigour, that the plaie had flood more than 
one aflault, when, in bringing up a body of troops that had 
been repylfed, the king was, as he extended his arm in giving 
orders, mortally wounded by an arrow from the wall. Being // mortaU 
carried to his tent, he expired, as fome fay, on the firft of ^^ <m;w«</* 
7«a^ **, or, 2k^ others aflcrt, on the fourth of that month *, in edat the 
the year of our Lord ohe thoufahd and ninety-four, and 'v[\Ji^gt of 
the thirty'fecond year of bis reign, leaving behind him three Hocfca. 
fons, Don Pedro^ Don Aknfo^ , and Don Kamiro, The two 
fldeft were with him in the camp ; and, before he died, he 
caufed them to be fworn in his prefence, never to abandon 
the defign of reducing Huefca^ which he looked upon as the 
firfl ftep towards driving the Moors out of that part of ^pain ^. 

The Infant Don Fedro was immediately proclaimed king 'P94-

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built in a very proper fituation for that purpofe ^. Wc ar^ 
told by feme writers, that Don Pedro bore the title of king of 
Sobrarva before bis father's deaih $ and that, having efppufed 
a lady whofe name was Bearta, he had by her a fon of his own 
name, and a daughter Donna Ifabella ™. He was in the 
prime of his life^ and not ^t ^U inferior to his father either in 
tonduft or in courage ; and therefor^ he laboured affiduoufly* 
though with as littt^e ftir as poilible, to draw together an army 
numerous enough to return to the fiege. Abdaranun the 
Moorijh chief of Huefca^ fufpefling this, repaired his fortifi- 
cations, and fent to all his neighbours and allies to deman4 
jaififtaitce ; afluring them that he was but the firft facrifioey 
and that all the little princes of the Moors were in danger of 
being gradually deftroyed i he likewife fent to the king of 
Cajiile^ putting him in mind that, as he paid him an annual 
tribute, it was but juft that he (hould protect him in the day 
of his diitrefs. That nionarcb did not refufe him, but fent 
a confiderable corps, under the command of Don Garcia 
count de Najeraj arid Albocamen king of Saxagoffa marchecl 
with almoft all the troops he had, to his relief ". Don Pedr^ 
pf Arragon^ perceiving the enemy in full march tow^ds him, 
refolved to leave but a fn^all body before the place, and to 
advance with the reft of his army into the plain of Alcaraz^ 
that the Moors might fee he had no inclination jto decline 
Pefiats fighting. Both fides, therefore, being much in earneft, they 
ibe Moors came to a dccifivc engagement on the 28th of November^ in 
in tbe which, though the Moor^ and their auxiliarie9 did. all that 
fhin of could be expeded from men of determined courage, yet, after 
Ajcaraz. ^ very obftinate difputc, which lafted many hours, they were 
totally defeated, with the lofs of forty thoufand men killed, and 
the count Don Garcia^ and moft of the forces he commanded, 
were made prifqners. This was, certainly, one of the moft: 
important and nioft fignal viSories obtained over the Infidels^ 
and, according to the humour of thofe times, it was afcribed 
to St. George^ the patron of Arragon^ who was reported to 
' have fought in the firft ranks, mounted on a white horfe, 
having on his left arm a broad (bield with a bloody crofs \ 
whence, though it is not very clear when they were afTumed, 
the arms of Arragon are faid to have been taken ; wz. On a 
field, argent, a crofs ofSt,George^ gules, with four Moprs heads 
proper 9.

9n the bank of the xhtx Ifuela^zt the diftance of thirty leagues 
north^eaft from Saragojfa^ is, after that, the faircft and fineft 
in Arragon^ fituate in a fertile plain, well cultivated, and pro- 
ducing the bcft wine that is made in this country \ and the 
remains of its old fortifications, which are flill preferved, 
(hew, that, at the time it fell into the hands of the Chriftians, 
ks walls were flinked with ninety nine towers. After this 
happy fuccefs, the king caufed his father's body to be car- 
ried to the royal ^nonaftery of St. *Juan de la Pena^ and to 
be in interred near the body of his confort DoTiiizFelida^ under 
a ftatcly tomb q. 

. The fettling things in the territory of fuch an important 
conqueft took up fome time. This once accomplifhed, we 
$nd the aflive and vicftoHous prince in the field again, fweep^ 1098/ 
ingfeveraj places of Icfs confequence from the Moor 5^ and at 
length depriving them of the cafile oi CalefanSy after a very 
ftubborn defence, which gave him an opportunity of extend- 
ing his dominions, and fecuring his frontiers ^ He alfo ap- iici. 
plieo himfelf to pope Pafchal the fecond, in order to obtain a 
bull for transferring the fee of Rhoda to Balbaftro^ which was 
bis father's pbnquefi^, though moft of the hiftorians of this 
kingdom afcribe it alfo to him ; in which, if there be any truth, 
the Mqots muli have furprrzed it again, of which there is not 
the leaft hint to be found s. After this the king Don Pedro 
feems to have applied himfelf chiefly to the arts of peace, and 
tp theeRablifhingand improving that extent of country, which, 
by the WefSng of Providence on his own and his predeceflbr's 
arms, had been recovered from the Infidek : but the fatis-^ 
fadion he enjoyed from thofc princely labours was fadly in- 
terrupted by the lofs of both his children, in the inonth of ^ 
Al*gufly which, partly through grief, and partly through dif- 
eafe, -brought himfelf to the grave, on the 28th of September ^ 
in the year of our Lord one thoufand one hundred and four, /^'^ jf^fj^ 
in the eleventh year of his reign. His body was interred near 1 104, 
thofe of his father and mother, in the monaftery of St. Juan

more vigilant then than in former times, through the lodes 

they had fuftained, the revolutions thafttadThappened in their 

fovernments, and feveral other caufes. The marriage of 
>onna Urraia to Don Jlonfo not only repaired the iofs of 
the deceafed emperor, and furhiihed the young heir of Cqftik 
of the fame name with a powerful prote^or, but created, at 
the fame time, a new and unexperienced authority, whicb 
threatened the M^^s with immediate expulfion ; ^fince, ex* 
cept the two counties of Barcelona and Portugal^ this Don 
jfUn/o was mafter, in bis own and his wife's right, of aD the 
ftates that the Chriftians poflefled in Spain, and fo able to 
bring into the field more numerous and potent armies than 
hitherto bad been ever employed againft the common enemy. 
Befides, it feemed a moft happy and efieSual provifion againft 
thofe fa£tions that commonly arife in all monarchies, when 
the throne is occupied either by women or children. But fo 
uncertain are all events in this fublunary ftate, and fo fhortf 
ftghted is human policy, that the hopes of the Chriftians and 
ttio. tlie apprehenfions of the Moors were equally difappointri; 
and this, almoft as foon as they were excited : for, in a few 
* months after the marriage was concluded, thofe differences 
I III* broke out between the king and queen, which could never

^ Th£ glory his father had acquired by his victories over the 
\ Mo^rsj and the reputation raifcd by his brother by the con-

Obtains a The mcafure upon which the king principally reh'ed, was \ 
'viSiory difturbing and diftrefling the inhabitant^ of that city, firom 
rver the the fortrefs of Cq/iellarj which flood upon the Ebra^ and gave 
Moors, tj^e Chriftians an opportunity of difturbing all communication 
^*^^*^' between that city, either by land or water. After many 
i?^*^-^^^^*^ months wearyipg and harrafting them in this manner, which 
arago a. f^j.^^^ ^^jy ^^ j^^^p j^jg ^^^ troops in breath, and gave him 

leifure to repair and fortify all the places he had taken, he 
brought a numerous army into the field, and befieged the 
ftrongeft fortrefs of Almadobar^ which, as it in fome rae'afure 
covered Saragojfa^ the Moors had provided with a ftout garri- 
fon, and with all things neceflary for a good defence ^. This 
he took after a brave refiftance, and then turned his arms 
againft Saliciy RobleSy GurreOy and Zucroy all of which he 
obliged to furrendcr. Having thus cleared that fide of the 
river, and eftabliflied a free comniunication between his own 
camp and the kingdoms of jfrragomnd Navarre^ he at length 
invefted Saragoffa"^, The fiege was very tedious, the befieged 
made frequent fallies,.and thebefiegers were repulfed in more 
than one afl"ault. This difgufted the French lords, who loved 
to be upon the wing ; and therefore, except the lord of Bearne 
and the count of Perche^ they quitted the camp. The king, 
Don Alonfo^ upon this, drew his forces nearer the place, and 
profecuted the fiege with greater vigour than before ; how* 
ever, the inhabitants found means to prefs the Moors of Tir- 
/ iofa^ Meridoy apd Valentia^ to come to their affiftance, aflur- 
ing them that the Chriftianr army was much inferior to what 
it had beeni Accordingly they ailembled a very numerous 
army, under the command of Temriy and marched fpeedily to 
their relief. The king Don Monfo was no fooner informed of 
this, than forcfeeing the difadvantages that muft -attend bis

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"being attacked in his lines, left a fmall body of troops before 
che place, and marched with the reft of his forces to give the 
enemy battle, whom he entirely defeated, killed a great num- 
ber upon the fpot, and made a multitude prifoners, amongft 
M^Hom was their general. This had the confequence that was 
expefled from it ; the place began immediately to capitulate, A» D. 
and on the 1 8th. of December the king took poffeflion of it m*. 
-with great folernnity ^, As this was beyond comparifon the 
fineft place in his poflefEon, and indeed one of the beft built, 
cities in Spain^ he not only reftored it to its ancient honour 
of being an epifcopal fee, but made it alfo the capital of his 
dominions. Having rewarded generoufly thofe ftrangers 
•who had affifted in reducing it, he caufed it to be repeopled 
with Chriftians, and then demolifhed the fortifications, de- 
'daring that the feat of his monarchy (hould have no other de- 
fence than the force and courage of its inhabitants *^. While' 
he was thus employed, he had intelligence that numbers of 
people began to jetire out of Tarracona^ and other places ; 
upon which, refolving to make a right ufe of the confterna- 
tion the Moors^ were in, he marched thither with his army:^ 
though a place of ftrength and confequence, he reduced it 
with very little trouble, and concluded this glorious campaign 
with the taking of Borjay Jlagon, and other places on the banks 
of the river Galeco f. The next year, while the places he had ' * i9v 
reduced were repairing, he made another expedition, in which ^^^" ^'- 
he fwept the river Xalon^ made himfelf matter of the ancient '^'f'sftrong 
town of Calatayudy and took feveral places of lefs importance P^^^^' 
from the Infidels. He found it convenient after this, to reinain^^**'' 
for fome time quiet in his own dominions, in order to provide. ^^^^* 
cfFeflually for their fecurity, nolwithftanding the many thou- 
fands of Moors that were now become his fubjeds g. 

These precautions taken, he again aflembled his forces ; Andde- 
and having fignified to the, nobility .oi .France ^ how vftW feats them 
pleafed he fhould be to have them again for his companions/*^ '^ pitch* 
in arms, they very readily accepted his fummons, and joined ^d battle 
his troops by that time they were in a flate of aflion. The ^'^^ ^^' 
king Don Alonfo firft ravaged the territory of Lerida^ after- ^^r^^- 
wards invaded Falentia,^ and at length penetrated as far as the 
kingdonfi of Murcia, acquiring vaft reputation to hipifclf, and

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immenre riches to thofe who ferved under him **. The Mom 
had been hitherto io much aftoniflied at the boldnefs of this 
ejiterpri^e, that they made little or no refiftance ; but, per- 
^ ceiving that his army was not very numerous, that he was at 

a great diftance from bis own dominions, in the very centre! 
of theirs, and that it wis impoffible for any of his forces to 
efcape, in cafe of a defeat, they began to recover their fpirits, 
and eleven of their alcaydes having joined the flrcngth of 
their refpeftive governments, advanced to give him batdc 
near the city of AUaraz. Don Alonfo^ according to his ufual 
cuftom, placed all hopes of fafety in a frank declaration to his' 
people, that if they were beat they were undone ; the fenfe of 
which operated fu powerfully, ' that, notwithilanding the ine- 
quality of the conteft, they gained a very decifive smd glorious 
yiiSory ; after which he took winter quarters in the enemy's 
country, and kept his Chrlftmas at Alcara% ^ 

In the fpring of the enfuing year, when the Moers expefied 

that he >vould have* begun his retreat, he made a fre(h irruption 

into the plains of Cordova^ and Jixaving ravaged all the opeii 

country, threw himfelf next into the territories of ya^n and 

Granada^ where he committed the like devaftation. But 

after all this fuccefs, it is very doubtful how this campaign 

might have ended, if he had not received an unexpedted and 

almoft miraculous fuccour, which enabled him to return in 

triumph to Saragojfa ^, While his army continued in the 

field, ten thoufand Chriftian families cam6 down from (he 

jllpujarrosy and the mountains of y/A;«r^z, where they bad 

maintained themfelves from the days of Don Rodrigo ; and 

having demanded and obtained his protedion,^ returned with 

him into Arragon^ where, having reduced Molina^ ArizHf 

and fome other places, be fettled them to their fatisfadion, and. 

having difmiiled his army, begai^ to apply himielf to the arts 

of peace '• 

ne Infi' At the clofe of the lafl: war, fome di^fe'repce had arifcn be- 

dels loje tween the king and the French lords, whp had ferved in his 

another army, whom he had rewarded lefe lijjerally than formerlyj 

great bat* ^^ account of the number of MoTMrabic Chriftiaijs, for whom 

be was obliged to provide ; and in this difcontented humour 

the French returned home "». The Moors having intelligence 

of this, ari8 having received prodigious fuccours from Moroccs,

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eager to revenge their paft lofles, re(blved to invade his domi-f 
cions, and a&mbled a very powerful army for that purpofe. 
The king, on the firft intelligence of their defign, compromifed 
all matters in difpute with his old friends, a^d engaged the 
count ( f Perchcj the vifcount of Bearnej and other lords, to 
join him with their forces, which, with his own troops^ 
enabled him to feCure his frontiers in fuch a manner as totally 
difsppoin ted the views of the Infidels ". The next fpring hei 
made an. irruption into the kingdom of FaUntia, which not 
only added to the reputation of his arms, but furniihed an 
immenfe booty, to his troops. Amorga^ the Moorijh general} 
endeavoured to give fome check to his pcogrefs ; but the at-* 
tempt was only fatal to his.own troops. However, Albamiih 
at the head of a numerous army, having joined AmcrgOj and 
having fei^ed the paiTages in the mountains, the king Don 
Alonfi found it imppffible to recover his own territories, being 
in a manner befieged in the midft of a wild and uncou^ 
country, where it was iinpoffible to fubfift, and from which A. D. 
it was equally impoffible tp remove. In this critical fitu^tioa H26, 
he ordered three days , of folemn hun)iliation, to implore the 
favour of heaven ; and on the fourth, which was the fixteenth 
of AugMJi^ he caufed his provifions to be equally difbributed, 
and when his army were thoroughly refrelhed, he attacked 
i^'^Movrs with great fury. The a^iion laded many hours, 
w^s very obftinately fought, and the vi<Slory. gained by the 
kiiigf at laft, was efteemed one of the moft confiderable that • 
the Chriftiaps ever obtained, and, in confequcnce of which, 
he marched without any moleftatipn home *. He was en- 
gaged the next y/Ar in a war with Don Jlonfo^ king of CafiiU^ 
which was quickly compromifed, as we have {hewn in ano- 
ther place ; as another rupture of the fame kind was, about two 
years after, in which the king of Arragan was the aggreiR>r ; 
but being perfuaded by hi? prelates that a war mufl be un* ' 
profperous th«t was unjuft, he rctiscd in time. 

The clofe connedlions which the king of Arragon had en- j^g^uces 
tered into with the French lords, his neighbours, engaged him' Bayonne* 
ifi a war on that fide, the particular caufe of which is no 
where explained : all we know of the matter is, that he made 
adefcent, with a well appointed army, xnto<Safcony^ where 
. he invefted and befieged Bayonne. While he was thus em- 
ployed, xb^ Moors oi Leridoj Tortofa^ znd Valentia^ taking 
advantage of his abfence, made incurfions into his dominions, 
againft whom the bifhop of Huefca and the vifcount of B^arne^

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marched ^th a fmali body of troops ; bnt engaging with a 
fuperior force, were defeated and killed P. The king Doa 
AlonfQj notwithftanding this, continued the fiege of Bayome 
with that vigour and obftinacy which were natural to him ; 
and, having at laft taken it, returned with his forces into his 
A. D. own dominions q. The difturbances his fubjeifts received 
>i33* from the Moorijh pirates^ who came in ftnall veflels up the 
Ebra^ and the mifchiefs that were done by a numerous garri- 
fon they had in the old town of Miquinenca<, at the confluence 
Jnd bi' of the Segro and the Ebro^ determined him to beiiege that 
fitges tbi place, though covered by a fortrels that hitherto had been 
f^i^^^f eftecmed impregnable. He attacked it with great vigour; 
m Mooriih g„j though the Moors made a gallant defence, he at length 
gowrx' carried it by aflault, and put the whole garrifon to the fword '. 
This fuccefs encouraged him to inveft Fraga, which derives 
that name from the corruption of Flavia Gallica^ by which it 
was known in the time of the Romans, It ftands upon an 
eminence on the left fide of the Cinca^ three leagues from Le» 
rida^ on the frontiers of Catalonia^ ftrong by its (ituation in 
the midft of mountains, having.the river befbrementioned in 
front, the banks of which are inacceffible, and covered be- 
hind by a craggy mountain, on which there was a good 
fortrefs. It was at this time the capital of a Moorijh govern- 
ment, full of a hardy and martial race of people, well fortified 
for thofe days, and, tho' feated in the moft fterile parts of 
. Jrragon^ plentifully fupplied with provifions* The king re- 
mained before it all the remainder of this year, and the be- 
ginning of the next ; and, as he was not accuftomed to defift 
from his enterprizes, the French lords, his confederates, and 
feveral of his own prelates, brought him great reinforcements 
early in the fpring. On the other hand, AbenGama^ go- 
vernor df Valtntia^ afiembled all the forces of that province, 
and made two attempts to raife the fiege, but without efFed, 
being as often repulfed by Don AUnfo with great lofs. 

The people of Fraga^ finding themfelves extremely prefled, 
much diminiflied in their numbers, and without hopes of re- 
lief, offered to furrender the place, provided he would fijfFer 
them to march out, and retire where they thought proper, 
which he refufed, infilling upon their fubmitting at difcre- 
tion. In the mean time, the forces of Seville^ Cordova^ and 
Granada^ were advanced into Valentia^ where Abtn-Gama 
had likewife received a reinforcement of ten thoufand men

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from Ttxtfin Ben Hali^ king of Morocco^ and with this nd^ 
merous and potent army he advanced a third time to the fucr 
cour oVFraga. Jt happened unfortunately, that, at this 
junfiure, the king Don Jlonfo had detached a corps of his 
beft troops, to fecure a great convoy of pfovifions, fo that the 
difpute was extremely unequal. However, upon the approach 
of the Infidels, the king quitted his camp, and, having made 
the beft difpofition he was able^ advanced to give them 
battle. His forces behaved with great intrepidity, and him-^i^z/j/^. 
felf, and. the nobility about him, exerted all the fkill ^vAfeatedina 
courage that could be expefted from perfons grown old in great- hat- 
arms, and enured to vidory. But at length, being abfolutely tle^ and 
overpowered by numbers, the army was defeated, the greateft dies of 
part flain upon the fpot, and amongft them the bifliops oigrief^ , 
Huefia and Roda^ moft of the French nobility who ferved as 
auxiliaries, and many alfo of the lords of Navarre and 
Jrrs^on K The king Don Ahnfo feing all loft, made a great 
efFort with feven hundred men, and having penetrated thro' 
the Msorijh army, continued his route, having pafled by 
SaragoJJflj to the monaftery of St. Juan de la Pena^ where he 
arrived with ten of his great lords, amongft whom was Don\ 
Garcia Ramirez \ and, falling there into a deep melancholy^ 
died eight days after of pure grief. His body was interred 
with thofe of his anceftors, but without any tomb erefled %o 
his memory ; which, with the concealing of this melancholy 
event for fome days, gave occaiion to many ftrange reports, 
which, on no better foundation than vulgar tradition, have 
found a place in fome otherwife efteemed hiftories. 

This monarch is juftly and univerfally acknowleged to His cha^ 
have been, in all refpe£b, one of the greateft princes of this ra&er, 
age. He was, though moft confpicuous for his military ex- 
ploits, one of the mildeft and moft courteous princes that ever 
fat on a throne ; and it was this that gained him, almoft at 
firft fight, the efteem and afte£lion of all the Caftilian no- 
bility^ who had the profperity of their country at heart, and 
were not bent upon raifing fortunes by fcandalous intrigues, 
. or bafe complacepeies at the court of queen Urraca. He 
was Ycxy religious, according to the notions of that age in 
which he lived, and very liberal to the clergy, which renders 
. very improbable what the Caftilian writers fay of his plunder- 
ing the churches during the war in that country. He added

priety, be ft tied the founder of the modern kingdom of Arra- 
goHy fince he rendered it by his vidories, at^ left it at his 
deaths %wo thirds larger than when it defcended to him. Some 
ancient writers fay, that the battle of Fraga was the twenty- 
ninth he had fought agaioft the JUoors^ to whcmi he was an 
implacable and terrible enemy ^, It is certain that this 
monarch left his dominions in very great confufion ; but, tho' 
it is generally reported^ Mariana makes no fcruple of record- 
ing it as a fad out of difpute, that, by a will made at the fi^ 
of Bayonriiy he difpofed of all his territories to the knights 
templars^ die knights of St. Johny and the guardians of the 
holy fepulchre at JerufaUm ^. Yet the ftory has fuch an air 
of fable, that it has bi^en juftly rejected by the beft judges of 
hiftory, as being to the full as improbable as the tale of his 
going privately to Jerufal^my after the battle of Fraga^ and 
performing great exploits againft the Infidels in the HAj 
Land. 
Separation Ix is however certain, that, whatever will he made, or was 
between made for him (fince forgery was not unknown in thofe tinies) 
the king' jjjs fufegedte took not the leaft notice of it ; b«t as foon as 
domsof |,^gy ^gj.g recovered a little from that confternation Into 
Tn^ whJcfe-they were thrown by the irruption of the Infidels after 
va re " ^^^^^ '^^^ victory, they began to confider how to repair this 
lofs, by fctttng a new prince upon the throne. It is generally 
agreed, that a meeting for this purpofe was held at B^rja, on 
the frontiers of both kingdoms, for the eleding a king of 
Jrragon and Navarre ; v^^ierc difagreeing, the former ad- 
journed to HuefMiy and the latter to Pampeluna, But, all cir- 
cumftances ftriftly weighed, it feems at leaft as -probable, that ;

It is fomewhat/)^^ Alotl- 
doubtful whether, before or after the celebration of this mar- fo^ king 
riage, Don Jlonfo^ king of Caftik^ entered the frontiers of e/ Caftilei 
Arragqiiy and advanced towards Saragojfa, Some authoi's enters Ar- 
fay, that Don Ramiro was fo much amazed at the approach ragon as a 
of a force which it was not at all in his power to refift, i\Mt friend, and 
he retired immediately into the impenetrable mountains and kaves a 
forefts of Sohralva; but the hiftorians of Gj/?//f, who lived ^^'""^'^ ^'^ 
neareft thefe times, affirm quite the contrary ; and their ac- Saragofla, 
count deferves the more credit, as it is perle<^ly natural and 
probable. They fay^ that Don Jhnfi declared, that he did not 
enter jfrragon as an enemy, or as forming any pretentions to 
the crown ; but that, on the contrary, rcfprfting the memory 
of their late king, whom he had been formerly accuftomed to 
ftile father, he came to prote6^ them againft the Moors^ and 
to prevent their making any lafting advantage of their late 
good fortune ; which a6t of fricndfliip was very kindly taken, 
and his offer, fo generoufly made, very thankfully accepted ». 
Upon which' Don Monfo put a ftrong garrifon into the city ftf 
Saragoffa^ and then retired. At firft fight, this may feem to 
have been no more than a political feint to gctpofleffion of (b 
confiderable a place ; but, if we confider (he ntuadon things 
were in, the danger to which the kingdom was expofed from 
the • confequences of domeftic troubles, and the eflbrts of a 
foreign enemy, and that, as foon as the people of Arragori 
were in a condition to keep and defend it, Saragojfa was again 
put into their hands, we fliall fee plainly that Don Alenfo of 
Cajiilt afled like a wife and great prince, and lipon motives 
much more noble than thofe of a conqueror.

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'* minions ; and it refleded no difcredit on Don Ramiro^ that 
he was very grateful for fo high a favour, and received his be- 
nefactor with all poffifale marks of deference and efteem. This 
was certainly a more prudent and a more royal manner of 
proceeding than hiding himfelf in woods and caverns, and 
abandoning his country and his fubjeds to the mercy of a 
ftranger, who, if this had been his conduft, would probably 
not have treated htm fo well*>. 

The diftafte which had arifen between the two nations, 
• rofe in a ihort time fo high, that it was vei;y near producing 
a rupture between the crowns of Arragon and Navarre^ the'

Wc 
have feen that, notwithftanding his claim of right, the ac- 
ceffion of Don Ramiro to the crown of Arragon was, in a 
great meafuie, owing to the afte£lion of his people j but, as 
there is nothing more common than for them to grow quickly 
Tick of their own choice, fo it feems Don Ramiro v^ry fpeedily 
experienced the truth of this obfervation.

in order to keep his word, he caufed the heads of fifteen of 
the moft feditious to be nailed round the bottom of a wooden 
bell frame, and, having fhewn this {hocking fight to their 
neareft relations, told them this was the bell he meant, and 
that he would toll it at their expence, if they had not wit 
enough to change their condu^ from this example. As this 
tradition of the bell, of Huefca fubfifts to this hour, and as. 
fome very ancient writers report, not only the fadl of the 
king's putting the chief gf the nobility to death,. but mention 
alfo their names, and aiTure us, that there were five. of the 
noble family of Luna^ though it is eafy to conceive the* 
circumftances fabulous, it is very hard to believe the whole a 
fiaion^. ^ 

It is, however, a glaring miftake that fome have committed, 
who have reported .that this bold adtion had its effed ^ and 
that, as before no prince could be more contemned, fo af* , 
terwards none was ever better obeyed. The truth, howeverj, 
is direfily the reverfe ; for either this or fome other 2& of that 
unfortunate prince, or the whole ftrain of his adminifiration^ 
loft him the a(Fe£):ions of bis people to fuch a degree, that he 
took a fudden, and, in his fituation, a wife refolution of re- 
figning the government, which, in all probability, he heartily 
repented he had ever undertaken. The method he took in . 
doing this was fo proper and fo prudent, that we may rea- 
fonably conclude it was the efFe<Ss of mature deliberation. 
When he had digefted his'defign in his own mind, he called „"'J* 
an affembly of the ftates at Balbaftro^ where, on the nth of ^ '^^^*' 
Auguft^i he acquainted them with the refolution he had taken ^°fj^^^** 
of giving his daughter and heirefk P^tranilla, in marriage to ^ f^^^^ 
Don Raymond^ count of Barcelona^ in cafe ftie (bould live to Raymond 
an age fit to become his wife ; that in cafe of her deceafe be- ^^^^^^ ^f 
fore that time, it was his defire that he fhould epjpy the king- Barcelona, 
dom ; and that, for the prefent, as he was defirous of leading and retirti 
a life of repofe, he would put the adminiftration into his to a con- 
hands, with the title of count or prince, which, with the wnt. 
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Confent of thtt afiembly, he did» z,ni then retired to Huefca^ 
- If here he jiv«i privately with the clergy belon^ng to thjs 
church of Sl Peter j for the fpatc of teii yedrs (within five 
days), Without ever fhewing the leaft inclination to recover 
that diadem which he had fo willingly quitted g. Thofe 
therefore who have defcribed this prince as a weak or wicked 
man, feeto not to have confidered his hiftory ^ttcntiyely. He 
was a king but three years, and could not in that (hort fpace 
do much to the prejudice of his fubje£ls. He found that a 
palace was no fit habitation for one who had fpent forty years 
In a convent i a weak man would hardly have found this out. 
He executed his purpofe, which required no faiall degree of 
' fortitude ; and he knew how to fi^ a juft valine on that quiet, y 
for the fake of which he refigned a crown. If from thef^ cir- 
cumftances, which is all that we know of his cpndud* they 
can colle£i: that he was either wicked-or weak, they muft haye 
more penetration than we pretend to. (^oweyer, leaving 
this to the reader's refledioh, we fhall proceed with our 
^ hiftory.

princes concln^Jetd a treaty, ^nd Don Raymond was left to take 
what care he could of htoifelf } he had already a war with 
Navarre^ and atiother with the Moors, upon his hands^ when 
smother crofs accident happened, which gave him a good deal 
of trouble. Certain agents from the knights templars came 
into jrragon to claim the benefit of the late Don Alonjo^ tefta- 
ment» which the prince of Arragoriy by his prudence and dex- 
terity, converted to his own advantage. He told them that fuch 
of the knights templars as were williii^to repair thither (hould 
be amply provided for^; and, as a prooFthat he meant to make 
good his promife, he gave them the towii of Calatayud, where 
ihcy erefled the church of the holy fepulchre. ^ This agree- 
roept was ratified by the pope and the patriarch of Jerufalem K 
Some time after, .he held an ailembly of the flates at Giron, 
wheie, with the confentof the nobles and prelates, he made 
a ceiEon to thofe knights of fix ftrong caftles, with large re- 
venues, upon condition that they fhould defend his frontier 
againft the Infidels in his wars, with whom he wa^ very fuc- . 
cefsful j but while he was thus employed, the king of Na^ ^' ^* 
varre took from him Tarragona and fome other places of lefe * H3* 
importance™. 

At the requeft of the prince D^on Raymmd^ the emperor 
^iKe more interpofed with the king oi Navarre \ and finding 
that monarch more ftubborn than he expe£led, had recourfe 
to arms \ but he being a widower, and propofing to marry 
the pmperor's natural daughter, that offer was accepted, and a 
truce only concluded between the crowns of Arragon and 
Navarrt^^ This was indeed a m^afure abfolutely rcquifitc, 
fmce Don Raymond Berengery count of Provence^ brother to 
the prince of Arragon^ had been traiteroufly killed in his own 
dominions, it was requifite for the prince Don Raymond to 
go thither to preferve the fucceffion to his nephew, which he 
happily performed P. The truce was prolonged to another 
year, on account of the prince oi Arragon^ ^ affifting the em- 
peror in the famous fiege of Almeria^ at which he was prefent, 
^nd likewife furniihed a confideraUe naval force p. On t^e

Efpoujes As Donna Petronilla^ heirefs of Jrragon^ was now in her 
Donna Pe- fifteenth year, Don Raymond^ purfuant to the will of her 
tronilla, father, married her with great folcmnity at Lerida % in the 
daughttr prefence of the principal nobility and prelates of Arragon and 
to the late Catalonia : at the fame time he refettled the epifcopal fee at 
ling, Tortofa^ and marked out the ancient boundaries of its diocefe«. 

On occafion of the emperor's nuptials, and thofe of Don SaU'- 
cho^ king of Navarre^ the prince of Arragon went to Seria^ 
115^' and concluded a truce with that monarch upon his marriage 
' with his niece w. This gave him an opportunity of making 

an irruption into the territory of the Moors ^ where he took 
feveral places, and amongfl the reft the caftle of Mirahity by 
aflault, which he afterwards put into the hands of the knights 
templars «. He alfo took the Moorijh king of Valentia and 
.P53- iJ/wrr/V? under his protedlion. When the truce was expired, 
which he had made with the king of Navarre^ he attacked 
that kingdom with fome degree of fudcefs 5 and having con- 
cluded an alliance with the emperor, in virtue of which his 
young fon Don /^/9«/^, who was yet in his cradle, was to 
marry the Infanta Donna Sancha of Cajiile^ he prevailed upon 
that prince to join with him once more againft Navarre ; the

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hopes, however, which he had from thence, were fpeedily 
diffipated by the death of that monarch y. This event pro- 
duced another, which the prince of Arragon did not at all 
exped. Don Sancbo, king of Navarre^ bad a nuiticrous Cone/udes 
army in the field, with which he had already recovered the a /oiiii 
valley of Rancaiy which Don Rajmond had taken ^orn^ peace yjith 
him; but, on a fudden changing his meafures, he rtpxe- ^^^ ^'"S ^f 
fented to thfe prince of Arragon the folly of their proceed- Navarre* 
ings, offered to bury in oblivion all former grudges, and to **57* 
reftore the city oiTarrazona^ in order to obtain a folid and 
lafting peace, to which, as it was all he ever fought, Don 
Raymond readily agreed: and thus this war, which with 
little intermilEdn had lafted from the feparation of the 
two crowns, was happily concluded to their mutual fatis- 
fa£Hon *. 

In a ihort.time after the death of the emperor, his fon Doa 
Sanchoy king of CaJUky entered into a clofe alliance with the 
prince of Arragon^ his uncle, in which, however, the 
homage was referved to the crown of Cajiile^ which it is fit 
we fliould explain ».

We may fee, from their want of accuracy 
in matters of this nature, that the ancient memoirs of Ar^ 
ragon were very fhort and imperfefi ; fo that much of thofe 
ample hiftories that are now extant, muft have been fup- 
plied from conje£lure, and from comparifon with other Spanijb 
hiftories. 
Suifia 9/ We have now completed this feftion, and have therein 
the next traced thofe acceffions, by which, from a very flender be- 
ftSion. ginning, the realm of Arragon grew to be what it now is. 
The teader likewife fees how, in virtue of the marriage be- 
tween the count of Barcelona and the hcircfs of this mon- 
archy, the noble country of Catalonia was annexed to this 
crowli ; and, from the acceffion of power arifing from 
thence, Jbenlope^ the Moorijh prince of VaUntia^ came to 
feek the protefiipn, and to own himfelf the valTal, of the 
prince of Arragon^ which afforded the monarchs tA Arragon 
the firfi pretentions to that fruitful kingdom. The making 
thefe matters plain, fo that the original, the augmentation, 
and the conjun^ion of ftates, may be truly known, and 
clearly underftood, is one principal point of Univerfa! 
Hiftory. It is therefore, in the prefcnt cafe, to. render that 
as complete as poffible, we propofe, in the next (c£Mon, to 
give a fuccinft hiftory of the principality of Catalonia ; or, 
which will be found to amount to the fame thing, to 
trace out the fucceffion of the counts of Barcelona^ and 
their gradual acquifitions of power and territory, by which 
it will be rendered evident what a vaft advants^e enfued 
to the crown of Arragon^ from the annexing of this ma- 
ritime province to its dominions, which, in procefs of 
time, led to. far greater things, and enabled thefe mo- 
narchs to make the figure they did ; whereas if they had 
continued to be circumfcribed within the bounds of their 
inland territories, they could have been very little khowii 
to the reft of Europe.

The Hiftory offhe County ^/Barcelona, and the County 
of Catalonia, from the Time of the eretUng of that 
County^ at the Beginning of the Ninth Century^ to its 
Conjun£iion with the Realm of Arragon, by the 
Marriage of the Count Don Raymond the Fifth with 

' the Infanta Donna Petronilla, Heirefs of that King^ 
dom^ the Children of which Marriage enjoyed both 
Sovereignties. ' ' ' . 

npHE defcriptions in this part of our work arc fuited to the De/crifti^ 
-*• hiftory, and are only inferted to render it intelligible. o»fl/'/i&r 
As for example ; The country of Catalonia^ of which we are o/J county 
going to fpeak, is precifely that which the count Don Ray- «/'Catalo- 
mond the fifth annexed to the kingdom of Arragon^ which nia* ^ 
was not only far greater than the antient county of Barcelona, 
the original patrimony of his anceftors, but alfo confiderably 
more extenfive than the principality of Catalonia j as it now 
ftands ; comprehending in it, befides Catalonia^ or, as the 
Spaniards always write it, Cataluna^ the countries of Rouf- 
fillon and Cerdana^ or Cerdagna^ beft part of which are now 
in the hands of the French a. This country, as it then ftood, 
had Languedoc on the north, the Pyrenees^ the country of Ri* 
bagorcay and the kingdom of Jrragon^ on tKe weft, a corner 
of the farn^ kingdom, and a part of that of Valentia^ to the 
fouth, wiih the Medditerranean on the eaft,^ ftretching about 
feventy leagues from fouth to north, and, where broadeft, not 
much lefs from weft to eaft : .the air is, generally fpeakingy 
pure and wholfome ; the climate perfefUy pleafant, and not 
fo very hot in the middle of fummer as in moft other pro- ^ 
vinces in Spain, The greateft part of this country is moun- 
tainous ; but there are feveral large and beautiful plains, and 
more efpecially thofe of Urgel^ Cerdagna, Vic Gironney Tara-- 
gona^ and Panades. The mountains themfelves are far from 
being barren, fince they are every- where covered with forefts 
of excellent timber, are not deftitutc of fruit trees, and 
abound with odoriferous (hrubs and medicinal herbs. There 
are few countries better watered, though none of its rivers arc 
V£ry large. It is plentifully furniflied with edible roots, wine 
fruit, and corn, as alfo flax and hemp. There are in it many^

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inexhauftiblequairiesof marble of all forts, fuch as alabafter,&fr; 
and as to ftones of bi£|)er valQe, iafper, amethifis, lapis Lazu- 
lif and the HematiteSy or blood jtone, are found herein con- 
iid^rable quantkies ^. Herecofore, it is faid, there were minea 
of gold and filver ; aod of tbie former of thefe precious metals, 
there are flill fome grains found in the fand of the Segrc^ and 
Ibme other rivers ; but there are ftill mines of tin, lead, iron^ 
allom, vitiiol, and fait ; and on the coaft, nt^ich is near ninety 
leagues in extent^ there ta a very valuable coral fiihery ^. 
'Aec9ma%f As to the anttent tQhabitaocs of this province, they, were 
thimuwa d^ OffiiUoMij Auxitam^ IndigitfSj Cofttam^ with part of the 
iukMt' Ibifconts and Jaccitani <*• Some have conceived that it de"< 
«»//• rived its name from the firft of thefe people « ; others again 
think it mpre probable ^, that it derived its name from the 
Catilautiiy an ancient people in Gaul\ but the moft probaUe 
account pf the matter is this: upon the decline of the Roman 
' empire, die Alani feia^ed the beft part of this province, of 

which they were, in fome meafure, difpoflefled by the Goths ; 
and at length mixing together and becoming one people, they 
came to be called Gowa/ani^ and their country Gothalonia^ 
which, by degrees, was foftened into Catalonia ^. The Moors 
pufbed their conquefts hithef in the beginning of the eighth 
century, but they had at heft but an unquiet poi&ffion ; and 
the potent emperor Charhmagm attacked them freqilently, 
a^d with fo much vigour, that the Moorijh governors in moft 
of the confiderabie places were content to acknowlege them-* 
feives his vafl^s ^. This, however, as it arofe from conftraint^ 
feldom lafted longer than there was a force at hand to keep 
them within bounds ; and in their repeated revolts they were 
guilty of fucfa exceiies, that at length Ltwis the Mild deter« 
minad to make an abfolute conqueft, and to leave therein 
fuch a competent force as mi^ht eiFe^ually fecure this fron- 
tier againft the Infidels '. 

At the opening of the ninth century, the Moors^ who were 
in pofieilion of Barcelona^ were under the gov^rnnnentof Z^^if^

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He w^s fucceeded in his government by count Bernard^ Ton 
to William duke of Thouloufe^ who carried on the war againft 
the Infidels with great vigour, which raifed him fo high in 
his mailer's favour, that he made him his lord high chamber- 
lain, and, as fome fay, his prime minifter p. This had a 
bad efie£t ; for he began, immediately after, to oppreis the 
clergy in his government, and had a great hand in the difturb- 
ances which broke out in the emperor's family ,) who thereup- 
on deprived him of his dignities'). In refentment of this he 
induced the people of Burgundy to revolt in favour of Pepin^ 
and foon after feized Tlouloufcy depending on the prote£^ion of 
Pepin^ who, by his advice, declared himfelf foon after king of 
A. D. Jquitaine '. On the death, however, of the emperor Lewisy 
SzZ. he reconciled himfelf to his fuccelTor Charles the Bald ; but, as 
he ftill continued his intrigues, that monarch became jealous 
of him, and fummoned him to repair to an aflembly of the 
ftates, which was held in the neighbourhood of TTboulouju 
Bernard The count, finding he had not ftrength enough to execute his 
thefecond defign, went boMly thither, in hopes of pacifying that mon- 
€omt^ arch by a feigned fubmifHon. But. when he came into his

This perfon was Hunfridj or tVifrid^ who, it is (aid, 
had alfo the title of marquis of Getia^ and duke of Septima" 
nia\ which implies, that, befides Barcelona^ ht y/zs intrufted 
with the adminillration of all that belonged to the empire in 
thefe parts ; fo that a condderable diftriifl in the ibuthern 
provinces of France^ with part of Navarre, Arragon, and Ca^ 
talonia^ were under his jurifdidion a : yet, it feems, he was 
not fatisfied, becaiife king CharleSy furnamed the Bald, had 
beftowed Thouhufe, and the places adjacent, upon count Ray- 
mend, and of which, notwithftanding, he defpoiled him, upon g, , 
pretence that they belonged to his government. This fo * h 
provoked the king, that he removed JVifrid from his employ- 
ment, in the fucceeding year, or at leaft divided this large go- 
vernment into two, retraining him to the countries on the 
other fide of the /llps\ which, it feems, he confidered as a great

The 
MoorSj with a prodigious army, attempted to invade his 
country; hut Don Raymond^ ailift^d by his brother-in-law, 
Don ErmengiU^ count -of Urgel^ gave them fuch a reception, 
that they were glad to retire: upon which the two counts fell

S003. Things were now fo well fettled in Catalonia, that the 
count held an aflembly of the ftates, which is ^mentioned 
here, becaufe it feems to be the firft which had been held 
at Barcelona, fince it was recovered by the Chriftians * ; and 
^ the fame of Don Raymond was fo great, that both by the 
Chriftians and Moors he was equally refpedted. Mohammed 
jflmahadif being difpoflefied of the kingdom of Cordova by 
Zultma, applied himfelf, by the advice of his prime minifter 
Jlhamer^ to the count of Barcelona, for his aftiftance, pro*

Don Raymond the fifth, count of Barcelona^ entered on 
the government of this principalitv with great reputation S. . 
His alliance to the (cmperor Don JUnfo made him extremely 
confiderablie ; and it was upon his doing homage to that 
prince that Don Alonfo count of Thouloufe was prevailed up- 
on to take the fame ftep^. He incorporated the county of 
Cerdagna^ to which there were fome pretenders, into his 
own dominions ' ; and was very ufeful to many of his neigh- 
bours, particularly in negotiatiating that alliance between 
the crowns of Caftile and Arragon^ which faved the latter from 
the Moors^ after the unfortunate battle of Fraga^ of which 
Don Ranaro the Monk was fo fenfible, that he immediately 
caft his eves upon him for his fon- in-law and fucceflbr ^. Don 
Who^ mar- Raymond no fooner found himfclf prefumptive heir to the 
rying tbe, crown of Arragon^ than he judged it a convenient feafon to
